And  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, 'pursuant  to  section  15  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  '^  passed,  a 
majority  being  present."  And  every  act  which  received  the  as- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  legislature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
"passed  by  a  two-thirde  vote."  [See  legislative,  law,  laws  of 
1909,  chapter  37,  section  44.] 


PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


Publication  of  aeision  laws;  contents  of  published  yolumes  of 
session  laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain: 

!•  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 

3.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws. 

5.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

Such  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  index;e3  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  section  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  typo 
and  paper,  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with

AN  ACT  reappropriating  a  portion  of  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  appropriation  heretofore  made  to  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary 
of  state  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  article  eleven  of  the 
highway  law,  in  relation  to  motor  vehicles.^ 

Became  a  law  February  3,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed 

by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  thb  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enad  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  forty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($47,000), 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  he  necessary,  being  a  portion  of  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety  thousand  dollars  ($190,000)  made  to  the  office  of  the 
•  secretary  of  state  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
article  eleven  of  the  highway  law  in  relation  to  motor  vehicles,  is 
hereby  reappropriated  and  made  available  for  salaries  of  em- 
ployees, in  addition  to  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
($35,000)  made  available  by  such  act  for  such  purpose,  and  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  being  a  portion  of  such  unexpended  balance 
of  such  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars 
($190,000),  is  hereby  reappropriated  and  made  available  for  com- 
pensation of  examiners  in  addition  to  the  siun  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  ($16,000)  made  available  by  such  act  for  such  purpose.

The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  or  eo 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the 
commission  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  five  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  payable  by  the 
treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  and  the  certificate  of 
the  chairman  of  the  commission,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  such 
act

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  certain  immediate  expenses 
of  the  legislature,  and  providing  for  deficiencies  in  former 
appropriations  therefor.

by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  sums  hereinafter  named,  or  w>  much 
•thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  2)ayable  by  the 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  oomptroller  for  the  purposes  and 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided: 
oonuni«rt  For  deficiency  in  the  contingent  fund  of  the  legislature,  the 
sum  of  twenty  fliousand  dollars  ($20,000).

AN  ACT  to  ratify,  confirm  and  legalize  the  proceedings  of  the 
town  of  Irondequoit  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  had  and  taken 
in  the  matter  of  the  establishment  of  a  water  district  in  said 
town ;  the  sale,  award  and  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  said  town 
to  pay  for  the  cost  of  constructing  a  water  system  in  said  water 
district ;  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds. 

Beeamt  a  law  March  3,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  petition  of  taxpayers  to  the  town  board  for  the  proceed- 
establishment  of  a  water  district  at  Summei'ville  in  the  town  of  ti^  tT*!- 
Irondequoit  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  and  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  watS*" 
thereon  had  and  taken  by  said  town  board,  its  officers  and  agents,  mhiJ  rt"" 
in  the  establishment  of  said  water  district  and  the  appointment  of  therefor. 
water  commissioners  therefor,  and  all  acts  and  proceedings  had 
and  taken  by  such  water  commissioners  and  such  town  board, 
their  officers  and  agents,  leading  up  to  and  including  the  sale  of 
the  bonds  of  said  town  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  water  system  in  said  district,  including  the  acceptance 
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of  a  bid  for  such  bonds  and  the  award  thereon  by  the  said  town 
board  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  legalized,  notwithstand- 
ing any  defect  or  irregularity,  or  the  omission  of  any  lawful  re- 
quirement in  any  of  such  acts  or  proceedings. 

§  2.  All,  and  each,  of  said  bonds  so  sold  and  awarded,  Gonsist- 
ing  of  ten  registered  bonds  of  the  said  town  of  Irondequoit  of  the 
denomination  of  two  thousand  dollars  each,  numbered  one  to  ten 
inclusive,  bearing  date  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
and  payable  one  bond  in  the  order  as  numbered  on  the  first  day  of 
March,  in  each  of  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  to  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-five  inclusive,  with  interest  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  payable  annually,  are 
hereby  legalized  'and  are  directed  to  be  signed  by  the  supervisor 
and  attested  by  the  town  clerk  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said 
town;  and  when  so  executed  the  said  supervisor  is  directed  to 
deliver  the  said  bonds  to  the  purchasers  to  whom  they  were 
awarded  or  to  their  assignee  or  nominee  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
price  for  which  they  were  sold ;  and  when  so  delivered  and  paid 
for  said  bonds  shall  become  and  be  valid  and  binding  obligations 
of  said  town. 

§  8.  The  proper  officers  shall  raise  annually,  by  tax,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  as  the  same  shall  become 
due.

AN  ACT  to  legalize  the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  town  of  Chateaugay 
in  the  county  of  Franklin,  authorized  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  erec- 
tion of  a  town  house  in  said  town,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof. 

BecanM  a  law  March  3,  1011,  with  the  approval  of  the  Qoyemor.    Paas^d, 

three- fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  special  town  meeting  held  in  and  for  the  town  of  ProeMd- 
Chateaugay,  Franklin  county,  New  York,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  u^  t?**" 
October,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  the  proposition  submitted  KlinJir' 
and  adopted  at  such  special  town  meeting  providing  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  erection  of  a  town  house,  and  the  appropriation  of 
the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  such  purpose,  and  the  act' 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Franklin  county,  passed  at  a  regular 
meeting  thereof  on  the  twelfth  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  authorizing  said  town  of  Chateaugay  to  borrow  on  the 
faith  and  credit  of  said  town  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
to  pay  the  expense  of  completing  the  erection  of  a  town  house  in 
said  town,  and  to  issue  its  bonds  therefor,  in  the  denomination  of 
five  hundred  dollars  each  for  the  amount  so  borrowed,  two  bonds 
to  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  February,  in  the  years  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen  to  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  both  in- 
clusive, and  all  proceedings  leading  up  to  the  passage  of  said  act 
are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  legalized,  and  made  of  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  laws  applicable  thereto  had  been  fully 
and  strictly  complied  with ;  and  the  bonds  of  said  town,  bearing  Bond.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  IMS.  Section  1.  Section  twelve  of  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  laws  of 

l^'ij^'  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  state 
boards  and  commissions,  constituting  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  is  hereby  amended*  to  read  as  follows : 

§  12.  Proceedings  upon  approval  of  petition  for  river  improve- 
ment. If  such  commission  shall  deteiTuine  that  a  more  beneficial 
flow  of  water  in  such  river  or  water  course  can  be  had  by  construc- 
tion of  dykes,  clearing  out  or  changing  the  channel,  the  erection  of 
a  dam  or  dams  or  other  public  works  thereon,  or  upon  any  tribu- 
tary thereof,  it  shall  cause  to  be  made  preliminary  plans  and 
specifications,  of  such  proposed  improvements,  together  with  a 
survey  of  the  lands  upon  which  such  improvements  are  to  be  located, 
giving  the  location  thereof,  and  of  all  lands  to  be  taken,  flowed 
or  damaged  thereby  with  a  description  by  survey  or  otherwise,  of 
all  rights  affected  thereby  and  estimates  of  the  total  cost  thereof. 
The  commission  shall  also  cause  a  map  to  be  made  showing  all 
such  lands,  the  number  of  acres  in  each  separate  tract  and  the 
names  of  the  owners  and  occupants  thereof  so  far  as  the  said 
commission  can  ascertain  the  same.  The  commission  or  the  mem- 
bers thereof  may  enter  upon  such  lands  as  the  commission  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  doing  such  work,  either  by  them- 
selves or  by  their  engineers,  agents  or  servants  employed  by  them 
for  that  purpose.

gether with  the  land  upon  which  the  same  now  stands,  situated  in 
the  second  ward  of  the  ciity  of  Albany,  on  the  west  side  of  Clinton 
street  in  said  city  between  Catherine  street  and  Delaware  street, 
and  being  in  front  on  Clinton  street  one  hundred  and  eighty-three 
feet,  ten  and  one-quarter  inches  and  in  depth  on  Catherine  street

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two  hundred  and  forty-nine  feet,  five  inches,  be  the  same  more  or 
less.  Said  building  to  be  preserved  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
of  the  state  of  New  York  as  an  historic  landmark  and  for  edu- 
cational and  patriotic  purposes. 

§  2.  Upon  the  requisition  of  said  commissioners  of  the  land  Pvmem 
oflSce,  and  upon  a  voucher  or  vouchers  certified  by  said  oommis-»>«  ™»<i«- 
sioners,  or  by  such  officer  or  officers  thereof  as  they  may  designate 
for  that  purpose,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller,  the 
comptroller  shall  pay  the  sum  or  sums  that  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  for  the  lands  authorized  to  be  acquired  by  this  act.

§  1.  The  sheriff  of  Columbia  county  shall  receive  his  fees  and  shenrs^ 
perquisites  in  all  civil  cases  in  which  the  same  are  to  be  paid  by  tion.

crued.    Upon  the  reincorporation  or  upon  the  amendment  of  the 
charter  of  any  life  insurance  corporation,  having  a  capital  stock, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  may  by  a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  its  directors  confer  upon  its  policy  holders 
or  upon  such  policy  holders  as  may  have  a  prescribed  amount  of

chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun-  mo.  ch. 
dred  and  nine  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  laws  am^a**.

known  by  the  term  "  cheese,"  and  manufactured  exclusively  from 
pure,  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  or  both,  any  pimentos,  olives, 
walnuts,  peanuts,  celery  salt,  tomatoes,  or  onions,  that  the  per-

as  a  component  part,  or  into  which  melted  butter  or  butter  in  any 
condition  or  state,  or  any  oil  thereof  has  been  introduced  to  take 
the  place  of  cream.  The  term  "  adulterated  milk,"  when  so 
used,  means: 

1.  Milk  containing  more  than  eighty-eight  per  centum  of  water 
or  fluids. 

2.  Milk  containing  less  than  eleven  and  one-half  per  centum  of 
milk  solids. 

3.  Milk  containing  less  than  three  per  centum  of  fats. 

4.  Milk  drawn  from  cows  within  fifteen  days  before  and  five 
days  after  parturition. 

5.  Milk  drawn  from  animals  fed  on  distillery  waste  or  any  sub- 
stance in  a  state  of  fermentation  or  putrefaction  or  on  any  un- 
healthy food. 

6.  Milk  drawn  from  cows  kept  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  con- 
dition. 

7.  Milk  from  which  any  part  <5f  the  cream  has  been  removed. 

8.  Milk  which  has  been  diluted  with  water  or  any  other  fluid,  or 
to  which  has  been  added  or  into  which  has  been  introduced  any  for- 
eign substance  whatever. 

All  adulterated  milk  shall  be  deemed  unclean,  unhealthy,  im- 
pure and  unwholesome.  The  terms  "  pure  milk  "  or  "  unadul- 
terated milk,"  when  used  singly  or  together,  mean  sweet  milk  not 
adulterated,  and  the  terms  "pure  QrenmJ*  or  "unadulterated 
cream,"  when  used  singly  or  together,  viean  cream  taken  from 
pure  and  unadulterated  milk.

Section  1.    Section  sixty  of  chapter  fifty-five  of  the  laws  of  l.  iws. 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  being  the  second  class  cities  law,  en- 1  eo.  m 
titled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  cities  of  the  second  class,  constituting  l.  i9io. 
chapter  fifty-three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  relating  to  temporary  amended. 
and  funded  debts,  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

§  60.  Temporary  and  funded  debts.  Temporary  and  funded 
debts  of  the  city  for  the  various  purposes  authorized  or  contem- 
plated by  this  chapter  and  otherwise  by  law,  may  be  created  by 
ordinance  of  the  common  council,  provided,  however,  that  any 
such  ordinance  shall,  before  it  takes  effect,  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  Funded 
debts  may  be  created  for  any  municipal  pmrpose.  The  creation  of 
funded  and  temporary  debts  and  the  refunding  of  existing  debts, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  municipal  law, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided.  Every  funded  debt,  refunded 
or  created,  except  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  shall  be  issued 
in  such  amounts  and  shall  fall  due  at  such  times  that  the  principal 
of  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  equal  an- 
nual instalments,  the  last  of  which  shall  become  due  at  the  end 
of  not  more  than  twenty  years  after  its  issue.  Every  funded  debt 
refunded  or  created  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water  shall  be 
issued  in  such  amounts  and  shall  fall  due  at  such  times  that  the 
principal  of  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  not  more  than  forty 
equal  instalments,  the  last  of  which  shall  become  due  at  the  end 
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of  not  more  than  forty  years  after  its  issfue,  *arid  may  by  the 
ordinance  creating  said  funded  debt  be  made  payable  out  of  water 
rents  received  by  the  city.  Any  bonds  of  the  city  heretofore  issued, 
other  than  revenue  bonds,  and  not  payable  in  annuaP  instalments, 
may  be  refunded.  No  funded  debt  which  is  payable  in  annual* 
instalments,*  shall  be  refunded,  but  provision  shall  be  made  for  the 
payment  of  each  instalment  and  accrued  interest  in  the  year  in 
which  it  shall  become  due  by  the  insertion  of  the  proper  sum  in 
the  annual  estimate  for  the  year  in  question.  An  ordinance  creat- 
ing a  funded  debt  may  provide  that  the  bonds  therein  authorized 
shall  contain  a  recital  that  they  are  issued  pursuant  to  law  and  an 
ordinance  of  the  common  council,  as  provided  by  section  sixty  of 
the  second  class  cities  law.  Such  recital,  when  so  authorized,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  regularity  of  the 
issue  of  said  bonds  and  of  their  validity.

§  12.  The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  shall  be  a  commissioner 
of  public  works,  a  counsel  to  the  corporation,  a  city  clerk,  one  fire

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  ninety-five  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  u  iim.  ch. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  '^An  act  in  relation  to  amended  by 
the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  m 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  b  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  95.  Enlistments.  An  able-bodied  man  of  good  character, 
who  can  read  and  write  and  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  may  be  enlisted  in 
the  national  guard  or  naval  militia  of  this  state  for  a  term  of 
not  less  than  three^  years;  but  may  continue  to  serve  under 
his  enlistment  after  the  expiration  of  such  term  until  discharged 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Chief  and  principal  musicians,  pri- 
vates of  the  hospital  corps  and  musicians  may  be  enlisted  as  such. 
Xo  man  shall  be  enlisted  who  holds  a  commission  in  the  militia

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of  this  state.  No  man  shall  be  enlisted  who  is  tortv-five  years 
and  more  of  age,  or  less  than  eighteen  years  old,  except  that  men 
who  are  sixteen  years  and  more  of  age  may  be  enlisted  as  mu- 
sicians. No  minor  shall  be  enlisted  without  the  written  consent 
of  his  parent  or  guardian.  A  man  who  has  been  dropped  be- 
cause he  cannot  be  found  or  expelled  or  dishonorably  discharged, 
or  discharged  without  honor,  from  any  military  or  naval  organi- 
zation of  the  state  shall  not  be  eligible  for  enlistment  or  re-enlist- 
ment unless  he  produce  the  written  consent  to  such  enlistment  of

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  sixteen  of  chapter  forty-  Jj  ^^^216^ 
one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  **An  act  »«•"<»•<»• 
in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§   216.  Allowances  for  military   organizations;   military  fund. 

On  the  certificate  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  the  comp- 
troller shall  annually  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  each  county 
treasurer  specified  in  such  certificate,  for  the  organizations  of  the 
active  militia  mentioned  therein  as  follows:  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  battery;  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  each  troop, 
and  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  company  of  signal  corps  and 
field  hospital,  to  be  expended  for  mounted  drills  and  parades,  and 
for  the  feed  and  shoeing  of  horses  in  the  service  of  the  state ;  two 
himdred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  company  of  signal  corps,  field 
hospital,  separate  troop,  battery,  separate  company  or  division; 
and  for  each  regiment,  battalion  and  squadron  not  part  of  a  regi- 
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ment,  company  of  signal  corps,  field  hospital,  separate  troop, 
separate  battery,  separate  company  and  division,  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  other  necessary  military  expenses,  a  sum  equal  to 
one  dollar  and  sixty  cents  for  each  of  its  enlisted  men  present 
for  duty  at  each  of  five  of  the  compulsory  drills  or  parades  re- 
quired in  this  chapter,  which  sums,  together  with  the  fines  and 
penalties  collected  from  delinquent  enlisted  men,  shall  consti- 
tute the  military  fund  of  such  regiment,  battalion  or  squadron 
not  part  of  a  regiment,  company  of  signal  corps,  field  hospital 
separate  troop,  battery,  company  or  division.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

41  T'lis^      Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  chapter 
•mended,     forty-oiie  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the 
consolidated  laws/'  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  183.  Armorieg  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Tu  the  city  of  Xew 
York  the  applications  of  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  bat- 
talions, squadrons,  troops,  batteries,  field  hospitals,^  ambu- 
lance companies,  companies  of  signal  corj>s,  the  colonel  of 
the  corps  of  engineers  or  the  ranking  officer  of  the  coast  artillery

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  ninety-five  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  l.  isw.  ch. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  amended  by 
the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  3«9. 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  96.  Enlistment*.  An  able-bodied  man  of  good  character, 
who  can  read  and  write  and  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  may  be  enlisted  in 
the  national  guard  or  naval  militia  of  this  state  for  a  term  of 
not  less  than  three^  years;  but  may  continue  to  serve  under 
his  enlistment  after  the  expiration  of  such  term  until  discharged 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Chief  and  principal  musicians,  pri- 
vates of  the  hospital  corps  and  musicians  may  be  enlisted  as  such. 
No  man  shall  be  enlisted  who  holds  a  commission  in  the  militia

Section  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  chapter  forty- 
il'  amended  ouc  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in 
Ph.  ^sii!*^^'  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  eleven 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen   hundred   and  nine,   is  hereby  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  252.  Formation  of  associations;  by-laws.  The  officers  of  any 
regiment  or  battalion  or  squadron  not  a  part  of  a  regiment,  the

Section  1.  Section  twenty-five  hundred  and  forty  of  the  code  \J^^ 
of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  2540.  Idem;  in  another  county.  In  a  case  specified  in  the 
last  section,  except  that  the  witness  is  in  another  county,  where 
the  witness  is  a  subscribing  witness  to  a  will,  if  the  surrogate 
hiA  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  witness  cannot  attend  before 
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him,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  which  the  hearing  may  he  ad- 
journed, he  may  make  an  order,  directing  that  the  witness  be 
examined  before  the  surrogate  of  the  county  in  which  he  is,  speci- 
fying a  day,  on  or  before  which  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  must 
be  delivered  to  the  latter  surrogate;  and  directing  notice  of  the 
examination  to  be  given  to  such  persons,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  he  thinks  proper.  A  copy  of  the  order,  attested  by  the  seal 
of  the  surrogate's  court,  must  be  transmitted  by  him  to  the  surro- 
gate designated  in  the  order,  together  with  the  original  will,  where 
the  testimony  relates  to  the  execution  of  a  written  will.  If  it  shall 
appear  from  the  order  that  objections  to  the  probate  of  the  will 
have  been  filed,^  the  latter  surrogate  must  thereupon,  on  the  day 
specified  in  the  order,  or  on  another  day  to  which  he  may  adjourn 
the  examination,  take  the  examination  of  the  witness,  but  if  it 
shall  appear  from  the  order  that  no  such  objections  have  been 
filed,  the  latter  surrogate  may  cause  the  examination  to  be  taken 
by  one  of  the  clerks  described  in  section  twenty-fi.ve  hun- 
dred and  ten  of  this  act,^  as  if  he  possessed  original  juris- 
diction of  the  special  proceeding.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  city  of 
Buffalo  to  issue  its  bonds  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
new  school  buildings,"  so  as  to  authorize  the  use  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  increase  the  limit 
on  the  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds. 

Became  a  law  May  6,   1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  laws  of  Jj  ^^^  *^^ 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  *mended. 
city  of  Buffalo  to  issue  its  bonds  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  new  school  buildings,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  1.  The  citv  of  Buffalo  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds  »<>»?  »""• 
from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  in  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  purchase  lands  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes  and^  to  construct  and  equip  new  school  buildings 
in  said  city  of  Buffalo.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  such 
a  rate,  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum^  per  annum, 
as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  council  in  the  resolution  directing 
their  issue,  such  interest  to  be^  payable  semi-annually  at  the  office 
of  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  at  the  Gallatin 
National  Bank  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  the  purchaser  may 
elect,  the  principal  to  be  payable  at  the  same  place  twenty  years 
after  the  date  of  said  bonds.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  city 
of  Buffalo  to  issue  in  any  one  fiscal  year  bonds  provided  for  by 
this  act  in  excess  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  provided,

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  proceed  immediately  JJJJJJ^JJ 
with  all  reasonable  speed  to  ascertain  what  sources  exist  and  are  JJJJJJ"  ^ 
most  available,  desirable  and  best  for  a  supply  of  pure  and  whole-  ^*»- 
some  water  for  the  city  of  Mount  Vernon,    The  board  shall  make 
such  surveys,  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  and  in- 
vestigations as  it  may  deem  proper  in  order  to  ascertain  the  facts 
as  to  said  sources,  and  shall  report  to  the  common  council  with  a  lupwt. 
recommendation  as  to  what  action  in  its  opinion  should  be  taken 
with  reference  thereto,  so  that  the  board  of  water  supply  and  the 
common  council  may  be  enabled  to  determine  from  what  sources 
and  in  what  manner  the  city  of  Mount  Vernon  may  best  secure  a 
supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water.    It  shall  not  be  necessary  proj«ot  not 
that  the  project  contemplated  by  this  act  shall  be  acted  upon  by  to  b*  acud 
or  under  one  report  or  at  one  time,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  o&«  tim*. 
said  boards,  to  wit,  the  said  board  of  water  supply  and  the  said 
common  council,  to  report  upon,  consider  and  determine  the  proj- 
ect in  parts  or  sections  from  time  to  time  as  the  said  boards  may 
deem  fit,  so  that  the  city  may  be  able  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water 
or  from  time  to  time  an  additional  srupply  of  water  from  one  and 
the  same  or  one  or  more  sources  at  any  time. 

§  3.  The  common  council  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  report  ^'^'•^''y 
or  reports  of  the  board  of  water  supply  may  adopt,  modify  or  «o"«»<^"- 
reject  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  same,  and  may  cause  such 
surveys  to  be  made  and  such  further  information  to  be  obtained 
as  it  shall  deem  expedient  to  enable  it  to  act  intelligently  in  the 
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premises.  In  case  of  the  modification  or  rejection  of  the  recom- 
mendations in  said  report  or  reports  or  any  part  thereof  bj  the 
common  council  the  board  of  water  supply  in  like  manner  afore- 
said shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  common  council  a  further 
report  or  reports,  surveys,  maps,  plans,  specifications,  estimates 
and  investigations,  and  make  such  changes  and  modifications  as 
shall  seem  proper  to  the  common  council;  and  shall  continue  so 
to  do  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council  until  a  map,  plan 
or  plans  covering  the  entire  work  contemplated  by  this  act  shall 
be  approved  and  adopted  by  the  common  council.  The  same 
courae  shall  be  pursued  in  tiie  matter  of  any  additional  supply 
of  water  after  the  original  map,  plan  or  plans  covering  the  entire 
work  contemplated  by  this  act  shall  have  been  approved  and 
adopted  by  the  common  council  as  aforesaid.  The  said  map,  plan 
or  plans  as  may  be  made  and  adopted  in  parts  or  sections  from 
time  to  time  may  be  changed  or  modified  either  before  or  after 
adoption  as  the  common  council  may  deem  necessary  for  the  more 
efficient  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  common 
council  prior  to  the  adoption  of  such  map,  plan  or  plans  or  the 
modification  thereof  shall  give  to  all  persons  interested  a  reason- 
able opportunity  to  be  heard  respecting  the  same,  and  shall  give 
reasonable  public  notice  of  such  hearing,  whereat  testimony  may 
be  produced  by  the  parties  appearing  in  such  manner  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  determine,  and  the  mayor  and  president  of  the 
common  council  are  and  each  of  them  hereby  is  authorized  to 
administer  oaths  and  issue  subpoenas  in  any  proceeding  pending 
before  said  common  council  imder  this  act.  Notice  of  such  hear- 
ing shall  be  given  in  addition  to  the  above  provision  by  mailing 
to  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  where  the  real  estate  to  be  acquired  is  situated  a  notice 
of  said  hearing  at  least  eight  days  before  the  time  named  in  said 
notice.  A  final  map,  plan  or  plans  approved  and  adopted  by  the 
common  council  shall  be  executed  in  quadruplicate,  one  of  which 
shall  remain  on  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Mount  Vernon, 
one  of  which  shall  be  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  board  of 
water  supply,  one  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed 
in  the  county  clerk's  office  or  register's  office  of  each  county 
in  which  any  land  affected  thereby  is  situated,  and  one  copy  or  a 
certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state,  water 
supply  commission. 

§  4.  The  board  of  water  supply,  its  agents,  engineers,  survey- 
ors and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to 
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perform  its  duties  under  this  act  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  anj  land  or  water  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys,  exami- 
nationa  or  investigations  and  preparing  maps,  plans  and  reports 
contemplated  by  this  act. 

§  5.  After  the  approval,  adoption  and  filing  of  a  final  map,  plan  sabmiMioa 
or  plans  as  described  in  section  three  of  this  act,  the  board  of  water  mapi. 
supply  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  common  council  six  similar 
maps  or  plans  of  the  proposed  sites  of  the  dams,  reservoirs,  aque- 
ducts, sluices,  culverts,  canals,  pumping  works,  bridges,  tunnels, 
bloW'^£Fs^  ventilating  shafts,  filters,  connections  and  other  works 
of  construction  and  the  appurtenances  thereof.    Upon  these  maps  to  ihow 
there  shall  be  laid  out  and  niuabered  the  various  parcels  of  real  r»ai  muu 
estate  on,  over  or  through  which  the  same  are  to  be  constructed  and 
maintained,  or  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  authorized  by  this  act  On  said  maps  the  natural  and  artificial 
lines  existing  on  the  surface  of  the  soil  at  the  time  of  the  survey 
shall  be  delineated  and  there  shall  be  plainly  indicated  thereon  of 
which  parcels  the  fee,  and  over,  or  through  which  parcels  the  right 
to  use,  and  occupy  the  same  in  perpetuity  is  to  be  acquired.    The  ^^mon*'^ 
common  council  may  adopt,  modify  or  reject  said  maps  in  whole  c«»nc»- 
or  in  part  and  require  others  to  be  made  instead  thereof.

upon  previous  to  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  appraisal  as  aaparauiy. 
hereinafter  provided  for,  and  shall  be  so  determined  that  one  of 
said  commissioners  shall  not  be  appointed  upon  a  section  covering 
more  property  than  can  be  reasonably  passed  upon  and  awards 
made  by  the  said  commissioners  within  the  limits  of  a  year  from 
the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  oaths  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
proceedings  hereafter  authorized  may  in  like  manner  be  had  sep- 
arately in  reference  to  one  or  more  of  such  sections  before  the  maps 
of  the  whole  are  filed.  The  work  upon  one  or  more  of  such  sections 
may  be  b^un  before  the  maps  of  the  remaining  sections  are  filed. 
In  case  of  such  rejection  the  board  of  water  supply  shall,  in  like  sob^iaaion 
manner  as  aforesaid,  prepare  and  submit  others,  until  the  maps  mapt  u  r** 
shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council  covering  the  entire  area 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  aqueducts,

The  mapB  so  adopted  by  the  said  common  conn- 
cil  shall  be  bj  the  said  common  council  transmitted  to  the  board 
of  water  supply,  with  a  certificate  of  such  approval  written 
thereon  and  signed  by  the  mayor  or  acting  mayor  and  the  city 
clerk.

the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  appraisal.  Upon  such  appli- 
cation he  shall  present  to  the  court  a  petition  signed  and  verified 
by  one  of  the  board  of  water  supply  duly  authorized  by  the  said 
board  so  to  do,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  court,  setting  forth 
the  action  theretofore  taken  by  the  board  of  water  supply  and  by 
the  common  council  and  the  filing  of  such  maps  and  praying  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  appraisal.  Such  petition 
sliall  contain  a  general  description  of  all  tiie  real  estate  to,  in  or 
over  which  any  title,  interest,  right  or  easement  is  sought  to  be 
acquired  for  the  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  each  parcel 
being  more  particularly  described  by  reference  to  the  number  of 
said  parcel  as  given  on  said  maps,  and  the  title,  interest  or  ease- 
ment sought  to  be  acquired  to,  in  or  over  such  parcel,  whether  the 
fee  or  otherwiise  sball  be  stated  in  the  petition.  Before  proceeding 
under  this  section  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  water  supply 
to  endeavor  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  to,  in  or 
over  which  any  title,  interest,  right  or  easement  is  sought  to  be 
acquired  for  tiie  said  city  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  as  to  the 
amoust  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  such  owner  therefor.  And 
the  fact  that  such  effort  has  been  made  and  that  no  agreement  has

been  reached,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  stated  in  such 
petition;  and  no  order  appointing  any  such  commissioners  of  ap- 
praisal as  in  said  petition  prayed  for  and  as  hereinafter  provided 
for  shall  be  made  in  any  instance  unless  and  until  the  court  shall 
find  and  judicially  determine  that  the  failure  to  agree  with  any 
such  owner  upon  the  compensation  so  to  be  allowed  him  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  such  owner  unreasonably  demands  too  large  <m 
amount  for  such  compensation.

ply  pipes  to  examine  as  to  the  use  of  water,  quantity  of  water  used  ° 
and  the  manner  of  using,  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  install  water 
meters  under  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  it  may  determine. 

§  n.  The  connecting  or  supply  pipes  leading  from  buildings  or  Regni*. 
yards  to  the  distribution  pipes  shall  be  inserted  and  kept  in  repair  connecting 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupants  of  the  building  or  yard, 
and  shall  not  be  inserted  or  connected  with  the  main  pipe  until  the 
permit  therefor  shall  be  obtained  from  said  board  of  water  supply 
or  other  persons  having  charge  thereof,  and  all  said  connecting  or 
supply  pipes  shall  be  constructed  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
said  board  of  water  supply  or  persons  in  charge. 

§  18.  The  entire  annual  receipts  for  water  rents,  after  deduct-  i^pucatioi 
ing  therefrom  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  r»ta.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  public  health  law,  in  relation  to  the 
establiflhment  of  a  state  institute  for  the  study  of  malignant 
disease  at  Buffalo^  providing  for  its  management  and  oontrol, 
and  making  an  appropriation  therefor.

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Aesenibly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  forty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  ^*^^^^* 
and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  health,  con-  ^j  ^^  »•* 
stituting  chapter  forty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  article  seventeen  thereof,  a  new 
article  eighteen,  in  place  of  the  present  article  eighteen  herein- 
after renumbered  nineteen,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  18. 
State  Institute  fob  the  Study  of  Malignant  Diseasel 

Section  344.  Establishment  of  institute. 

345.  Management  and  control ;  board  of  trustees. 

346.  Objects  and  purposes  of  the  institute. 

347.  Director  of  the  institute. 

§  344.  Establishment  of  institute.  There  shall  be  established 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo  an  institute,  to  be  known  as  the  state 
institute  for  the  study  of  malignant  disease,  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  hereinafter  set  forth. 

§  345.  Management  and  control ;  board  of  tmsteet.  The  general 
management  and  control  of  said  institute  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  trustees  consisting  of  seyen  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
state  commissioner  of  health,  ex  officio.  The  remaining  members 
shall,  as  often  as  the  positions  of  the  several  original  members 
constituted  by  the  act  of  which  this  article  is  a  part,  become 
vacant,  be  appointed  by  and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  governor.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
and  said  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  shall  hold  an  annual 
meeting  in  November  to  receive  the  annual  report  of  the  director 
and  to  prepare  for  transmission  to  the  legislature  its  report  upon 
the  work  of  the  preceding  year.    The  board  shall  audit  the  annual

expenses  of  the  institute  and  appoint  the  director.  Tlie  board  of 
trustees  shall^  within  the  limits  of  the  annual  appropriation  made 
therefor,  fix  all  salaries  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  institate 
and  authorize  all  disbursements.  The  board  may  meet  any  time 
on  the  call  of  the  chairman  and  shall  be  allowed  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  in  attending  the  fixed  meetings  or  any  special 
meetings.  At  least  two  of  the  trustees  shall  be  residents  of 
Buffalo  or  vicinity  and  one  of  them  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
medical  faculty  or  of  the  council  of  the  university  of  Buffalo. 

§  346.  Objects  and  purposes  of  the  institute.  The  institute 
shall  conduct  investigations  into  the  cause,  nature,  mortality  rate, 
treatment,  prevention  and  cure  of  cancer  and  allied  diseases,  and 
may  receive  in  its  hospital  for  study,  experimental  or  other  treat- 
ment, cases  of  cancer  and  allied  diseases  free  of  charge.  It  shall 
publish  from  time  to  time  the  results  of  its  investigations  for  the 
benefit  of  humanity  and  shall  from  time  to  time  collect  its  publi- 
cations into  the  form  of  a  scientific  report  for  distribution  to 
scientific  bodies  and  to  medical  scientists  and  qualified  members 
of  the  medical  profession.  The  direction  of  research  work  in 
whole  or  in  part  toward  malignant  diseases  other  than  cancer  shall 
not  be  a  violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  grants  made  under  the 
provisions  of  which  this  article  is  a  part. 

§  347.  Director  of  the  institute.  A  director  of  the  institute 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  and  shall  serve  antil 
his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  He 
shall  be  a  trained  scientist  and  shall  have  sole  executive  direction 
of  the  work  of  the  institute.  He  shall  appoint  all  members  of 
the  staff,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  he 
shall  api)oint  and  dismiss  at  will  all  other  employees  of  the 
institute.

AS  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  of  Franklin  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  county  road  system  in  said  county,  and  to  authorize 
the  -board  of  supervisors  thereof  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county 
in  the  aggregate  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
such  county  road  system. 

Beeame  a  law  May  17«  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  GoYemor.    Paued, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Adoption  of  county  road  iystem.  The  resolutions 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Franklin  county  passed  at  a  r^u- 
lar  meeting  thereof  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  adopting  a  county  road  system  in  said  county 
and  appropriating  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or 
•o  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  construction,  repair 
and  maintenance  thereof;  and  the  designations  of  the  portions 
of  the  public  highways  in  said  county  described  in  said  resolu- 
tions and  upon  a  map  filed  in  the  Franklin  county  clerk's  office 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
•8  such  county  road  system,  is  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and 


§  2.  Gonstmction  and  maintenance.     The  said  county  road 
system  shall  be  exclusively  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  coimty,  and  exempt  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  highway  officers  of  the  several  towns  and  villages  in  said 
ODunty,  except  as  herein  provided.     The  expense  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  improving  said  county  road  system  shall  be  a 
eounty  charge,  and  when  so  constructed,  maintained  and  improved 
Ae  state  shall  pay  annually  toward  the  expense  of  maintaining 
neb  county  road  system  fifty  per  centum  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated by  such  county  for  the  maintenance  thereof  during  the 
preceding  year.    The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  or 
BO  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  construction,  mainta- 
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nance  and  improvement  of  said  county  road  system,  in  accordance 
with  standard  plans  and  specifications  as  provided  by  the  com- 
mission hereinafter  designated,  shall  be  set  apart  and  restricted 
to  the  actual  mileage  provided  for  in  each  town  of  said  county 
through  or  into  which  said  county  road  system  extends,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  the  construction  of  such  road  within  another  town 
until  the  road  of  the  first  town  has  been  completed.  The  balance 
of  the  amount  remaining  after  deducting  from  said  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  so  appropriated,  three  thousand  dollars 
per  mile  for  said  actual  mileage  of  each  town,  shall  be  a  con- 
tingent fund,  and  be  at  the  disposal  of  said  commission  for 
contingent  purposes. 

§  3.  County  road  commission.  A  commission  to  consist  of  five 
members  shall  be  created  to  represent  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
said  county  in  the  management  of  the  construction,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  said  county  road  system  which  shall  be  known 
and  designated  the  Franklin  county  road  commission,  three 
members  of  which  shall  be  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
designated  by  said  board,  and  shall  continue  in  office  as  members 
of  said  commission,  only  during  their  term  of  office  as  supervisors, 
the  fourth  shall  be  the  county  superintendent  of  highways,  and 
the  fifth  shall  be  chosen  by  the  four  members  above  designated. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  by  resignation,  death,  termination  of  office 
of  supervisor,  or  otherwise,  in  the  membership  of  said  oommis- 
sion  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  originally  provided. 
Said  commission  shall  organize  as  a  board  by  choosing  one  of  its 
members  as  a  president,  and  one  as  secretary  thereof.  The  board 
thus  organized  shall  meet  regularly  every  two  weeks  at  least  for 
the  purpose  of  approving  pay-rolls,  bills  and  accounts  for  servioes 
performed  and  materials  furnished,  and  all  other  matters,  relative 
to  said  county  road  system.  All  matters  coming  before  said  board 
shall  be  acted  on  by  motion  or  resolution,  and  the  result  evi- 
denced by  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  thereof.  All  bills  so 
approved  by  said  commission,  shall  be  audited  by  a  person  to  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  when  so  approved  and 
audited,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county  out 
of  the  funds  in  his  hands  received  from  the  sale  of  county  bonds, 
hereinafter  provided  for,  or  from  moneys  received  from  taxes 
levied  and  collected  for  the  maintenance  of  said  county  road  sys- 
tem. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  file  with  the 
state  commission  of  highways  at  Albany,  before  the  fifteenth  of 
each  month^  a  report  of  its  expenditures,  during  the 
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month,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  state  com- 
mission and  the  books  of  said  commission  shall  be  subject  to  audit 
bj  the  said  state  commission  in  the  same  manner  that  supervison 
accounts  are  audited  bj  it.  Said  county  road  commission  shaQ 
adopt  a  standard  plan  and  standard  specifications  for  the  con- 
struction of  gravel  and  macadam  roads  within  said  system,  and 
all  roads  therein  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  such 
pkns  and  specifications  and  it  shall  have  the  sole  management 
of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  said  county 
road  system  during  the  recess  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
said  county.  It  shall  adopt  a  system  of  bookkeeping  that  will 
show  the  cost  of  construction  of  each  section  of  said  system  and 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  said  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
total  disbursements,  mileage  of  road  construction,  and  of  such 
other  facts  and  information  as  may  be  required  by  said  board. 

Each  member  of  said  commission,  except  the  county  superintend- 
ent, shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  four  dollars  per  day  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses  for  each  day  while  engaged  in  the  work  of 
said  county  road  system. 

§  4.  Town  superintendents  of  highways.  The  town  superin- 
tendents of  highways  of  the  several  towns  through  which  said 
county  road  system  extends  shall  perform  the  same  duties  in 
respect  to  highways  as  provided  by  statute  for  state  and  county 
highways. 

§  5.  Issue  and  sale  of  county  bonds.  The  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  county  law 
and  general  municipal  law  as  hereinafter  changed  and  modified, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  constructing,  maintain- 
ing and  improving  said  county  road  system  and  the  expenses  law- 
fully incurred  under  this  act,  and  to  issue  bonds  as  security  for 
the  payment  of  said  sum  in  the  name  and  under  the  seal  of  said 
coonty,  which  bonds  shall  be  in  denominations  of  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  numbered  from  one  to  five  hundred  inclusive  and 
shall  be  divided  into  five  series,  to  wit :  Series  A,  B,  0,  D  and  E 
respectively.  Such  bonds  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  day  of  March 
of  the  year  of  issue,  and  be  payable  in  installments  of  ten  bonds 
each  as  consecutively  numbered,  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  ten  bonds  on  the 
first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter  until  all  of  said  bonds 
are  fully  paid,  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  semi-annually  on  the 
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first  daj  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year 
at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  attested  by  the  county  clerk  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said 
oouinty.  They  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  bank  as  may  be  des- 
ignated by  the  said  county  road  commission  and  shall  be  sold  by 
said  commission  at  a  price  not  less  than  par  as  money  shall  be 
required  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  amount  to  be  sold  to  be 
designated  by  resolution  adopted  by  said  commission.  The  accept- 
ance of  any  proposal  to  purchase  said  bonds  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes  of  said  commission  and  certified  by  the  secretary 
thereof  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  shall  cause  the  bonds  so  sold 
to  be  executed  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  money  offered  therefor.  The 
county  treasurer  shall  immediately  deposit  the  money  so  re- 
ceived to  the  credit  of  a  separate  fund  to  be  designated  as  the 
Franklin  county  road  fund. 

§  6.  Tax  for  payment  of  bonds  and  interest.     The  said  road 

commission  shall  include  in  its  annual  report  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est of  said  bonds  due,  or  to  become  due  during  the  following  year, 
and  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  raised 
by  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  county.

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  chapter  sixty-  J^  i*^' 
three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^'An  •>  •^^

solidated laws/'  as  added  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-three 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

After  a  town  board  has 
ascertained  the  expense  of  the  improvements  provided  for  herein,

moneys  derived  as  herein  provided.  After  the  town  board  has 
ascertained  the  expense  of  grading  and  building  the  sidewalks 
and  laying  the  curbs  and  gutters  upon  any  street  or  portion  thereof 
as  contemplated  herein,  it  shall  apportion  and  assess  three-fourths 
of  the  expense  thereof  upon  the  property  fronting  upon  the  street 
or  portion  thereof  improved  as  aforesaid.  !N'otice  of  such  assesa- 
ment  shall  be  given  to  the  owners  of  said  real  property  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  notice  above  mentioned  is  given,  which  notice 
shall  state,  among  other  things,  that  said  expenditures  have  beeri 
made,  the  purpose  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  that  at  a  specified 
time  and  place  the  town  board  will  meet  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing said  assessments.  The  town  board  shall  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  specified  in  said  notice  and  shall  determine  all  objections 
made  to  suoh  assessment,  including  the  amount  thereof,  and  shall 
assess  upon  the  land  benefited  and  fronting  upon  said  street  or 
portion  thereof,  the  amount  it  may  deem  just  and  reasonable,  not 
exceeding  in  case  of  default  the  amount  stated  in  the  notice.  After 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  said  assessment  is 
finally  made  and  assessed,  the  town  board  shall  direct  or  issue 
a  sale  of  bonds,  pledging  the  credit  of  the  town  wherein  said  dis- 
trict is  located  for  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  assessments  re- 
maining unpaid,  which  bonds  shall  mature  within  a  period  of  fiv^ 
years  and  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
and  shall  be  a  town  charge.  The  town  board  shall  thereafter  an- 
nually apportion  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  payment  of  such 
bonds  on  the  lots  or  parcels  in  default,  so  that  the  tax  thereon  will 
be  the  same  as  if  an  equal  portion  of  the  general  assessment  was 
then  paid.  Interest  on  the  unpaid  assessment  shall  be  added  to 
such  tax  at  the  rate  payable  on  the  bond  or  certificate  of  indebt- 
edness, which  amounts  shall  be  computed  to  the  time  when  the 
principal  or  an  instalment  will  become  due,  or  if  no  principal

will  become  due  during  the  ensuing  year,  then  the  interest  ao- 
crued  during  that  year  upon  the  assessment  or  bonds  must  be 
levied  upon  such  lot  or  parcels.  The  town  board  shall  annually 
report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  at  its  annual  meeting,  and 
submit  a  statement  showing  the  amount  due  or  to  become  due 
with  principal  and  interest  the  ensuing  year  on  bonds  issued 
under  this  act,  and  the  lots  or  parcels  liable  to  pay  the  same  and 
the  amount  chargeable  to  each.

entitled   "An   act   in  relation   to   railroads,  constituting  chapter

§  91.  Petition  for  alteration  of  existing  crossing.  The  mayor 
and  common  council  of  any  city,  the  president  and  trustees  of  any

Where  a  street,  avenue  or  highway  in  a  city,  village  or  town,  which 
crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  steam  surface  railroad  at  grade  is  a  part 
of  a  highway  which  the  state  commission  of  highways  shall  have 
determined  to  construct  or  improve  as  a  state  or  county  highway, 
as  provided  in  article  six  of  the  highway  law,  such  commission 
of  highways  may  bring  a  petition  containing  any  of  the  allegations 
above  specified  and  praying  for  a  like  order.     Upon  any  such 
petition  being  brought  the  public  service  commission  shall  appoint

Upon  such  notice  and  after  a  hearing  the  public  ser- 
vice commission  shall   determine  what   alterations   or  changes, 
if    any,    shall    be    made.     If    the    application    be    made    by 
the   state    commission    of    highways    in    respect    to    a    street, 
avenue  or  highway  proposed  to  be  constructed  or  improved  as 
a  part  of  a   state  highway,   the  decision  shall   state  whether

chapter,  fifty  per  centum  of  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne 
by  the  railroad  corporation,  twenty-five  per  centum  by  the 
municipal  corporation,  and  twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  state; 
^except  that  whenever  an  existing  crossing,  in  which  a  change  is 
made  under  the  provisions  of  said  section  ninety-one,  is  located 
wholly  or  partly  within  an  incorporated  village  having  not  to  ex- 
ceed twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  the  portion  of  expense  herein 
required  to  be  borne  by  the  municipal  corporation  shall  be  borne 
by  the  town  or  towns  in  which  such  crossing  is  situated. 
Whenever  under  the  provisions  of  sections  ninety  and  ninety- 
one  of  this  chapter  a  highway  is  constructed  across  an  ex- 
isting railroad  and  is  a  part  of  a  state  or  county  highway 
constructed    or   improved    as    provided    in    the   highway    law,

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one-half  of  the  expense  of  making  such  crossing  above  or 
below  grade  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad  corporation,  and  the 
remaining  one-half  of  such  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  in 
the  case  of  a  state  highway,  and  jointly  by  the  state,  county  and 
town  in  the  case  of  a  county  highway,  in  the  same  proportion 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  im- 
provement of  such  state  or  county  highway  is  paid.  Whenever 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections  ninety  or  ninety-one 
of  this  chapter  two  or  more  lines  of  steam  surface  railroad, 
owned  and  operated  by  different  corporations,  cross  a  highway 
at  a  point  where  a  change  in  grade  is  made,  each  corporation 
shall  pay  such  proportion  of  fifty  per  centum  of  the  expense 
thereof  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  public  service  commission. 
In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections  eighty-nine,  ninety  an4 
ninety-one  of  this  chapter  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the  railroad 
corporation  or  corporations  affected  thereby,  subject  to  the  super- 
vision and  approval  of  the  public  service  commission,  and  in  all 
cases,  except  where  the  entire  expense  is  paid  by  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, the  expense  of  construction  shall  be  paid  primarily  by 
the  railroad  company,  and  the  expense  of  acquiring  additional 
lands,  rights  or  easements  shall  be  paid  primarily  by  the  munici- 
pal corporation  wherein  such  highway  crossings  are  located,  or, 
in  case  of  a  state  or  county  highway,  upon  the  order  of  the  state 
commission  of  highways  out  of  moneys  available  therefor.  Plans 
and  specifications  of  all  changes  proposed  under  sections  ninety 
and  ninety-one  of  this  chapter,  and  an  estimate  of  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  the  public  service  commission  for 
its  approval  before  the  letting  of  any  contract.  If  such  changes 
are  proposed  in  a  highway  which  is  to  be  constructed  or  improved 
as  a  state  or  county  highway,  such  plans  and  specifications  shall 
also  be  submitted  to  the  state  commission  of  highways  for  its 
approval  before  the  letting  of  any  contract.  In  case  the  work 
is  done  by  contract  the  proposals  of  contractors  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  public  service  commission,  and  if  the  commission  shall  de- 
termine that  the  bids  are  excessive  it  shall  have  the  power  to 
require  the  submission  of  new  proposals.  The  commission  may 
employ  temporarily  such  experts  and  engineers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  properly  supervise  any  work  that  may  be  undertaken  un- 
der sections  eighty-nine,  ninety  and  ninety-one  of  this  chapter,  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  upon  the  requisition 
and  certificate  of  the  commission,  said  expense  to  be  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  particular  change  in  grade  on  account  of  which 
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it  is  incurred  and  finally  apportioned  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  section.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  and  its  approval 
by  the  public  service  commission  an  accounting  shall  be  had  be- 
tween the  railroad  corporation  and  the  municipal  corporation,  or 
the  state  commission  of  highways,  of  the  amounts  expended  by 
each  with  interest,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion or  the  municipal  corporation,  or  the  state  commission  of  high- 
ways has  expended  more  than  its  proportion  of  the  expense  of  the 
crossing  as  herein  provided,  a  settlement  shall  be  forthwith  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section.  All  items  of 
expenditure  shall  be  verified  under  oath,  and,  in  case  of  a  dispute 
between  the  railroad  corporation  and  the  municipal  corporation 
or  the  state  commission  of  highways  as  to  the  amount  expended, 
any  judge  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which 
the  municipality,  or  the  state  or  county  highway,  is  situated  may 
appoint  a  referee  to  take  testimony  as  to  the  amount  expended, 
and  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  referee  shall  be  final. 
In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  railroad  corporation 
to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  expense,  the  same,  with  interest  from 
the  date  of  such  accounting,  may  be  levied  and  assessed  upon  the 
railroad  corporation  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  taxes 
and  ai^ei^sments  are  now  collected  by  the  municipal  corporation 
within  which  the  work  is  done;  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure 
or  refusal  of  the  municipal  corporation  to  pay  its  proportion  of 
the  expense,  suit  may  be  instituted  by  the  railroad  corporation 
for  the  collection  of  the  same  with  interest  from  the  date  of  such 
accounting,  or  the  railroad  corporation  may  offset  such  amount 
with  interest  against  any  taxes  levied  or  assessed  against  it  or  its 
property  by  such  municipal  corporation.  The  legislature  shall 
annually  appropriate  out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  state's  proportion  of  the  expense  of  a  change  in  an 
existing  grade  crossing  other  than  that  required  to  be  paid  by 
the  state  from  funds  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  state 
and  county  highways  as  alx)ve  provided.  If  in  any  year  any 
less  sum  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  expended  by  the 
state  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  balance  remaining  unexpended 
shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  state 
in  the  next  succeeding  year,  except  that  no  such  deduction  shall 
be  made  in  case  there  are  outstanding  and  unadjusted  obligations 
on  account  of  a  change  in  an  existing  grade  crossing  for  a  pro- 
portion of  which  the  state  is  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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section.    In  the  event  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  state  in 
any  one  year  being  insufficient  to  pay  the  state's  proportion  of 
the  expense  of  any  change  that  may  be  ordered  the  first  payment 
from  the  appropriation  of  the  succeeding  year  shall  be  on  account 
of  said  change,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any 
subsequent  change  that  may  be  ordered,  nor  shall  any  subsequent 
change  be  ordered  until  the  obligation  of  the  state  on  account  of 
the  first  named  change  in  grade  has  been  fully  discharged,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  provided  for  by*  an  additional   appropriation 
to  be  made  by  the  legislature.     The    state's    proportion  of    the 
expense  of  changing  any  existing  grade  crossing  shall  be  paid  by 
the  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  which 
shall  be  appended  the  certificate  of  the  public  service  commission 
to  the  effect  that  the  work  has  been  properly  performed  and  a 
statement  showing  the  situation  of  the  crossing  that  has   been 
changed,  the  total  cost  and  the  proportionate  expense  thereof,  and 
the  money  shall  be  paid  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  railroad  corpo- 
ration or  to  the  municipal  corporation  as  the  public  service  com- 
mission may  direct,  subject,  however,    to    the  rights  of  the  re- 
spective parties  as  they  appear  from  the  accounting  to  be  had 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for.     Xo  claim  for  damages  to  property 
on  account  of  the  change  or  abolishment  of  any  crossing  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  allowed  unless  notice  of  such 
claim    is   filed   with  the  public  service    commission    within    six 
months  after  completion  of  the  work  necessary  for  such  change 
or  abolishment.

scription or  designation  sufiicient  to  identify  the  same,  of  all 
other  property  included  in  such  statement  or  list  so  determined 
to  be  benefited,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  thereof  so  far  as 
practicable.  When  said  survey  and  map  and  descriptions  are 
completed  a  copy  thereof  with  a  certificate  of  their  adoption 
duly  signed  by  the  commission  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  lands  or  property  so  deter

After  such  hearings,  which  may  be  adjourned 
from  time  to  time  by  the  commission  or  by  any  member  thereof, 
the  commission  may  make  any  change  in  its  determination  as  to 
the  lands  and  property  to  be  benefited ;  in  case  of  any  such  change 
the  commission  shall  make  a  supplementary  survey  and  map  and 
descriptions,  in  like  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  with  ref- 
erence to  the  original  survey  and  map  and  descriptions,  showing 
such  changes,  and  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  each  county  where

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the  lands  and  propertied!  affected  by  sucb  changes  are  situated 
or  exist  a  copy  of  such  supplemental  survey  and  map  and  de- 
scriptions with  a  certificate  of  their  adoption  duly  signed  by  the 
commission;  and  thereupon  such  original  survey  and  map  and 
descriptions,  as  modified  by  such  supplemental  survey  and  map 
and  descriptions,  if  any,  shall  constitute  the  final  determination 
of  the  commission  as  to  the  lands  and  property  to  be  benefited 
by  such  improvement.  Such  final  determination  may  be  re- 
viewed in  like  manner  as  a  review  is  had  of  a  determination  of 
a  board  of  assessors  in  making  an  assessment.

Section  1.  Section  twenty-four  of  chapter  four  hundred  ^^^  J^^^^'-jJ*' 
aeventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  en-  amendM. 
titled  "An  act  to  establish  a  police  and  fire  department  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Canastota^  Madison  county,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows :

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
deportation  of  alien  and  nonresident  lunatics  to  other  countries 
and  states;  the  further  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars

All  lands  in  the  county  of  Rockland  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  acquired  for  a  public  use  by  the  state  of  New 
York,  as  provided  by  law,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  the 
towns  where  situated  for  state,  county,  town,  village,  school  and 
highway  purposes  in  the  same  manner  as  other  real  property  owned 
by  persons  and  individuals  in  such  towns  and  villages.  The 
assessed  valuation  of  the  lands  so  acquired  shall  not  be  reduced

Section  1.  Section  fifty-four  of  chapter  thirty  of  the  laws  of  Jj  ^^  ****■ 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  highways,  *""^«*- 
constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of  the   consolidated  laws,*'   is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  54.  Bemoval  of  nozioiu  weeds  and  brush  within  the  high- 
ways, and  of  obstructions  caused  by  snow.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  lands  situated  along  the  highway  to 
cut  and  remove  the  noxious  weeds  growing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  highway,  fronting  such  lands,  at  least  twice  in  each  year, 
once  in  the  month  of  June,  and  once  in  the  month  of  August

justices  sitting  therein. 

§  351.'  Salary  of  attendants  of  courts  in  Queens,  Nassau  and 
f  nffolk^  counties.  Each  of  the  court  attendants  appointed 
for  the  supreme  court  or  county  court,  in  the  county  of  Queens 
pursuant  to  sections  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  and  two  hun- 
dred of  this  chapter  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  except  the  chief  attendant  in  each 
court  in  said  county,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand

§  86.  Assets  and  liabilities  of  life  and  casualty  insurance  cor- 
porations; method  of  computation;  procedure  in  case  of  impair- 
ment; reserve.^  1.  In  estimating  the  condition  of  any  life  insur- 
ance corporation,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  in  any 
examination  made  by  him,  or  by  an  examiner  appoiD^^sd  by  him, 
the  superintendent  shall  allow  as  assets  only  such  investments  as 
are  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  at  the  date  of  examination, 
and  shall  charge  as  liabilities,  in  addition  to  the  capital  stock,  all 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  corporation,  and  the  premium 
reserve  on  policies,  and  additions  thereto  in  force  computed  ac- 
cording to  the  table  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest  prescribed 
in  this  article.  Any  assets  or  securities  lawfully  held  or  acquired 
for  the  satisfaction,  reduction  or  guaranty  of  any  indebtedness 
to  the  corporation  shall  be  allowed  as  assets  at  their  just  value  in 
the  judgment  of  the  superintendent,  but  the  total  assets,  invested 
and  otherwise,  of  every  domestic  life  insurance  corporation  shall 
be  held  to  be  accumulations  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  policy- 
holders, and  no  payment  to  stockholders  shall  be  made  therefrom 
until  all  obligations  to  policyholders  and  creditors  have  been  fully 
provided  for,  including  the  reserve  required  by  section  eighty-four* 
of  this  chapter  to  be  determined  by  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance. Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  superintendent  from 
the  statement  of  any  life  insurance  corporation  made  to  the  in- 
surance department,  or  from  an  examination  of  the  affairs  of  any 
such  corporation,  if  a  stock  corporation,  that  its  capital  stock  is 
impaired  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  centum  thereof  upon  the  basis 
of  such  reserve  liability  for  policies  and  annuities  in  force  as  may 
be  the  standard  used  within  this  state  at  the  time  of  ascertaining 
such  impairment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  superintendent,  if  the 
corporation  is  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or  coun- 
try, to  revoke  the  certificate  of  authority  issued  to  the  agent  or 
agents  of  such  corporation,  and  cause  a  notice  thereof  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  state  paper  for  four  weeks,  and  the  agent  or  agents  of 
such  corporation  are,  after  suoh  notice,  required  to  discontinue  the 
issuing  of  any  new  policies.  If  the  corporation  so  impaired  is 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
superintendent  to  direct  the  officers  thereof  to  require  the  stoek-

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holders  to  make  good  in  caah  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  within 
ninety  days  after  the  date  of  his  requisition.  And  upon  the  failure 
of  the  stockholders  to  make  good  such  deficiency  within  the  time 
specified  in  such  requisition,  the  corporation  shall  then  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-one  of  this  chapter.  Provided,

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>iich  date.  All  unallocated  payments  in  item  (2)  made 
in  a  given  calendar  year  subsequent  to  the  first  four 
years  in  which  a  corporation  has  been  issuing  such  policies 
shall  be  distributed  as  follows:  Thirty-five  per  centum 
shall  be  charged  to  the  policies  written  in  that  year,  forty  per

(13)  for  all  unpaid  claims  on  account  of  nonfatal  iiijuries  for 
which  the  insured  are  liable  without  proof  of  negligence  under

five  years  of  the  said  ten-year  period  using  as  the  divisor  the  sum 
of  the  earned  premiums  shown  in  item  (1)  for  such  first  five  years, 
and  as  the  dividend  the  sum  of  the  payments  shown  in  item  (2) 
for  such  first  five  years  plus  the  sum  of  the  charges  in  items  (3), 
(4)  and  (5)  for  such  first  five  years,  but  the  ratio  to  be  used  shall 
in  no  event  be  less  than  fifty  per  centum  at  and  after  December 
thirtynfirst,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  nor  less  than  fifty-one 
per  centum  at  and  after  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  twelve,  nor  less  than  fifty-two  per  centum  at  and  after  Decem-

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than  ten  years  shall  nevertheless  include  in  its  annual  statement, 
a  schedule  as  hereinbefore  required  for  the  years  in  which  it  shall 
have  issued  such  policies,  and  shall  be  charged  with  an  indebted- 
ness determined  in  the  same  manner,  but  in  determining  the  in-, 
debtedness  for  policies  written  in  the  five  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  date  as  of  which  the  statement  is  made,  the  minimum 
ratio  hereinbefore  prescribed  shall  be  used  subject  to  the  same 
deductions  and  provisions  as  in  the  case  of  corporations  that  have 
been  issuing  such  policies  for  ten  years  or  more.

Section  1.  Corporate  powers.  The  citizens  of  the  state  of  Ifew 
York,  from  time  to  time  inhabitants  of  the  territory  comprised 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Watervliet,  shall  continue  to 
be  a  municipal  corporation  in  perpetuity  under  the  corporate 
name  of  "  The  City  of  Watervliet,"  and  the  same  shall  in  that 
name  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in  l-aw,  with 
power  of  perpetual  succession.    The  city  shall  have  power: 

1.  To  take,  purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey  such  real  and 
personal  property  as  the  purpose  of  the  corporation  may  re- 
quire. 

2.  To  take  by  gift,  grant,  bequest  and  devise  and  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  any  public  use  in- 
cluding that  of  education,  art,  ornament,  health,  charity  or 
amusement',  for  parks  or  gardens,  or  for  the  use  or  erection  of 
statues,  monuments,  buildings  or  structures,  upon  such  terms  or 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor  and  ac- 
cepted by  said  corporation  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  admin- 
istration of  the  same. 

3.  To  make,  have  and  use,  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  a  com- 
mon seal. 

4.  To  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
complain  and  defend  and  to  institute,  prosecute,  maintain  and 
defend  any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court. 

5.  To  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  juris- 
diction essential  to  a  proper  exercise  of  its  corporate  fimctions,  in- 
cluding all  that  may  be  necessarily  incident  to,  or  may  be  fairly 
implied  from,  the  powers  specifically  conferred  upon  such  corpora- 
tion. 
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6.  To  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights,  privileges,  functions  and 
powers  now  prescribed  and  exercised  by  it  under  existing  or  sub- 
sequent laws  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

§  2.  City  bonndaiies.  The  city  boundaries  shall  be  those  of  the 
present  city  of  Watervliet^  in  the  county  of  Albany  and  state  of 
New  York,  as  follows:  Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  Hudson 
river  in  the  center  line  of  the  four  hundred-foot  channel  as  con- 
structed by  the  United  States  government,  at  the  intersection  of 
the  most  southerly  line  of  the  former  village  of  West  Troy  pro- 
duced; thence  along  said  southerly  line  of  the  said  village  pro- 
duced, north  fifty-nine  degrees,  thirty  minutes  west,  about  twelve 
hundred  and  thirty-two  feet  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  village 
twenty-two  hundred  and  ninety-two  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the 
present  inner  angle  of  the  Erie  canal ;  thence  along  the  said  inner 
angle  of  said  canal,  south  forty-two  degrees  fifteen  minutes  west, 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  feet  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  the 
southerly  line  of  the  John  C.  Schuyler  farm  produced;  thence 
along  said  southerly  line  of  said  Schuyler  farm  north  fifty-two  de- 
grees fifty  minutes  west,  eight  hundred  and  seventy  and  five-tenths 
feet,  to  a  stake  at  the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Qtiedar  street 
produced;  thence  along  said  center  line  of  said  Quedar  aitreet, 
north  twenty-nine  degrees  fifty-five  minutes  eaat,  thirty-five 
hundred  and  ficfteen  feet,  to  a  poinit  on  the  southerly  line  of  the 
United  States  arsenal  wall;  thence  along  the  said  United  States 
arsenal  wall  north,  forty-two  degrees  forty-five  minutes  west,  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-one  feet,  to  angle  in  wall;  thence  along  said 
United  States  arsenal  wtill  north,  thirty-seven  degrees  forty-five 
minutes  west,  three  hundred  and  sevenAy-four  feet,  to  a  point  fif ty-

§  3.  Ward  boundaries.  The  city  shall  be  divided  into  nine 
wards,  bounded  respectively  as  follows : 

All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  southerly  of  the 
center  line  of  Sixth  street  and  Sixth  street  produced. 

Second  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  south 
by  the  center  line  of  Sixth  streeit  and  Sixth  street  produced,  and 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  northerly  line  of  the  United  States 
arsenal  grounds. 

Thiiid  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  between  the  north- 
erly line  of  the  United  States  arsenal  grounds  and  the  center  line 
of  Fifteenth  street,  land  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of 
Third  avenue. 

Fourth  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  between  the 
northerly  line  of  the  United  States  arsenal  grounds  and  the  center 
line  of  Fifteenth  trtreet,  and  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  center  line 
of  Third  avenue. 

Fifth  ward.  All  tiiat  part  of  said  city  lying  between  the  center 
lines  of  Fifteenth  street  and  Nineteenth  street,  and  bounded  on  the 
west  by  the  center  line  of  Fifth  avenue. 

Sixth  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  west  of  the  center 
line  of  Fifth  avenue,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of 
Fifteenth  street  and  the  corporation  line  of  said  city,  and  on  the 
north  by  *Uie  center  line  of  Nineteenth  street 
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Seventh  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  ihe 
center  line  of  Nineteenth  street  and  bounded  on  the  west  by  the 
center  line  of  Third  avenue. 

Eighth  ward.  AH  thai  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Nineteenth  etreet,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  center  of 
Third  avenue,  and  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of  Seventh 
avenue. 

Ninth  ward.  AM  that  part  of  "said  city  lying  north  of  the  o^xteir 
line  of  Nineteenth  street  and  west  of  the  center  line  of  Seventh 
avenue. 

§  4.  Definitions.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  whenever  used  in 
this  act: 

1.  "  Person  ''  includes  a  natural  person,  corporation,  company, 
association,  joint  stock  association,  estate,  firm  and  copartner- 
fthip. 

2.  "  Officer  *'  includes  all  persons  elected  to  office  by  the  elect- 
ors of  the  city  or  any  division  thereof;  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments; the  members  of  all  boards  and  commissions  appointed  by 
the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk. 

3.  "  Employee  "  includes  all  persons  other  than  an  officer,  as 
herein  defined,  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  paid  out  of  Ae 
city  treasury. 

4.  "  Street "  includes  avenue,  road,  alley,  lane,  highway,  boule- 
vard, concourse,  driveway,  bridge,*  tunnel,  subway,  parkway  and 
every  kind  of  public  road,  square  and  place. 

5.  The  terrii  "  real  property,"  as  used  in  this  act,  includes  all 
lands,  land  under  water,  the  water  of  any  river,  pond  or  stream, 
all  easements  and  hereditaments,  corporeal  and  incorporeal,  and 
every  estate,  interest  and  right,  legal  and  equitable,  in  landa  or 
water,  or  any  privilege  or  easement  therein,  including  terms  for 
years  and  liens  thereon  by  way  of  judgment,  mortgage  or  other- 
wise, and  all  claims  for  damages  to  such  real  property. 

6.  The  words  "  the  board,"  "  the  department,"  "  the  court,'' 
'*  the  commissioner,"  used  in  this  chapter,  mean  the  board,  depart- 
ment, court  or  commissioner  whose  duties  and  powers  are  pre- 
scribed in  this  chapter. 

7.  The  "  fiscal  year  "  of  the  city  shall  be  the  calendar  year. 

8.  "Local  improvement'*  includes  the  construction  of  curbs, 
gutters,  sidewalks,  drains,  culverts  and  sewers,  and  the  opening, 
extending,  widening,  grading  and  paving  of  streets.

Section  5.  Officers  ennmerated.  The  officers  of  the  city  shall  bo 
a  major^  a  president  of  the  common  council^  a  city  judge,  a  cham- 
berlain,  a  city  clerk,  a  corporation  counsel,  a  city  engineer,  two 
assessors,  four  school  commissioners,  who  shall  be  the  members 
of  the  board  of  education,  three  supervisors,  an  alderman  for  each 
ward,  one  health  officer  and  city  physician,  a  superintendent  of 
public  schools,  a  commissioner  of  public  works,  a  commissioner 
of  public  safety,  a  commissioner  of  charities,  a  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  a  plumbing  board  consisting  of  five  persons,  one 
city  marshal  and  three  civil  service  commissioners,  and  so  many 
commissioners  of  deeds  as  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  deem 
necessary. 

§  6.  Elective  officers.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city,  a  mayor,  president  of  the  common  council, 
judge  of  the  city  court,  four  school  commissioners,  and  two  assess- 
ors. There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  each 
ward  of  the  city  an  alderman.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  first,  second  and  third  wards  one  super- 
visor, by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  wards 
one  supervisor  and  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  seventh,  eighth 
and  ninth  wards  one  supervisor. 

•  So  in  original. 
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There  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city 
and  of  the  wards  thereof  such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided 
by  law. 

§  7.  Appointive  olBoerB.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
three  civil  service  commissioners,  'a  corporation  counsel,  city  engi- 
neer, chamberlain,  commissioner  of  public  works,  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  commissioner  of  charities,  two  city  marshals,  a 
plumbing  board  of  five  persons  as  provided  by  the  general  city 
law,*  and  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures.  Other  officers  may 
be  appointed  as  provided  in  this  chapter  or  otherwise  by  law. 
All  appointments  to  any  city  office  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  cer- 
tificate in  writing,  signed  by  the  appointing  officer  and  filed 
forthwith  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  If  an  appointment  be 
made  by  the  common  council  such  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  officer  presiding  at  the  time  the  appointment  was  made  and 
attested  by  the  city  clerk. 

§  8.  ftualifications.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to 
office  must  be  an  elector  of  the  city,  except  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  city  engineer.  A  person  elected  to  the  office  of 
alderman  must  be  an  elector  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is  elected, 
and  a  person  elected  to  the  office  of  supervisor  must  be  an  elector 
in  one  of  the  wards  from  which  he  is  elected,  which  wards  shall 
constitute  a  supervisor's  district.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  judge  of  the  city  court  or  of  corporation  counsel 
unless  he  has  been  admitted  to  practice  as  an  attorney  and  coun- 
sellor in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  has 
had  at  least  three  years'  active  practice  of  his  profession.  If  an 
officer  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  ci4ty,  or  if  a  supervisor  ceases  to 
be  a  resident  of  the  supervisor's  district  or  an  alderman  ceases 
to  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is  elected,  his  office 
thereupon  shall  become  vacant.  No  person  shall  at  any  time 
hold  more  than  one  office  in  the  city  except  as  provided  in  this 
act;  upon  his  acceptance  of  a  second  office,  the  first  office  shall 
become  vacant. 

§  9.  Term  of  office  of  elective  officers.    The  term  of  office  of  an 

elective  officer,  unless  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  then  existing,  shall 

commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  mayor,  the  president  of  the  common 

council,  the  judge  of  the  city  court,  the  assessors,  the  aldermen 

and  the  supervisors  shall  be  two  years,  and  the  term  of  office

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of  the  school  commissioners  shall  be  four  years,  except  that  the 
term  of  the  mayor,  the  president  of  the  common  council,  the 
judge  of  the  city  court,  the  assessors,  and  the  aldermen  who  shall 
be  elected  at  the  general  election  which  shall  be  held  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  shall  be  three  years  and  the  terras 
of  two  of  the  school  commissioners,  elected  at  said  election,  shall 
be  three  years,  and  the  terms  of  the  other  two  school  commis- 
sioners shall  be  five  years.  The  elective  officers  now  in  office  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided  shall  continue  to  hold  their  respec- 
tive offices  until  and  including  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

§  10.  Term  of  office  of  appointive  officers.  The  term  of  each 
officer  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  as  follows:  The  term 
of  the  chamberlain,  the  corporation  counsel,  the  city  engineer, 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  the  commissioner  of  charities,  the  civil  service  commis- 
sioner, the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  city  marshals, 
shall  be  two  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  mayor,  ex- 
cept that  the  terms  of  said  officers  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  who  shall  be  elected  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve  shall  be  three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  mayor. 
The  term  of  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  shall  be  two  years, 
except  the  clerk  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  common  council 
elected  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  twelve  shall  be  three  years. 
The  term  of  office  of  each  appointive  officer  shall  begin  on  the  day 
succeeding  his  appointment  and  qualification,  unless  a  different 
date  is  specified  in  the  certificate  of  appointment,  or  in  this  act. 
Where  the  term  of  office  of  an  appointive  officer  is  not  specifically 
fixed  by  statute  it  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  only  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  officer,  officers,  board  or  body  authorized  to  make  the 
appointment.  The  appointive  officers  now  in  office  shall  continue 
as  such  officers  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  shall 
qualify ;  but  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  such  successors  their  re- 
spective office  shall  be  deemed  to  be  vacant  Such  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  and  such  officers  appointed  by  the  mtayor,  officer  or  board 
authorized  by  this  chapter  to  make  original  appointments,  within 
thirty  days  after  this  chapter  takes  effect. 

§  11.  Certificate  of  appointment.    Every  appointment  to  a  city 

office  must  be  made  by  a  certificate  in  writing  signed  by  the  ap- 
pointing officer  or,  if  made  by  a  board,  by  the  presiding  officer 
thereof,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
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§  12.  OlBcial  oath  and  Tmdertaking.  Before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  any  officer  must  take  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  the 
eon^itutional  oath  of  office.^  No  person  elected  or  appointed  to  a 
city  office  shall  enter  upon  or  continue  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office  until  he  shall  have  executed  and  filed  with  the 
city  clerk  the  official  undertaking,  if  any,  required  to  he  given 
and  the  same  shall  have  heen  approved  as  to  its  form  and  validity 
by  the  corporation  counsel  and  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties 
by  the  mayor.  All  such  undertakings  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  In.  addition  to  the  city  officers  required 
in  this  chapter,  or  otherwise  by  law,  to  give  official  undertakings, 
the  common  council  may  require  any  other  city  officer  to  give  an 
official,  undertaking  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such  conditions 
and  sureties  as  it  shall  direct  and  approve.  It  may  also,  in  a 
proper  case,  require  an  undertaking  of  any  officer  in  addition 
to  that  required  by  law.  The  mayor  shall  examine  the  sufficiency 
of  the  proposed  sureties  of  any  officer  or  person  from  whom  an 
official  undertaking  is  required  and  may  require  such  sureties  to 
be  examined  on  oath  as  to  their  property  qualifications  and  liabili- 
ties. The  deposition  of  each  surety  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
subscribed  by  him,  certified  by  the  officer  administering  the  oath 
and  annexed  to  and  filed  with  the  undertaking.  In  case  any 
city  officer  shall  fail  to  file  the  required  official  undertaking,  if 
an  elective  officer,  within  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  his  certifi- 
cate of  election,  and  if  an  appointive  officer,  within  fifteen  days 
after  receipt  of  notice  of  his  appointment,  the  office  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  vacant  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  for  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  therein  happening 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term.  The  official  undertaking 
of  a  city  officer  shall  not  be  a  lien  upon  real  estate  owned  by  him 
or  the  sureties  on  such  undertaking. 

§  13.  Bestrictions ;   officers  not   to  be  interested  in  contracts. 

No  person  shall,  at  the  same  time,  hold  more  than  one  city  office. 
Upon  the  acceptance  by  a  city  officer  of  a  second  office  the  office 
first  held  by  him  shall  thereupon  become  vacant.  Ifo  member  of 
the  common  council  or  other  officer  or  employee  of  the  city,  or 
person  receiving  a  salary  or  compensation  from  funds  appropriated 
by  the  city,  shall  be  interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  con- 
tract to  which  the  city  is  a  party,  either  as  principal,  surety  or 
otherwise ;  nor  shall  any  such  member  of  the  common  council,  cily

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officer  or  employee  or  person,  or  his  partner,  or  any  agent,  ser- 
vant or  employee  of  such  officer,  employee  or  person  or  of  the  firm 
of  which  he  is  a  partner,  purchase  from  or  sell  to  the  city,  or 
any  officer  thereof,  any  real  or  personal  property  for  the  use  of 
the  city,  or  any  board  or  officer  thereof,  nor  shall  he  be  interested, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  work  to  be  performed  for,  or  services 
rendered  to  or  for  it,  or  in  any  sale  to  or  from  said  city,  or  to  any 
officer,  board  or  person  in  its  behalf.  Any  contract  made  in  vio- 
lation of  any  xxf  these  provisions  shall  be  void.  A  person  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  interested  in  a  contract,  purchase  or  sale  made  by 
a  corporation  with,  from  or  to  the  city  solely  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  he  is  a  stockholder  of  such  corporation.  The  term  "  city 
officer ''  as  used  herein,  however,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  a 
commissioner  of  deeds. 

§  14.  City  elections.  The  first  election  of  city  officers  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  Wdv^  the 
second  election  of  city  officers  under  this  act  shall  be  held  on  the 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen  and  thereafter,  except  to  fill  vacan- 
cies, in  each  succeeding  odd-numbered  year.  All  such  elections 
shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  places  as  the  general  election 
held  in  such  year,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  in  the 
same  manner  as  general  elections  in  cities  are  required  to  be  con- 
ducted, and  all  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  such  elections  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  election  for  officers  of  the  city.  In  case  of 
the  failure  to  elect  an  elective  city  officer,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  the  office  shall  be  deemed  to  be  vacant  for  the  pur- 
pose of  choosing  a  successor  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the 
manner  provided  herein  for  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  such  office 
happening  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term. 

At  the  general  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve 
there  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  city  a  mayor,  a  presi- 
dent of  the  common  council,  a  judge  of  the  city  court,  two  assess- 
ors, four  school  commissioners,  and  by  the  electors  of  each  ward 
an  alderman  from  each  ward,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years  beginning  January  first  next  succeeding  said 
election,  except  that  two  school  commissioners  shall  be  elected,  at 
said  election,  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  two  school  commis- 
sioners for  a  term  of  five  years. 

At  the  general  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen 
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and  each  alternate  year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  by  the 
electors  of  the  city  a  mayor,  a  president  of  the  common  council,  a 
judge  of  the  city  court,  two  assessors,  and  two  school  commission- 
ers; by  the  electors  of  each  ward,  an  alderman  from  each  ward; 
by  the  electors  of  the  first,  second  and  third  wards,  a  supervisor; 
by  the  electors  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  wards,  a  supervisor; 
and  by  the  electors  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  wards,  a 
supervisor. 

§  15.  Sesignations.  Resignations  of  elective  officers  must  be 
presented  to  the  mayor,  and  of  all  other  officers  to  the  appointing 
board  or  officer,  and  such  resignations  must  thereupon  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  16.  Vacancies.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  otherwise  than  by 
expiration  of  term,  in  any  elective  office  of  the  city,  the  common 
council  shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  end  of 
the  official  year  in  which  aaid  vacancy  occurs,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided.  If  the  term  of  office  of  the  officer  vacating 
his  office  continues  beyond  the  official  year  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs,  a  person  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  annual  city  election 
after  the  occurring  of  such  vacancy  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the 
remiainder  of  the  unexpired  term,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided. If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  an  appointive  office  of  the  city, 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  the  office,  officers,  board  or 
body  authorized  to  make  appointment  to  office  for  the  full  term 
shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  balance  of  the 
unexpired  term. 

§  17.  Fixed  salaries.     The  annual  salary  of  the  mayor  shall  be 

one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars;  of  the  judge  of  the  city  court 
fifteen  hundred  dollars;  of  the  chamberlain  sixteen  hundred  dol- 
lars; of  the  corporation  counsel  twelve  hundred  dollars;  of  the 
city  clerk  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  city  engineer  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars ;  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  nine 
hundred  dollars;  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  nine  hun- 
dred dollars;  of  the  commissioner  of  charities  six  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  of  each  of  the  assessors  five  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools  such  amount  as  shiall  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  education,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars.  All  of 
said  salaries  shall  be  payable  in  monthly  installments.  The  super- 
visors shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  for  services  as 
supervisors  of  towns  are  entitled  to  for  like  services. 

The  salary  of  every  city  officer  and  the  salary  or  compensation 
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of  every  person  paid  out  of  funds  appropriated  by  the  city,  when 
not  specifically  fixed  by  statute^  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  All  such  salaries  and 
compensation  shall  be  payable  in  such  installments  and  at  such 
times  as  such  board  shall  determine. 

§   18.  Additional  fees  or  compensation  not  to  be  paid.       The 

compensation  fixed  by  this  act  or  by  general  law  for  the  several 
officers  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  which  they  shall  respectively 
perform  in  any  and  all  capacities.  No  officer  of  the  city,  except  a 
marshal  of  the  city  court,  commissioners  of  deeds  and  city  officers 
acting  as  commissioners  of  deeds,  shall  have  or  receive  to  his  use 
any  perquisites,  compensation  or  fees  for  services  pertaining  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  added  to  the  duties 
of  his  office,  in  addition  to  his  salary;  and  all  perquisites,  com- 
pensation and  fees  paid  to  and  received  by  any  such  officer  for 
services  pertaining  directly  or  indirectly,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  added  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  other  than  his  salary  received 
from  the  city,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  officer  receiving  the  same  into  the  city  treasury.  The  com- 
pensation of  all  the  officers,  clerks  and  subordinates  in  the  several 
departments  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  for  that  purpose.

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Section  25.  Legislative  power.  The  legislative  power  of  the 
city  is  vested  in  the  common  council  thereof,  and  it  has  authority 
to  enact  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  the  government 
of  the  city  and  the  management  of  its  business,  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  good  order,  peace  and  health,  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of 
its  inhabitants  and  the  protection  and  security  of  their  property; 
and  its  authority,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter,  or 
by  law,  is  legislative  only. 

§  26.    Members;    president;    oi^^anization    of    CQuncil.       The 

aldermen  of  the  city  shall  constitute  the  common  council  thereof. 
The  members  of  the  common  council  shall  meet  in  the  rooms  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  on  the  second 
day  of  January  after  their  election,  or  if  that  be  Sunday,  then  on 
the  next  day,  and  organize.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  <and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  defined  by  or- 
dinance of  the  common  council  and  otherwise  by  law.  The  com- 
mon council  may  at  any  regular  meeting  elect  one  of  its  members 
president  pro  tempore  to  act  during  the  temporary  absence  or  dis- 
ability of  the  president  and  who  shall  be  the  president  of  the  com- 
mon council  in  case  of  a  permanent  vacancy  in  that  office.  Until 
such  permanent  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  the  mayor  shall  preside 
over  the  meetings  of  the  common  council.  Until  such  a  vacancy  is 
filled  the  common  council  shall  transact  no  business  except  to  ad- 
journ from  time  to  time.  The  president  may  vote  like  other  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council  upon  all  resolutions  and  ordinances 
submitted  to  the  body  for  its  action  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  and  when 
a  member  of  the  common  council  is  elected  president  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  as  a  member  of  the  common  council.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  common  council  shall  have  the  power  of  commissioner 
of  deeds. 

§  27.  City  clerk.  The  common  council  shall  choose  a  clerk  to 
hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  its  members  were  elected, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council.  He  shall  be  the  city  clerk  and  shall 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  common  council,  keep  a  journal  of  its 
proceedings  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law  or  ordinance.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the 
city  clerk  or  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  common  council  may  ap- 
point a  deputy  city  clerk,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  until  the  city  clerk  returns,  his  disability  ceases  or  the 
vacancy  is  filled.     Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  transmit 
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to  the  head  of  each  department  and  the  clerk  of  each  board  copies 
of  all  ordinances  in  any  manner  affecting  any  of  the  matters  of 
which  any  such  department  or  board  shall  have  jurisdiction.  He 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  city  seal.  Said  clerk  and  deputy 
clerk  shall  each  have  the  power  of  a  commissioner  of  deeds. 

§  28.  Meetings.  The  common  council  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings at  times  to  be  determined  by  it  from  time  to  time.  The 
mayor,  the  president  of  lire  common  council,  or  a  majority  of  its 
members,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  common  council  by 
causing  a  written  notice  thereof,  specifying  the  objects  of  the 
meeting,  to  be  served  by  the  city  clerk  upon  each  member  per- 
sonally or  by  mail,  directed  to  his  place  of  residence  or  place  of 
business,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for  such 
meeting. 

§  29.  Powers,  The  common  council  shall  determine  the  rules 
of  its  own  proceedings  and  be  the  judge  of  the  election,  returns 
and  qualifications  of  its  members.  Its  meetings  shall  be  public  and 
its  records  open  to  public  inspection,  and  a  majority  of  all  its 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.  The  common 
council  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  at  any 
meeting  properly  called,  and  may  punish  or  expel  a  member  for 
disorderly  conduct,  for  a  violation  of  its  rules  or  for  official  mis- 
conduct, or  declare  his  seat  vacant  by  reason  of  absence,  pro- 
vided such  absence  has  continued  for  the  space  of  two  months; 
but  no  expulsion  shall  take  place  and  no  vacancy  on  account  ■ 
of  absence  be  declared  except  by  thi^  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all 
the  members  of  the  common  council,  nor  until  the  delinquent 
member  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense.  All 
appointments  or  designations  made  by  the  common  council  shall 
be  determined  upon  a  vote  taken  by  a  roll  call  of  its  members, 
and  a  statement  of  the  choice  of  each  member  or  the  yeas  and 
nays,  if  any,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

§  80.  Legislative  acts.  All  the  legislative  acts  of  the  common 
council  shall  be  by  ordinances,  and  on  the  passage  of  every  ordi-  . 
nance,  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  voting  thereon  shall  be 
entered  in  full  upon  the  journal.  The  passage  of  an  ordinance 
shall  require  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  common  council.  No  ordinance  shall  be  passed 
by  the  common  council  on  the  same  day  in  whichr  it  is  introduced, 
except  by  unanimous  consent. 

§  81.  Appropriations.       No  appropriation  of  money  shall  be 
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made  for  any  purpose  except  by  ordinance  specifying  each  item, 
the  amount  thereof,  and  the  department  or  specific  purpose  for 
which  the  appropriation  is  made. 

§  32.  Disposition  of  real  estate;  franchise.  'So  ordinance  shall 
be  passed  making  or  authorizing  a  sale  or  lease  of  city  real  estate 
or  of  any  franchise  belonging  to  or  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
except  by  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  com- 
mon council.  In  case  of  a  proposed  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate 
or  of  a  franchise,  the  ordinance  must  provide  for  a  disposition  of 
the  same  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  under  proper 
regulations  as  to  the  giving  of  security  and  after  public  notice 
to  be  published  once  each  week  for  three  weeks  in  the  official  paper 
or  papers.  A  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate  or  a  franchise  shall  not  be 
valid  or  take  effect  unless  made  as  aforesaid  and  subsequently 
approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment. No  franchise  shall  be  granted  or  be  operated  for  a 
period  longer  than  fifty  years.  The  common  council  may,  how- 
ever, grant  to  the  owner  or  lessees  of  an  existing  franchise,  under 
which  operations  are  being  actually  carried  on,  such  additional 
rights  or  extensions  in  the  street  or  streets  in  which  the  said 
franchise  exists,  upon  such  terms  as  the  interests  of  the  city 
may  require,  with  or  without  an  advertisement,  as  the  common 
council  may  determine;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  grant 
shall  be  operative  unless  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  and  also  by  the  mayor. 

§  33.  Procedure  after  passage  of  ordinance.     Every  ordinance 

of  the  common  council  shall  immediately  after  its  passage  be 
separately  engrossed  and  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by 
the  clerk.  The  clerk  shall  thereupon  present  the  same  to  the 
mayor.  If  the  mayor  approve  it  he  shall  sign  it  and  return  it  to 
the  clerk,  and  the  ordinance  shall  thereupon  take  effect.  If  he 
disapprove  it,  he  shall  return  it  to  the  clerk  with  his  objections 
stated  in  writing,  and  the  clerk  shall  present  the  same  with  such 
.  objections  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The 
common  council  may,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  reconsider  the 
same ;  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  three-fourths  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council  shall  vote  to  pass  the  ordinance  the 
same  shall  take  effect  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  mayor, 
unless  a  greater  number  of  members  were  necessary  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  the  original  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance^ in  whiclr  case  unless  as  many  membens  as  were  requisite 
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for  the  original  passage  of  the  ordinance  shall  vote  to  pass  the 
ordinance  it  shall  not  take  effect.  If  any  ordinance  shall  uot  be 
returned  by  the  mayor  to  the  clerk  within  ten  days  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  or  if  such  ordinance  shall  be  returned 
within  snch  period  without  the  mayor's  approval  or  disapproval, 
the  same  shall  take  effect  in  like  manner  as  if  the  mayor  had 
approved  and  signed  it.  If  any  ordinance  presented  to  the  mayor 
contains  several  items  of  appropriation  of  money  or  embraces 
more  than  one  distinct  subject:,  the  mayor  may  approve  the  pro- 
visions relating  to  one  or  more  items  or  one  or  more  subjects  and 
disapprove  the  others.  In  such  case  those  items  or  subjects  which 
he  shall  approve  shall  take  effect  and  he  shall  append  to  the 
ordinance  at  the  time  of  signing  it  a  statement  of  the  items  or 
subjects  which  he  disapproves  and  said  items  or  subjects  so  dis- 
approved shall  not  take  effect.  He  shall  return  to  the  clerk  a 
copy  of  such  statement  and  the  items  or  subjects  disapproved 
may  be  separately  reconsidered  by  the  common  council  and  shall 
only  become  effective  if  again  passed  by  it  as  above  provided. 
All  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  relation  to  ordinances  dis- 
approved by  the  mayor  shall  apply  in  cases  in  which  he  shall 
disapprove  any  item  or  subject  contained  in  an  ordinance  ap- 
propriating money  or  embracing  more  than  one  distinct  subject?. 

§  34.  Eecord  of  ordinances.  Every  ordinance  shall,  upon  its 
taking  effect  as  herein  provided,  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose  by  the  clerk.  Such  records  shall  include  the  signa- 
ture of  the  president,  attestation  of  the  clerk  and  the  mayor's 
written  approval,  or  in  case  of  his  disapproval  a  memorandum  of 
its  passage  over  his  veto;  or  in  case  the  ordinance  took  effect  be- 
cause he  failed  to  approve  or  disapprove  and  return  within  ten 
days,  then  a  memorandum  to  that  effect.  Such  record  or  a  certified 
copy  thereof  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  and  of  the  facts  certified.  The  original  engrossed  ordi- 
nances for  each  year  shall  be  bound  together  and  kept  in  the 
custody  of  the  clerk. 

§  35.  Kcg^ations  of  duties  of  officers.  The  common  council 
may,  by  ordinance  passed  by  three-fourths  of  all  its  members,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  chapter,  or  other  laws  of  the  state,  regu- 
late the  powers  and  duties  of  any  city  officer  or  department;  and 
it  has  power  to  investigate  all  city  officers  and  departments  and 
shall  have  access  to  all  records  and  papers  kept  by  every  city 
officer  or  department,  and  has  power  to  compel  the  at1;endance  of 
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witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  or  other  evidence 
at  any  meeting  of  the  common  council  or  of  any  committee  thereof, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas  signed  by  the  preBident. 

§  36.  Executive  functionji;  how  performed.  Whenever  an  ex- 
ecutive or  administrative  function  is  by  law  or  ordinance  of  the 
common  council  required  to  be  performed,  the  same  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  proper  executive  or  administrative  officer  or  de- 
partment, designated  in  the  law  or  ordinance,  and  in  case  no 
such  designation  be  thus  made  the  mayor  shall  make  the  same, 
but  no  ordinance  shall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  exercise  of 
the  executive  functions  of  the  officers,  departments  and  boards 
of  the  city,  as  provided  in  this  chapter  or  otherwise  by  law. 

§  37.  Penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances.  Any  person  vio- 
lating an  ordinance  of  the  common  council  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  the  common  council  may  provide  therein  or 
by  general  ordinance,  that  any  person  guilty  of  such  violation 
shall  be  liable  to  fine  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  in  amount,  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  days,  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
such  ordinance  may  provide  for  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  city  in  a  civil  action.  The 
city  may  maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  in  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  to  compel  compliance  with,  or  to  restrain  by 
injunction  the  violation  of,  any  ordinance  of  the  common  council 
or  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  notwithstanding  that 
the  ordinance  may  provide  a  penalty  for  such  violation. 

§  38.    Designation    of    official    papers;    official    printing.      At 

the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council  for  the  purpose  of  oi^ 
ganization,  as  provided  herein,  it  shall  designate  not  more  than 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  to  be  the  official  paper  of  the 
city,  and  the  paper  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
the  official  paper  for  two  years  and  until  a  successor  is  designated. 
Such  official  paper  shall  publish  such  matters  and  in  such  form  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  statute  or  otherwise  by  general  ordinance 
of  the  common  council.  In  case  an  official  paper  shall  refuse  or 
fail  to  act  or  perform  as  such,  the  common  council  may  in  its  dis- 
cretion, as  hereinbefore  provided,  designate  a  successor.  All  bids 
and  accounts  for  publication  in  official  newspapers  and  all  city 
printing  and  advertising  shall  be  a  city  charge.  The  common 
council  may,  by  general  ordinance,  prescribe  the  form  in  which 
the  proceedings  and  reports  of  the  city  officers,  boards  and  de- 
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partments  fihall  be  issued,  and  the  printing  and  binding  of  the 
same  shall  be  performed  under  contract  awarded  as  in  the  case 
of  other  city  contracts.  In  case  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
in  the  city  of  Watervliet,  the  common  council  shall  designate,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of 
Albany,  as  the  official  paper  of  the  city. 

§  39.  Penalties.  Any  member  of  the  common  council  who  shall 
knowingly  or  unlawfully  disregard  any  provision  of  law  appli- 
cable to  the  members  thereof,  or  who  shall  vote  for  any  ordinance 
or  measure  in  violation  of  law,  or  any  appropriation  unauthorized 
by  law  or  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized  by  law,  or  for  any 
illegal  or  injurious  disposition  of  corporate  property,  rights  or 
privileges,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  liable  to  the 
punishment  and  penalty  prescribed  therefor,  and  every  member 
voting  in  favor  thereof  shall  be  individually  liable  to  refund  the 
amount  to  the  city  at  the  suit  of  any  taxpayer. 

§  40.  Examining  committees.  The  council  may  at  any  time 
appoint  a  special  committee  of  its  members  to  inquire  whether 
the  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  any  matter  or  any  department 
of  the  city  are  being  faithfully  observed,  and  whether  the  duties 
of  the  officers  and  employees  are  being  faithfully  discharged,  and 
to  examine  and  report  whether  there  are  any  unnecessary,  in- 
efficient or  unfit  employees,  or  excessive  salaries,  wages  or  com- 
pensation paid,  and  to  inquire  generally  in  respect  to  any  and  ail 
matters  which  will  conduce  to  the  orderly  and  economical  ad- 
ministration of  the  business  of  the  city.  Such  committee  shall 
have  access  to  the  records  of  the  city,  and  for  the  purpose  of  any 
such  inquiry  shall  have  the  powers  conferred  upon  an  officer,  per- 
son, board  or  committee  by  sections  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three  and  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure.

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§  50.  Executive  power.  The  executive  power  of  the  city  ia 
vested  in  the  mayor,  and  in  such  executive  oflScers  and  departments 
as  are  or  may  he  created  hy  law,  or  by  ordinance  of  the  common 
council. 

§  51.  Actii^  mayor.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  mayor,  or  whenever  by  reason  of  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  city  the  mayor  shall  be  prevented  from  attending  to  the 
duties  of  the  office,  the  president  of  the  common  council  shall 
act  as  mayor  and  possess  all  the  rights  of  mayor  during  euch 
period  of  disability  or  absence.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  mayor  he  shall  so  act  until  noon  of  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary next  succeeding  the  election  at  which  the  mayor's  successor 
shall  be  chosen.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the 
common  council  when  acting  as  mayor  in  consequence  of  the 
absence  or  sickness  of  the  mayor  to  exercise  any  power  of  ap- 
pointment or  removal  from  office  unless  such  sickness  or  absence 
shall  have  continued  for  a  period  of  thirty  days;  or  to  sign,  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  any  ordinance  or  resolution  unless  such  sick- 
ness or  absence  shall  have  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  nine 

days. 

§  52.    Consultation   with  heads   of  departments.     The  mayor 

shall  call  together  the  heads  of  the  city  departments  for  consulta- 
tion and  advice  upon  the  affairs  of  the  city  as  often  as  he  may 
deem  advisable,  but  not  less  than  twelve  times  in  each  year ;  and 
at  such  meetings  he  may  call  upon  the  heads  of  the  departments 
for  such  reports  as  to  the  subject-matters  under  their  control  and 
management  as  he  may  deem  proper,  which  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  prepare  and  submit  at  once  to  him.  Records  shall  be  kept 
of  such  meetings,  and  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  adopted 
thereat  for  the  harmonious,  systematic  and  efficient  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  cilv,  not  inconsistent  with  law  or  ordinance. 
§  53.  Duties  of  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to 
see  that  the  city  officers  and  departments  faithfully  perform  their 
duties;  to  maintain  peace  and  good  order  within  the  city;  to 
take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
common  council  are  executed  and  enforced  within  the  city;  to 
communicate  by  written  message  to  the  common  council  at  least 
once  a  year  a  statement  of  the  finances  and  general  conditions 
of  the  affairs  of  the  city,  and  with  such  recommendatioi»  in  re- 
lation thereto  as  he  may  deem  proper;  to  give  such  information 
in  relation  to  the  same  as  the  common  council  may  from  time 
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to  time  require;  and  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  common 
council  whenever  in  his  judgment  it  is  required  by  public  neces- 
sity. He  shall  also  receive  and  examine  into  all  complaints  made 
against  any  city  officer  for  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in 
office. 

§  54.  Execntion  of  deeds  and  contraots.  The  mayor  shall,  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  execute  all  deeds  and  contracts  made  by  it, 
and  shall  cause  to  be  affixed  thereto  the  city  seal. 

§  55.  Ezamination  of  books  and  acoounts.  The  mayor  shall 
have  authority  at  all  times  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  any 
officer,  employee  or  department  of  the  city  and,  as  often  as  he 
may  deem  proper,  to  appoint  one  or  more  competent  persons  to 
examine,  without  notice,  the  accounts  of  any  city  officer  or  de- 
partment, and  the  money,  securities  and  property  belonging  to 
the  city  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  any  officer  or  department 
and  to  report  the  result  of  such  examination ;  and  he  may  ad<min- 
ister  oaths  to  witnesses  and  take  affidavits  in  all  cases  relating 
to  the  affairs  of  the  city. 

§  56.  Additional  powers  and  duties.  The  mayor  shall  have 
such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  this  chapter  or  by  other  laws  of  the  state  or  by  ordinance 
of  the  common  council,  not  inconsistent  with  law.  In  case  of 
riot,  conflagration  or  other  public  emergency  requiring  it,  the 
mayor  shall  have  power  to  call  out  the  police  and  firemen;  he 
shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  such  number  of  special  police- 
men as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  preserve  the  public  peace.  Such 
special  policemen  shall  be  under  the  sole  control  of  the  regularly 
appointed  and  constituted  officers  of  the  police  department.  They 
shall  have  power  to  make  arrests  only  for  public  intoxication, 
disorderly  conduct  or  other  offenses  against  peace  and  good  order. 
In  ease  of  riot  or  insurrection,  he  may  take  command  of  the 
whole  police  force,  including  the  chief  executive  officer  thereof.

§  60.  Penalty  for  violation  of  duty.  Any  officer  or  em- 
ployee who  willfully  violates  or  evades  any  provision  of  law,  or 
by  culpable  neglect  of  duty  allows  any  public  property  to  be  lost 
to  the  city,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  penalties  imposed  by  law,  shall  on  conviction  forfeit 
his  office  or  employment. 

§  61.  Elective  offioers  removable  by  the  governor.  Any  elec- 
tive officer  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  sheriff,  except  that  the  governor  may  direct  the  inquiry  pro- 
vided by  law  to  be  conducted  by  the  attorney-general.  After 
charges  have  been  received  by  the  governor,  he  may  suspend  tie 
officer  affected  thereby  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days 
pending  the  invesfigation. 

§  62.  Semoval  of  appointive  officers.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act  the  mayor  may  remove  any  appointive  officer 
in  the  following  manner:  The  mayor  shall  serve  written  chaises 
upon  the  officer  and  shall  give  him  a  hearing  <at  which  all  the 
testimony  in  the  matter  shall  be  taken  under  oath  and  reduced  to 
writing.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  mayor  such  testimony  is  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  the  removal  of  the  officer,  the  mayor  nuiy  re- 
move the  officer  and  shall  file  all  the  evidence  together  with  his 
written  detailed  reasons  for  the  removal,  signed  by  him,  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  63.  Bemoved  offiicer  not  eligible  for  re-election  or  appoint- 
ment. No  elective  officer  who  has  been  removed  from  office  under 
any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  eligible  for  election  or  appoint- 
ment to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  his  removal. 

§   64.  Appointee  to  be  a  member  of  same  political  party  as 

predecessor.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any  cause  in  any  elective 
office,  the  person  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  a  successor 
is  elected  sball  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  last 
incumbent  of  the  office. 

§  65.  Kemoval  of  employees.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act,  any  board  or  officer  may  appoint,  suspend  without  notice 
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and  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed  remove  for  cause  any  em- 
ployee of  their  or  his  department  or  office,  but  all  appointments 
shall  be  made  from  the  first  three  upon  the  lists  of  qualified  per- 
sons which  shall  he  furnished  by  the  municipal  civil  service  com- 
mission. In  the  case  of  a  desired  removal,  the  board  or  officer 
shall  serve  written  charges  on  the  employee  and  shall  give  him  a 
hearing,  at  which  all  the  testimony  in  the  matter  shall  be  taken 
under  oath  and  reduced  to  writing.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
board  or  officer,  such  testimony  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  re- 
moval of  the  employee,  the  board  or  officer  may  remove  the  em- 
ployee and  shall  forthwith  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  the 
testimony  together  with  written  detailed  reasons  for  the  removal 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  or  by  the  officer.  The  provis- 
ions of  the  section  shall  not  apply  to  laborers.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or  amend  the  civil  service 
laws  of  the  state. 

§  66.  Offloe  houn.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  city 
offices  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  each  day 
in  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  from  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The 
common  council  may  from  time  to  time  direct  any  city  office  to 
be  kept  open  at  such  other  hours  as  public  *conveyance  may  re- 
quire. 

§  67.  Officen,  trustees  of  public  property.  The  common  coun- 
cil and  the  several  members  thereof,  and  all  officers  and  employees 
of  the  city  are  hereby  declared  trustees  of  the  property,  funds  and 
effects  of  said  city  respectively,  so  far  as  such  property,  funds  and 
effects  are  or  may  be  committed  to  their  management  or  control, 
and  eveiT  taxpayer  residing  in  said  city  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
cestui  que  trust  in  respect  to  the  said  property,  funds  and  effects 
respectively ;  and  any  cotrustee  or  any  cestui  que  trust  shall  be  en- 
titled as  against  said  trustees  and  in  regard  to  said  property,  funds 
and  effects  to  all  the  rules,  remedies  and  privileges  provided  by 
law  for  any  cotrustee  or  cestui  que  trust;  to  prosecute  and  main- 
tain an  action  to  prevent  waste  and  injury  to  any  property,  funds 
and  estate  held  in  trust;  and  such  trustees  are  hereby  made  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  imposed  by  law  on 
trustees,  and  such  duties  and  responsibilities  may  be  enforced  by 
the  city  or  by  any  cotrustee  or  cestui  que  trust  aforesaid.  The 
remedies  herein  provided  shall  be  in  addition  to  those  now  pro- 
vided by  law.

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§  68.  Annual  reports  of  departments.  The  several  heads  of 
departments  shall  present  to  the  mayor  annually,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  December,  a  report  of  their  proceedings  during 
the  preceding  year.  The  m-ayor  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the 
common  council  with  any  recommendation  he  may  think  proper  to 
make,  but  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
relieve  such  heads  of  departments  from  furnishing  such  other  in- 
formation as  may  be  required  by  the  mayor  at  any  time.

Section  80.  Temporary  and  funded  debts.  Temporary  and  funded 
debts  of  the  city  for  the  various  purposes  authorised  or  con- 
templated by  this  chapter  and  otherwise  by  law  may  be  created 
by  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  provided,  however,  that  any 
such  ordinance  shall,  before  it  take  effect,  be  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  Funded 
debts  may  be  created  for  any  municipal  purpose.  The  creation 
of  funded  and  temporary  debts  and  the  refunding  of  exiarting 
debts  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  municipal 
law,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided.  Every  funded  debt,  re- 
funded or  created,  except  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  shall 
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be  issued  in  such  amaunrts  and  shall  fall  due  at  such  times  that  the 
principal  of  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty 
equal  annual  installments,  the  last  of  which  shall  become  due  at  the 
end  of  not  more  than  twenty  years  after  its  issue.  Every  funded 
debt  refunded  or  created  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water  shall 
be  issued  in  such  amounts  and  shall  fall  due  at  such  times  that  the 
principal  of  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  not  more  than  forty 
equal  installments,  the  last  of  which  shall  become  due  at  the  end 
of  not  more  than  forty  years  after  its  issue.  Any  bond  of  the 
city  issued  prior  to  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven  and  also 
the  bonds  issued  by  the  former  village  of  West  Troy  may  be  re- 
funded. No  other  funded  debt  which  is  payable  in  installments, 
nor  any  annual  payment  thereof,  shall  be  refunded,  but  provision 
shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  each  installment  and  accrued 
interest  in  the  year  in  which  it  shall  become  due  by  the  insertion 
of  the  proper  sum  in  the  annual  estimate  for  the  year  in  question. 

§  81.  iMue  and  tale  of  bonds.  All  bonds  of  the  city  for  what- 
ever purposes  issued  shall  be  advertised  end  sold  by  the  chamber- 
Iain.  He  shall  cause  to  be  published  once  in  the  official  paper,  and 
in  a  daily  paper,  to  be  designated  by  the  common  council,  for  not 
less  than  five  successive  days,  Sundays  excepted,  a  notice  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold,  the  manner  and 
place  of  sale  and  the  time  when  the  same  shall  be  sold,  or  the  time 
limited  for  the  receipt  of  sealed  proposals,  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  of  said  notice.  When 
bonds  are  sold  under  sealed  proposals,  no  proposal  shall  be  opened 
until  one  hour  after  the  time  limited  for  the  receipt  thereof  has 
elapsed,  and  all  proposals  shall  be  opened  in  public.  Award  shall 
be  made  to  the  highest  bidder.  At  any  sale  of  bonds  either  by 
auction  or  under  sealed  proposals,  the  chamberlain  may  reject  all 
bids  and  readvertise  if  in  his  opinion  the  price  offered  is  inade- 
quate. All  bonds  shall  be  signed  in  the  name  of  the  city,  by  tho 
m«yor  and  the  chamberlain.  A  list  of  all  bonds  issued  by  the  city 
shall  be  kept  in  the  chamberlain's  office  and  when  any  bonds  are 
paid  by  the  chamberlain,  they  shall  be  presented  by  him  to  the 
mayor  for  cancellation. 

§  82.  Chamberlain  and  acting  chamberlain.     In  case  of  the 

absence  or  disability  of  the  chamberlain,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office,  the  mayor  may  appoint  a  deputy  chamberlain  who  shall  dis- 
chaige  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  chamberlain  returns,  his 
disability  ceasee  or  the  vacancy  is  filled.     The  chamberlain  and 
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deputy  chamberlain,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
epective  offices,  shall  each  execute  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  an 
official  undertaking  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  common  counciL  The  chamberlain  and  deputy  chamberlain 
shall  each  be  ex  officio  a  commissioner  of  deeds. 

§  83.  Dnties  of  chamberlain.     The  chamberlain  shall  sujierin- 

tend  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city  and  manage  the  same  pursuant  to 
law  and  ordinance  of  the  common  council.  He  shall  keep  a 
separate  account  with  every  department  and  with  each  improve 
ment  for  which  funds  are  appropriated  or  raised  by  tax  or  assess- 
ment No  warrant  shall  be  drawn  by  him  for  the  payment  of  any 
claim  against  or  obligation  of  the  city  unless  it  state  particularly 
against  which  of  such  funds  it  is  drawn.  No  fund  shall  be  over- 
drawn nor  shall  any  warrant  be  drawn  against  one  fund  to  pay  a 
claim  chargeable  to  another.  The  chamberlain  shall  perform  such 
other  and  further  duties,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  *proscribed 
by  law,  or  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  the  other  tews  of  the  state. 
§  84.  Claims  against  the  city.  No  claim  against  the  city  ex- 
cept for  a  fixed  salary,  for  the  principal  or  interest  on  a  bonded 
or  funded  debt  or  other  loan,  or  for  the  regular  or  stated  com- 
pensation of  officers  or  employees  in  any  city  department,  or  for 
work  performed  or  materials  furnished  under  contract  with  the 
board  of  contract  and  supply,  shall  be  paid  unless  a  claim  therefor. 
verified  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  claimant,  in  such  form  as  the  city 
clerk  shall  prescribe,  »and  approved  by  the  head  of  the  department 
or  officer  whose  action  gave  rise  or  origin  to  the  claim,  shall  have 
been  presented  to  the  common  council,  and  shall  have  been  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  common  council.  The  city  clerk  shall  cause 
each  such  claim,  upon  presentation  to  him,  to  be  numbered  con- 
secutively and  the  number,  date  of  presentation,  name  of  claimant 
and  brief  statement  of  character  of  each  claim  shall  be  entered  in 
a  book  kept  for  such  purpose,  which  shall  at  all  times  during 
office  hours  be  so  placed  as  to  be  convenient  for  public  inspection 
and  examination.  No  claim  shtall  be  audited  or  paid  until  at  least 
five  days  have  elapsed  after  its  presentation  to  the  city  clerk. 
The  common  council  or  the  committee  thereof,  to  which  the  claim 
shall  be  referred,  is  authorized,  in  considering  a  claim,  to  require 
any  person  presenting  the  same  for  audit  to  be  sworn  before  him 
touching  the  justness  and  accuracy  of  such  claim,  and  to  take  evi-

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deuce  and  examine  witnesses  in  reference  to  the  claim,  and  for  that 
purpose  he  may  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 
If  any  person  shall  present  to  the  city  clerk  for  audit  a  claim  in 
the  name  of  any  person  or  firm  other  than  that  of  the  actual  claim- 
ant he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  85.  Custody  and  management  of  sinking  fund.  The  cham- 
berlain shall  have,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  the  custody,  investment  and  management  of  any 
sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  city 
debts. 

§  86.    Annual    financial    statement.      The    chamberlain   shall, 

within  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  common  council  a  full  and  accurate  statement  in  de- 
tail, verified  by  his  oath,  showing:  (1)  The  receipts  and  revenues 
of  the  city  from  all  sources  and  the  accounts  which  may  be  due  to 
the  city  and  uncollected  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year;  (2)  the 
disbursements  from  all  city  funds  and  the  expenditures  in  all 
branches  of  the  city  government  during  the  fiscal  year;  (3)  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  provisions 
made  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  witii  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  incurred;  (4)  the  cost  of  the  acquisition,  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  each  public  utility  owned,  maintained  or 
operated  by  the  city  and  the  income  derived  therefrom.  Such 
publication  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  in  detail,  in  sep- 
arate columns,  showing  the  several  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
the  amount  drawn  on  each  fund  and  its  then  present  condition, 
also  the  several  debts  and  obligations  of  the  city,  the  character 
thereof,  when  the  same  are  payable  and  the  rate  of  interest  on 
each. 

§  87.  Bcposits  and  aoconnts.  All  moneys  deposited  by  the 
chamberlain,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  city.  The  chamberlain  shall  keep  bank  books  in  which  shall 
be  entered  his  accounts  or  deposits  in,  and  moneys  drawn  from, 
the  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  such  deposits  shall  be  made. 
He  shall  exhibit  such  books  to  the  mayor  for  his  inspection  at  least 
once  each  month,  and  oftener  if  required.  The  banks  or  trust 
companies  in  which  such  deposits  are  made  shall  respectively 
transmit  to  the  chamberlain  monthly  statements  of  the  moneys 
which  shall  have  been  received  -and  paid  out  by  them  on  account  of 
the  city. 

§   S3.  Board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.     There  shall  he 
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a  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
mayor,  chamberlain,  corporation  counsel,  president  of  the  common 
council  and  the  city  engineer,  except  that  when  the  number  of  sub- 
ordinates, or  the  salaries  thereof,  in  the  department  of  any  of  the 
members  of  the  said  board  are  to  be  fixed  and  determined,  the 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  temporarily  take  the  place  of  the 
member  whose  number  of  subordinates,  or  the  salaries  thereof,  is 
under  consideration,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  such  salaries  or 
number  of  subordinates,  and  for  that  purpose  alone.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  mayor,  or  as  di- 
rected by  the  board.  The  mayor  shall  be  president  of  the  board 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  act  as  secrefcary  thereof.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  journal  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board. 

§  89.  Sinking'  fund.  Ten  per  centum  of  all  moneys  or  rev- 
enues received  by  the  city  or  by  air^  officer,  board  or  department 
thereof,  from  any  source  other  than  taxes  or  loans,  shall,  upon 
receipt  of  the  same,  be  forthwith  deposited  in  a  separate  account 
or  accounts  in  one  or  more  of  the  designated  fiscal  depositories 
of  the  city  to  the  credit  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city, 
and  said  deposit  shall  be  known  as  the  sinking  fund.  The  sink- 
ing fund  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city,  other  than  revenue 
or  assessment  bonds,  as  it  matures. 

§  90.  Fiscal  year;  department  estimates.     The  fiscal  year  of 

the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January.  On  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  all  heads  of  departments 
and  officers  empowered  by  law  or  by  city  ordinance  to  control  or 
authorize  expenditures  shall  furnish  to  the  mayor  estimates  in 
writing  of  the  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  next  fiscal  year  in 
their  respective  departments  or  offices,  including  a  statement  of 
the  salaries  of  all  their  subordinates,  which  estimates  the  mayor 
shall  lay  before  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  at  its 
first  meeting  thereafter,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  in  its 
minutes. 

§  91.  Determination  of  positions  and  salaries.     The  board  of 

estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  and 
change  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  all  officers  of  the  city, 
including  such  as  are  fixed  by  this  act,  except  such  as  are  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  but  every  such  salary  shall  be  fixed  by 
resolution  at  least  four  months  before  the  beginning  of  the  term 
of  office  to  which  it  beloncrs,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
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ished  during  the  continuance  of  such  term  of  office.  Every  reso- 
lution fixing  or  changing  a  salary  shall  be  published,  after  its 
introduction  and  before  being  finally  acted  upon,  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  in  the  city,  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks. 
The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatsoever  for 
any  officer  who  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to  serve 
without  pay.  Said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  positions  and  numbers  of  all  city 
officers  and  employees  of  each  office,  board  and  department. 

§  92.  Annual  eitimate.  At  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  each  fiscal  year,  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment shall  make  an  itemized  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  esti- 
mated revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  year, 
which  shall  be  known  "as  its  annual  estimate.  The  estimate  of 
revenues  «hall  contain  an  estimate  of  the  probable  revenues  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  will 
be  received  by  the  city  during  the  fiscal  year,  less  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund,  if  any ;  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  the  sinking  fund,  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  is  available  and 
should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  city  falling  due  during  the  said  fiscal 
year;  and  a  statement  of  all  unexpended  balances  or  esti- 
mated unexpended  balances  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  the  city,  or  of  any  office,  board 
or  department  thereof.  The  estimate  of  expenditures  shall 
contain  an  estimate  of  the  several  amounts  of  money  which  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  deems  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city  in  each 
board,  department  and  office  thereof  and  for  the  various  purposes 
contemplated  by  this  act  and  otherwise  by  law  for  the  said  fiscal 
year;  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonded  or  other 
indebtedness  of  the  city  falling  due  during  the  said  fiscal  year; 
and  the  amount  of  any  judgments  recovered  against  the  city  and 
payable  during  the  said  fiscal  year.  After  said  annual  estimate 
shall  have  been  completed,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment shall  submit  the  same  in  final  form  to  the  common  council 
with  a  statement,  in  writing,  of  such  reasons  for  such  estimate  as 
it  may  deem  proper.  The  common  council  shall  as  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  possible  convene  and  consider  the  said  estimate.     It 
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a  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
mayor,  chamberlain,  corporation  counsel,  president  of  the  common 
council  and  the  city  engineer,  except  that  when  the  number  of  sub- 
ordinates, or  the  salaries  thereof,  in  the  department  of  any  of  the 
members  of  the  said  board  are  to  be  fixed  and  determined,  the 
commissioner  of  charities  shall  temporarily  take  the  place  of  the 
member  whose  number  of  subordinates,  or  the  salaries  thereof,  is 
under  considenation,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  such  salaries  or 
number  of  subordinates,  and  for  that  purpose  alone.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  mayor,  or  as  di- 
rected by  the  board.  The  mayor  shall  be  president  of  the  board 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  act  as  secretary  thereof.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  journal  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board. 

§  89.  Sinking  fund.  Ten  per  centum  of  all  moneys  or  rev- 
enues received  by  the  city  or  by  air^  officer,  board  or  department 
thereof,  from  any  source  other  than  taxes  or  loans,  shall,  tii)on 
receipt  of  the  same,  be  forthwith  deposited  in  a  separate  account 
or  accounts  in  one  or  more  of  the  designated  fiscal  depositories 
of  the  city  to  the  credit  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city, 
and  said  deposit  shall  be  known  as  the  sinking  fund.  The  sink- 
ing fund  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city,  other  than  revenue 
or  assessment  bonds,  as  it  matures. 

§  90.  Fiscal  year;  department  estimates.     The  fiscal  year  of 

the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January.    On  or  before 

the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  all  heads  of  departments 

and  officers  empowered  by  law  or  by  city  ordinance  to  control  or 

authorize  expenditures  shall  furnish  to  the  mayor  estimates  in 

writing  of  the  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  next  fiscal  year  in 

their  respective  departments  or  offices,  including  a  statement  of 

the  salaries  of  all  their  subordinates,  which  estimates  the  mayor 

shall  lay  before  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  at  its 

first  meeting  thereafter,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  in  its 

minutes. 

§  91.  Determination  of  positions  and  salaries.     The  board  of 

estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  and 
change  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  all  officers  of  the  city, 
including  such  as  are  fixed  by  this  act,  except  such  as  are  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  but  every  such  salary  shall  be  fixed  by 
resolution  at  least  four  months  before  the  beginning  of  the  term 
of  office  to  which  it  belongs,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
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ished  during  the  continuance  of  such  term  of  office.  Every  reso- 
lution fixing  or  changing  a  salary  shall  be  published,  after  its 
introduction  and  before  being  finally  acted  upon,  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  in  the  city,  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks. 
The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatsoever  for 
any  oflScer  who  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to  serve 
without  pay.  Said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  positions  and  numbers  of  all  city 
officers  and  employees  of  each  office,  board  and  department. 

§  92,  AuTiTial  estimate.  At  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  each  fiscal  year,  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment shall  make  an  itemized  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  esti- 
mated revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  year, 
which  shall  be  known  tas  its  annual  estimate.  The  estimate  of 
revenues  shall  contain  an  estimate  of  the  probable  revenues  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  will 
be  received  by  the  city  during  the  fiscal  year,  less  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund,  if  any ;  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  the  sinking  fund,  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  is  available  and 
should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  city  falling  due  during  the  said  fiscal 
year;  and  a  statement  of  all  unexpended  balances  or  esti- 
mated unexpended  balances  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  the  city,  or  of  any  office,  board 
or  department  thereof.  The  estimate  of  expenditures  shall 
contain  an  estimate  of  the  several  amounts  of  money  which  the 
board  of  estimate  «nd  apportionment  deems  necessary  to  provide 
foT  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city  in  each 
board,  department  and  office  thereof  and  for  the  various  purposes 
contemplated  by  this  act  and  otherwise  by  law  for  the  said  fiscal 
year;  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonded  or  other 
indebtedness  of  the  city  falling  due  during  the  said  fiscal  year; 
and  the  amount  of  any  judgments  recovered  against  the  city  and 
payable  during  the  said  fiscal  year.  After  said  ^annual  estimate 
shall  have  been  completed,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment shall  submit  the  same  in  final  form  to  the  common  council 
with  a  statement,  in  writing,  of  such  reasons  for  such  estimate  as 
it  may  deem  proper.  The  common  council  shall  as  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  possible  convene  and  consider  the  said  estimate.     It 
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filial]  give  a  public  hearing  to  such:  persons  as  wish  to  be  heard  in 
reference  thereto.  After  such  hearing,  and  within  thirty  days 
after  such  estimate  shall  have  been  submitted  to  it,  and  before  the 
beginning  of  said  fiscal  year  the  common  council  shall  adopt  such 
estimate  so  submitted  or  shall  diminish  or  reject  any  items  therein 
contained,  and  adopt  said  estimate  as  so  amended.  The  common 
council  shall  not  have  the  power  to  diminish  or  reject  any  item 
•which  relates  to  salaries,  the  indebtedness  or  estimated  revenues, 
or  the  sums  directed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
■within  which  the  city  is  situated  to  be  levied  within  the  city  for 
state  and  county  purposes,  or  the  sums  lawfully  payable  within 
said  fiscal  year  upon  judgments;  nor  shall  the  common  council 
increase  any  item,  for  any  purpose  contained  in  said  estimate. 

§  93.  Annnal  appropriations.  When  the  common  council  shall 
have  adopted  the  final  estimate  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment or  said  estimate  as  amended  by  it,  the  same  shall  be 
entered  at  large  in  its  minutes  and  become  a  part  of  its  proceed- 
ings. The  several  sums  estimated  for  expenditures  therein  shall 
be  and  become  appropriated  in  the  amounts  and  for  the  several  de- 
partments, offices  and  purposes  as  therein  specified  for  the  said 
fiscal  year.  The  several  sums  therein  enumerated  as  estimated 
revenues  and  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  addition 
thereto  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city 
and  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  chapter  and  otherwise 
by  law,  shall  be  and  become  applicable  in  the  amounts  therein 
named  for  the  purposes  of  meeting  said  appropriations.  In  case 
the  revenues  received  by  the  city  exceed  the  amount  of  such  esti- 
mated revenues  mamed  in  said  annual  estimate,  or  in  case  there  re- 
main any  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  made  for  the 
support  of  the  city  government  or  for  any  other  purpose,  then 
such  surplus  revenues  or  such  unexpended  balances  shall,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  remain  upon  deposit  and  be  included 
as  a  part  of  the  estim-ated  revenues  for  the  succeeding^ear.  When 
any  moneys  or  revenues  are  received  by  any  officer,  board  or  de- 
partment of  the  city,  from  any  source  other  than  by  municipal  tax, 
which  are  not  otherwise  appropriated,  such  moneys  or  revenues 
may  be  used  and  applied  toward  and  in  addition  to  the  funds  ap- 
propriated, as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  be  most  beneficial  to 

the  city. 

§  04.  Tax  budget.    The  amount  of  estimated  expenditures  con- 
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tained  in  the  annual  estimate  adapted  by  the  common  council,  less 
the  amount  of  estimated  revenues  applicable  to  the  payment 
thereof,  shall  constitute  the  tax  budget.  The  common  council  shall 
levy  and  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  the  amount  of  said  budget,  and 
the  amount  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  raised  by  tax  upon  the 
real  and  personal  property  liable  to  taxation  in  the  city  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  96.  Temporary  loans.  In  the  interval  between  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year  (and  the  adoption  of  the  annual  estimate  the  city 
shall  have  the  power  to  borrow  money  to  the  extent  required  to 
pay  fixed  salaries,  the  principal  and  interest  on  bonded  or  funded 
debts  or  other  loans,  the  stated  compensation  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees and  indebtedness  for  work  performed  or  materials  fur- 
niehed  imder  contract  with  the  board  of  contract  and  supply. 
After  the  adoption  of  said  annual  estimate  it  shall  have  the  power 
to  borrow  money  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the 
city,  within  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor  for  the  fiscal  year, 
in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  the  said  taxes  and  revenues  ap- 
plicable to  such  purposes.  The  common  council  may  provide  for 
the  issue  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds,  to  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  the  chamberlain  for  such  purposes.  Such 
certificates  or  bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon  to  date  of  ma- 
turity, shaU  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  received  on  account  of 
taxes  and  revenues  applicable  to  such  purposes. 

§  96.  Contracts  and  expenditures  prohibited.  !N'o  ofiicer,  board 
or  department  shall,  during  any  fiscal  year,  expend  or  contract  to 
be  expended  any  money  or  incur  any  liability,  or  enter  into  any 
contract  which,  by  its  terms,  involves  the  expenditure  of  money 
for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  provision  is  made  in  the  annual 
estimate  in  excess  of  the  amounts  appropriated  in  said  estimate, 
as  adopted  by  the  common  coumcil,  for  such  officer,  board,  depart- 
ment or  purpose,  for  such  fiscal  year.  Any  oontTact,  verbal  or 
written,  made  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  null  and  void 
as  to  the  city,  and  no  moneys  belonging  to  the  ci.ty  shall  be  paid 
thereon,  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shrill 
prevent  the  maki-ng  of  contracts  for  light  or  water,  the  collection 
and  disposal  or  the  disposal  of  garbage  or  the  sprinkling  of  streets 
or  public  places  by  railway  cars,  for  periods  exceeding  one  year. 
Nothing  herein  contained,  however,  shall  be  held  to  prohibit  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety  from  expending  such  sums  or  in- 
curring such  debts  as  may  be  actually  necessary  to  prevent  the 
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spread  of,  or  to  suppress  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or 
any  epidemic  in  the  city,  in  addition  to  the  amount  appropriated 
for  such  purpose. 

§  97.  Penalties  for  violation  of  preceding  section.  Any  officer 
or  member  of  any  board  or  department  of  the  city,  making  or  vot- 
ing for  any  contract  prohibited  by  the  preceding  section,  or  audit- 
ing any  account  or  claim  under  any  such  contract,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Section  100.  Board  of  contract  and  supply.  There  shall  be  a  board 
of  contract  and  supply,  composed  of  the  mayor,  chamberlain, 
commissioner  of  public  works,  commissioner  of  public  safety  and 
city  engineer.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  board,  after  public  notice  and  in  accordance  with 
regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  general  ordinance  of  the  common 
council,  to  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  will  give  adequate  secu- 
rity therefor,  all  contracts  for  the  performance  of  any  work  or  for 
the  supply  of  any  material  required  by  or  for  the  use  of  any  officer, 
board  or  department  of  the  city,  in  all  cases  where  the  expense  of 
such  work  or  materials,  or  both,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  unless  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council, 
unanimously  adopted  and  unanimou»sly  approved  by  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  it  is  determined  to  be  impracticable 
to  procure  such  work  or  materials  or  both  by  contract,  in  which 
case  said  ordinance  sha'll  designate  the  officer,  board  or  depart- 
ment to  procure  such  work  or  purchase  such  materials.  In  esse  of 
public  emergency  involving  accident  or  other  injury  by  which  the 
heating  or  plumbing  of  any  of  the  public  buildings  or  any  of  the 
fire  or  water  works  apparatus  shall  become  disabled,  the  commis- 
sioner having  jurisdiction  thereof  shall  cause  repairs  thereto  to  be 
made  without  a.  letting  by  contract,  upon  filing  with  the  board  of 
contract  and  supply  a  certificate,  approved  by  the  mayor,  showing 
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OTch  emergency  and  tlie  necessity  for  such  repairs.  The  board 
shall  have  power  to  reject  all  bids  or  proposals  if  in  its  opinion  the 
lowest  bid  or  proposal  is  excessive.  The  said  notice  shall  describe 
the  work  and  materials  for  which  contracts  will  be  let  and  the  day 
and  hour  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  at  which  proposals 
therefor  will  be  opened.  Specifications  for  the  performance  of 
any  work  and  for  the  supply  of  any  materials  sba'll  be  prepared 
and  set  forth  with  sufficient  detail  to  inform  all  persons  propos- 
ing to  bid  therefor  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done  and  of  the 
materials  to  be  supplied,  and  written  or  printed  copies  thereof 
shall  be  delivered  to  all  applicants  therefor.  Every  contract  for  a 
public  improvement  shall  be  based  upon  an  estimate  of  the  whole 
cost  thereof,  including  all  expenses  incidental  thereto  and  con- 
nected therewith,  to  be  furnished  by  the  proper  officer,  board  or  de- 
partment having  charge  of  such  improvements. 

§  101.  Proposals.  No  contract  shall  be  let,  except  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  sealed  bids  or  proposals  therefor,  and  no  bids  or  proposals 
shall  be  received  at  any  time  other  than  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
said  board,  and  unless  they  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  board  and 
the  general  ordinances  of  the  common  council.  All  bids  or  pro- 
posals must  be  indorsed  with  the  title  of  the  work  or  materials  to 
which  they  relate,  the  name  of  the  bidder  and  his  residence.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  board  to  be  present  at 
the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  public  notice  for  the  receipt 
and  opening  of  bids  or  proposals,  and  such  meetings  shall  be  open 
to  the  public.  After  all  the  bids  or  proposals  bave  been  presented, 
but  not  until  one-half  hour  after  the  time  stated  in  the  public 
notice  for  holding  the  meeting,  all  bids  or  proposals  shall  be  opened 
by  some  member  of  the  board  or  by  its  secretary,  publicly  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  bidders  and  other  persons  there  present,  and 
an  abstract  of  all  of  such  bids  or  proposals,  with  the  prices  and 
security  offered,  shall  be  transcribed  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pui> 
pose,  without  any  change,  correction  or  addition  whatever.  A 
majority  of  the  board  need  not  be  present  when  such  bids  or  pro- 
posals  are  opened.  The  board  may  reject  all  bids  or  proposals  re- 
ceived at  any  meeting  and  advertise  again  for  new  bids  or  pro- 
posals to  be  received  lat  another  meeting  as  above  prescribed.  No 
7)eToon  submitting,  or  on  whose  behalf  a  bid  or  proposal  is  sub- 
mitted, nor  the  principal  or  sureties  on  any  bond  or  security  ac- 
companying the  same,  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  or  cancel 
any  such  bid,  proposal  or  bond  until  the  board  shall  have  awarded 
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the  contract  for  which  such  bid  or  proposal  is  made,  and  such  con- 
tract shall  have  been  duly  executed. 

§  102.  Secretary  of  the  board;  commissioner  of  supplies.     The 

board  of  contract  and  supply  shall  appoint  a  secretary  to  hold 
office  during  its  pleasure,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full 
journal  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  to  perform  such 
additional  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  board,  or  by  law  or 
ordinance  of  the  common  council.  Where  any  work  or  repairs 
needed  to  be  done,  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished  for  any 
office,  court,  board  or  department  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  in  cost,  the  board  of  contract  and  supply  may  by  gen- 
eral or  special  rule  authorize  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
or  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  or  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
or  any  of  them,  to  give  written  orders  therefor  and  purchase  the 
same.  No  materials  or  supplies  shall  be  purchased  for,  or  de- 
livered by  or  upon  the  order  of  the  commissioner  to  any  oflBcer, 
board,  court,  body  or  department  of  the  city,  except  upon  the  requi- 
sition in  writing  from  the  officer,  body  or  head  of  the  department 
for  which  the  same  are  required.  The  commissioner  shall  require 
a  receipt  in  writing  from  each  officer,  board,  body  or  head  of  the 
department  for  all  supplies  delivered  to  him  or  it  by  the  coniniisr 
sioner  or  on  his  order,  and  he  shall  approve,  in  writing,  all  claims 
for  any  such  materials  or  supplies  purchased  by  him,  before  the 
same  shall  be  presented  for  audit. 

§  103.  Contracts  for  paving.  The  common  council  shall,  by 
general  ordinance,  prescribe,  approve  and  adopt  the  materials  to  be 
used  in  paving,  repaving,  repairing,  surfacing  or  resurfacing  the 
streets  and  public  places  of  the  city,  and  fix  the  standard  of  ex- 
cellence and  test  required  for  each  such  material.  The  city  engi- 
neer shall  prepare  standard  specifications,  in  accordance  with  Buch 
ordinance,  for  the  performance  of  the  work  involved  in  such  im- 
provements with  each  kind  of  material  so  prescribed,  approved  and 
adopted  therefor.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  determine 
to  make  any  such  improvement,  and  the  proceedings  provided  by 
law  as  preliminary  thereto  sh»all  have  been  taken,  the  board  of 
contract  and  supply  shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  furnishing 
of  the  materials  and  the  performance  of  the  work  involved  in  such 
improvements,  and  specifications  shall  be  prepared  and  proposals 
shall  be  invited,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  for 
the  construction  of  such  improvement  with  each  kind  of  paving 
material  so  prescribed,  approved  and  adopted  by  the  common 
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council.  In  case  the  expense  of  any  such  improvement  is  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  property  abutting  upon  the  street,  or  part 
thereof,  to  be  improved  and  more  than  one  kind  of  material  is  pre- 
scribed, apiproved  or  adopted  therefor,  the  secretary  of  the  board 
shall,  within  one  week  after  proposals  for  such  work  have  been  re- 
ceived and  opened,  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  once 
each  week  for  two  successive  weeks,  a  notice  containing  a  sum- 
mary statement  of  all  such  proposals.  A  majority  of  said  prop- 
erty-owners, owning  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  feet  front  of 
property  abutting  on  such  street,  exclusive  of  city  property,  may 
present  to  the  board  of  contract  and  supply  a  petition  or  other 
writing  designating  the  general  kind  of  pavement  or  material  to 
be  used  in  making  said  improvement.  If  no  part  of  the  expense 
of  such  improvement  is  to  be  assessed  upon  the  property  abutting 
upon  said  street,  or  if  such  expense  is  to  be  so  assessed,  but  the 
property-owner  shall  not  have  made  a  designation  or  shall  have 
made  more  than  one  designation,  as  herein  provided,  the  common 
council  shall,  not  later  than  at  its  next  regular  meeting  after  the 
expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  designate 
the  kind  of  pavement  or  material  to  be  used  in  making  such  im- 
provement, and  the  contract  for  such  improvement  shall  be 
aw»arded  for  the  kind  of  pavement  or  material  so  designated  by 
the  property-owners  or  common  council  as  aforesaid,  and  to  the 
lowest  bidder  for  doing  the  work  with  the  kind  of  pavement  or 
material  so  designated.  In  case,  however,  two-thirds  of  the  own- 
ers of  property,  owning  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  linear  feet  front- 
ing upon  said  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall  designate  a  particular 
make,  style  or  brand  of  the  kind  of  pavement  or  material  to  be 
used  in  making  such  improvement,  the  contract  therefor  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  for  such  make,  style  or  brand  of 
such  kind  of  pavement  or  m»aterial,  although  the  same  is  not  the 
lowest  bid  for  such  kind  of  pavement  or  material  so  designated. 
§  104.  Power  to  purchase  and  contraict  limited.  No  person  shall 
have  power  to  make  any  purchase  or  contract  any  debt  for  which 
the  city  shall  be  liable  unless  specifically  «authorized  by  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  chapter.

Section  110.  Commissioner  and  deputy  commissioner  of  public 
works.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be  the  head  of 
the  department  of  public  works.  He  shall  appoint,  to  hold  ofEce 
during  his  pleasure,  such  subordinates  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  In  case  of  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  commissioner  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the 
mayor  may  appoint  an  assistant  commissioner  who  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  commissioner  returns,  his  dis- 
ability ceases  or  the  vacancy  is  filled.  The  commissioner  and  such 
assistant  commissioner  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  shall  each  execute  and  file  with 
the  city  clerk  an  official  undertaking  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  common  council. 

§    111.    Powers    and    duties    of   commissioner.      The   commid- 

sioner,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  ordinances  of  the  com- 
mon council,  has  cognizance,  direction  and  control  of  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  care,  cleaning,  paving, 
flagging,  lighting  and  improving  of  the  streets,  highways,  side- 
walks and  public  places  of  the  city ;  of  the  construction,  alteration 
and  repair  of  all  city  buildings  and  of  all  docks  and  bridges  be- 
longing to  the  city ;  of  all  public  sewers  and  drains  in  the  city ;  of 
the  construction,  maintenance,  extension,  repair  and  care  of  the 
city  electric  light  plant,  and  fire  alarm  system ;  of  the  care,  super- 
intendence and  management  and  improvement  of  all  parks  and 
grounds,  public  baths  and  recreation  piers  belonging  to  the  city. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  commissioner  shall  have 
supervision  of,  control  over  and  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  make 
all  ordinary  repairs  or  improvements  upon  the  streets,  parks,  side- 
walks, crosswalks,  gutters,  vaults,  drains,  culverts,  bridges  and 
public  ways  and  places  of  the  city,  including  the  cleaning  of  the 
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same^  and  may  employ  such  laborers  and  teams  and  incur  such 
expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  within  the  limits  of  the  appro- 
priations made  therefor.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  inspect  the  same 
with  sufficient  frequency  to  ascertain  their  condition  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  kept  free  from  obstructions  and  in  good  condition 
and  repair  and  reasonably  safe  for  public  use.  The  commissioner 
shall  also  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  all  work  per- 
formed under  any  contract  of  the  city  for  local  or  other  improve- 
ments to  be  performed  within  or  upon  any  of  the  public  streets, 
parks,  ways  and  places,  or  with  reference  to  the  public  works  and 
ways  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  department,  including  the 
lighting,  sprinkling,  watering  or  flushing  of  the  sti'eets  or  public 
places,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  performed  in  full  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  any  contract  therefor.  Except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  law  or  ordinance  of  the  common  council, 
the  commissioner  of  public  works  has,,  over  the  streets  and  public 
places  within  the  city,  all  the  jurisdiction  and  is  charged  with  all 
the  duties  of  conunissioners  of  highways  within  the  towns  of  the 

state. 

§   112.  Bepair  of  sidewalks;  removal  of  snow  and  ice.     The 

commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  require  the  owner  of  property  abutting  upon  a  street  to  repair 
any  sidewalk  in  front  thereof  or  bring  the  same  to  true  grade,  and 
to  remove  the  snow  and  ice  therefrom.  Where  the  owner  of  such 
property  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  repair  any  sidewalk  or  bring  the 
same  to  true  grade  for  five  days  after  written  notice  so  to  do  has 
been  served  on  him,  either  personally  or  by  delivering  the  siame  at 
his  residence,  or  if  he  be  a  non-resident  by  mailing  the  same  to 
him  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  if  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  his  place  of  residence  cannot  be  ascertained  after  due 
diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the 
premises;  or  where  the  owner  of  any  such  premises  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  any  such  sidewalk  after  the 
same  has  remained  thereon  for  more  than  twelve  hours,  and  the 
commissioner  ahall  have  repaired  such  sidewalkor  brought  the  same 
to  grade  or  removed  the  ice  or  snow  therefrom,  a  bill  for  the  ex- 
penses incurred  thereby  shall  be  presented  to  the  owner  personally 
or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  residence  or,  if  he  be  a  non-resident, 
by  mailing  the  same  to  him  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  or 
if  the  name  of  such  owner  or  his  place  of  residence  cannot  be  as- 
certained after  due  diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  premises;  and,  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same  within 
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ten  days  thereafter,  the  commissioner  shall  file  each  year  im- 
mediately preceding  the  time  for  making  the  annual  assessment- 
roll  his  certificate  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  work,  together  with  a 
statement  as  to  the  property  in  front  of  which  the  repairing  or 
grading  or  cleaning  was  done,  with  the  assessors  of  the  city,  who 
shall,  in  the  preparation  of  the  next  assessment-roll  of  general  city 
taxes,  assess  such  amount  upon  such  property,  and  the  same  shall 
be  levied,  corrected,  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner,  by 
the  same  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under  the  same  penalties 
and  having  the  same  lien  upon  the  property  assessed  as  the  general 
city  tax  and  as  a  part  thereof. 

§  113.  Performance  of  public  work  to  be  certified.  All  public 
work  performed  pursuant  to  contract  under  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner  shall,  before  it  is  accepted,  be  cer- 
tified to  by  him  to  the  effect  that  such  work  has  been  performed  in 
a  good  and  substantial  manner  with  the  materials  required,  of  the 
quality  and  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  terms  of  the  contract 
under  which  the  same  was  done.  Within  ten  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  any  such  work  the  commissioner  shall  file  a  certificate 
of  such  completion  with  the  chamberlain  and  with  the  city  clerk,  to 
be  reported  by  him  to  the  common  council.  Such  certificate  shall 
state  in  substance  that  said  work  has  been  duly  examined  by  the 
commissioner  and  that  the  same  has  been  fully  performed  and 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  therefor. 

§    114.  Superintendent   of  parks.      Unless  otherwise   provided 

by  law  or  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  shall  'appoint,  to  hold  office  during  his  pleasure,  a 
superintendent  of  parks,  who  shall  have,  under  the  direction  of  thr 
commissioner,  the  supervision,  care,  management  and  control  of  all 
the  parks  of  the  city  and  of  such  portions  of  the  streets  as  pass 
through  or  intersect  the  same,  and  of  the  shade  trees  of  the  city. 
Subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  and  to  the  ordinances 
of  the  common  council,  he  shall  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of 
his  subordinates  and  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
superintend  the  expenditure  of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  park 
purposes.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  such  expenditure?  and  shall 
approve  all  claims  against  the  city  on  account  thereof  before  sub- 
mission to  the  common  council  for  audit.  The  superintendent, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  may  make  all  ordinary 
repairs  and  improvements  upon  the  parks  and  such  intersecting 
streets,  may  employ  all  laborers  needed  thereon,  and  fix  their 
wages,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  and  the  board 
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of  estimate  and  apportionment.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  he  shall  conduct,  with  the  aid  of  the  corporation  counsel,  all 
negotiations  and  proceedings  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  park 
purposes,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  ordinance 
of  the  common  council  and  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment.  He  shall  make  such  rules  land  regulations,  not 
Inconsistent  with  the  ordinances  of  the  common  council  and  laws 
of  the  state,  as  he  shall  deem  proper  for  the  government,  manage- 
ment and  care  of  the  parks  and  of  the  streets  in  and  through  the 
same,  tand  of  such  other  streets,  being  approaches  thereto,  as  may  be 
designated  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council  as  parkways,  and 
such  rules  and  regulations,  when  approved  by  the  common  council, 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  city  ordinances.  The  superin- 
tendent shall  have  such  other  powers  and  be  charged  with  such 
other  duties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
and  the  laws  of  the  state,  as  the  commissioner  may  direct,  or  as 
the  common  council  by  ordinance  may  define  and  prescribe. 

§  115.  City  engineer.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  appoint- 
ment as  city  engineer  unless  he  be  a  civil  engineer  of  at  least  five 
years^  practical  experience  in  his  profession. 

§  116.  Duties  of  city  engineer.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 

engineer  to  perform  all  the  ordinary  engineering  and  surveying 
services  in  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  city  and  to  supervise, 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
all  the  work  done  for  the  city  in  which  the  skill  of  his  profession 
may  be  required  or  useful.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  and  the  ordinances  of  the  common 
council,  act  as  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  bridges, 
docks  and  wharves.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  or  by  ordinance  of 
the  common  council. 

§  117.  Alteration  of  grades  and  names  of  streets.  The  com- 
mon council  shall  not  change  the  grade  of  any  street  which  has 
been  legally  established,  except  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council 
and  except  also  upon  compensation  for  damages  done,  to  be  ascer- 
tained in  and  by  the  proceedings  provided  by  law  for  ascertaining 
damages  for  lands  taken  for  the  opening  of  streets.  The  common 
council  shall  not  alter  the  name  of  any  street  except  by  ordinance 
and  unless  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  abutting  on  such 
street  ahaU  petition  therefor,  in  which  case  a  majority  vote  shall 
be  sufficient. 

§  118.  Apportionment  of  city's  expense  of  improvements.     The 
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oommon  council  may,  by  ordinance  approved  by  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment,  fix  and  determine  the  amount  and  pro- 
portion of  the  expense  which  shall  be  borne  by  the  city  at  large  for 
opening,  altering,  grading,  curbing  or  paving  a  street,  or  for  con- 
structing therein  a  public  sewer,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
this  act.  The  amount  and  proportion  of  the  expense  of  such  im- 
provements which  shall  be  borne  by  the  city  at  large  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  budget  and  raised  by  tax  the  same  «as  other  general 
city  charges,  or  may  be  borrowed  and  raised  by  the  city  by  the  issue 
of  bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  An 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  any  such  bonds,  when  due,  t(^ether  with 
the  accrued  interest  thereon,  shall  bo  included  in  the  tax  budget 
and  raised  by  tax  the  same  as  other  general  city  charges,  and  such 
bonds  as  they  mature,  together  with  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  moneys  so  raised  by  tax.  The  proportion  of  the 
expense  which  is  not  borne  by  the  city  sh«all  be  assessed  and  charged 
upon  the  property  affected  by  such  improvement  in  the  form  and 
manner  provided  by  law,  or  by  this  act. 

§  119.  Discontinuance  of  streets.  Whenever  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  contemplate  the  discontinuance  of  any  street,  it  shall  cause 
a  notice  to  be  published  for  ten  days  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  city  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  and  that  all  persons  interested 
may  be  heard  in  reference  thereto  at  a  time  stated  in  such  notice. 
If  it  shall  be  determined  to  discontinue  the  street  and  any  person 
shall  claim  to  be  damaged  by  such  discontinuance,  such  'alleged 
damages,  imless  agreed  to  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works 
and  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  must 
be  ascertained  and  determined  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
ascertaining  damages  for  lands  taken  for  the  opening  of  streets. 
An  ordinance  discontinuing  any  street  shall  require  the  affirmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council. 

§  120.  Streets  by  prescription.  All  lands  which  shall  have 
been  used  by  the  public  as  a  street  for  twenty  years  or  more  con- 
tinuously shall  be  a  street  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it 
had  been  duly  laid  out  and  recorded  as  such. 

§  121.  Acquisition  of  lands.  Whenever  any  real  estate  or  in- 
terest therein  shall  be  required  for  any  municipal  purpose,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  commissioner  of  public  works 
may  acquire  for  the  city  the  necessary  land  and  real  estate  by 
gift  or  by  purchase,  at  a  price  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  or  by  the  proceedings  specified  in  the  condem- 
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nation  law,  or  in  the  case  of  property  required  for  street  purposes, 
by  the  proceedings  provided  by  law  for  acquiring  and  ascertaining 
damages  for  property  taken  for  purposes  of  street  openings,

Section  125.  Commissioner  of  public  safety;  appointees.  The  com- 
missioner of  public  safety  shall  be  the  head  of  the  department 
of  public  safety.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the 
board  of  police  commissioners  and  the  board  of  fire  commissioners- 
The  boards  of  police  and  fire  commissioners,  and  the  office  of  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  police  and  fire  commissioners,  shall  be  abol- 
ished, upon  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  of  public  safety 
as  in  this  act  provided,  and  thereupon  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
said  commissioners  now  in  office  shall  cease  and  determine.  The 
commissioner  of  public  safety  may  appoint,  to  hold  office  during 
his  pleasure,  a  chief  of  police,  in  place  of  the  present  captain  of 
police,  and  a  chief  of  the  fire  department.  Whenever  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  office  of  the  chief  of  police  or  chief  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, the  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  appoint,  in  his 
discretion,  a  person  deemed  by  him  to  be  suitable  and  competent 
to  fill  the  same.  The  chief  of  police  and  chief  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, appointed  by  the  commissioner,  shall  each  hold  office  during 
good  behavior,  or  until  permanently  incapacitated  or  unfit  to  dis- 
charge his  duties.  The  commissioner  may  appoint  such  other  sub- 
ordinates as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  ap- 
portionment to  hold  office,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
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during  his  pleasure.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the 
commissioner  or  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  mayor  may  appoint  a 
deputy  commissioner,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  offi'^e 
until  the  commissioner  returns,  his  disability  ceases  or  the  vacancy 
is  filled.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  the  commissioner,  deputy,  chief  of  the  police  ami 
chief  of  the  fire  department  shall  each  execute  and  file  with  tin* 
city  clerk  «an  official  undertaking  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  common  council. 

§  126.  Duties  of  commissioner.  The  commissioner  of  public 
safety  shall  have  cognizance,  jurisdiction,  supervision  and  control 
of  the  government,  administration,  disposition  and  discipline  of  the 
police  department,  and  fire  department,  and  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  said  departments,  and  shall  possess  and  exercise  fullv 
and  exclusively  all  powers  «and  perform  all  duties  pertaining  to  the 
government,  maintenance  and  direction  of  said  departments,  and 
the  apparatus  and  property  thereof  and  buildings  furnished  there- 
for, and  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  supervision  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  moneys  appropriated  to  said  departments.  He 
shall  possess  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  a.- 
may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§  127.  Enles,  orders  and  regulations.  The  commissioner  of 
public  safety  shall  make,  adopt  and  enforce  such  reasonable  rules, 
orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  may  be  rea- 
sonably necessary  to  effect  a  prompt  and  efficient  exercise  of  all  the 
powers  conferred  and  the  performance  of  all  duties  imposed  by 
law  upon  him  or  the  department  under  his  jurisdiction.  He  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  cd- 
force  reasonable  rules,  orders  and  regulations  for  the  government, 
discipline,  administration  and  disposition  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  and  for  the  hearing,  ex- 
amination, investigation,  trial  and  determination  of  charges  made 
or  prepared  against  any  officer  or  member  of  said  departments  for 
neglect  of  official  duty  or  incompetency  or  incapacity  to  perform 
his  official  duties  or  some  delinquency  seriously  affecting  his  gen- 
eral character  or  fitness  for  the  office,  and  may,  in  his  discretion, 
punish  any  such  officer  or  member  found  guilty  thereof  by  repri- 
mand, forfeiting  and  withholding  pay  for  a  specified  time,  or  by 
suspension  during  a  fixed  period  or  dismissal  from  office ;  but  no 
officer  or  member  of  said  departments  shall  be  removed  or  other- 
wise  punished  for  any  other  cause,  nor  until  specific  charges  in 
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writing  have  been  preferred  against  and  served  upon  him,  and  he 
shall  have  been  found  guilty  thereof,  after  reasonable  notice  and 
upoB  due  trial  before  said  commissioner  in  the  form  and  nlanner 
prescribed  by  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department. 

§  128.  Constitution  of  police  and  fire  departments.  The  police 
and  fire  departments  shall,  as  to  their  membership  and  component 
parts,  remain  as  now  constituted  until  the  same  shall  be  changed 
by  action  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety.  The  common 
council  has  power  at  all  times  by  ordinance  to  determine  the  num- 
ber of  officers  and  members  of  each  of  said  departments  and  the 
classes  and  grades  into  which  they  shall  be  divided,  except  that 
it  shall  not  have  the  power  to  diminish  the  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  either  of  said  departments  as  now  fixed.  The  number  of 
officers  or  members  of  either  of  said  departments  shall  not  be  in- 
creased without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment. The  common  council  may  pass  ordinances  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  for  the  government  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments, and  regulating  the  powers  and  duties  of  their  officers  and 
members.  The  commissioner  shall  appoint,  as  vacancies  in  said 
department  occur,  all  officers  and  members  thereof,  and  classify 
and  apportion  them  into  grades  to  conform  to  such  ordinances. 

§  129.  Membership.  Ko  person  shall  be  appointed  to  member- 
ship in  the  police  or  fire  departments  of  the  city,  or  continue  to 
hold  membership  therein,  whp  is  not  a  citizen  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  who  cannot  under- 
st-andingly  read  and  write  the  English  language,  and  who  shall  not 
have  resided  in  the  city  during  the  two  years  next  preceding  his 
appointment.  The  commissioner  shall  make  all  appointments, 
promotions  and  changes  of  status  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  police  and  fire  departments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  civil  service  law  of  the  state,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein.  In  making  promotions,  seniority  and  meritorious  servi(»ft 
in  the  department,  as  well  as  superior  capacity,  as  shown  by  com- 
petitive examination,  shall  be  taken  into  account.  Individual  acts 
of  bravery  may  be  treated  as  acts  of  meritorious  service,  und  the 
relative  weight  therefor  shall  be  fixed  by  the  municipal  civil  ser- 
vice commission.  No  member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments 
shall  hold  any  other  office  nor  be  employed  in  any  other  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government. 

§  130.  Term  of  office.  AH  members  of  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments, subject  to  the  power  of  removal  herein  specified,  shall 
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hold  their  respective  offices  during  good  behavior  or  until  by  age 
or  disease  they  shall  become  permanently  incapacitated  to  dis- 
charge their  duties. 

§  131.  Discipline.  If  a  charge  may  be  made  by  any  person 
against  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  or  fire  departments  that 
he  has  been  negligent  or  derelict  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  or  is  incompetent  or  without  capacity  to  perform  the  same 
or  is  guilty  of  some  delinquency  seriously  affecting  his  general 
ch^iracter  or  fitness  for  the  office,  the  charge  must  be  in  writing, 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  safety,  and  a  copy  thereof  must  be  served  upon 
the  accused  officer  or  member.  The  commissioner  shall  then  pro- 
ceed to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  charge.  The  accused  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  present  at  his  trial  and  to  be  heard  in  person 
and  by  counsel  and  to  give  and  furnish  evidence  in  his  defense. 
All  trials  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The  commissioner  has 
power  to  issue  subpoenas,  in  his  name,  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  upon  any  proceeding  authorized  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  department,  and  any  person  served  with  a  sub- 
poena is  bound  to  attend  in  obedience  to  the  command  thereof; 
and  the  commissioner  may  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
compel  them  to  testify  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  any 
officer  or  board  authorized  by  law  to  issue  subpoenas  and  take 
testimony.  If  the  accused  shall  be  found  guilty  of  the  chaise 
made  against  him,  the  commissioner  may  punish  him  by  repri- 
mand, by  forfeiting  and  withholding  pay  for  a  specified  time,  by 
suspension  without  pay  during  a  fixed  period  or  by  dismissal  from 
the  force. 

§  132.  Appeal  from  determination  of  commissioner.    In  case  any 

such  officer  or  member  is  aggrieved  by  the  determination  of  the 
commissioner  on  any  trial  of  charges  as  specified  in  the  preceding 
section,  on  jurisdictional  grounds,  he  may,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  rendering  of  such  determination,  take  an  appeal  there- 
from to  the  supreme  court,  at  any  special  tenn  thereof,  held  within 
the  judicial  district  in  which  the  city  is  situated.  Upon  such 
appeal  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  An 
appeal  taken,  as  prescribed  herein,  shall  be  perfected  by  the 
service  of  a  notice  of  appeal  upon  the  commissioner.  He  shall, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  make  and  file  with  the  county  clerk  of 
Albany  county  a  complete  return  of  the  proceedings  on  such  trial, 
for  the  use  of  the  parties  and  the  court  on  such  appeal. 
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§  133.  Exemptions.  No  member  of  the  police  or  fire  depart- 
ment shall  be  liable  to  military  or  jury  duty  or  to  arrest  on  crimi- 
nal or  civil  process  while  on  duty. 

§  134.  Chief  of  police.  The  chief  of  police  shall  have  the 
power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  relating  to  the  police  depart- 
ment ;  to  commit  any  person  charged  with  a  criminal  offense  until 
an  examination  shall  be  had  before  the  proper  magistrate;  to 
administer  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  respect  to  all  matters  per- 
taining to  his  official  duties,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law,  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  or 
ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§    135.  Powers  and  duties  of  membeis  of  police   department. 

The  members  of  the  police  department,,  other  than  surgeons,  in 
criminal  matters  have  all  the  powers  of  peace  officers  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  they  shall  also  have  the  power  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  arrest  any  person  found  by  them  violating 
any  of  the  penal  ordinances  of  the  city  or  laws  of  the  state,  and 
to  take  such  person  before  the  proper  city  magistrate.  Such  per- 
son shall  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been 
arrested  upon  a  warrant  theretofore  duly  issued  by  such  magis- 
trate. They  shall  report  violations  of  law  and  ordinances  coming 
to  their  knowledge  in  any  way  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety.  They  shall  also  have,  in 
every  other  part  of  the  state,  in  criminal  matters  all  the  powers  of 
constables  and  any  warrant  for  search  or  arrest  issued  by  any 
magistrate  of  the  state  may  be  executed  by  them  in  any  part  of 
the  state  according  to  the  tenor  thereof  without  indorsement. 
They  shall  possess  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  provided  by  law  or  ordinance  of  the  common 

council. 

§  136.  Service  of  process.    All  criminal  process  for  any  offense 

committed  within  the  city,  and  all  process  to  recover  or  to  enforce 
any  penalty  for  the  violation  of  any  city  ordinance  issued  out  of 
any  court  or  by  any  magistrate  within  the  city,  and  every  process, 
subpoena  or  bench  warrant  issued  by  the  district  attorney  of 
Albany  county,  relating  to  any  offense  committed  within  the  city, 
and  every  process,  subpoena  or  warrant  issued  by  any  coroner  of 
such  county  in  any  inquest  held  in  the  city  relative  to  the  death 
of  any  person,  may  be  served  by  any  member  of  the  police  de- 
partment 
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§  137.  Political  activity  prohibited.  No  officer  or  member  of 
tiie  police  department  shall  be  a  member  of  or  delegate  to  any 
political  convention,  nor  shall  he  be  present  at  such  convention 
except  in  the  performance  of  duty  relating  to  his  position  as  such 
officer  or  member.  He  shall  not  solicit  any  person  to  vote  at  any 
political  primary  or  election,  nor  challenge,  nor  in  any  manner 
attempt  to  influence  any  voter  thereat  He  shall  not  be  a  member 
of  any  political  committee.  Any  officer  or  member  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  dismissed  from  office.

Section  145.  Commissioner;  overseer  of  poor.  The  commissioner 
of  charities  shall  be  the  overseer  of  the  poor.  In  case  of 
the  absence  or  disability  of  the  commissioner  or  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  office,  the  mayor  may  appoint  a  deputy  who  shall  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  until  the  commissioner  returns,  his  disability 
ceases  or  the  vacancy  is  filled.  The  commissioner  and  deputy, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  shall  each  execute  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  an  official 
undertaking  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
mon council. 

§  146.  Powers  and  duties  of  commissioner.  The  commis- 
sioner of  charities  shall  have  the  general  care,  management,  ad- 
ministration and  supervision  of  the  charities,  almshouses,  hospi- 
tals, houses  of  correction,  orphan  asylums  and  all  other  similar  in- 
stitutions, the  control  or  government  of  which  belongs  or  is  in- 
trusted to  the  city.  He  shall  make  regulations  for  the  expenditure 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  or  relief  of  the  poor 
and  for  the  general  supervision  of  such  expenditures.  He  shall 
investigate  fully  the  circumstances  of  all  persons  alleged  to  be 
destitute  or  without  proper  means  of  support,  or  without  proper 
guardianship,  or  who  are  in  danger  of  becoming  or  are  a  public

burden  in  any  respect;  and  also  the  circumstances  of  their  rela- 
tives or  other  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  relieve  or  maintain  them 
or  contribute  to  their  support;  also  to  institute  and  prosecute  any 
and  all  actions  and  proceedings  authorized  by  law  to  compel  any 
and  all  persons  liable  for  the  care,  maintenance,  education  or  sup- 
port of  any  such  destitute  or  dependent  persons  to  contribute 
thereto,  and  to  indemnify  the  city  and  public  against  any  ex- 
penditures on  account  thereof.  He  shall  also  prosecute  any  and 
all  bonds,  undertakings  or  recognizances  given  for  any  of  the 
purposes  herein  mentioned  or  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 
Any  and  all  moneys  recovered  in  any  such  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing or  otherwise  paid  to  or  received  by  the  said  commissioner  on 
account  of  the  care,  maintenance,  relief,  education  or  support  of 
any  such  persons  shall  be  deposited  by  the  commissioner  with  the 
chamberlain  as  a  trust  fund,  and  the  same  shall  be  applied  and  ex- 
pended by  the  said  commissioner  for  the  purpose  on  account  of 
which  the  same  were  paid.  Any  surplus  remaining  in  said  fund 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  treated  as  an  unexpended 
balance  of  money  appropriated  for  such  department.  The  com- 
missioner shall  furnish  to  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  monthly 
statement  in  detail  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including  the 
aid. and  relief  granted  by  him,  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
recipients. 

§  147.  Powers  and  duties  of  commissioner.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  possess  all  the  power  and  authority  of  overseers  of  the 
poor  in  the  several  towns  of  the  county  of  Albany  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and  liabilities.

§  155.  Corporation  counBel;  qualification.  The  corporation 
counsel  shall  be  the  head  of  the  department  of  law,  and,  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  shall  be  an  attorney  and  counsellor  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  state  of  New  York  of  at  least  six  years' 
standing  in  his  profession.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  year,  payable  in  twelve 
monthly  installments. 

§  156.  Duties.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  be  and  act  as 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  common  council  and  of  the  several  officers, 
boards  and  departments  of  the  city,  and  he  shall  appear  for  and 
protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city  in  all  actions,  suits  and 
proceedings  brought  by  and  against  it  or  any  city  officer,  board  or 
department ;  and  such  officers,  boards  or  departments  shall  not  em- 
ploy other  counsel. 

§  157.  Certification  of  contracts.  No  written  contract  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  more, 
entered  into  by  the  city  or  any  of  its  officers,  boards  or  depart- 
ments shall  be  acted  under  until  there  shall  be  indorsed  thereon  by 
the  corporation  counsel  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  city 
officer,  board  or  department,  which  has  executed  the  same  on  be- 
half of  the  city,  had  authority  and  power  to  make  such  contract, 
and  that  such  contract  is  in  proper  form  and  properly  executed : 
and  he  shall  attend  to  all  the  law  business  of  the  city,  and  dis- 
charge such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  ordinances 
of  the  common  council.

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§  158.  Payment  over  of  collection;  docket.  The  corporation 
counsel  shall  pay  over  at  once  to  the  city  treasurer  all  moneys 
collected  by  him  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  city,  including  fines  and 
penalties ;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  February, 
file  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  an  inventory  of  all  the  books  and 
property  belonging  to  the  city  in  his  custody.  He  shall  keep  a 
docket,  in  which  shall  be  entered  at  length  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings in  which  he  shall  appear  for  the  city,  and  which  docket 
shall  show  at  all  times  the  condition  of  all  such  actions  or  legal 
proceedings. 

The  corporation  counsel  shall,  whenever 
he  considers  tliat  the  best  interests  of  the  city  will  be  subserved 
thereby,  enter  into  an  agreement,  in  writing,  subject  to  the  written 
approval  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  to  com- 
promise and  settle  any  claim  against  the  city,  which  agreement 
shall  be  reported  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  meeting,  and 
be  and  constitute  a  valid  obligation  against  the  city;  and  the 
amount  therein  provided  to  be  paid  shall,  with  interest  thereon 
at  six  per  centum  from  its  date,  be  included  in  the  next  city  tax 
budget;  and  when  raised  by  tax  be  paid  to  the  claimant.  If, 
however,  before  the  adoption  of  the  city  tax  budget  there  shall 
be  received  by  the  city  treasurer  from  any  source  any  moneys 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  amount  in  the  agreement  provided 
to  be  paid  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  moneys  so  received  as  far  as 
they  will  satisfy  the  same. 

§  160.  Employment  of  counsel.  The  corporation  counsel,  with 
the  written  eonsent  of  the  mayor,  may  employ  counsel  at  such 
compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  to  assist  him  in  the  argument  and  conduct 
of  important  cases  or  proceedings  in  which  the  city  is  interested 
or  a  party. 

§  161.  Judgments  against  city.  The  amount  of  any  judgment 
recovered  against  the  city,  and  payable  by  it  remaining  unpaid, 
with  the  interest  due  thereon,  in  case  no  appeal  is  intended  to  be 
taken,  or  in  case  such  judgment  is  finally  affirmed  on  an  appeal 
taken,  shall  be  reported  by  the  corporation  counsel  immediately 
after  the  same  shall  have  become  payable  to  the  common  council ; 
and  such  amount  shall  be  raised  in  the  next  levy  of  taxes  for  the 
expenses  of  the  city,  unless  execution  upon  such  judgment  shall  be 
stayed.  Such  judgments  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  first  moneys 
paid  into  the  city  treasury  on  account  of  such  levy,  in  the  order

No  civil  action  shall  be  maintained  against  the  city  for  damages  ur 
injuries  to  person  or  property  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  ex- 
istence of  snow  or  ice  upon  any  sidewalk,  crosswalk  or  street,  un- 
less written  notice  thereof  relating  to  the  particular  place  was 
actually  given  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  there  was  a 
failure  or  neglect  to  cause  such  snow  or  ice  to  be  removed,  or  the 
place  otherwise  made  reasonably  safe  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice.  Any  person  intending  to  make 
any  claim  against  the  city  for  personal  injuries  shall,  within  one 
month  after  such  injuries  shall  have  been  received,  give  to  the 
corporation  counsel  a  notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  claim 
damages,  and  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  injuries  were 
received  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  injuries*  All  claims 
against  the  city  for  damages  or  injuries  to  person  or  property 
alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  the  misfeasance  or  negligence  of 
the  city,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees,  shall  be  presented 
to  the  common  council  in  writing,  within  three  months  after  the 
happening  of  the  accident  or  injury  out  of  which  the  claims  arose. 
Such  writing  shall  describe  the  time  when,  the  particular  place 
where  and  the  circumstances  under  which  the  damages  or  in- 
juries were  sustained  and  the  cause  thereof;  it  shall  also  state, 
so  far  as  it  is  then  practicable,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  dam- 
ages or  injuries;  it  shall  also  state  the  place  of  residence  of  the 
claimant  by  street  and  number,  and,  if  there  be  no  street  or  num- 
ber, it  shall  contain  such  statement  as  will  disclose  the  place  of 
residence ;  and  all  such  claims  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
claimants.  The  omission  to  serve  upon  the  corporation  counsel 
the  notice  hereinbefore  provided,  or  the  omission  to  present  such 
claim  to  the  common  council  within  three  months,  or  to  commence 
an  action  thereon  within  one  year,  shall  be  a  bar  to  any  claim 
or  action  therefor  against  the  city;  but  no  action  shall  be  brought 
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upon  any  snch  claim  until  three  months  have  elapsed  after  the 
presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  common  council.  Nothing  con- 
tained in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  repeal  or  modify  any  existing 
requirement  or  statute  of  limitations  which  is  applicable  to  this 
class  of  actions,  but,  on  the  contrary,  shall  be  held  to  be  an  ad- 
ditional requirement  to  the  right  to  maintain  such  action;  nor 
shall  anything  herein  contained  be  held  to  modify  any  existing  * 
rule  of  law  relative  to  the  question  of  contributory  negligence, 
nor  to  impose  upon  the  city  any  greater  duty  or  obligation  than 
that  it  shall  keep  its  streets  and  public  places  in  a  reasonably  safe 
condition  for  public  use  and  travel.  The  place  of  triaf  of  all 
actions  or  proceedings  against  the  city  or  any  of  its  officers,  boards 
or  departments,  shall  be  the  county  of  Albany.

§  165.  Board  of  education.  The  public  schools  within  the 
city  of  Watervliet  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of 
a  board  of  education  to  be  styled  "  the  board  of  education  of  the 
city  of  Watervliet" 

§  1G6.    Appointment    of    school    comnussionera.      The    mayor, 

within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  appoint  five 
school  commissioners.

The  board  of 
education  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  schools  and  a  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  whose 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board.  The  superintendent 
shall  be,  ex  officio,  secretary  of  the  board,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  board  may  prescribe.  The  librarian  shall  have  full  charge  of 
the  library  or  libraries  of  the  district,  and  may  appoint  such 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  and  such 
assistants  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  board  of  education. 
The  record  of  the  board  of  education,  or  a  transcript  thereof,  cer- 
tified by  the  secretary,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  as  prima 
facie  evidence  of  facts  therein  stated,  and  such  record,  the  books, 
accounts,  vouchers  and  papers  of  the  said  board  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  people  of  said  city,  and  a 
transcript  thereof  may  be  taken. 

§  172.  Duty  of  city  chamberlain  as  to  custody  and  collection  of 
ftchool  moneys.  All  moneys  raised  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  received 
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from  any  other  source  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  in  said 
city,  shall  be  safely  kept  by  the  chrnberlain  of  the  city  of  Watcr- 
Tliet  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund,  until  drawn  as  hereinafter 
provided  for,  and  he  shall,  at  the  proper  time  in  each  year,  draw 
upon  the  county  treasurer,  or  other  proper  officer,  for  all  moneys 
appropriated  to  said  city  or  -the  schools  in  said  city  from  the  com- 
mon school,  literature  or  other  funds  of  this  state ;  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

§  173.  Payment  of  school  moneys.  The  chamberlain  shall  pay 
out  the  moneys  received  by  him  only  upon  drafts  drawn  by  the 
chairman  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, which  drafts  shall  not  be  drawn  except  in  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  of  said  board,  and  shall  be  payable  to 
the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  money  thereon.  The 
chamberlain,  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  board  of  education, 
shall  make  to  them  a  written  statement  of  the  moneys  received  and 
disbursed  by  him  on  their  account,  together  with  the  amount  in  his 
hands  at  tire  time  of  such  statement 

§  174.  Powers  of  board  of  education.  The  said  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty: 

1.  To  organize,  establish  and  maintain  eudb  and  so  many 
schools  in  said  city,  including  the  common  schools  now  existing 
therein,  as  they  shall  deem  requisite  and  expedient,  and  to  alter 
and  discontinue  the  same. 

2.  To  purchase  and  hire  schoolhouses  and  rooms,  lota  or  sites 
for  schoolhouses,  and  to  fence  and  improve  them. 

3.  Upon  the  lots  and  sites  owned  by  said  city,  build,  enlarge, 
alter,  improve  and  repair  schoolhouses,  outhouses  "and  appurte- 
nances as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

4.  To  purchase,  exchange,  improve  and  repair  school  appara- 
tus, books  for  indigent  pupils,  furniture  and  appendages,  and  to 
provide  for  fuel  for  the  schools  and  to  pay  the  necessary  insurance 
on  buildings  and  school  property. 

5.  To  have  the  custody  and  safekeeping  of  the  schoolhouses 
and  all  school  property,  and  to  see  that  the  regulations  of  the 
board  in  relation  thereto  be  observed. 

6.  To  contract  with  and  employ  all  teachers  in  said  schools  and 
for  sufficient  cause  to  remove  them. 

7.  To  pay  the  salaries  of  such  teachers  out  of  the  money  appro- 
priated or  provided  by  law  for  the  support  of  public  schools  in 
said  city,  or  by  this  act. 
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8.  To  defray  the  necessary  contingent  expenses  of  the  board 
and  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  superintendent  and  librarian. 

9.  To  license  teachers  employed  in  the  schools  of  said  city 
as  provided  in  the  education  law,'  but  no  teacher  heretofore 
duly  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  education  law,  to 
teach  within  the  territory  of  the  city  of  Watervliet,  shall  be  re- 
quired to  take  out  any  other  license  to  qualify  said  teacher  in 
any  of  the  schools  of  said  city,  until  the  expiration  of  the  license 
now  held  by  said  teacher. 

10.  To  have,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  boards  and  oflScers,  except 
the  commissioner  of  education  of  this  state,  and  the  regents  of 
the  university,  the  entire  supervision  and  management  of  the 
schools  of  said  city,  and  to  maintain  therein  an  academy  or  high 
school;  from  time  to  time  to  adopt,  alter,  modify  and  repeal,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  organiza- 
tion, government  and  instruction  of  said  schools,  and  for  the  re- 
ception of  pupils  and  their  transfer  from  one  class  to  another  or 
from  one  school  to  another,  and  generally  for  their  good  order, 
prosperity  and  utility. 

11.  T\Tienever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  sell  any  of  the  schoolhouses,  lots  or  sites,  or  any  of  the 
school  property  now,  or  hereafter,  belonging  to  the  city,  to  report 
the  same  to  the  common  council. 

§  175.  Sale  of  schooULOUses,  et  cetera.  The  common  coimcil  of 
said  city  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  education, 
sell  any  of  the  echoolhouses,  lots  or  sites,  or  any  other  school 
property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  said  city,  upon  such  terms 
as  the  said  board  of  education  may  deem  reasonable.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  all  such  sales  shall  be  paid  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city, 
and  shall  be  by  the  said  board  of  education  again  expended  izi 
the  construction,  repairs  or  improvements  of  other  schoolhouses, 
lots,  sites  or  school  furniture,  apparatus  or  appurtenances. 

§  176.  Admission  of  pupils  to  schools.  The  schools  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  free  to  all  pupils  between  the  age  of  five  and 
twenty-one  years  who  are  actual  residents  of  said  city.  The 
board  of  education  shall  decide  all  questions  of  residence  arising 
under  this  section.  The  said  board  may  allow  the  children  of 
non-residents  to  attend  the  schools  of  said  city  and  shall  prescribe 
the  rates  of  tuition  of  such  non-residents,  payable  always  in  ad-

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vanoe ;  provided,  that  if  such  non-resident  pupils,  their  parents  or 
guardians,  shall  be  liable  to  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  said 
echools,  on  account  of  owning  property  in  said  city,  the  amount 
of  any  such  tax  paid  by  a  non-resident  pupil,  his  parent  or  guard- 
ian, during  the  same  year  in  which  the  charge  for  tuition  was  in- 
curred, shall  be  deducted  from  such  charge  for  tuition. 

§  177.  Annual  report  to  oommissioner  of  education.  Said  board 
of  education  shall  annually  make  and  transmit  to  the  commit- 
siouer  of  education  a  report  in  writing,  which  report  shall  be  in 
such  form  and  including  such  information  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  commissioner  of  education. 

§  178.  Annnal  statement  to  be  published.  Said  board  of  edu- 
cation shall,  on  or  before  November  fifteenth  in  each  year,  pre- 
pare and  publish  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city  of  Watcr- 
vliet,  if  such  there  be,  a  true  and  correct  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  under  the  provisions  of  this  title  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  in  which  ac- 
count shall  be  stated,  under  appropriate  heads : 

1.  The  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  city  taxes  for  the  sup- 
port of  public  schools  for  the  current  year. 

2.  The  school  moneys  received  by  the  chamberlain  of  the  citj 
from  the  county  treasurer. 

3.  All  other  moneys  received  by  said  chamberlain  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  board  of  education,  specifying  the  sources  from  which 
they  shall  have  been  received. 

4.  The  manner  in  which  such  sums  of  money  shall  have  been 
expended,  specifying  the  amount  under  each  head  of  expenditures, 
and  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  money  has  been  paid. 

6.  Such  other  information  as  they  shall  deem  proper  in  regard 
to  the  condition  of  the  schools  under  their  care. 

§  179.  Basis  for  distribution  of  state  moneys.  For  the  par 
pose  of  distribution  of  any  money  now  or  hereafter  appropriated 
by  the  state,  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  or  for  supc^ 
visors'  quotas  the  said  city  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  all  of 
such  moneys  on  the  basis  provided  in  the  education  law*  for  such 
apportionment  to  cities. 

§  180.  Estimated  expenses  to  be  reported  to  mayor.  The  board 
of  education  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  declare  and  certify  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  the  amount  over

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and  above  the  state  moneys  applicable  toward  the  support  of 
common  schools  in  said  city,  by  them  deemed  necessary  for  the 
purposes  and  uses  of  said  board  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  of 
the  city,  other  than  for  building  or  enlarging  or  purchasing  of 
schoolhouses  and  the  purchase  of  lots  and  sites  therefor,  not, 
however,  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which 
amount  so  recommended  shall  be  inserted  by  the  common  council 
in  the  next  annual  tax  levy,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  when  such  reduced 
amount  shall  be  inserted  in  the  annual  tax  levy  unless  the  board 
of  education  shall  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  reject 
the  same.  If  such  reduced  amount  be  so  rejected  then  the  original 
amount  recommended  by  the  board  of  education  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  tax  levy. 

§  181.  Whenever  the  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools 
of  said  city  shall  exceed  the  enrollment  for  the  school  year  end- 
ing July  thirty-one,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  the  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  have  authority  to  include  in  its  estimated  expenses  to 
the  mayor  a  sum  in  addition  to  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  pro- 
vided for  in  the  preceding  section  an  amount  equal  to  *ewenty- 
six  dollars  per  capita  on  the  excess  of  such  enrollment  over  the 
enrollment  for  the  said  year  ending  July  thirty-one,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten. 

§  182.  Academy  or  high  school.  The  academy  or  high  school 
established  in  connection  with  the  school  system  of  the  city  of 
Watervliet  shall  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  academies  of  the  state, 
subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  regents,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  income  of  the  literature  fund 
and  other  funds  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions as  other  academies  of  the  state,  and  the  regents  of  the  uni- 
versity of  the  state  of  New  York  shall  pay  annually  the  same  to 
said  city  as  provided  in  the  education  law.* 

§  183.  Bids  to  be  received  for  work  and  materials.  Every  con- 
tract for  work  and  materials,  or  either  of  them,  to  be  performed 
or  furnished  in  the  erection,  alteration,  improving  or  repairing 
of  school  buildings,  fences  or  outhouses,  when  the  value  of  such 
work  and  materials,  or  either  of  them,  shall  exceed,  in  any  con- 
tract, the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  awarded  by  the  board  of

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education  to  the  lowest  bidder  therefor,  who  shall  provide  satis- 
factory security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  under 
such  contract,  and  the  performance  of  all  such  work  and  the  fur- 
nishing of  all  such  materials,  where  the  value  of  such  work  and 
materials,  or  either  of  them,  shall  exceed  said  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
shall  be  let  by  contract.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said 
board  of  education  to  receive  bids  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  give  reasonable  public  notice,  stating  the  nature 
of  the  work  and  materials,  or  either  of  them  required,  and  specify- 
ing the  time  and  place  at  which  such  bids  will  be  received  by  it 
and  the  security  required,  which  shall  accompany  each  bid,  but 
said  board  of  education  shall  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  and 
all  bids  presented  pursuant  to  this  section,  when  public  interest 
BO  requires. 

§  184.  Uembers  of  board  not  to  receive  compensation,  or  to  be 
interested  in  contracts.  No  member  of  said  board  of  education 
shall  receive  any  pecuniary  compensation  for  his  services  as  such 
member,  nor  shall  any  member  or  officer  of  the  board  participate 
in  the  profits  arising  from  any  transaction  or  contract  entered  into 
by  the  board  or  any  member  thereof  as  such,  or  be  interested 
therein  in  any  manner  whfftever.  Any  person  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  185.  Organization.  The  term  of  ofiice  of  the  members  of 
the  present  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  ex- 
pire on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  or 
as  soon  thercaftf r  as  their  successors  can  be  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  present  board  of  health  shall  turn 
over  to  their  successors  as  herein  created  all  the  books,  papers, 
records  and  other  materials  belonging  to  or  pertaining  to  their 
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office,  immediately  upon  their  retirement.  There  shall  be  a  city 
board  of  health  consisting  of  six  members.  During  the  month  of 
May,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  there  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  common  council,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  mayor,  six  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  health,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  competent  phy- 
sician, two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  said  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  two  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  to  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen.  In  the  month  of  January  in  each 
year  thereafter,  and  on  and  as  their  terms  aforesaid  expire,  there 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  two  members  of  the  board  of 
health  for  the  term  of  three  years  to  succeed  the  members  of  said 
board  whose  term  expires  in  that  year.  The  mayor  of  said  city 
shall  be  president  of  the  board  of  health  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  under  the  public  health  law  of  the  state.  The  board 
of  health  shall  appoint  a  physician  to  act  as  the  health  officer  of 
the  city  at  an  annual  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment.  The  said  officer  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  said  board  of  health  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  b« 
required  by  said  board  of  health. 

§  186.  Duties.  The  board  of  health  and  the  members  thereof 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  and  be  charged  with  all 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  conferred  upon  and  possessed  by 
local  boards  of  health  and  the  members  thereof  under  the  public 
health  law  of  the  state. 

§  187.  Registrar  and  records.  The  city  clerk  as  registrar  of 
vital  statistics  in  and  for  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  vital  statistics  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month,  make  out  and  cause  to  be  published  a  report  of  the  deaths, 
births  and  marriages  occurring  in  the  city  during  the  previous 
month;  he  shall  also  make  an  annual  report  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year  and  present  the  same  to  the  board  of  health, 
and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  state.  He  shall  receive  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Watervliet 
all  fees  which  by  general  law  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics  is  en- 
titled to  demand  and  receive  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  cham- 
berlain of  said  city. 

§  188.  Plumbing  plans  to  be  filed.  After  said  board  of  health 
is  appointed,  no  plumbing  shall  be  placed  in  any  house,  business 
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structure  or  building,  until  the  plans  for  same  shall  have  been. 
filed  with  and  approved  by  the  board  of  health.  Such  plans  shall 
be  kept  by  said  board  of  health  and  be  accessible  to  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  said  building  or  structure  affected  by  this  section  at 
all  reasonable  times.  The  plumbing  in  said  building  or  structure 
shall  be  constructed  according  to  said  plans.  If  an  alteration  is 
desired,  new  plans  showing  the  alteration  shall  be  filed  with  said 
board  of  health,  and  approved  in  like  manner  as  the  original  plans. 

§  189.  Enles  and  reg^ations  for  control  of  plumbing^.  Said 
board  of  health  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  appointment 
formulate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  better  control  and  sani- 
tary arrangement  of  plumbing  in  the  city  of  Watervliet.  Any 
plumber  or  contractor  who  shall  put  in  any  plumbing  in  the  city 
of  Watervliet,  until  his  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  board 
of  health,  as  herein  provided,  shall  forfeit  to  the  city  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  the  said  board 
of  health  may  ordain  that  such  offense  shall  constitute  disorderly 
conduct,  and  the  party  so  offending,  a  disorderly  person. 

§  190.  Owners  to  have  copy  of  plumbing,  plans.     Architects  or 

builders  who  shall  hereafter  draw  plans  for  or  construct  build- 
ings, business  structures  or  dwellings,  in  this  city,  shall  make 
and  leave  pernianontly  with  the  owner  or  occupant  of  said  build- 
ing, structure  or  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  plumbing  specifications 
and  blue  print,  showing  the  location  of  all  drain  pipes,  sewer 
pipes,  waste  pipes,  traps  and  other  connections  throughout  the 
buildings,  structures  or  dwellings  herein  referred  to.  After  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  and 
refer  to  any  extensions,  alterations  or  additions  to  the  plumbing 
in  any  building,  structure  or  dwelling  within  the  city  limits. 

§  191.  Board  of  health  may  prescribe  penalties.  The  board  of 
health  may  enforce  olfjdience  to  the  foregoing  section  and  to  its 
ordinances  by  prescribing  therefor  and  therein  penalties  for  each 
violation  thereof,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  one 
offense.  In  addition  to  the  penalty  the  board  may  also  ordain 
that  a  violation  thereof  shall  constitute  disorderly  conduct,  and 
that  the  person  violating  the  same  shall  be  a  disorderly  person. 

§  192.  Examining  board  of  plnmbers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  mayor,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  ap- 
point an  examining  board  of  plumbers  consisting  of  five  persons,

§  200.  City  court;  pending  actions  and  proceedings  oontinned. 

There  shall  be  a  city  court  having  civil  and  criminal  juris- 
diction as  in  this  act  provided.  The  recorder  of  the  city  of 
Watervliet  shall  be  known,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  the 
city  judge  and  he  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  city  court  and  shall 
hold  office  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  he  was 
elected.

The  city  judge  and  acting  city  judge  shall  be  attor- 
neys and  counselors  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  New  York 
of  not  less  than  six  years'  standing  and  resident  electors  of  the  eitj 
of  Watervliet. 

§  203.  Officials  oaths.  The  city  judge  and  acting  city  judge  to 
be  elected  or  appointed  as  provided  in  this  act  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  their  respective  duties,  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  law®  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  of 
Watervliet. 

•  See  constitution,  art.  13,  §  1;  public  officers  law  (L.  1909,  ch.  61),  |  10. 
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§  204.  Acting  city  judge;  appointment;  duties.  In  case  of  the 
sickness,  absence  from  the  city,  disqualification  or  inability  of  the 
city  judge  to  act,  or  in  case  said  office  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  to  appoint  an 
acting  city  judge  who  shall  act  as  city  judge  until  the  city  judge 
shall  be  able  or  qualified  to  act  or  until  the  vacancy  in  the  office 
shall  be  filled.  While  so  acting  the  acting  city  judge  shall  sign  all 
papers  and  process  as  acting  city  judge  of  Watervliet  and  have  all 
the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  city 
judge.  The  acting  city  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his 
services  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  actually  spent  by  him 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  205.  Expenses  of  city  conrt.  The  common  council  shall  pro- 
vide suitable  offices  for  holding  said  city  court  and  for  the  city 
judge,  and  shall  furnish  heat,  light  and  suitable  furniture  for  the 
same,  provide  necessary  blank  books,  blanks,  stationery  and  pro- 
nde  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  city  judge  of  the  city 
court  and  for  all  other  necessary  expenses  of  said  court,  the  ex- 
pense of  which  shall  be  a  city  charge. 

§  206.  City  court  to  be  open,  when.  Said  city  court  shall  be 
open  for  such  civil  business  as  may  lawfully  come  before  it  each 
day,  excepting  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  during  all  seasonable 
hours  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge  to  attend  at  his 
oflSce  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon and  at  all  reasonable  times  thereafter  during  each  week  day 
to  hear  all  criminal  matters  or  matters  of  a  criminal  nature  within 
its  jurisdiction  and  he  may  at  his  option  so  attend  and  hear  at 
any  time. 

§  207.  Salaries.  The  city  judge  shall  receive  for  his  services 
rendered  under  this  act  an  annual  salarv  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
and  such  salary  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  city  in  twelve  monthly 
installments. 

§  208.  Vacancy  in  office  of  city  judge.  Whenever  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  office  of  city  judge,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by 
election  at  the  next  general  election  held  in  said  city  of  Watervliet, 
provided  such  vacancy  does  not  occur  within  forty  days  prior  to 
such  election  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurred.  If  the  vacancy 
occur  within  forty  days  prior  to  such  election  the  common  council  * 
of  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  fill  such  vacancy.     Until  such 
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vacancy  be  filled  the  acting  city  judge  shall  perform  the  duties 
and  have  the  powers  of  the  city  judge  and  receive  the  salary  in 
this  act  provided  for  the  city  judge. 

§  209.  Civil  jurisdiction  of  city  court.     Said  court  shall  have 

jurisdiction  of  the  following  actions  and  proceedings : 

a.  Upon  contracts.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for 
breach  of  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  other  than  a  promise  to 
marry,  where  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

b.  For  personal  injury  or  injury  to  property.  An  action  to 
recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury  or  an  injury  to  property, 
where  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

c.  To  recover  fine  or  penalty.  An  action  or  proceeding  to  re- 
cover a  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  to 
recover  one  or  more  fines  or  penalties  for  a  violation  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  city  of  Watervliet,  authorized  by  it,  or  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  other  titles  of  this  act  where  the  amount  claimed 
does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

d.  Upon  bonds.  An  action  upon  a  bond  conditioned  for  the 
payment  of  money,  where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due  does  not 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars ;  the  judgment  to  be  rendered  for  the 
sum  actually  due ;  where  the  simi  secured  by  the  bond  is  to  be  paid 
in  installments,  an  action  may  be  brought  for  each  installment  as 
it  becomes  due. 

e.  Upon  surety  bonds.  An  action  upon  a  surety  bond  taken  in 
said  court  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

f.  Upon  judgments.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in 
said  court  or  in  a  court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  a  justice's 
court  of  a  city,  being  a  court  not  of  record. 

g.  In  replevin.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels  with 
or  without  damages,  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention 
thereof,  where  the  value  of  the  chattel  or  of  all  the  chattels  as 
stated  in  the  affidavit  made  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  does  not 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

h.  Upon  confession.  To  render  and  en'ter  judgment  upon  the 
confession  of  a  defendant  or  defendants,  as  prescribed  in  title  six, 
chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sum 
confessed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

i.  For  fraud.  In  an  action  for  damages,  for  fraud  in  the  sale, 
*  purchase  or  exchange  of  personal  property,  if  the  damages  claimed 
do  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 
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j.  When  commenced  by  attachment  In  an  action  commenced 
by  attachment  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  article  four  of  title 
two  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  if  the  debt 
or  damages  claimed  do  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

k.  Summary  proceedings.  In  summary  proceedings,  under  title 
two  of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  to  recover 
possession  of  land  and  to  remove  tenants  and  others  therefrom. 

1.  For  enforcement  of  mechanics'  liens.  In  actions  or  proceed- 
ings under  any  statute  for  the.  enforcement  of  th^  liens  of  me- 
chanics and  others,  where  the  amount  of  the  lien  does  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  same  proceedings  to  be  had 
as  are  provided  by  law  to  be  had  in  a  justice's  court 

m.  Other  actions  and  proceedings  within  jurisdiction  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace.  In  any  other  action  or  civil  proceeding  of  such 
character  that  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  a  town  would  have  juris- 
diction thereof  wherein  the  sum  sought  to  be  recovered  does  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  dollars. 

But  such  court  cannot  take  cognizance  of  a  civil  action  in  either 
of  "the  following  cases : 

a.  Where  the  title  to  real  property  comes  in  question  as  pre- 
scribed in  title  three  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. But  when  such  question  arises  the  pleadings  and  prac- 
tices shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  justices' 
courts  in  regard  thereto. 

b.  When  the  action  is  to  recover  damages  for  false  imprison- 
ment, libel,  slander,  criminal  conversation,  seduction  or  malicious 
prosecution. 

c.  Where,  in  a  matter  of  account,  the  sura  total  of  the  accounts 
of  both  parties,  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  exceeds  one 
thousand  dollars. 

d.  Where  the  action  is  brought  against  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator as  such,  except  where  the  amount  of  the  claim  is  less  than 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  the  claim  has  been  duly  presented  to 
the  executor  or  administrator  and  rejected  by  him. 

§  210.  Summary  proceedings.  Summary  proceedings  may  be 
conmienced  by  petition  addressed  either  to  said  judge  or  to  said 
court,  and  in  said  proceedings  and  in  all  actions  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  said  judge  shall  be  exercised  by  and  in  the  name  of  the 
said  court  only,  and  all  processes  from  said  court  shall  be  made 
returnable  thereto  by  its  proper  title.  In  the  solemnization  of 
marriages,  and  in  all  other  matters  not  otherwise  by  this  act  pro- 
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vided  for,  said  city  judge  shall  have  the  same  power  as  justices  of 
the  peace  in  towns. 

§  211.  Jurisdiction  over  persons  of  defendants.  Said  court 
shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the  persons  of  defendants 
as  is  now  possessed  by  justices'  courts  of  towns,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  twenty-eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure,  and  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  person,  the  said  city  of  Watervliet  shall  be  deemed  a 
town  and  the  said  court  a  justice's  court  thereof;  all  process  and 
papers  issued  out  of  said  city  court  may  be  executed  and  served 
anywhere  within  the  county  of  Albany. 

§  212.  Judgments.     A  judgment  of  said  court  shall  be  in  all 
respects  the  same  as  a  judgment  entered  by  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  towns,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  all  provisions  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  in  relation  to  filing  transcripts  of  such  judg- 
ment and  docketing  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Albany 
county,  or  of  any  othier  county,  and  the  eifect  of  such  judgment, 
when  so  docketed,  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  same  as  if  said  judg- 
ment was  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  a  town.    But 
such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  and  remain  in  force  for  the  same 
length  of  time  as  a  judgment  originally  recovered  in  the  county 
court.     In  any  caso  in  which  by  law  a  justico  of  the  peace  is  re- 
quired to  render  judgment  and  enter  the  same  in  his  docket  within 
four  days,  the  city  court  of  Watervliet,  or  the  judge  thereof,  is  re- 
quired to  render  judgment  and  it  must  be  entered  in  the  docket  of 
said  court  within  ten  days  after  the  case  shall  have  been  submitted 
for  final  decision,  anything  to  the  contrary  herein  notwithstand- 
ing, unless  a  longer  period  be  agreed  upon  by  all  parties  to  the 
action  or  proceeding  by  a  stipulation  in  writing.    But  a  judgment 
shall  be  rendered   forthwith   in  either  of   the  following  cases: 
Where  the  plaintiflP  is  non-suited;  where  the  plaintiff  discontinues 
or  withdraws  his  action;  where  judgment  is  confessed;  where  a 
verdict  is  rendered  by  a  jury  in  favor  of  either  party;  where  the 
defendant  is  in  custody  at  the  time  of  the  final  submission  of  the 
cause;  where  a  judgment  is  rendered  upon  an  offer  made  by  the 
defendant  and  duly  accepted. 

§  213.  Prohibition  relating  to  interposal  of  counterclaims.    The 

prohibition  contained  in  section  twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty- 
eeven  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  relating  to  the  failure  of  the 
defendant  in  an  action  in  justice's  court  to  interpose  a  counter- 
claim does  not  extend  to  an  action  in  said  city  court  to  a  case 
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where  the  amount  of  the  counterclaim  is  five  hundred  dollars 
more  than  the  plaintiff  recovers. 
§  214.  When   counterclaim   exceeds  five   hundred   dollars.     In 

the  case  provided  for  in  section  twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  if  the  amount  of  the  counter- 
claim established  exceeds  the  plaintiff's  demand,  the  defendant 
must  have  judgment  for  the  excess,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  due 
from  the  plaintiff,  unless  it  is  more  than  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  if  it  be  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  the  city  court 
must  pursue  the  same  course  in  reference  to  the  same,  as  in  the 
said  section  provided  for  a  case  in  which  it  is  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars. 

§  215.  Counterclaim  against  personal  representative.  Sections 
five  hundred  and  five  and  five  hundred  and  six  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure  shall  apply  to  a  counterclaim  in  an  action  against 
a  person  sued  in  a  representative  capacity,  or  in  favor  of  an 
executor  or  administrator,  except  that  the  defendant  cannot  take 
judgment  against  the  plaintiff  upon  a  counterclaim  for  a  sum 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  costs,  and  section  twenty-nine 
hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not 
apply  to  actions  in  said  city  court. 

§  216.  When  total  of  accounts  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars. 

Where,  upon  the  trial  of  an  action,  the  sum  total  of  the  accounts 
of  both  parties  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city  judge  ex- 
ceeds one  thousand  dollars,  judgment  of  discontinuance  must  be 
rendered  against  the  plaintiff  with  costs,  and  section  twenty-nine 
hundred  and  fifty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  the  said  city  court, 
§  217.  FomiB,  procedure  and  fees  same  as  in  justices'  courts. 

The  summons,  the  form  thereof,  and  the  time  within  which  the 
same  shall  be  returnable,  and  all  other  process,  the  service  of 
process,  appearances,  practice,  pleadings,  exhibiting  accounts  or 
demand  (except  that  a  copy  of  account  or  bill  of  particulars  may 
be  ordered  filed  before  the  defendant  shall  be  required  to  answer), 
amendments,  adjournments,  trial  by  court  or  jury,  obtaining  jury, 
offers  to  compromise,  offers  of  judgment  and  the  effect  thereof, 
judgments  by  confession  or  otherwise,  and  the  rendering  and 
docketing  of  the  same,  appeals,  fees,  costs,  disbursements  and  the 
imprisonment  and  discharge  of  judgment  debtors  shall  in  all 
matters,  except  as  in  this  act  otherwise  provided,  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  justices'  courts, 
except  that  section  twenty-eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  of  the 
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cod©  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  apply  to  or  govern  proceedings 
in  the  city  court. 

§  218.  Proof  of  attorneys'  authority.  The  attorneys'  authority 
may  be  conferred  orally  or  in  writing,  but  the  city  judge  shall 
not  suffer  a  person  who  is  not  an  attorney  admitted  to  practice 
in  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  to  appear  as  an  attorney, 
unless  his  authority  is  admitted  by  the  adverse  party,  or  proved 
by  the  affidavit  or  oral  testimony  of  himself  or  another,  and  the 
city  judge  may,  in  his  discretion,  at  any  time  before  £nal  judg- 
ment, require  from  an  attorney  admitted  to  practice  in  the  su- 
preme  court,  proof  of  his  authority  to  so  appear.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  the  allowance  of  additional  costs,  as  provided  hereinafter, 
a  party  shall  be  deemed  to  have  appeared  by  attorney  upon  the 
service  of  a  copy  of  a  pleading  subscribed  by  his  attorney  upon 
the  adverse  party,  or  upon  the  filing  of  a  pleading,  notice  of 
special  appearance  or  other  paper  subscribed  by  his  attorney,  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  219.  Adjournments.  The  court  must,  upon  the  application 
of  the  plaintiff,  grant  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  of  the 
trial  of  the  action,  upon  proof,  by  his  own  oath  or  otherwise,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  he  cannot  safely  proceed,  for 
want  of  some  material  testimony  or  witness,  and  that  he  has  used 
due  diligence  to  obtain  the  testimony  or  witness.  If  the  defendant 
has  been  arrested,  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  shall  not 
be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  defendant.  But  the  court 
may,  as  a  condition  of  granting  such  adjournment,  require  that 
the  plaintiff  pay  to  the  defendant  the  legal  fees  of  defendant's 
witnesses  duly  subpoenaed  for  that  day,  and  not  exceeding  two 
dollars,  in  addition  thereto,  or  such  part  of  such  additional  sum 
as  may  be  just.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  judge,  any 
action  or  proceeding  may  be  adjourned  after  issue  is  joined  by  a 
stipulation  in  writing  signed  by  the  parties  or  their  attorneys  and 
filed  with  the  court. 

§  220.  Service  of  summons.  The  summons  or  summons  and 
complaint  may  be  served  by  any  person  qualified  to  serve  such 
papers  in  an  action  in  a  court  of  record,  and  when  service  is  made 
by  any  person  other  than  a  marshal,  proof  of  service  shall  be  made 
as  in  a  court  of  record. 

§  221.  Pleadings.  The  pleadings  in  said  court  may  be  oral  or 
in  writing  and  when  in  writing  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  parties 
or  their  attorneys,  which  shall  be  filed  forthwith,  or  within  such 
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time  as  the  city  judge  shall  designate.  Whenever  a  verified  com- 
plaint is  served  or  filed,  each  subsequent  pleading,  except  a  de- 
murrer, shall  also  be  verified. 

§  222.  Enlea  of  practice.  The  city  judge  may  from  time  to 
time  establish  such  rules  of  practice  for  said  city  court  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the  code  of 
civil  procedure,  which  rules  shall  govern  the  practice  in  said  court. 
The  rules  so  established  shall,  before  they  become  operative,  be 
approved  by  the  county  judge  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the 
county  clerk's  oflBce  of  the  county  of  Albany  and  be  published  for 
at  least  one  week  in  the  newspaper  designated  by  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  as  the  newspaper  in  which  its 
oflScial  proceedings  are  to  be  published. 

§  223.  Appeals.  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  county  court 
from  judgments  rendered  in  said  city  court  the  same  as  from 
judgments  rendered  by  justices  of  the  peace.  Appeals  may  also 
be  taken  to  the  county  court  from  an  order  of  the  city  judge  on 
an  application  to  open  a  default  made  as  in  the  next  succeeding 
section  of  this  act  provided,  and  the  time  within  which  such  ap- 
peals may  be  taken,  and  the  practice  thereon  shall  be  the  same  as 
apply  to  appeals  from  a  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  the 
affidavits  read  on  such  application  constituting  for  the  purpose  of 
such  appeal  a  part  of  the  return  of  the  city  judge.  In  addition 
to  the  costs  required  to  be  paid  to  perfect  an  appeal  under  section 
thirty  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  the 
appellant  shall,  when  the  return  exceeds  fifty  folios  in  length,  pay 
to  the  city  judge  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  per 
folio  for  all  matter  embraced  in  said  return  in  excess  of  said  fifty 
folios,  but  the  costs  required  to  be  paid  shall  not  include  the  ad- 
ditional costs  awarded  to  a  party  under  sections  two  hundred  and 
twenty-nine,  two  hundred  and  thirty  and  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  of  this  act,  but  upon  judgment  affirming  the  judgment  ap- 
pealed from  such  costs  may  be  included  therein,  except  that  the 
per  centum  allowed  under  section  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of 
this  act  shall  be  computed  upon  the  amount  of  the  damages 
awarded  or  the  value  of  the  chattel  recovered  in  the  judgment  of 
the  appellate  court. 

§  224.  Opening:  of  defaults.  In  actions  in  said  court  the  city 
judge  shall  have  power  to  open  defaults  and  set  aside  judgments 
rendered  and  entered  therein,  and  executions  issued  thereon,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  just,  in  a  case  where  either  party  shall  fail  to 
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appear  on  the  return  day  of  the  process,  or  on  any  adjourned  day, 
and  the  party  in  default  satisfactorily  excuses  his  default,  but 
no  greater  terms  shall  be  imposed  than  the  payment  of  the  costs 
included  in  the  judgment,  and  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  oppos- 
ing the  motion.  The  application  therefor  shall  be  founded  upon 
affidavit,  and  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  from  the  entry  of 
such  judgment.  Upon  presentation  of  such  application,  the  city 
judge  shall  issue  an  order  returnable  in  not  less  than  five  days  nor 
more  than  eight  days,  requiring  the  party  in  whose  favor  judg- 
ment was  rendered  to  show  cause,  if  any,  why  said  judgment 
should  not  be  set  aside.  A  copy  of  said  order  and  of  the  papers 
upon  which  the  same  is  granted  shall  be  served  upon  the  party 
in  whose  favor  judgment  was  rendered,  or  his  attorney,  if  one 
shall  have  appeared  in  the  action,  not  less  than  three  days  prior 
to  the  return  day  thereof.  Pending  such  application  and  the  de- 
termination thereof,  the  city  judge  may  stay  proceedings  upon 
such  judgment  or  any  execution  which  shall  have  been  issued. 
When  a  judgment  shall  be  set  aside,  the  action  shall  proceed  as 
though  no  judgment  had  been  rendered.  The  judgment,  or  an 
execution  issued  thereon  by  the  city  judge  or  out  of  the  city  court, 
and  levy  made  thereunder,  may,  in  his  discretion,  be  allowed  to 
stand  as  a  security  for  the  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  the  plain- 
tiff may  finally  recover.  Parties  moving  in  the  county  court  to 
open  default  or  obtain  a  new  trial  in  said  city  court  in  cases  where 
a  motion  might  have  been  made  in  said  city  court,  as  in  this  sec- 
lion  provided,  shall  show  that  no  such  application  was  made  in 
the  said  city  court.  Where  a  transcript  of  judgment  has  been  filed 
in  the  Albany  county  clerk's  office,  the  city  judge  shall  have  power 
to  direct  that  the  judgment  be  canceled  on  the  books  of  the  county 
clerk,  and  upon  the  service  of  such  order  upon  an  officer  having 
the  enforcement  of  such  judgment,  proceedings  for  the  enforce- 
ment thereof  shall  be  stayed  accordingly. 

§  225.  Competency  in  city  actions.  No  person  shall  be  incom- 
petent as  judge,  witness  or  juror  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in 
said  court  in  which  the  city  of  Watervliet  is  an  interested  party, 
by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant,  freeholder  or  taxpayer  in 
said  city. 

§  226.  Fees  for  serving  papers  in  actions  not  within  justioe'i 
jurisdiction.  The  city  marshal  and  other  persons  who  lawfully 
serve  papers  or  execute  mandates  in  actions  or  proceedings  in  said 
court  shall  receive  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed 
to  constables  in  towns. 
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§  227.  Contempt  proceedings.  The  city  judge,  while  court  is 
in  session,  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  preserve  order  and  to 
punish  for  contempts  committed  in  his  presence  as  are  possessed 
by  judges  of  courts  of  record ;  providing,  however,  that  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  from  an  order  adjudging  a  person  in  contempt  to 
the  county  court  in  the  same  manner  as  an  appeal  from  a  judg- 
ment And  pending  the  determination  of  such  appeal  the  person 
adjudged  in  contempt,  if  he  shall  be  imprisoned,  may  be  admitted 
to  bail  by  the  judge  of  said  court  or  of  the  county  court  in  such 
an  amount,  and  by  an  undertaking  in  such  form  and  terms  and 
with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  judge. 

§  228.  Charge  to  jury.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge 
to  charge  the  jury  on  questions  of  law  whenever  required  by  any 
party  to  an  action  or  his  attorneys. 

§  229.  Costa  and  fees.  In  all  civil  actions  and  proceedings 
brought  in  said  court  the  same  costs  and  fees  shall  be  paid,  taxed 
and  recovered  as  in  actions  or  proceedings  before  justices  of  the 
peace.  In  addition  thereto,  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the  prevail- 
ing party,  as  an  indemnity,  in  case  he  has  appeared  by  an  attorney 
admitted  to  practice  in  courts  of  record  of  this  state,  and  not 
otherwise,  the  following  sums  as  costs : 

a.  For  all  proceedings  before  trial,  including  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff  upon  default  and  upon  an  acceptance  of  an  offer  of  judg- 
ment, to  the  plaintiff,  three  dollars. 

b.  Judgment  for  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon  a  default  or 
upon  an  acceptance  of  an  offer  of  judgment  to  the  plaintiff,  three 
dollars,  and  an  additional  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  re- 
covery, not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  except  as  provided  in 
subdivision  "  e  *'  of  this  section. 

c.  If  the  plaintiff  recovers  judgment  in  any  action  in  said 
court  for  the  recovery  of  one  or  more  chattels  the  foregoing  sum 
allowed  as  additional  costs  therein  shall  be  estimated  upon  the 
value  of  said  chattels  as  assessed  by  the  said  court  or  jury. 

d.  If  judgment  of  non-suit  is  rendered  for  the  defendant,  to 
the  defendant,  two  dollars. 

c.  If  a  judgment  is  rendered  for  the  defendant  upon  the  merits 
after  trial,  or  if  an  offer  of  judgment  be  filed  and  an  acceptance 
thereof  be  not  filed  and  judgment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  an  amount  not  more  favorable  than  that  named,  not 
including  costs,  in  the  offer  of  judgment,  to  the  defendant,  five 
dollars,  and  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may  allow  five  dollars 
additional. 
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f.  A  defendant  who  recovers  in  said  court  a  judgment  upon  a 
counterclaim  therein  or  obtains  a  judgment  for  the  possession  or 
recovery  of  chattels  sued  for  therein  is  entitled,  in  addition  to 
costs  heretofore  allowed  said  defendant,  to  recover  a  sum  equal 
to  ten  per  centum  upon  said  recovery,  or  upon  the  value  of  said 
chattels,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars. 

g.  No  costs  or  fees  shall  be  allowed  or  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  upon  a  judgment  of  this  court,  unless  such  action  be 
brought  more  than  five  years  after  the  recovery  of  the  judgment 
sued  on. 

h.  Where  the  testimony  of  a  witness  is  taken  by  virtue  of  a 
commission,  or  an  order  to  take  depositions,  and  the  testimony  is 
used  on  the  trial,  the  successful  party  who  files  interrogatories  or 
cross-interrogatories,  or  who  was  present  when  the  depositions 
were  taken,  is  entitled  to  three  dollars  costs ;  and  in  addition  to 
the  fees  provided  for  in  section  thirty  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  tax  and  recover  all 
sums  paid  to  the  commissioner  taking  the  depositions,  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars. 

§  230.  Additional  costs,  when  fifty  dollars  demanded.  In  an 
action  in  which  the  complaint  demands  the  recovery  of  property 
of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  or  more,  or  in  an  action  in  which  the 
complaint  or  answer  demands  judgment  for  fifty  dollars  or  more, 
exclusive  of  costs  and  disbursements,  when  an  issue  of  law  is 
raised  by  demurrer,  the  party  in  whose  favor  such  issue  may  be 
decided  shall  be  entitled  to  a  sum,  in  the  discretion  of  the  city 
judge,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  which  shall,  in  case  final  judg- 
ment is  awarded  against  him,  be  deducted  therefrom. 

§  231.  Additional  costs,  when  judgment  is  rendered  for  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  In  an  action  in  which  a  trial  is  had 
and  judgment  rendered  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  more 
the  city  judge  may,  in  his  discretion,  grant  to  the  successful  party 
an  additional  allowance  of  costs,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars.  All 
costs  and  disbursements  allowed  to  be  taxed  in  any  action  or  pro- 
ceeding before  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns  up  to  but  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  dollars  shall  be  included  in  the  judgment  as  disburse- 
ments in  addition  to  the  costs  hereinbefore  provided,  but  in 
actions  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  towns 
such  disbursements  shall  not  exceed  the  limits  prescribed  by  sec- 
tion thirty  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
for  justices. 
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§  232.  Prepayment  of  fees.  In  each  action  and  proceeding  in 
the  citj  court  the  city  judge  shall  demand  and  receive  for  the  use 
of  the  city  for  each  service  rendered  by  him  the  same  fees  as  jus^ 
tices  of  the  peace  of  towns  are  or  may  be  entitled  to  receive  for  a 
like  service,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  per  folio  charge  for  a  re- 
turn in  excess  of  fifty  folios  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred 
and  thirty-one  of  this  act.  And  no  such  service  shall  be  rendered 
by  him  until  such  fees  shall  have  been  paid  therefor.  In  the  case 
provided  for  in  section  thirty  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  recovery  shall  be  had  from  the  city  of  Water- 
vHet  instead  of  the  city  judge.  All  such  fees,  together  with  all 
fines  and  penalties  collected  by  the  said  judge  of  the  city  court 
during  any  month,  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  the 
next  succeeding  month  to  the  city  chamberlain,  who  shall  credit 
all  fees  and  penalties  to  the  city  court  fund,  and  all  fines  to  the 
sinking  fund,  and  the  city  judge  of  the  city  court  shall  thereupon 
forthwith  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  complete  and  detailed  state- 
ment, verified  by  his  oath  to  be  true,  of  all  fees,  fines  and  penalties 
payable  to  the  city  chamberlain  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  were  received  by  him  during  the  last  preceding 
month,  with  the  written  receipt  of  the  city  chamberlain  for  the 
payment  of  said  money  to  him  attached  to  said  statement. 

§  233.  Marshal;  court  officer.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  two 
city  marshals,  who  shall  attend  during  each  session  of  the  city 
court  and  act  as  a  court  officer  under  the  direction  of  the  city 
judge.  They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  elsewhere 
herein  set  forth,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  constable  in 
towns.  They  shall  receive  for  such  services  the  fees  of  such  con- 
stable unless  otherwise  provided,  when  they  shall  receive  the  fees 
as  herein  provided. 

§  234.  Abolishment  of  office   of  recorder  and  justices  of  the 

peace;  continuation  of  proceedings.  The  office  of  recorder  of  the 
city  of  Watervliet  is  hereby  abolished,  but  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings pending  before  such  recorder  at  the  time  this  act  takes 
eflFect  shall  be  continued  before  the  city  court  of  said  city,  created 
by  this  act,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  though 
originally  begun  in  said  city  court.  All  warrants  and  other  pro- 
cess issued  by  the  said  recorder  and  not  executed  at  the  time  this 
act  takes  effect  shall  be  returnable  to  said  city  judge  who  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  the  actions  and  proceedings  in  which 
F^'  they  were  issued,  and  of  the  persons  against  whom  the  same  are 
directed  as  if  such  warrants  and  process  had  been  issued  by  said 
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city  judge  after  this  act  takes  effect.  There  shall  not  be  elected 
or  appointed  successors  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables 
now  holding  office  in  the  city,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
respective  terms  of  such  justice  or  justices  and  constables  the  office 
of  justice  of  the  peace  and  constables  shall  be  abolished  in  said 
city. 

§  235.  Criminal  jurisdiction  of  city  judge.  The  city  judge 
of  said  city  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  issue  criminal  process,  hear 
all  complaints  and  conduct  all  examinations  in  criminal  cases 
arising  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  subject  to  the  power  of  re- 
moval provided  by  sections  fifty-seven  and  fifty-eight  of  the  code 
of  criminal  procedure,  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction,  in 
the  first  instance,  to  try  and  determine  all  offenses  triable  in 
courts  of  special  sessions,  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tion conferred  upon  such  courts  by  section  fifty-six  of  the  code 
of  criminal  procedure,  and  to  impose  any  sentence,  punishable, 
by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  is  provided  in  such  cases  by 
the  provisions  of  the  penal  code,  or  by  special  statutes  of  the  state. 
He  shall  also  have  power  to  try  the  following  offenses,  committed 
within  his  jurisdiction,  namely:  Cases  of  malicious  mischief  or 
injury,  of  offenses  against  public  decency,  selling  unwholesome 
provisions,  breach  of  the  peace,  and  all  other  offenses  of  the  grade 
of  misdemeanor,  under  the  laws  of  the  state.  He  shall  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  determine  all  criminal  actions 
or  proceedings  arising  under  or  by  reason  of  the  violation  of  the 
charter  or  ordinances  of  the  city,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  board 
of  health  thereof,  and  to  enforce  the  payment  of  any  fines  imposed 
by  such  charter  or  ordinances.  Such  city  judge  shall  also  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
towns  in  cases  of  bastardy :  and  such  proceedings  shall  be  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  except  that 
they  may  be  held  and  conducted  before  such  city  judge  with  the 
same  force  as  if  two  magistrates  were  present.  He  shall  also 
possess  all  the  powers  of  a  police  justice  to  conduct  proceedings 
with  respect  to  vagrants,  disorderly  persons  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  are  conferred  by  the  code  of  criminal  procedure. 

§  236.  Practice  and  procedure.  The  provisions  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure  relating  to  procedure  in  police  courts  shall 
apply  to  the  proceedings  in  the  city  court  of  Watervliet,  or  before 
the  city  judge.  Any  judgment,  order  or  conviction  made  by  the 
city  judge  may  be  reviewed  by  appeal  in  like  cases,  in  like  manner 
and  with  like  effect,  as  if  the  proceedings  were  before  a  justice  of 
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the  peace.  He  shall  in  all  things  relating  to  the  manner  of  pro- 
cedure in  his  court,  or  in  arraignment  or  trial  of  parties  accused, 
be  governed  by  the  same  law  as  justices  of  the  peace  or  courts  of 
special  sessions  in  towns,  as  such  laws  now  exist  or  may  hereafter 
be  enacted,  and  his  judgments  shall  have  like  effect,  and  all  his 
proceedings  may  be  reviewed  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the  same 
courts  as  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  such  re- 
view, in  cases  of  judgments  and  proceedings  of  justices  of  the 
I)eace,  or  of  courts  of  special  sessions  in  towns  of  the  state. 

§  237.  Power  to  take  bail.  The  city  judge  shall  have  power 
to  let  to  bail  all  persons  charged  with  crime  before  him,  in  all  cases 
of  misdemeanor  and  in  all  cases  of  felony,  when  imprisonment  in 
the  state  prison,  on  conviction,  cannot  exceed  five  years ;  and  shall, 
also,  have  the  power  to  take  bail  in  like  manner  as  is  conferred 
upon  sergeants  and  captains  of  police  by  section  five  hundred  and 
fifty-four  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure. 

§  238.  Trial  by  jury.  In  the  city  court,  or  before  the  city 
judge,  at  the  time  of  interposing  any  plea  which  forms  an  issue  of 
fact,  where  the  right  to  trial  by  jury  is  secured  to  the  defendant 
by  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  the  defendant  may  demand  a  trial 
by  jury,  and  unless  so  demanded  then  a  trial  by  jury  is  waived. 

§  239.  Drawing  of  jurors.     When  a  trial  by  jury  is  duly  de- 
manded, as  above  provided,  the  city  judge  must  forthwith  openly 
draw  such  number  of  ballots  as  he  deems  necessary  from  a  box,  or 
other  receptacle,  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  who  are  re- 
turned as  jurors  of  the  city  for  a  city  or  municipal  court  therein 
upon  the  last  list  thereof  filed  in  such  court  by  the  city  clerk,  as 
jurors  to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  trying  the  issues  joined  as 
above  stated,  at  a  time  to  which  the  cause  in  which  issue  has  been 
joined  shall  then  be  adjourned  by  him,  not  more  than  eight  days 
from  the  joining  of  issue,  unless  the  parties  consent  to  a  longer 
adjournment,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the 
court      Before  drawing  such   ballots  they  shall   be   thoroughly 
mingled  in  the  box  or  receptacle  containing  them,  and  thereafter, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  so  far  as  consistent  with 
this  act,  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty-nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  to  twenty-nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  inclusive,  and  section 
thirty  hundred  and  six  to  section  thirty  hundred  and  nine,  in- 
clusive, of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  govern  the  further  pro- 
ceedings upon  the  issue  joined  as  provided  herein.    The  city  judge 
has  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and  imposed  upon  justices  of 
the  peacd  under  those  sections.     The  venire  must  be  issued  in

criminal  cases  to  a  police  officer,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
duties  of  constables  under  those  sections. 

§  240.  Dockets  and  books  open  to  inspection.  All  dockets  and 
other  books  kept  by  said  city  judge  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject 
to  inspection  and  examination  by  the  mayor,  the  corporation 
counsel  or  any  member  of  the  common  council,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  city  judge  to  produce  such  docket  or  books  when- 
ever and  wherever  the  common  council  shall  direct ;  and,  if  he  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  produce  such  docket  or  books  as  required,  the 
county  judge  of  Albany  county  may,  on  application  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  make  an  order  requiring  the  same  to  be  produced,  and 
enforce  obedience  thereto  and  punish  disobedience  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  obedience  to  other  orders  made  by  him  is 
enforced  or  disobedience  thereof  punished. 

§  241.  Fees  for  servicei  for  county  or  towns.      All  fees  and 

charges  for  services  performed  by  the  city  judge  and  which  are 
chargeable  to  the  county  of  Albany  or  to  any  town  therein  shall 
be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  to  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city  of  Watervliet.  The  city  judge  shall  render 
verified  bills  for  such  fees  and  charges. 

§  242.  IMsposition  of  unclaimed  property.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  city  judge  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  in  every  year,  to  de- 
liver an  account,  verified  by  his  oath,  to  the  mayor  of  said  city,  of 
all  moneys,  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  then  remaining  un- 
claimed in  the  police  office,  and  immediately  thereafter  to  give 
notice  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  the  official  newspaper,  to  all 
persons  interested  or  claiming  such  property  that,  unless  claimed 
by  the  owner  with  satisfactory  proof  of  such  ownership  before  a 
specified  day,  the  same  shall  be  sold  at  auction  to  the  highest 
bidder.  On  the  day  and  place  specified  in  such  notice,  all  property 
remaining  unclaimed,  except  money,  shall  be  sold  at  auction  by 
said  judge,  or  under  his  direction.  If  any  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise or  chattels  of  a  perishable  nature,  or  which  shall  be  ex- 
pensive to  keep,  shall,  at  any  time,  remain  unclaimed  in  the  police 
office,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  city  judge  to  sell  the  same  at  pub- 
lic auction,  at  such  time  and  after  such  notice  as  to  him  and  the 
said  mayor  shall  seem  proper.  The  said  city  judge  shall  imme- 
diately after  the  sale  of  any  property  in  accordance  herewith  pay 
to  the  chamberlain  of  said  city  all  moneys  remaining  unclaimed 
in  his  hands  as  such  city  judge,  and  all  moneys  received  by  him 
upon  such  sale,  after  deducting  the  expense  thereof. 

§  243.  Stolen  property.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge, 
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aforesaid,  whenever  he  shall  obtain  possession  of  any  stolen  prop- 
erty, on  his  receiving  satisfactory  proof  of  ownership,  to  deliver 
such  property  to  the  owner  thereof,  on  his  paying  all  necessary 
and  reasonable  expenses  which  may  have  been  incurred  for  the 
preservation  and  sustenance  of  such  property. 

§  244.  Xunitatiosfl  on  foregoing  sections.  No  property  shall 
be  sold  or  delivered  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  sections  if  the 
district  attorney  of  Albany  county  shall  direct  that  it  shall  remain 
unsold  and  undelivered  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  as  evidence 
in  the  administration  of  justice.

Section  250.  Appointment  of  water  commissioners.  Within  ten 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Water- 
vliet  shall  appoint,  by  certificate  in  writing,  signed  by  him  and 
filed  with  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  two  water  commissioners, 
who  shall,  with  the  mayor,  constitute  the  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  of  Watervliet.  The  mayor,  for  the  time  being, 
of  said  city  shall  be,  ex  officio,  the  chairman  of  said  board,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions.  The  city  clerk  shall 
within  five  days  from  the  filing  of  the  certificate  of  such  appoint- 
ment as  above  provided  for,  serve  a  written  notice  of  such  appoint- 
ment on  each  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  by  delivering  the  same 
to  such  person,  or  by  leaving  the  same  with  some  person  of  suit- 
able age  and  discretion,  at  the  residence  of  such  appointee.  One 
of  such  commissioners  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  the  remaining  commis-

sioner  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  February,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen ;  and  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  designated  by  the  mayor  in  such  certificate  of  ap- 
pointment. The  successors  of  such  commissioners  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  hereinbefore  provided,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  office  of  the  retiring  commissioners,  and 
shall  hold  offixie  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  the  members  of 
Baid  board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  No  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  the  office  of  water  commissioner  under  this  act,  un- 
less he  be  duly  qualified  to  vote  at  elections  held  in  said  city  and 
the  holder  of  real  estate  in  his  own  name,  assessed  to  him  on  the 
last  assessment-roll.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  caused  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  city  or  otherwise,  such  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  the  same  authority  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  appointment  for  a  full  term.  Each  of  said  commissioners 
shall  within  five  days  of  his  appointment  and  notification  thereof 
as  hereinbefore  provided  take  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  office.^ 

§  251.  Organization  of  board;  secretary  of  board.     At  the  first 

meeting  of  said  board  of  water  commissioners,  each  commissioner 
having  first  taken  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,"^  they  shall  select,  by  ballot,  some  competent  and  suit- 
able person,  otlier  than  one  of  said  water  commissioners,  to  be 
the  secretary  of  said  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record  its 
proceedings  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  and  do  all  such  clerical 
work  as  by  this  act  is  devolved  on  the  board.  Said  secretary  shall 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  take  and  file  with 
the  city  clerk  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.  The  secretary  of 
said  board  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  per  year,  and  he  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  board. 

§  252.  General  duties  of  commissioners.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  board  of  water  commissioners  to  examine  and  consider 
all  matters  relating  to  supplying  the  city  with  a  proper  supply  of 
pure  and  wholesome  water.  They  shall  have  power  to  employ 
engineers,  surveyors  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  that  purpose,  and  likewise  examine  and  ascertain  whether  it 
would  be  practicable  for  and  advantageous  to  the  city  to  acquire 
title  to  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  plant  and  system  of  any

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existing  corporation.  They  may  adopt  such  plans  as  in  their 
opinion  may  be  most  feasible  for  procuring  such  a  supply  of  water 
for  protection  against  fire  and  manufacturing  and  domestic  pur- 
poses. Such  plan  shall  embrace  the  necessary  lands,  rights,  ease- 
ments, buildings,  reservoirs,  water  towers,  machinery,  pipes,  hy- 
drants, supplies  and  incidentals  for  such  purpose.  They  shall 
cause  a  careful  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
same.  The  expense  of  the  work  and  service  hereinbefore  directed, 
and  also  the  salary  of  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  water  com- 
missioners, shall  be  a  charge  against  the  city  of  Watervliet,  to  be 
paid  by  the  chamberlain,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners,  from  funds  to  be  raised  especially  for  said  purpose 
by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  by  tax  upon  the 
taxable  property  throughout  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  that 
other  city  taxes  are  authorized  to  be  levied  and  collected.  And 
until  such  time  as  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  own  a  system  of 
water  works  in  full  operation,  the  said  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  to  make  contracts  not  to  exceed  five 
years  in  duration,  from  time  to  time,  with  any  existing  corpora- 
tion, at  an  expense  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
for  a  supply  of  water  to  said  city  for  public  purposes.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  said  city,  upon  notification 
from  the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  the  fact  of  suoh  contract 
or  contracts  being  made,  to  assess  and  levy  the  amount  required 
for  the  fulfillment  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  charter  of  the  said  city  of  Watervliet. 

§  253.    Acquisition    or   construction    of   water   works   system. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  any  plan  as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  the 
completion  of  the  estimate  provided  for,  the  said  board  of  water 
commissioners  shall,  in  writing,  notify  the  common  council  of  the 
city  of  Watervliet  of  such  fact,  accompanying  the  same  with  a 
full  statement  of  said  plan  and  estimate.  Said  common  council 
shall,  from  time  to  time  and  until  a  plan  be  approved  by  the  tax- 
payers, and  within  ten  days  after  receiving  any  plan  adopted  by 
the  board  of  water  commissioners,  issue  a  call  for  a  special  election 
by  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  city,  at  which  the  question  of  ac- 
cepting or  rejecting  the  plan  adopted  by  said  board  of  water  com- 
missioners shall  be  voted  upon.  Provision  for  said  election  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  provided  for  special  elections  by  taxpayers 
for  extraordinary  expenditures  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Watervliet.  A  certificate  in  writing  of  tlrp 
result  of  said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  inspectors  of  such 
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©lection,  And  within  forty-eight  h<mrs  after  such  election,  filed  with 
the  city  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  the  same  to  the 
common  council  at  its  first  r^ular  meeting  held  thereafter.  If  the 
majority  of  the  ballots  cast  at  any  such  special  election  of  tax- 
able inhabitants  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  board  of  water  commissioners,  and  if  such  plan 
shall  be  approved  by  the  state  water  commission,  as  provided  by 
chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  five,  and  the  acts  amendatory  or  supplemental  thereof, 
th'en  the  said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  acquire 
or  to  construct  and  build,  or  to  acquire  a  portion  and  to  construct 
and  build  a  portion  of,  the  necessary  system  of  water  worlcs  for 
the  city  of  Watervliet,  according  to  the  plan  and  estimate  hitherto 
adopted  by  them.  They  shall  have  power  to  contract  for,  purchase 
and  take  ^  y  deed,  or  other  instrument  under  seal,  in  the  name  uf 
said  city,  all  lands,  streams,  water,  water  rights,  or  other  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal,  or  rights  therein  situate  at  any  place  within 
the  county  of  Albany  and  any  county  adjoining  thereto,  which  may 
be  required  for  the  purpose,  and  also  the  right  to  lay,  relay  and 
maintain  pipes  through  lands,  and  to  take,  detain  or  divert  water 
or  streams  of  water  which  may  be  required  for  the  purpose,  with- 
out taking  the  fee  of  lands  through  which  the  pipes  are  laid  or 
over  which  such  streams  or  water  flow.  They  shall  have  power  to 
contract  for  the  execution  of  the  work  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the 
supply  of  any  necessary  material.  The  said  board  of  water  com- 
missioners and  their  servants  and  agents  are  authorized  to  enter 
upon  any  lands,  streams  or  water  for  the  purpose  of  making  sur- 
veys and  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  such  property  or  right 
•which  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  as  to 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  such  owner.  The  said 
board  of  water  commissioners  and  all  persons  acting  imder  their 
•authority  shall  also  have  the  right  to  use  the  ground  or  soil  under 
any  street,  highway  or  road  within  the  city  of  Watervliet  or  any 
adjoining  town,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  water  into  and 
■through  any  and  all  portions  of  said  city  of  Watervliet,  on  con- 
dition that  they  shall  cause  the  surface  of  such  street,  highway 
or  road  to  be  relaid  and  restored  to  its  usual  state,  and  the  damage 
done  thereto  to  be  repaired,  and  suoh  right  shall  be  continuous  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  and  relaying  water  pipes  upon  like  condi- 
tions. 

§  254.  Condemnation   proceedings.      Whenever   said   board   of 
water  commissioners  shall  for  any  reason  be  unable  to  agree  with 
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the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  streams,  water,  water  rights,  or 
other  real  property,  or  right,  interest  or  easement  therein  or  ap- 
purtenant thereto,  which  may  be  required  in  the  acquiring,  con- 
structing or  maintenance  of  said  system  of  water  works,  as  to  the 
value  thereof,  they  shall  proceed  to  obtain  the  necessary  title 
thereto  in  the  manner  provided  by  title  one  of  chapter  twenty- 
three  of  the  code  of  civil  *proceedure,  known  as  the  condemnation 
law. 

§  255.  Work  to  be  done  by  contract.  Said  water  works,  or  any 
portion  thereof  as  under  the  provisions  of  the  plan  adopted  and 
accepted  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct,  shall  be  constructed  by 
contract  Said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  advertise  at 
least  once  in  each  week  for  three  successive  weeks,  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  said  city  of  Watervliet,  and  also  in  another  news- 
paper selected  by  said  board  of  water  commissioners,  for  sealed 
proposals  for  the  construction  of  said  works,  or  portion  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  furnishing  of  materials  for  the  same, 
either  under  one  entire  contract,  or  in  parts  under  several  con- 
tracts, as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  Said 
board  of  water  commissioners  shall  have  full  discretion  as  to  the 
acceptance  or  rejection  of  all  sealed  proposals.  Every  person  who 
shall  enter  into  any  contract  for  the  supply  of  materials  or  the 
performance  of  any  work  shall  give  satisfactory  security  to  such 
board  of  water  commissioners  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
contract  according  to  its  terms,  and  to  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  said  city  of  Watervliet,  and  the  said  board  of  water  com- 
missioners from  any  and  all  expense  or  damage  for  which  it  or 
they  may  become  liable  or  put  to  by  reason  of  any  negligence  or 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  said  contractor,  his  or  their  agents, 
servants  or  employees,  or  from  improperly  guarding  any  and  all 
excavations,  trenches,  accumulations  or  obstructions  caused  by  or 
made  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  contracted  for,  or  from  neg- 
lecting or  refusing  to  restore  the  surface  of  any  highway,  street, 
alley,  lane  or  place  through  or  under  which  the  water  pipes  shall 
have  been  laid,  to  a  proper  and  safe  condition.  No  commissioner 
shall  be  in  any  way  or  manner  interested,  directly  or  indirectly, 
in  furnishing  any  material  or  labor  for  the  construction  aforesaid, 
or  in  any  contract  relating  thereto. 

§  256.  Control  of  works.  Said  board  of  water  commissioners 
shall  have  full  control  of  the  said  svstem  of  water  works  and 
everything  pertaining  thereto,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 

•  So  in  original. 
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fulfill  the  duties  connected  with  and  incident  to  the  management 
of  the  same,  including  the  making  of  regulations  as  to  the  use  of 
the  water,  and  enforcing  the  observance  thereof  by  cutting  off  the 
use  and  supply  of  water.  Said  commissioners  and  their  employees 
shall  be  authorized  at  all  times  to  enter  into  any  building  or  place 
where  water  is  used  from  supply  pipes,  to  examine  as  to  the  water, 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  using  it.  They  shall 
establish  a  scale  of  annual  rents  to  be  charged  and  paid  annually 
for  the  supply  of  water,  or  for  the  benefits  resulting  therefrom, 
to  be  called  water  rents,  which  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  different 
classes  of  buildings  in  reference  to  their  dimensions  and  the  use 
of  water  for  the  same,  and  to  different  lots,  as  may  be  practicable, 
and  from  time  to  time  to  modify  and  amend,  increase  or  diminish 
such  rates  and  to  extend  them  to  other  descriptions  of  buildings, 
lots,  establishments  and  uses.  Said  board  may  sell  to  any  corpora- 
tion or  individual  outside  of  the  city  the  right  to  make  connec- 
tions with  the  mains  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  and  using  water 
therefrom,  and  may  fix  the  prices  and  conditions  therefor ;  but  the 
board  shall  not  sell  or  permit  the  use  of  water  to  or  by  corpora- 
tions or  persons  outside  the  city  if  by  such  use  the  supply  of  water 
for  the  city  or  its  inhabitants  will  be  insufficient. 

§  257.  Payment  of  water  rents.  Said  water  rents  shall  be  paid 
promptly  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city,  at  the  times  designated 
by  the  board  of  water  commissioners,  and  any  and  every  consumer 
or  user  of  water  who  shall  be  in  default  in  the  payment  of  the 
aforesaid  rent  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  shall  be  at  once  reported 
in  writing  by  said  chamberlain  to  said  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners. The  water  rents  so  paid  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city 
shall  be  kept  by  him  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the 
"  water  rent  fund,"  and  shall  be  applied  to  and  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  incident  to  the  running  and  maintenance  of 
the  said  water  works,  to  be  paid  out  by  the  said  chamberlain  to  the 
respective  parties  entitled  thereto,  upon  the  warrants  of  the  said 
board  of  water  commissioners.  If  in  any  year  the  entire  receipts 
for  water  rents  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  such  expendi- 
tures, then  the  surplus  thereof  shall  be  applied  toward  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  falling  due  the  next  following  year  on  the 
bonds  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  issued. 

§  258.  Issue  and  sale  of  bonds.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  cost  of  providing  the  said  city  of  Watervliet  with  such  system 
of  water  works  and  appurtenances  and  all  rights,  property  and 
privileges  incident  thereto,  and  for  expenses  incidental  thereto  and 
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connected  therewith,  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  to  such  an 
extent  as  shall  be  necessary,  the  whole  principal  amount,  however, 
not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  shall  be 
issued  by  the  common  council  of  said  city.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  and  shall  be  known  as  the  "  water  bonds 
of  the  city  of  Watervliet."  They  shall  be  made  of  the  amount  of 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  with  coupons  attached,  and  bearing 
semi-annual  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  August  and  February  in 
each  year.  Said  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  mayor,  under  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  city,  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk.  All  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  not  more  than  twenty  years  from 
the  date  of  issue,  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  common  coun- 
cil may  by  resolution  direct.  The  common  council  shall  by  reso- 
lution authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of  said  bonds  at  such  time  or 
times  and  in  such  amount  only  as  the  said  board  of  water  com- 
missioners shall  request.  Upon  the  passage  of  any  resolution  au- 
thorizing the  sale  of  water  bonds,  the  city  chamberlain  shall  prop- 
erly advertise  for  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  so  au- 
thorized to  be  sold,  and  shall  sell  them  to  the  party  or  parties  offer- 
ing to  pay  the  highest  price  therefor,  not  less  than  par.  Upon 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  the  city  chamberlain  shall  forthwith  trans- 
mit to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  a  state- 
ment showing  the  amount  of  water  bonds  sold  and  the  amount 
realized  thereon,  and  the  expenses  of  said  sale..  He  shall  also 
furnish  the  common  council  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  date 
and  number  of  each  bond  sold,  the  prices  realized  and  the  name 
of  the  purchaser. 

§  259.  Sinking  fund.  A  sinking  fund  shall  be  created  on  the 
issuing  of  the  said  bonds  for  their  redemption,  by  raising  annually 
a  sum  which  will  produce  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity.  Such  sink- 
ing fund  shall  be  created  and  maintained  as  follows,  namely :  Out 
of  the  surplus  earnings  from  the  operation  of  the  water  works  sys- 
tem, after  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  operation,  management 
and  maintenance  of  the  water  works  system,  and  the  payment  of 
the  interest  upon  the  outstanding  water  bonds  issued  by  said  city 
pursuant  to  this  act,  the  board  of  water  commissioners  shall,  upon 
and  after  the  issue  of  any  such  bonds  authorized  hereby,  create  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  such  bonds, 
principal  and  interest,  at  the  maturity  thereof,  by  setting  apart 
annually  an  amount  suflScient  to  produce  at  the  maturity  of  said 
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bonds  A  sum  equal  to  the  principal  and  interest  then  to  become  due- 
If  and  whenever  the  revenue  as  above  from  the  water  works  shall 
be  insufficient  to  enable  the  board  of  water  commissioners  to  pro- 
vide for  the  sinking  fund  requirement  and  for  the  interest  upon 
any  such  water  bonds,  said  board  shall  report  the  fact  and  the 
amount  of  the  deficiency  to  the  mayor  and  common  council  to 
provide  for  such  deficiency  and  pay  the  same  in  the  same  manner 
as  it  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  or  interest  of 
other  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city.  And  the  common  council 
are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  the  sum  necessary  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  city  taxes,  and  if  necessary  may  make  a  tem- 
porary loan  or  loans  therefor  in  anticipation  of  the  tax  levy. 

§  260.  Sinking  fund  to  be  kept  in  banks,  et  cetera.     The  sinking 

fund  herein  provided  for  and  all  money  belonging  thereto  shall  be 
kept  by  the  city  chamberlain  deposited  in  such  bank  or  banks,  trust 
company  or  trust  companies,  and  in  such  savings  bank  or  savings 
banks,  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  common  council,  and  at  such 
rate  of  interest  thereon  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  such  banks 
and  trust  companies  respectively  and  the  city  chamberlain,  sub- 
ject also  to  the  approval  by  the  common  council.  No  such  dep>osit 
in  any  discount  bank  or  trust  company,  however,  shall  at  any  time 
be  authorized  in  excess  of  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  capital 
stock  and  reported  surplus  of  such  bank  or  trust  company.  All 
such  deposits  shall  be  made  in  accounts  separate  from  other  city 
funds  and  such  accounts  shall  be  designated  as  "  Watervliet  water 
board  sinking  fund."  No  moneys  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any 
such  account  except  upon  the  warrant  of  the  city  chamberlain, 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment, redemption  or  purchase  of  the  bonds  or  some  part  thereof, 
for  the  redemption  of  which  such  sinking  fund  was  created;  or 
for  the  transfer  of  such  fund  or  some  part  thereof  to  another  de- 
pository designated  or  approved  therefor  by  the  common  council. 
Any  bonds  paid,  redeemed  or  purchased  shall  be  at  once  cancelled 
and  returned  with  a  report  thereof  to  the  common  council.  The 
funds  remaining  in  said  sinking  fund  at  any  time,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may,  however,  be  invested  by  the  city  chamberlain,  upon 
resolution  of  the  common  council,  approved  by  the  mayor,  in  any 
interest-bearing  obligations  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  munici- 
pality of  the  state  of  New  York,  the  validity  of  which  shall  have 
been  first  approved  by  the  city  attorney  of  the  city  of  Watervliet. 
§  261.  Expenses  of  board.  The  expenses  of  said  board  of 
water  commissioners,  and  all  indebtedness  or  contract  liability  in- 
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curred  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  chamberlain  of  said  city  of  Watervliet  upon  the  warrant  of 
said  board  of  water  commissioners.  All  warrants  of  said  com- 
missioners must  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  their 
number,  and  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  thereof. 
Said  board  shall  on  the  first  day  of  November  file  with  the  city 
clerk  a  report  for  the  year  ending  that  day,  containing  a  statement 
of  the  following  facts : 

1.  The  amount  of  money  in  the  "  water  rent  fund  "  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  and  the  receipts  from  all  sources  during  such 
year. 

2.  An  itemized  statement  of  the  claims  audited  during  such  year. 

3.  The  improvements  and  extensions  made  during  such  preced- 
ing year  and  the  general  conditions  of  the  water  works. 

4.  Such  other  facts  as  the  board  deems  important  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  public,  together  with  such  recommendations  con- 
cerning such  water  works  as  may  be  deemed  proper.

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Section  270.  Assessors  to  prepare  assessment-roll.  The  assessors 
shall  in  each  year  prepare  an  assessment-roll  and  a  duplicate 
thereof,  both  of  which  shall  be  deemed  originals  of  the  persons 
and  property  taxable  within  the  city,  in  the  same  manner  and  form 
as  is  required  by  law  for  the  preparation  of  town  assessment-rolls, 
except  as  modified  by  this  act.  In  the  assessment  of  any  land  in 
said  city  for  any  purpose,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  the  name  of 
one  of  the  owners  or  occupant  of  said  land,  and  also  the  street  and 
number  of  any  building  thereon:  but  if  the  land  be  vacant  or  the 
building  thereon  not  numbered,  then  the  name  of  the  street  on 
which  it  fronts  shall  be  given.  In  case  no  inhabited  building  is 
on  the  land,  the  owner  may  be  designated  as  unknown.  No  error 
in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  property  so  assessed  shall 
invalidate  the  assessment.  The  assessors  on  the  first  day  of 
August  in  each  year  shall  complete  such  assessment-roll  and  shall 
file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk  and  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by 
posting  such  notice  in  three  public  places  in  each  ward  in  the  city, 
and  by  publishing  once  in  the  official  paper  that  such  roll  is  com- 
pleted and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  that  all  persons 
interested  may  examine  the  same  at  the  city  clerk's  office  and  that 
also  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  August  next  ensuing,  at  a  place 
specified  in  such  notice,  the  board  of  assessors  will  sit  to  review  the 
same,  for  four  consecutive  days  thereafter,  from  nine  to  twelve 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  from  two  to  four  and  from  seven  to  nine 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

§  271.  Eeview  of  assessment.  The  assessors  shall  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice  and  review  the  assessment 
Their  sessions  shall  not  be  continued  beyond  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember. During  the  time  the  assessors  review  any  tax  or  assess- 
ment they  shall  have  power  to  add  or  insert  in  such  assessment-roll 
any  property  liable  to  assessment  and  the  valuation  thereof  which 
may  have  been  omitted  from  such  roll,  upon  giving  personal  notice 
to  the  owner  of  such  property  or  to  his  agent,  or  to  the  occupant 
thereof  if  the  same  be  real  property,  at  least  two  days  prior  to 
adding  the  same.  Except  as  modified  by  this  act,  the  board  of 
assessors  shall  have  all  the  powers  given  by  the  tax  law  of  the 
state  of  New  York  to  assessors  sitting  to  hear  complaints  in  re- 
lation to  assessments,  and  the  proceedings  in  relation  thereto  shall 
be  the  same  as  provided  by  the  tax  law®  of  the  state.  Any  person 
assessed  upon  the  assessment-roll,  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  any

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assessment  for  property  therein,  may  review  the  same  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sep- 
tember the  corrected  assessment-roll,  together  with  the  assessors' 
minutes,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  citv  clerk. 

§  272.  Equalization  and  levy  for  state  and  connty  taxes.     The 

city  clerk  shall  immediately  thereupon  proceed  to  prepare  the  roll 
for  the  ensuing  year.  He  shall,  upon  the  written  direction  of  the 
assessors,  correct  all  clerical  errors  appearing  therein,  and  shall 
deliver  the  duplicate  original  of  the  assessment-roll  as  corrected, 
and  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  the  chairman  or  clerk  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  coimty  of  Albany,  in  the  first  week 
at  its  next  annual  meeting.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Albany 
county  shall  in  each  year  equalize  the  assessments  within  the  city 
of  Watervliet  with  the  assessments  of  the  town  in  said  county,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  assessments  are  required  by  law  to  be 
equalized  between  such  towns.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  not 
cause  the  state  and  county  tax  apportioned  to  said  city  to  be  spread 
upon  any  tax-roll  of  property  within  the  city,  but  shall,  by  reso- 
lution, ascertain  and  direct  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  in  the 
city  for  state  and  county  purposes,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  certify  such  resolution 
under  the  hands  of  the  chairman  and  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors,  to  the  common  council  of  the  city  and  file  such  reso- 
lution, together  with  such  assessment-roll,  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  273.  Levy  of  taxes  by  common  council;  tax-roll.  The  com- 
mon council  must  annually  cause  to  be  levied  and  raised  by  gen- 
eral tax  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  in  the  city, 
according  to  the  valuation  upon  the  assessment-roll  for  the  current 
vear,  corrected  as  aforesaid : 

1.  The  amount  of  taxes  certified  to  the  common  council  of  the 
city  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  to  be  assessed  upon  the  city. 

2.  The  various  fimds  for  the  maintenance  and  conduct  of  the 
city  business  and  affairs. 

3.  Such  amounts  as  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  principal  and 
interest  on  the  bonded  and  other  indebtedness  of  the  city  falling 
due  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  tax  is  levied  and  to  meet 
all  indebtedness  remaining  unpaid  on  all  judgments  against  the 
city ;  and  such  further  sums  as  shall  have  been  voted  at  a  regular 
city  election,  or  at  a  special  city  election  called  for  the  purpose, 
and  also  for  such  other  sums  as  the  common  council  or  any  of  the 
boards  created  hereinunder  is  authorized  to  expend  for  purposes 
specified  in  this  act. 
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§  274.  Issue  of  tax-roll  and  warrants  to  chamberlam.  The  city 
clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  shall  extend  and 
apportion  the  state,  county  and  city  tax  upon  the  assessment-roll 
delivered  to  him  in  each  year,  and  no  other  extension  and  appor- 
tionment of  the  state  and  county  tax  need  be  made.  Such  roll 
shall  then  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  be  delivered  to  the  chamberlain  of 
the  city  with  a  warrant  annexed,  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  com- 
manding him  to  receive,  levy  and  collect  sums  in  the  roll  specified 
as  assessed  against  the  person  or  property  therein  mentioned,  or 
described,  with  such  percentage  or  penalty  and  interest  as  is  in 
this  act  provided.  From  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  the  tax-roll 
and  warrant  by  the  chamberlain,  all  taxes  assessed  and  levied  upon 
any  real  estate  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  real  estate  for  the  amount 
thereof  with  percentage  and  interest,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully 
paid. 

§  275.  Notice  of  receiving  taxes;  time  for  paying  taxes;  tax 
receipts.  Immediately  on  the  delivery  of  the  city  roll  and  war- 
rant to  the  chamberlain,  he  shall  publish  a  notice  in  the  official 
newspaper  of  the  city,  that  he  will  attend  at  his  office  with  said 
roll  and  warrant,  for  thirty  days  next  after  the  first  publication  of 
said  notice,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  from  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning  to  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  receive  city, 
county  and  state  taxes,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  accord- 
ingly. Upon  all  taxes  paid  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February, 
succeeding  the  delivery  of  the  assessment-roll  to  the  chamberlain 
as  aforesaid,  a  deduction  of  one  per  centum  will  be  allowed  on  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  paid;  on  all  taxes  paid  on  and  after  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February  and  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March 
there  shall  be  neither  interest  charged  nor  deduction  allowed; 
upon  all  taxes  paid  on  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  the  city  chamberlain  shall  collect 
one  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  taxes  so  paid ;  upon  all  taxes  paid 
on  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  and  before  the  first  day  of 
June  the  chamberlain  shall  collect  two  per  centum  on  the  amount 
of  taxes  so  paid;  and  upon  all  taxes  paid  after  the  first  day  of 
June  and  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  ensuing 
one-half  of  one  per  centum  per  month  on  the  amount  of  taxes  so 
paid  will  be  charged;  and  the  said  chamberlain  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  said  deduction  and  required  to  charge  and  collect 
such  percentage,  which  said  percentage  shall  be  paid  over  and  ac- 
counted for  by  said  chamberlain  as  part  of  the  taxes  collected  by 
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him.  Immediately  upon  receiving  any  tax  the  chamberlain  shall 
enter  in  a  column  of  a  book  prepared  for  the  purpose  and  opposite 
the  names  of  the  persons  or  corporation  paying  the  same,  the 
fact  of  payment  and  the  date  thereof,  and  shall  give  the  person 
paying  the  same  a  receipt  therefor.  All  receipts  issued  by  the 
chamberlain  for  taxes  paid  to  him  shall  be  numbered  consecu- 
tively, commencing  with  number  one  on  the  first  receipt  issued  for 
taxes  for  any  one  year,  and  he  shall  not  receipt  for  more  than 
one  year's  taxes  on  the  same  property  in  one  tax  receipt ;  but  shall 
use  a  separate  and  distinct  series  of  numbers  or  receipts,  issued 
for  the  taxes  of  each  year  for  which  the  same  is  levied  and  assessed. 
The  city  clerk  shall  cause  all  tax  receipts  to  be  printed  and  num- 
bered and  firmly  bound  together  in  book  form,  and  to  be  in  dupli- 
cate and  each  duplicate  to  bear  the  same  number. 

§  276.  Fees  and  proceeding  in  collection  of  taxes  after  De- 
cember thirty-first.  If  any  such  tax  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the 
first  day  of  April  after  the  delivery  of  the  assessment-roll  and 
warrant  to  the  chamberlain  h.e  shall  thereupon  cause  a  written  or 
printed  notice  to  be  given  to  every  person  residing  in  the  city, 
or  transacting  business  therein,  from  whom  such  tax  may  be  due, 
specifying  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  the  percentage  thereon,  and 
requiring  the  same  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  of  the  same  year  at  his  office,  and  also  stating  that  if 
such  tax  is  not  so  paid  that  the  chamberlain  will  add  to  and  collect 
interest  on  such  tax  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month,  to 
be  computed  from  the  first  day  of  April  preceding  the  said  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  which  said  percentage  of  one  per  centum 
the  chamberlain  is  hereby  required  to  collect.  Such  notices  shall 
be  served  on  the  persons  assessed  by  depositing  the  same  in  the 
post-office  in  the  city  of  Watervliet,  inclosed  in  securely-sealed 
post-paid  envelopes  and  addressed  to  the  person  or  persons  as- 
sessed, at  his  address  given  in  the  last  city  directory  or  to  Water- 
vliet, New  York.  If  any  of  the  persons  assessed  shall  be  known 
by  the  chamberlain  to  reside  in  any  other  place,  their  notice  shall 
be  directed  to  such  other  place.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make 
any  other  demand  of  payment  of  said  tax  and  the  said  notice  so 
served  shall  be  deemed  a  full  compliance  with  the  statute  which 
requires  a  collector  of  taxes  to  call  at  least  once  on  the  person 
taxed,  or  at  the  place  of  his  usual  residence,  and  demand  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  charged  to  him  or  his  property. 

§  277.    Collection  of  taxes  by  civil  action.     The  chamberlain 

is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  recover,  by  action  in  any 
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court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
city,  the  amount  of  every  tax  remaining  unpaid  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  next  after  the  delivery  of  said  assessment- 
roll,  with  the  additions  and  fees  unpaid  thereon,  and  to  recover 
judgment  therefor  with  the  cost  and  expenses  of  such  action.  The 
city  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  such  action  when  the  sum 
claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  A  transcript  of  the 
judgment  obtained  in  such  action  may  be  filed  and  such  judgment 
docketed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Albany  county,  and  it  shall, 
however  small  the  amount,  thereupon  become  a  judgment  of  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  and  a  lien  to  the  amount  of  said  judg- 
ment upon  real  estate  of  the  judgment  debtor,  situate  in  said 
county,  and  shall  have  the  same  priority  over  any  other  lien  or 
incumbrance  upon  or  transfer  of  the  property  charged  with  the 
tax,  for  which  such  action  was  brought  as  the  lien  of  the  tax 
Bought  to  be  recovered  in  said  action.  Upon  any  judgment  re- 
covered for  said  unpaid  taxes  and  docketed  in  said  county  clerk  s 
office,  execution  may  be  issued  and  collected  as  provided  by  law 
and  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  reference  to  sale  and  redemption 
of  real  estate  on  execution,  or  to  proceedings  supplementary  to 
executions,  shall  apply  to  sales,  redemptions  or  such  proceedings 
which  may  be  had  under  this  act. 

§  278.  Proceedings  in  case  of  failure  to  collect  tax.     On  or 

before  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  the  year  next  after  any  tax 
shall  have  been  imposed  upon  any  real  estate  in  said  city,  an"! 
the  receiving  of  the  tax-roll,  the  chamberlain  shall  make  and  de- 
liver to  the  assessors  a  transcript  of  any  and  all  such  taxes  which 
remain  unpaid.  The  assessors  shall  revise  the  same  and  complete 
such  revision  within  fifteen  days,  and  they  shall  give  public  notice 
that  they  will  meet  at  the  city  clerk's  office  at  the  end  of  ten  days 
after  receiving  such  transcript,  at  a  time  to  be  designated  by  them, 
to  hear  objections  and  to  correct  any  errors  which  may  have  been 
made.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publishing  the  same  at  least 
once  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city,  if  such  there  be,  if  not  by 
posting  three  notices  in  each  ward  of  the  city,  said  notice  to  be 
published  or  posted  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of  said 
meeting.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  thereafter  to  make  and  deliver  to  the  cham- 
berlain such  corrected  statement,  containing  a  brief  general  de- 
scription of  the  location,  boundary  and  estimated  quantity  of  each 
parcel  of  said  lands,  and  in  case  any  such  land  sh-all  have  been 
erroneously  assessed  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  to 
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make  and  include  in  said  statement  a  correct  assessment  at  the 
same  valuation  as  before,  and  such  corrected  assessment  and  the 
amount  of  taxes  levied  upon  said  lands,  shall  be  valid  and  effec- 
tual for  all  purposes  as  though  they  had  originally  been  correct. 
The  chramberlain  shall  retain  said  list. in  his  office  and  collect  said 
taxes  and  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per 
annum  to  be  computed  from  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of 
the  year  in  which  the  city  clerk  delivered  the  assessment-rolls  to 
the  chamberlain.  Whenever  any  such  tax,  penalty  or  any  part  of 
either  of  them  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember following  the  delivery  to  the  chamberlain  of  such  corrected 
statement  and  assessment,  the  chamberlain  shall  proceed  to  adver- 
tise and  sell  the  lands  upon  which  the  same  was  imposed,  for  the 
payment  of  such  tax,  penalty  or  the  part  remaining  unpaid,  and 
the  expenses  of  such  sale,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  also  be  a 
charge  upon  such  lands. 

§  279.  Hotice  of  sale  of  lands  for  taxes.  The  chamberlain 
shall  cause  to  be  published  a  notice  of  such  sale  containing  a  de- 
scription of  the  lands  to  be  sold  and  specifying  the  time  and  place 
of  sale,  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city,  once  a  week  for  at 
least  six  successive  weeks,  immediately  prior  to  the  day  of  sale, 
and  shall  also  post  such  notice  of  sale  in  at  least  three  public  places 
in  the  city  at  least  forty-two  days  before  the  day  of  sale.  On  the 
day  named  the  chamberlain  shall  commence  the  sale  of  such  lands, 
and  shall  continue  such  sale  from  day  to  day  until  the  whole 
thereof  shall  be  sold.  Before  the  sale  the  owner  of  any  parcel  of 
land,  or  his  representatives  or  any  person  interested  therein  may 
avoid  the  sale  thereof  by  paying  the  tax  or  taxes  to  the  chamber- 
lain, with  all  accrued  fees,  interest  additions  and  expenses. 

§  280.  Xanner  of  condnctinf^  sale  of  land  for  taxes.  Each  par- 
cel shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  pur- 
chasers on  such  sale  shall  pay  the  amounts  of  their  respective  bids 
to  tJie  chamberlain  immediately  after  each  parcel  shall  be  struck 
off.  In  case  a  purchaser  shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  bid, 
as  herein  prescribed,  the  chamberlain  shall  forthwith  offer  the 
parcel  for  sale  again,  and  proceed  as  though  it  had  not  been  struck 
off.  Should  there  be  no  bid  of  the  amount  due  on  any  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  to  be  sold,  then  the  chamberlain  shall  bid  in  the  same  for 
the  city,  and  the  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  said  par- 
cels, and  the  common  council  shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  all 
such  parcels  and  may  lease  or  sell  and  convey  the  same.  As 
soon  as  practicable  after  the  sale,  the  chamberlain  shall  prepare 
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and  execute  in  duplicate^  as  to  the  parcel  sold,  a  certificate  of  such 
sale  d"escribing    'le  parcel  purchased  by  a  brief  general  description 
of  the  location,   boundary  and  estimated  quantity  thereof  and 
stating  the  fact  of  the  sale,  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  sum 
paid  therefor,  the  amount  due  thereon  at  the  time  of  the  sale, 
the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  against  whom  such  tax  vds 
assessed  and  the  name  of  the  reputed  owner  thereof.    One  of  said 
duplicates  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser,  or,  in  case  the  par- 
cel was  struck  off  to  the  city,  then  it  shall  be  retained  by  the 
chamberlain.     The  chamberlain  shall  deliver  the  otlier  duplicate 
certificate  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Albany,  who  shall  file  said 
certificate  in  his  office  and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in 
the  said  clerk's  ofiice  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  index  the  cer- 
tificate in  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  parcel  was  as- 
sessed, the  name  of  the  purchaser  in  the  same  book  and  manner  as 
deeds  are  required  by  law  to  be  indexed.    The  county  clerk  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  each  certificate  so  filed 
and  recorded,  whicli  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  chamberlain  and 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  sale  of  the  parcel.    If  from 
any  cause  the  chamberlain  shall  be  unable  to  attend  at  the  time 
and  place  of  sale,  the  city  clerk  of  said  city  may  conduct  the  sale 
with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  made  by  the  chamberlain. 
§  281.  Bisposition  of  proceeds  of  sale.      The  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  each  parcel,  other  than  those  struck  off  to  the  city,  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  sale  as  herein 
provided,  and  the  extinguishment  of  the  tax  or  penalty  for  which 
it  was  sold,  and  if  there  shall  be  any  residue  the  chamberlain 
shall  hold  the  same  until  the  owner  of  the  premises  at  the  time  of 
such  sale  shall  redeem  them  from  the  sale  as  herein  provided,  and 
the  chamberlain  shall  pay  such  owner  the  surplus.     In  all  other 
cases  the  chamberlain  shall  hold  the  same  until  after  the  period 
of  redemption  shall  have  expired  and  then  he  shall  pay  such  sa^ 
plus  to  the  party  entitled  thereto,  and  the  person  or  persons  en- 
titled thereto  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
same  proceedings  as  in  the  case  of  surplus  on  statutory  foreclosure 
of  mortgage  on  real  estate.    In  case  any  taxes  shall  be  assessed  and 
levied  upon  real  estate  which  has  been  sold  for  taxes,  subsequent 
to  such  sale,  and  before  the  redemption  thereof  or  conveyance 
thereof  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  same  shall  be  unpaid,  the  cham- 
berlain may  deduct  the  amount  thereof  from  any  surplus  in  his 
hands  received  from  such  sale ;  if  there  shall  be  no  surplus,  or  it 
ahall  be  insufficient  to  pay  such  taxes,  the  person  redeeniing  shaU 
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pav  the  said  amount,  otherwise  the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  same 
before  he  shall  receive  his  conveyance  of  the  said  property. 

§  282.  Bedemption  of  lands.  The  owner  of,  or  any  person  in- 
terested in  or  having  a. lien  upon  any  parcel  or  lot  so  sold,  may 
redeem  the  same  from  such  sale  at  any  time  within  two  years  by 
paying  to  the  chamberlain,  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser  or  his 
assigns,  or,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  redeemed  by  any  person 
other  than  the  owner  thereof,  then  for  the  use  of  such  person,  the 
sum  mentioned  in  the  certificate  as  having  been  bid  for  the  prem- 
ises with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum 
from  the  day  of  sale,  together  with  any  tax  or  assessment  upon 
said  parcel  or  any  part  thereof  paid  by  said  purchaser  or  his  as- 
signs, or  persons  before  redeeming  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  centum  per  annum  upon  such  tax  or  assessment  from  the  time 
of  payment.  The  time  during  which  such  redemption  may  be 
made  shall  not  commence  to  run  against  infants  or  incompetent 
persons  until  the  termination  of  their  disability.  In  case  of  the 
redemption  of  any  land  sold  for  taxes,  as  herein  provided,  by  the 
person  who  was  the  owner  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  the 
chamberlain  shall  give  such  owner  a  receipt  for  the  amount  paid 
by  him  to  effect  such  redemption  and  on  the  production  thereof 
by  such  owner  to  the  county  clerk,  he  shall  cancel  the  certificate 
of  sale  by  a  proper  entry  at  the  foot  of  the  record  of  such  certifi- 
cate in  his  office. 

§  283.  Hotioe  of  redemption.  At  least  three  months  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the  final  redemption  of  any  parcels 
or  lots  80  sold,  the  chamberlain  shall  commence  the  publication  of 
a  notice  of  redemption  from  such  sales,  which  shall  show  the  year 
when  the  sale  took  place,  and  the  last  day  for  the  redemption  of 
the  lands  not  already  redeemed  by  the  owners,  without  other  or 
further  description,  and  such  notice  shall  be  published  at  least 
twice  in  each  of  said  three  months,  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  city.  A  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  served  personally  on  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  lands,  or,  if  unoccupied,  posted  on  the 
premises,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  expiration  of  such  time 
for  final  redemption.  The  publication  and  service  of  such  notice 
shall  bar  and  preclude  any  and  all  persons  except  the  purchaser 
at  such  sale,  or  his  assigns,  or  the  person  finally  redeeming,  from 
claiming  any  interest  in  or  lien  upon  such  lands  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  case  the  said  land  shall  not  be  redeemed  from  such  sale 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 
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§  284.  Conveyance  of  real  estate  *  for  taxes.  If  any  parcel  or 
lot  so  sold  shall  not  be  redeemed  as  herein  provided,  the  chamber- 
lain, immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  upon 
demand  or  to  the  city  or  its  assigns,  or  to  the  person  finally  re- 
deeming as  the  case  may  be,  a  conveyance  of  the  real  estate  so 
sold,  which  conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  grantee  an  estate  in  fee, 
subject  only  to  the  liens,  if  any,  of  unpaid  taxes  or  assessments 
thereon.  The  chamberlain  executing  such  conveyance  shall  be  en- 
titled to  demand  and  receive  from  the  grantee  two  dollars  for  pre- 
paring every  such  conveyance,  but  all  purchases  made  for  the  city 
in  any  year  shall  be  included  in  one  conveyance,  and  no  fee  shall 
be  charged  therefor.  Every  such  conveyance  shall  be  executed 
by  the  chamberlain  and  the  execution  thereof  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  and  certify  acknowl- 
edgments or  instruments  for  record  in  said  county,  and  such  con- 
veyance shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  sale  and  subsequent 
proceedings  were  regular  and  presumptive  evidence  that  all  the 
previous  proceedings  were  regular  and  according  to  law.  Any 
such  conveyance  may  be  recorded  in  like  manner  and  with  like 
effect  as  any  other  conveyance  of  real  estate.  The  said  grantee 
or  his  assigns  or  the  city  or  its  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  and  possess  the  granted  lands  from  and  after 
the  execution  of  such  conveyance,  and  may  cause  the  occupants  of 
such  lands  to  be  removed  therefrom  and  the  possession  thereof 
delivered  to  them,  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  proceed- 
ings and  by  and  before  the  same  officers  as  in  the  case  of  a  tenant 
holding  over  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  without  permission 
of  his  landlord. 

§  285.  Settlement  by  chamberlain  for  taxes  collected.     It  shall 

be  the  duty  of  the  chamberlain  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  Al- 
bany county  at  the  end  of  each  month  during  the  period  the  tax 
roll  and  warrant  is  in  his  hands  all  moneys  received  by  him  for 
county  and  state  taxes.  He  shall  take  duplicate  receipts  for  each 
payment,  one  of  which  shall  be  immediately  filed  with  the  city 
clerk.  All  other  moneys  received  by  him  for  taxes  shall  daily  be 
deposited  in  such  bank  or  banks  as  are  made  depositories  of  the 
city  by  resolution  of  the  common  council.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  this  act  the  chamberlain  shall  settle  with  the  oounty 
treasurer  for  state  and  county  taxes  in  the  manner  required  by 

•  So  in  original. 
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law  of  town  collectors,  and  with  the  common  council  for  city  taxes 
and  assessments  in  the  same  manner.  At  the  time  of  the  deliver^ 
ing  to  him  of  the  rolls  and  tax  warrants  the  chamberlain  shall 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  shall  then  be  charged  with  the  whole 
amount,  which  he  is  thereby  authorized  to  collect.  He  shall  not  be 
authorized  to  credit  himself  with  any  amount  as  unpaid  on  any 
warrant  until  he  shall  make  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  an  affi- 
davit stating  the  amoimt  unpaid,  and  setting  forth  the  reason  in 
each  case  why  such  tax  or  assessment  is  or  has  not  been  collected. 
The  common  council  may  thereupon  order  and  authorize  said 
chamberlain  to  credit  himself  with  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said 
tax  or  assessment  unpaid  and  the  chamberlain  shall  be  credited 
only  with  such  amount  as  the  common  council  shall  so  order.  Upon 
settling  with  the  common  council  the  chamberlain  must  show  that 
he  has  duly  settled  with  the  county  treasurer  for  state  and  county 
funds.  The  city  clerk  shall,  on  the  delivery  of  the  blank  tax 
receipts  to  the  chamberlain,  charge  the  chamberlain  with  the  num- 
ber of  receipts  delivered,  and  the  chamberlain  shall  immediately, 
examine  the  numbering  of  the  receipts  and  report  to  the  city  clerk 
any  irregularity  found  therein.  The  chamberlain  shall  receipt  to 
the  city  clerk  therefor,  and  shall  be  held  strictly  accountable  for 
all  receipts  found  missing  at  regular  settlements;  also  for  all 
detached  receipts,  including  receipts,  the  duplicates  of  which  do 
not  show  the  entry  of  taxes.  All  irregularities  in  the  issuance  of 
receipts  that  render  them  worthless  must  be  shown  on  the  face  of 
the  original,  which  must  in  no  case  be  detached  from  the  dupli- 
cate. At  the  time  of  the  annual  settlement  the  chamberlain  shall 
deliver  to  the  city  clerk  all  duplicates  of  receipts  issued  bv  him, 
and  other  receipts  delivered  and  charged  by  the  city  clerk  to 
him. 

§  286.  Powers  of  common  conncil  as  to  void  and  erroneous  asn 
sesements.  The  common  council  of  the  city  may,  in  its  discretion, 
release,  discharge,  remit  or  commute  any  portion  of  the  taxes  as- 
sessed or  levied  against  any  person  or  property  for  any  error,  ip- 
regnlarity  or  omission  in  the  levying  of  said  taxes,  or  in  any  of  the 
proceedings  relating  to  the  same.  In  case  any  assessment  shall  re- 
main unpaid  on  account  of  any  irregularity,  omission  or  error  in 
any  assessment  authorized  by  this  act,  or  the  laws  in  force  when 
such  tax  was  levied,  or  in  case  of  error  in  the  description  of  lands 
or  in  the  description  of  the  owner  or  occupants,  the  common  coun- 
cil may,  in  its  discretion,  or  upon  the  application  of  any  person 
interested,  proceed  to  correct  such  irregularity,  omission  or  error, 
13 
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or  cancel,  remit  or  commute  such  tax,  or  cause  the  amount  so  un- 
paid to  be  reassessed  on  the  property,  the  assessment  against  whidi 
remains  unpaid,  or  upon  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof;  and  the 
common  council  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such 
reassessment  upon  giving  ten  days'  personal  notice  thereof  to  the 
Owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  the  property  against  which  the  amount 
remains  so  unpaid.  It  may  direct  the  city  chamberlain  to  correct 
any  irregularity,  omission  or  error,  and  such  reassessment  or 
correction  shall  have  thie  same  effect  as  if  said  assessment  had  been 
properly  made.  But  the  common  council  shall  not  alter  any  valua- 
tion made  by  the  assessors.  Any  omission  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  in  making  an  assessment  or  levying  a  tax,  or 
creating  a  lien,  shall  not  render  such  assessment  or  the  tax  levied 
thereunder  or  the  assessment  made  or  lien  created  thereby  void, 
but  shall  be  treated  as  an  irregularity  merely  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  and  all  courts  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  such  irregn- 
larity  exists  to  direct  the  same  to  be  corrected  or  amended  or  the 
omission  supplied,  if  possible.  In  case  any  tax  or  assessment 
shall  be  void,  or  have  failed  for  want  of  jurisdiction  or  for  any  ir- 
regularity, mistake  or  inadvertence  in  levying  or  assessing  the 
same,  the  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  it? 
duty,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  reassessed  in  a  proper  manner.  Any 
sum  paid  thereon  shall  be  credited  upon  the  tax  so  reassessed,  an'l, 
if  the  sum  paid  shall  exceed  the  amount  so  reassessed,  the  excess 
shall  be  refunded  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,

§  290.  Power  of  common  council  as  to  local  improvemeiits. 
The  common  council  may  by  ordinance  provide  for 

1.  The  laying  out,  opening,  constructing  and  making  of  streets, 
public  grounds,  squares,  parks,  sewers,  drains,  culverts,  arches  and 
bridges  in  said  city. 

2.  Widening,  narrowing,  altering  or  discontinuing  of  any 
street,  public  ground,  square  or  park,  or  any  part  thereof  in  said 
city. 

But  no  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  discontinued,  except 
upon  written  petition,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  of  all  per- 
sons owning  the  lands  fronting  upon  the  street,  or  upon  the  part

and  whenever  the  common  council  shall  intend  to  acquire  lands, 
rights  or  easements  therein  for  any  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act, 
it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  surveyed  and  monuments  placed 
showing  the  line  thereof,  and  a  map  to  be  made  of  the  same  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  showing  upon  such  map  the 
lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  and  rights  or  easements  therein, 
that  are  deemed  necessary  to  be  taken,  and  the  commencement, 
course  and  termination  of  the  street,  lane,  alley,  highway  or  park 
proposed  to  be  laid  out,  widened,  extended  or  altered  or  other  work 
or  improvement  pro^iosed  to  be  made  in  or  through  the  land  so  to 
be  taken.  And  for  that  purpose  the  city  engineer  and  those  acting 
under  his  direction  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  grounds  in 
said  city.  The  common  council  shall  then  declare  by  resolution 
its  intention  to  take  and  appropriate  the  said  property  for  the  pro- 
posed improvements,  and  thereafter  it  may,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  purchase  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  the  land 
or  right  or  easement  therein  deemed  necessary,  and  make  him  or 
them  such  compensation  as  the  common  council  shall  judge  reason- 
able upon  receiving  from  such  owners  or  owner  a  conveyance 
thereof  to  the  city.  In  case  the  common  council  is  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  for  the  purchase  of  any  real  estate  or 
land  or  right  or  easement  therein  required  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, the  city  shall  acquire  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings 
under  the  provisions  of  the  condemnation  law  of  this  state,  chapter 
twenty-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  amendments 
thereto.  No  one  shall  alter  the  condition  of  any  part  of  said  land 
except  to  plant  and  harvest  crops  thereon,  after  such  map  is  so  fileu. 
while  such  proceedings  are  pending,  and  a  violation  of  this  pr.>vi- 
sion  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor.  After  such  damages  shall  have 
been  ascertained  and  determined,  said  common  council  shall  de- 
cla:e  a  district  of  assessment  therefor,  and  the  common  council 
shall  direct  such  part  of  the  amount  of  such  damages  and  expenses 
to  be  assessed  upon  the  city  and  such  part  locally  as  they  shall 
deem  just.  The  common  council  shall  then  direct  the  city  assessors 
to  assess  the  amount  awarded  for  damages  and  expenses  so  directed 
to  be  borne  by  the  property  benefited  locally  specifying  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  same,  upon  the  property  witliin  such  district 
of  assessment.  The  assessors  shall  proceed  to  assess  such  amount 
upon  the  property  benefited  by  such  improvement  in  a  just  and 
equitable  manner,  and  as  near  as  may  be,  in  proportion  to  the 
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benefits  received;  stich  assessment  shall  be  made  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  local  assessments.  When  the  assessment-roll  shall 
be  filed,  the  assessment  may  be  appealed  from  in  the  same  manner 
and  the  common  council  shall  possess  the  same  powers  in  refer- 
ence thereto  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  on  appeals  from 
other  assessments.  Within  three  months  after  the  final  determi- 
nation of  all  proceedings  in  which  any  award  shall  have  been  made, 
and  before  takirg  possession  of  the  property,  the  common  council 
^hall  cause  to  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the  respective  owners  the 
amount  awarded  to  each,  respectively,  less  any  sum  which  shall 
have  been  assessed  against  them  for  any  benefits  on  account  of  such 
improvement.  In  case  any  such  owner  shall  refuse  the  same,  or 
be  unknown  or  non-resident  of  the  city,  or  for  any  reason  be  in- 
capacitated from  receiving  the  amount,  or  the  right  thereto  be 
disputed  or  doubtful,  the  common  council  may  make  payment  of 
the  portion  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Albany  and 
fue  a  statement  of  facts  and  circumstances  in  each  case,  and  a 
transcript  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners  relating  to  the  ascer- 
tainment of  the  amount  so  paid  in,  with  the  clerk  of  Albany 
county,  and  said  clerk  shall  make  a  report  to  the  supreme  court, 
at  its  first  term  held  in  the  county,  of  the  amount  thus  deposited, 
accompanied  with  the  statement  and  transcript  aforesaid;  and 
the  supreme  court  shall  have  authority  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  at 
such  term  of  court,  to  order  the  investment  of  such  money  or  the 
payment  thereof  on  the  ascertainment  of  the  person  entitled 
thereto.  Upon  such  payment  or  tender,  or  payment  to  the  clerk 
being  fully  made,  the  fee  of  the  land  shall  be  vested  in  the  city. 
§  292.    Declaration  of  intention  to  make  local  Improvements. 

Xo  expenditure  for  any  local  improvement,  the  expense  of  which 
is  to  be  defrayed  wholly  or  partly  by  local  assessment,  sliall  be 
incurred  unless  the  common  council  shall,  first,  by  resolution, 
declare  its  intention  to  make  such  local  improvement  or  improve- 
ments. The  common  council  may,  by  resolution,  declare  its  in- 
tention to  construct  or  repair  sewers,  gutters  and  sidewalks,  or  to 
sprinkle  streets  without  preliminary  petition  therefor  or  consent 

.  thereto.  The  common  council  shall  not  declare  its  intention  to 
make  any  other  local  improvement,  the  expense  of  which  is  to  be 

I  borne  wholly  or  partly  by  local  assessment,  unless  the  owners  of  at 
least  one-half  of  the  total  number  of  front  feet  lineal  measure- 
ment, or  at  least  one-half  in  number  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
on  the  street  or  part  of  a  street  upon  which  the  proposed  improve- 
ment is  to  be  made  petition  therefor  or  consent  thereto  in  writing, 
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and  a  certificate  of  the  city  engineer  be  indorsed  thereon  or 
attached  thereto,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  examined  such  petition 
or  consent  and  that  such  requirement  of  property-owners  have 
signed  the  same,  which  certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  contained;  or  in  place  of  said  petition  or  con- 
sents the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  petition  the  common 
council  to  make  such  local  improvement  or  improvements  and  the 
common  council  shall  by.  resolution,  passed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  its  members,  determine  that  such  improvement  is  expedient 
and  necessary.  Before  the  common  council  shall  declare  its  in- 
tention to  make  such  local  improvement  it  shall  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished once  in  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  the  ofEcial 
newspaper  of  said  city  a  notice  that  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
specified  the  common  council  will  meet  to  make  a  final  determina- 
tion thereof.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the 
character,  location  and  extent  of  such  proposed  improvement 
At  said  meeting  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  for  or 
against  such  improvement.  If  the  common  council  shall  finally 
decide  by  resolution  that  any  such  local  improvement  or  improve- 
ments shall  be  made  or  constructed,  thereupon  the  common  council, 
before  ordering  the  same  to  be  done,  shall,  except  as  to  sidewalks, 
gutters  and  sprinkling  of  streets,  establish  a  district  of  assessment 
which  shall  contain  all  the  property  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
common  council,  is  likely  to  be  benefited  by  any  such  local  im- 
provement; and  the  common  council  may  at  any  time  alter  or 
enlarge  said  district,  and  cause  notices  to  be  published  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  the  city  at  least  once  each  week  lor  two 
weeks  to  the  effect  that  such  district  of  assessment  has  been  altereJ 
or  enlarged.  The  common  council  may  or  may  not  in  its  dis- 
cretion establish  a  district  of  assessment  for  the  construction  oi 
sidewalks,  gutters  and  sprinkling  streets. 

§  293.  Special  provision  as  to  sewers.  Each  resolution  of  the 
common  council  declaring  its  intention  to  construct  a  sewer  shall 
specify  therein  the  two  points  between  which  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  the  same,  the  size  thereof  and  the  materials  of  which  it 
is  proposed  to  be  constructed.  The  city  engineer  shall  forthwith, 
on  the  passage  of  any  such  resolution,  make  a  survey  and  prepare 
a  map  sliow^ing  all  the  property  within  the  city  likely  to  be  bene- 
fited by  such  sewer  and  a  profile  thereof,,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
materials  required,  the  amount  of  each  kind  of  excavation  anJ 
total  estimated  cost  of  constructing  such  sewer,  and  shall  file  sucIj 
map,  profile  and  estimate  with  the  city  clerk  before  the  city  shal! 
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publish  or  serve  notices  of  the  proposed  construction  of  such  sewer. 
All  sewers  hereafter  constructed  in  said  city  shall  conform,  as 
nearly  as  may  .be  determined  by  the  common  council,  to  the 
present  system  of  sewers.  The  common  council  may  order  sewers 
for  the  draining  of  streets,  cellars,  buildings,  lots,  pools,  vaults 
or  for  any  other  proper  sewerage  purpose  to  be  constructed  in  any 
street,  or,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  or,  if  real  property  be 
acquired  or  taken  as  in  this  act  provided,  for  that  purpose,  in, 
upon  or  across  any  such  real  property  outside  of  a  street. 

§  294.  Frocetdings  to  obtain  right  of  way.  Whene\'er  the  com- 
mon council  shall  order  a  public  sewer  to  be  made  through  the 
lands  of  any  person,  corporation  or  association,  and  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  lands  shall  not  consent  thereto,  and  the  city  is 
unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  upon  the  compensation 
to  be  made  therefor  the  common  council  may  take  such  condemna- 
tion proceedings  to  ascertain  and  assess  the  damage  and  benefits  to 
the  parties  interested  as  is  provided  by  the  sections  of  this  title 
relating  to  the  taking  of  private  lands  for  streets,  and  said  sections 
are  hereby  declared  to  apply  to  proceedings  under  this  section, 
and  by  such  proceedings  the  city  of  Watervliet  shall  acquire  a 
permanent  right  of  way  for  a  sewer  of  any  size  or  depth,  with 
the  right  to  repair  or  relay  such  sewer  at  any  time.  The  costs 
and  expenses  of  such  condemnation  proceedings,  together  with  the 
compensation  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  real  property  for  such 
title,  right  or  easement  shall  be  a  part  of  the  expense  of  the  sewer 
for  which  such  land,  right  or  easement  was  acquired.  Such  sums 
for  inspection  of  the  sewer  as  the  officers  making  the  local  assess- 
ment shall  allow,  based  upon  actual  cost  thereof,  the  cost  of  neces- 
sary printing  and  publication  of  notices,  the  cost  of  maps,  plans, 
surveys,  profiles,  printed  matter  and  all  labor  and  material  what- 
soever, necessary  or  incident  thereto,  or  connected  therewith,  shall 
also  be  included  in  the  expense  of  constructing  the  sewer. 

§  295.  Costs  and  expenses.  Upon  the  certificate  of  the  city 
engineer  that  a  sewer  or  other  local  improvement  has  been  com- 
pleted the  common  council  shall  direct  that  the  cost  thereof  shall 
be  paid  and  assessed  as  follows :  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  title,  the  city  shall  bear  and  pay  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the 
same  at  or  across  intersections  of  streets,  if  it  be  constructed  or 
made  at  or  across  such  intersections  of  streets,  and  also,  if  it  be 
constructed  or  made  along  the  border  of  and  contiguous  and  ad- 
jacent to  other  property  owned  by  the  city  such  sum  of  money 
therefor  as  the  assessors  shall  determine  to  be  just  and  equal  in 
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proportion  to  the  benefits  received  by  said  city  and  its  said  prop- 
erty from  such  improvement.  After  deducting  said  sum  or  sums  of 
money  so  to  be  paid  by  the  city  one-third  of  the  remainder  of  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  such  sewer  or  other  local  improvement  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  thereof  shall  be 
paid  by  the  owner,  owners  or  occupants  of,  and  shall  become  and  be 
a  charge  on  land  included  in  said  district  of  assessment.  The  city 
assessors  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  assess  such  two-thirds  of  the 
costs  and  expenses  against  the  owner  or  owners  or  occupants  and 
upon  the  property  deemed  to  be  benefited  by  such  sewer  or  other 
improvement  in  a  just  and  equitable  manner  as  near  as  may  be 
in  proportion  to  the  benefits  received  therefrom.  The  assessors 
on  the  completion  of  their  assessment-roll  shall  file  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  and  the  city  clerk  shall  thereupon  cause  a  notice 
to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city,  once  each 
week  for  at  least  two  weeks,  that  the  assessment-roll  has  been 
filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  that  the  common  council  will,  on  a 
certain  day  and  place  to  be  therein  specified,  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  pro- 
ceed to  confirm  said  assessment.  At  the  time  and  place  named  in 
said  notice,  or  at  any  other  time  or  place  to  which  the  common 
council  may  from  time  to  time  adjourn  said  hearing,  any  person 
interested  may  appear  before  the  common  council  and  apply  to 
have  said  assessment-roll  altered  or  corrected  as  he  may  deem 
just.  After  hearing  all  such  applications  the  common  council 
may  proceed  to  make  such  alterations  and  corrections,  if  any,  in 
said  assessment-roll,  as  it  may  deem  just  and  by  resolution  con- 
firm the  same.  The  said  assessment  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come final  and  conclusive  upon  all  persons  interested,  both  as  to 
regularity  and  validity  of  the  proceedings,  and  of  each  and  every 
part  thereof,  and  as  to  the  validity  of  each  and  every  assessment 
thereunder,  and  as  to  the  respective  amount  or  amounts  thereof. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  title 
for  payment  by  installments,  the  owner  or  owners  of,  or  persons 
interested  in,  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  locally  assessed  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  may  pay  to  the  city  chamberlain,  who  shall 
receive  said  assessment-roll  from  the  city  clerk,  the  amount  of 
such  local  assessment  at  any  time  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
final  assessment  and  confirmation  thereof  without  fees  or  interest. 
If  such  owner  or  owners  or  persons  interested  in  any  lot  or  par- 
cel of  land  so  locally  assessed  shall  neglect  or  omit  to  pay  such 
local  assessment  within  said  fifteen  days,  then  and  in  such  case 
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such  local  assessments  so  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  continued 
and  remain  a  lien  or  liens  respectively  on  the  respective  pieces  or 
parcels  of  land  of  the  several  and  respective  owners  thereof  until 
the  same  shall  be  paid  with  interest  as  follows :  If  paid  within  the 
next  fifteen  days  the  interest  and  fee  shall  be  at  and  after  the 
rate  of  one  per  centum ;  if  paid  within  fifteen  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  last-mentioned  period  the  interest  and  fee  to  be 
paid  shall  be  three  per  centum  and  for  the  succeeding  fifteen 
days  the  interest  and  fee  shall  be  five  per  centum.  If  any  such 
assessment  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  the 
chamberlain  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  fees  thereon 
and  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  provided  hereinafter  in  this  title  for  collection  and  pay- 
ment of  assessments  for  paving  and  other  local  improvements, 
and  the  provisions  of  this  title  with  reference  to  sale  of  property 
for  unpaid  assessments,  or  unpaid  installments  of  assessments,  if 
provision  be  made  by  the  common  council  for  payment  by  install- 
ments, shall  be  applicable  to  assessments  for  improvements  made 
under  any  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  common  council  passed 
pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  296.  Paving,  repaying  or  macadamizing.  If  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  shall  of  its  motion  decide  that  any 
street,  section  of  a  street,  place  or  square  ought  to  be  paved,  re- 
paved  or  macadamized  and  the  owners  of  more  than  one-half  of 
the  total  feet  front,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  bona  fide  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  street  or  section  of  a  street 
upon  which  the  improvement  is  to  be  made  give  consent  thereto 
in  writing,  or  if  in  place  of  said  consents  the  common  council 
shall  by  resolution  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  concur 
with  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  that  such  improve- 
ment is  expedient  and  necessary,  the  said  board  shall  publish 
once  in  each  week  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks  a  notice  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  said  city,  that  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
specified,  it  will  meet  to  make  a  final  determination  thereof.  Such 
notice  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  character,  location 
and  extent  of  such  proposed  improvement.  At  such  meeting  of 
said  board  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  for  or  against 
such  improvement. 

1.  Determination  to  make  improvement,  letting  contract.  If 
the  board  shall  finally  determine  to  make  the  improvement  it 
shall  record  an  order  to  that  effect  in  its  minutes  and  shall  cause 
plans  and  specifications  thereof  which  may  specify  in  the  alterna- 
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tive  such  different  kinds  of  material  as  the  board  may  see  fit, 
accompanied  by  a  map  establishing  and  fixing  the  grade  therefor, 
to  be  prepared  by  the  city  engineer,  which  shall  be  presented  to 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  and  if  approved  by  it, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  The  board  of  estimate  and  ap- 
portionment shall  then  advertise  for  bids  for  the  making  of  such 
improvements  with  each  kind  of  pavement  or  materials  specified, 
according  to  such  plans  and  specifications,  by  publishing  a  notice 
in  the  official  newspapers  of  the  city  and  for  such  time  as  such 
board  shall  direct,  not  less  than  once  each  week  for  two  weeks. 
Each  contract  must  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  who  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  is  responsible  for  the  performance  of  the 
same  with  the  material  finally  adopted  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  who  shall  furnish  the  security  as  hereinafter 
provided,  unless  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and  the  adjacent  and 
contiguous  property-owners  to  reject  all  bids  made.  If  no  satis- 
factory bid  shall  be  received  pursuant  to  said  advertisement,  or 
otherwise,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  discon- 
tinue or  abandon  the  work,  or  may  advertise  for  new  proposals, 
Xo  bid  shall  be  accepted  unless  accompanied  with  such  security 
in  such  amount  and  penalty  and  in  such  form  as  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  may  direct  and  approve,  conditioned 
that  the  bidder  will  accept  and  execute  a  written  contract  and 
specification  in  case  it  shall  be  awarded  to  him.  Said  security 
shall  be  so  given  after  proper  specifications  shall  have  been  made 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  citv  clerk  and  after  notice  for  such 
bids  has  been  published  at  least  once  each  week  for  two  weeks  in 
the  official  newspapers  of  the  city.  The  advertisement  for  bids 
need  not  contain  the  specifications  but  may  refer  to  them  as  on 
file.  No  contract  shall  be  let  for  such  improvement  unless  the 
contractor  shall  also  have  executed  and  delivered  to  the  city  a 
bond  in  a  penalty  not  less  than  one-half  the  amount  of  the  con- 
tract, to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment, 
duly  executed  and  acknowledged,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  who 
shall  qualify  as  prescribed  for  sureties  in  civil  actions,  or  with 
a  responsible  surety  company,  which  bond  shall  be  approved,  as 
to  its  form  and  sureties,  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment and  by  the  city  attorney,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  city 
clerk.  Such  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance by  such  contractor  of  his  contract  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  thereof,  and  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said  city 
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from  all  negligence  on  his  part  or  that  of  his  subcontractors  or 
his  or  their  agents,  employees  or  servants,  and  to  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  the  wages  and  compensation  of  all  laborers  who  shall 
be  employed  in  work  in  and  about  such  improvements,  and  to 
pay  for  all  materials  furnished  in  and  about  such  improvements. 
Actions  or  proceedings  on  such  bond  may  be  brought  by  the  labor- 
ers and  materialmen  secured  thereby  at  any  time  within  one  year 
after  such  cause  of  action  accrued,  in  their  name  or  names  or  that 
of  their  assigns,  but  the  city  shall  not  in  any  manner  be  liable 
or  responsible  by  reason  of  such  bond,  or  for  costs  of  any  such 
action  or  proceeding  thereon  by  any  laborer,  materialmen  or  their 
assigns. 

2.  Liability  of  city.  The  city  shall  not  be  held  liable  in  any 
action  brought  or  had  under  any  contract  made  with  the  contractor 
as  aforesaid,  for  any  other  or  greater  liability  than  that  expressed 
therein,  nor  required  to  pay  out  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  sums 
of  money  for  the  doing  of  such  work  or  the  furnishing  of  such 
material  greater  than  is  stipulated  in  such  contract,  nor  otherwise 
than  in  strict  conformity  with  the  stipulations  thereof.  Extra 
work,  however,  may  be  done  or  materials  furnished  and  allowed 
for  by  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  but  the  same 
must  be  along  and  ui)on  the  line  of  the  proposed  improvements, 
and  must  be  allowed  by  said  board  in  writing  before  said  work  is 
done  or  materials  furnished. 

3,  Water  and  gas  mains;  telephone  and  electric  light  wires. 
And  whenever  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
finally  determine  to  pave  or  repave  any  street  or  portion  of  a 
street,  and  either  the  water  or  gas  mains  or  both  are  not  at  said 
time  laid  in  said  street  or  the  portion  thereof  so  determined  to  be 
so  improved,  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have 
power  to  require  and  compel  any  water  works  company  or  gas 
light  company,  or  the  owmers  of  any  water  works  or  gas  light 
works  having  their  mains  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city, 
to  lay  their  mains  in  and  along  the  street,  or  portion  of  a  street 
so  finally  determined  by  said  board  to  be  improved  as  aforesaid, 
within  such  limits,  of  such  size,  not  exceeding  the  size  of  the 
adjoining  pij)es,  in  such  manner,  and  in  such  place  and  within 
such  time  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  de- 
termine^ and  may  serve  written,  typewritten  or  printed  notice 
thereof  accordingly,  upon  such  water  works  company  or  such  gas 
light  company  or  upon  such  owners  or  owner  of  water  mains  or 
gas  mains  hereinbefore  specified,  to  so  lay  or  extend  its  or  their 
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mains  in  and  along  said  street  or  portion  thereof  so  finally  de- 
termined to  be  improved  as  aforesaid.  The  board  of  ^timate 
and  apportionment,  under  such  circumstances,  may  require  any 
telephone  or  electric  light  company,  having  its  wires  or  cables 
extended  overhead  along  any  such  street  or  portion  thereof  so  de- 
termined to  be  so  improved,  to  place  the  same  in  subways  along  the 
part  to  be  so  improved  and  to  remove  the  overhead  construction 
under  the  same  terms  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  prescribed 
herein  for  the  laying  of  gas  mains.  And  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  water  works  company,  or  such  gas  light  company, 
or  such  telephone  or  electric  light  company,  or  such  owners  of 
water  or  gas  mains  as  aforesaid,  to  lay  said  mains  in  said  street, 
or  such  portion  thereof,  as  directed  by  said  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  and  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  and  as  so 
ordered  and  directed  by  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment, 
shall  have  the  power  to  lay  and  complete  the  same,  and  the  actual 
cost  and  expense  incurred  in  doing  the  same  shall  be  a  valid 
charge  and  claim  by  the  city  of  Watervliet  against  said  company, 
or  said  owner  of  mains  aa  aforesaid,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  so 
lay  and  complete  the  same,  and  for  which  said  city  may  maintain 
an  action  against  said  company  or  owner  aforesaid,  and  such  cost 
and  expense  shall  be  a  lien  and  assessed  against  and  collected 
from  such  company  or  owner  in  the  same  manner  as  assessments 
are  made  against  and  collected  from  street  railways,  as  set  forth 
in  subdivision  five  of  this  section,  provided,  however,  that  said 
telephone  or  electric  light  company  instead  of  placing  its  wires  in 
said  subways  shall  have  the  option  of  removing  its  said  overhead 
poles,  wires  and  cables  from  the  streets  to  be  paved  to  such  other 
street  or  streets  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  which  said  street  or  streets  shall  be  such  as  will 
form  a  reasonable  and  practicable  route  for  said  overhead  tele- 
phone or  electric  light  poles,  wires  and  cables.  The  right  to  order 
and  require  any  gas  light  company  or  owner  of  gas  mains  in  any  of 
the  streets  of  said  city  to  lay  its  mains  or  pipes  in  any  street  or  por- 
tion thereof,  so  determined  to  be  improved  as  aforesaid  by  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment,  shall  include  the  right  to  order  the 
laying  of  lateral  service  pipes  connected  therewith,  opposite  each 
separate  piece  of  property  as  directed  by  said  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  to  a  point  and  points  within  the  curb  line  or 
lines  opposite  thereto,  by  said  gas  light  company,  or  the  owners 
of  gas  mains  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  including  the  right  of  said 
board  to  lay  and  connect  the  same,  on  notice  to  and  default  of 
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said  gas  light  company,  or  owner  aforesaid,  and  with  the  same 
liability  of  such  company  or  owner,  and  the  same  right  and 
remedies  by  the  city  of  Watervliet  against  said  company  or  owner, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  actual  cost  and  expense  thereof  as  arises  in 
case  of  mains. 

4.  Water  and  sewer  connections.  And  when  the  sewer  mains 
and  water  mains  have  been  laid  and  completed  in  any  street,  or 
portion  thereof  in  or  upon  which  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment shall  have  finally  determined  to  make  such  improve- 
ments, by  paving  or  repaving,  said  board  shall  immediately  cause  a 
notice  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city,  requir- 
ing the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  and  all  property  fronting  or 
abutting  on  said  street  or  the  portion  thereof,  upon  which  such 
improvements  are  to  be  made,  to  make  connections  with  the  water 
and  sewer  mains  in  said  street,  or  the  portion  thereof  to  be  so  im- 
proved, and  to  make  and  lay  service  and  house  connection  pipes 
from  both  said  sewer  mains  and  said  water  mains  in  front  of  each 
separate  piece  of  property,  and  where  directed  by  said  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  at  least  to  a  point  within  the  line 
of  the  curbing,  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  prescribe;  and  when- 
ever any  such  owner  or  occupant  shall  have  made  default  in  mak- 
ing such  connections  with  said  sewer  mains  and  water  mains 
opposite  the  lands  and  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him  and  in 
making  and  laying  service  and  house  connection  pipes  therefrom, 
at  least  to  a  point  within  the  line  of  the  curbing,  as  directed  in 
and  required  by  said  printed  notice  therefor  in  the  manner  and 
within  the  time  therein  specified,  the  board  of  estimate  and  ap- 
portionment shall  have  power  and  authority  to  so  make,  extend 
and  complete  the  same  to  a  point  within  the  line  of  curbing 
opposite  thereto  and  in  front  thereof,  and  the  actual  expense 
thereof,  including  all  labor  done  and  materials  used  in  doing  and 
completing  the  same,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  common  council  of 
said  city  upon  each  separate  piece  of  property,  opposite  which  the 
same  shall  bo  done,  and  completed,  and  shall  be  a  lien  and  liens 
on  said  premises  and  lots  of  land  respectively,  and  the  same  shall 
be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  local  assessments,  or 
assessments  for  local  improvements,  provided  by  the  charter  of 
said  city. 

5.  Cost  and  expenses  of  improvement.  The  cost  and  expense 
of  such  improvement,  namely,  of  such  paving,  repaving,  macadam- 
izing or  remacadamizing  shall  be  deemed  to  include,  in  addition 
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to  the  actual  contract  price,  with  or  without  covenants  of  main- 
tenance thereof,  and  cost  of  all  labor  and  material  therefor,  the 
sums  actually'  paid  or  incurred  for  services  of  a  competent  engi- 
neer and  inspectors  in  connection  with  such  work  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  proceedings  therefor,  also  interests  on  all  sums 
of  money  which  may  be  borrowed  by  said  city,  in  doing  and  prose- 
cuting such  work  and  improvements  prior  to  the  issue  of  bonds 
therefor  as  hereinafter  provided,  which  said  sums  the  chamber- 
lain of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  temporarily  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  such  work  from  time  to  time,  on  the  faith  and 
credit  of  said  city,  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  therefor,  prior  to  the  issue  of  series 
"A"  bonds  and  series  "  B  "  bonds  as  hereinafter  provided.  And 
such  cost  and  expense  shall  also  include  all  necessary  printing 
and  publication  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city  and  in  siieh 
other  newspixpors  and  journals  as  said  board  shall  direct  of  all 
notices  or  matter  herein  provided;  and  also  include  the  cost  of 
all  maps,  plans,  surveys,  profiles,  printed  matter  and  all  other 
labor  and  materials  whatsoever,  necessarv  or  incident  thereto,  or 
connected  therewith.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  such  paving,  re- 
paving  or  macadamizing  as  are  made  along  the  border  upon  and 
are  contiguous  and  adjacent  to  any  property  o^vned  by  the  city, 
including  crosswalks  and  intersections  of  streets,  and  one-third  of 
the  remainder  of  such  improvements,  exclusive  of  the  amotmt 
charged  to  any  railroad  company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  at 
large;  the  balance  of  the  cost  and  expenses  of  such  improvements, 
exclusive  of  the  part  to  be  done  or  paid  for  by  any  railroad  com- 
pany under  the  terms  of  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be 
paid  and  become  a  charge  upon  and  shall  be  assessed  against  the 
real  estate  abutting  and  bordering  upon  and  contiguous  and  ad- 
jacent to  the  streets,  alleys,  public  places  or  way,  or  any  part 
thereof,  so  improved.  The  whole  or  any  part  of  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  said  improvement  between  the  tracks,  the  rails  of  the 
tracks  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  the  tracks  of  anv  street 
surface  railroad  corporation  using  its  tracks  in  any  street,  avenue 
or  public  place  in  the  city,  incurred  by  the  city  after  failure  of 
such  corporation  to  pave,  repave,  macadamize,  remacadamize  or 
repair  on  any  such  street,  avenue  or  public  place  within  thirty 
davs  after  notice  so  to  do  from  the  common  council  or  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  or  in  the  behalf  or  by  the  authoritv 
of  either,  may,  after  payment  thereof  by  the  city,  be  assesse<l 
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against  and  collected  from  such  corporation  in  the  same  manner 
as  assessments  are  made  against  and  collected  from  abutting  prop- 
erty-owners for  payments,  except  that  not  more  than  sixty  days' 
time  shall  be  given  to  such  railway  company  to  pay  the  same  after 
it  shall  become  due  and  before  proceedings  may  be  instituted  to 
collect  the  same,  after  which  sixty  days  such  assessment  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum,  and  all 
the  franchise  and  property  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  may 
be  sold  to  collect  such  assessment  or  assessments  with  such  inter- 
est against  said  railroads  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the 
sale  of  real  property  to  collect  other  taxes  in  the  city  and  all  the 
provisions  of  law  applicable  to  the  collection  of  taxes  by  a  sale 
of  real  property  in  the  city  of  Watervliet  are  hereby  made  ap- 
plicable to  the  collection  of  such  assessment  or  assessments  herein 
provided  for  except  that  notice  of  sale  may  be  served  personally 
on  such  company  or  companies  instead  of  being  posted  upon  the 
property  to  be  sold  and  such  assessment  or  assessments  when  so 
made  shall  be  a  first  lien  superior  to  any  lien  by  mortgage,  judg- 
ment or  otherwise  except  the  lien  of  an  existing  tax  on  all  the 
franchise  and  property  of  such  corporations,  and  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  in  any  way  impair  any  other  remedy  or  remedies 
at  law  or  otherwise  for  the  collection  of  such  cost  and  expenses 
of  such  repairs  and  pavements  or  any  part  thereof  or  for  the  col- 
lection of  any  part  thereof  not  realized  by  a  sale  as  herein  pro- 
vided. The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  ascertain 
the  whole  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement  and  shall  appor- 
tion the  same  upon  all  the  real  estate  fronting  upon  said  street, 
section  of  a  street  or  public  square  then  to  be  improved  in  pro- 
portion to  the  benefit  which  each  owner  of  said  real  property  may 
be  deemed  to  receive,  first  deducting  the  share  thereof  imposed 
upon  the  city  and  the  share  or  any  portion  thereof  which  any 
street  or  other  railroad  company  may  be  liable  to  pay  for  the 
improvement  between  its  tracks  and  on  each  side  of  them.  The 
true  intent  and  meaning  hereof  being  that  two-thirds  of  the  en- 
tire cost  and  expense  of  such  improvements,  exclusive  of  street 
intersections,  and  the  share  of  said  railroads  shall  be  assessed 
upon  and  be  borne  by  the  lots  and  lands  abutting  upon  and  ad- 
jacent to  such  improvements,  and  by  the  owners  thereof,  and 
persons  interested  therein.  The  word  "  pavement,"  as  herein 
used',  is  intended  to  include  curbs  and  gutters.  The  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  shall  report  such  apportionment  and  the 
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amount  for  which  such  railway  company  shall  be  liable  und  a 
list  of  all  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  liable  to  assessment  with 
their  respective  frontage  and  a  description  thereof  to  the  conmion 
council. 

6.  Assessment  of  costs  and  expenses  of  improvement.     The 
common  council  shall  assess  upon  any  railroad  company  liable  to 
assessment  hereunder  its  share  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such 
improvements  and  the  said  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  assessments  are  collected  by  the  chamber- 
lain as  provided  in  this  act.    The  common  council  shall  assess  the 
residue  of  such  costs  and  expenses,  after  deducting  the  share  to 
be  paid  by  the  city  at  large,  such  residue  being  in  the  aggregate 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvements, 
after  deducting  from  such  entire  cost  and  expense  the  expense  of 
all  street  intersections  and  all  railroad  assessments,  upon  all  the 
real  estate  fronting  upon  said  street  or  section  of  a  street,  public 
square  or  place,  so  improved  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall 
make  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  of  the  amount  so  fixed  by 
it  against  the  said  owners  and  occupants  and  upon  such  lands 
deemed  to  be  benefited  as  herein  provided,  assessing  each  parcel 
as  near  as  may  bo  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  which  each  owner 
of  real  property  may  be  deemed  to  receive  therefrom  and  shall 
thereupon  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper 
of  said  citv,  that  the  assessment-roll  has  been  filed  with  the  citv 
clerk  and  that  the  common  council  will  on  a  certain  day  and  place 
to  bo  therein  specified,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  from 
the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  proceed  to  confirm  said  assess- 
ment.    At  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice  or  at  any 
other  time  or  place  to  which  the  common  council  may  from  time 
to  time  adjourn  said  hearing,  any  person  interested  may  appear 
before  the  common  council  and  apply  to  have  said  special  assesa- 
ment-roll  altered  or  corrected  as  he  may  deem  just.     After  hear- 
ing all   such   applications  the   common  council  may  proceed  to 
make  such  alterations  and  corrections  in  said  special  assessment- 
roll  as  it  may  deem  just,  if  any,  and  by  resolution  confirm  the 
same;  the  said  assossnieiits  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  final 
and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  interested,  both  as  to  the  regu- 
larity and  validity  of  the  proceed  in  irs,  and  of  each  and  every  part 
thereof,  and  ns  to  the  validitv  of  each  and  everv  assessment  there- 
under,  and  as  to  the  respective  amount  thereof.     The  owner  or 
owners  of,  or  persons  interested  in,  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
locally  assessed,  as  hereinl)f'fore  provided,  may  pay  and  cancel  such 
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local  assessment  at  any  time  within  fifteen  days  after  such  final 
assessment  and  confirmation  thereof.  If  such  owner  or  owners  or 
persons  interested  in  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  so  locally  assessed 
shall  neglect  or  omit  to  pay  such  local  assessment  within  said 
period  of  fifteen  days  above  specified,  then  and  in  such  case  such 
local  assessments  so  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  continued  and  re- 
main a  lien  or  liens  respectively  on  the  respective  several  pieces 
or  parcels  of  land  of  the  several  and  respective  owners  thereof, 
abutting  on  or  opposite  such  street  or  part  of  a  street  so  improved, 
until  the  same  shall  with  interest  thereon  be  paid  as  hereinafter 
provided;  if  paid  within  the  next  fifteen  days  the  interest  and 
fee  shall  be  at  and  after  the  rate  of  one  per  centum,  if  paid 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  last-mentioned 
period  the  interest  and  fee  to  be  paid  shall  be  three  per  centum, 
and  if  paid  during  the  next  succeeding  fifteen  days  the  interest 
and  fee  shall  be  five  per  centum.  If  any  such  assessment  shall 
remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  the  chamberlain 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  fees  thereon  and  interest 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum. 
§    207.    Assessments    payable    in    installments.      Instead     of 

directing  that  assessments  for  local  imi)rovements  be  paid  fully 
within  sixty  days,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  common  council 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  elected  thereto,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  upon  the  prior  recommendation  of 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  provide  in  any  ordi- 
nance for  any  street  improvement,  sewer,  paving  or  other  improve- 
ment, the  expense  for  which,  or  for  any  part  thereof,  may  be  im- 
posed and  assessed  upon  the  property  benefited  thereby,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  that  the  assessment  thereon  shall  become  due  and 
payable  in  any  number,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen 
equal  annual  installments,  and  that  one  of  such  installments,  to- 
fjether  with  interest  thereon,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  con- 
firmation of  such  assessments  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per 
annum  upon  the  whole  amount  of  the  entire  assessment  remaining 
unpaid,  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  each  first  day  of  September 
following  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment,  until  the  whole  of 
said  assessment  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid.  The  owner 
or  occupant  of  any  piece  of  property  so  assessed  may  at  any  time 
pay  to  the  chamberlain  the  entire  assessment  upon  his  or  such 
property  with  interest  at  the  rate  aforesaid  up  to  the  time  of  such 
payment,  and  thereupon  said  property  shall  be  discharged  from 
'ho  lien  of  such  assessment.     In  case  any  payment  so  above  pro- 
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vided  for  shall  not  be  paid  when  as  above  provided  for  it  becomes 
due  and  payable  then  such  amount  shall  be  collected  by  sale  of  the 
property  assessed  as  in  this  title  provided  or  by  such  other  pro- 
ceedings, if  any,  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of 
ordinary  assessments  in  said  city.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
chamberlain  immediately  when  any  such  default  shall  take  place 
to  proceed,  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  to  advertise  the 
premises  assessed  for  such  amount  so  in  default,  and  to  sell  the 
same  for  the  amount  due  thereon,  with  interest  as  aforesaid  on 
such  amount,  together  with  costs  and  charges  of  the  notice  of  sale. 
The  property  shall  be  sold  subject  to  any  other  city  assessment  than 
a  lien  thereon,  and  the  chamberlain's  certificate  and  chamberlain's 
declaration  of  sale  shall  each  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  regu- 
larity of  all  proceedings  prior  thereto,  including  the  sale. 

§  208.  Notice  of  sale  in  case  of  non-payment  of  asaeatmenti 

In  case  the  owner  or  owners  or  occupants  of  any  houses  or  lots  of 
ground,  franchises  or  other  real  estate,  shall  fail  to  pay  any  ap- 
portionment or  assessment  or  any  installment  thereof  levied 
thereon  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  before  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  it  shall 
be  the  dutv  of  the  chamberlain  of  the  citv  forthwith  to  cause  a 
notice  containing  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  if  known, 
the  name  of  the  street  or  map  number,  if  known,  the  amount  due 
on  each  lot  and  date  of  confirmation,  to  be  published  in  the  official 
newspaper  of  said  city  once  in  each  week  for  four  weeks,  requiring 
such  owner  or  owners  or  occupant  to  pay  the  same  to  the  chamber- 
lain and  notifying  them  thai  if  default  shall  be  made  in  such  pay- 
ment, together  with  the  charge  of  advertising  and  interest  from 
the  time  of  confirmation  and  costs  accruing  thereon,  such  houses 
and  lots  of  ground,  franchises  and  other  real  estate,  with  the 
appurtenances,  will  be  sold  at  public  auction  at  a  day  and  place 
therein  to  be  named,  for  the  lowest  terms  of  vears  at  which  anv 
person  shall  offer  to  take  the  same,  in  consideration  of  advancing 
the  sum  charged  on  said  houses  and  lots,  and  vacant  lots,  fran- 
chises and  other  real  property  for  the  apportionment  and  assess- 
ment aforesaid  with  the  interest  thereon  and  costs.  If,  notwith- 
standing such  notice  and  demand,  the  owner  or  owners  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  such  apportionment,  assessment  and  expense  afore 
said,  together  with  the  charge  of  advertising  and  the  interest  as 
aforesaid  and  costs,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  chamber- 
lain to  sell,  or  cause  the  said  house  and  lot  or  vacant  lot  or  fran- 
chise, or  other  real  estate,  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  for  a  term 
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of  years,  for  the  piirpose  and  in  the  manner  expressed  in  said 
advertisement,  and  to  give  a  declaration  of  such  sale  to  the  pur- 
chaser thereof,  under  the  common  seal  of  the  said  city ;  and  said 
purchaser,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns  shall,  by 
virtue  thereof  and  of  this  act,  lawfully  hold  and  enjoy  the  same 
for  his  and  their  proper  use,  against  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
and  all  claiming  under  him  or  them  until  his  or  their  term  shall 
be  completed  and  ended.  Should  there  be  no  bid  of  the  amount 
due  on  said  house,  lot,  franchise  or  other  real  property,  then  the 
chamberlain  shall  bid  in  the  same  for  the  city  in  the  same  manner 
as  he  is  authorized  to  bid  in  property  on  a  sale  for  taxes  under 
article  seventeen  of  this  act. 

§  299.  Redemption  from  sale.  Whenever  any  house  or  houses, 
lot  or  lots,  or  other  real  property,  shall  be  sold  in  the  city  of 
Watervliet  under  the  provisions  of  this  article  authorizing  the 
sale  of  property  in  said  city  to  collect  assessments,  the  owner 
or  owners  or  occupants  of  any  lot  or  lots  or  other  real  property  so 
sold  as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  privilege  of  redeeming  such  lot  or 
lots  or  other  real  proi)erty  so  sold  as  aforesaid  at  any  time  within 
two  years  from  the  date  of  sale,  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof,  or  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  said  city  for  the 
xi^e  of  such  purchasers,  the  consideration  money,  together  with 
interest  thereon,  to  be  computed  at  and  after  the  rate  of  twelve 
per  centum  per  annum.  At  least  three  months  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  for  the  final  redemption  of  any  property  so  sold, 
the  chamberlain  shall  publish  and  serve  a  notice  of  redemption  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  required  by  section  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  of  this  act,  and  all  the  provisions  of  sections  two  hundred 
and  eighty-three  and  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  this  act, 
relative  to  notice  of  redemption  from  sale  and  conveyance  of  real 
estate  for  taxes,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  notice  of  re- 
demption from  sale  and  conveyance  of  real  estate  for  assessments 
under  this  title. 

§  300.  Bonds  for  payments,  et  cetera.  To  provide  funds  for 
the  payment  of  such  portion  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  any  such 
local  improvements,  as  are  to  be  borne  by  the  city  at  large,  includ- 
ing all  the  items  hereinbefore  specified,  said  common  council  shall 
issue  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  said  city  which  shall 
be  designated  series  "A,"  and  thereby  pledge  the  faith  and  credit 
of  said  city  to  the  extent  that  said  city  is  authorized  by  law  to 
issue  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  which  bonds  or 
certificates  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  four  and  one-

half  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  he  for  such  amounts  and 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  determined  by  said  common  council, 
but  all  of  said  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  become 
due  and  payable  not  less  than  three  per  centum  of  the  whole 
amount  thereof  annually.     Such  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness, when  issued,  shall  be  binding  upon  said  city,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  recital  that  they  are  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  said  city,  and  such  recital  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence in  any  court  of  the  validity  thereof  and  of  the  regularity 
of  their  issue.    Each  of  said  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk  of 
said  city,  and  they  may  be  issued,  in  the  discretion  of  said  common 
council  of  said  city,  directly  to  pay  for  the  improvements  pro- 
vided for  by  this  section,  but  if  not  so  used,  they  shall  be  delivered, 
when  issued,  immediately  to  the  chamberlain  of  said  city,  and  be 
by  him  sold,  at  public  or  private  sale,  to  the  highest  bidder,  but 
not  for  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  used  in  paying  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  improve- 
ments provided  for  by  this  section,  and  as  herein  provided,  or  to 
repay  the  moneys  borrowed  therefor,  with  interest,  or  both,  and 
for  no  other  purpose.     All  of  said  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  a  record  thereof  kept 
by  the  clerk  of  said  city,  and  also  by  the  chamberlain  of  said  city, 
of  those  which  shall  be  delivered  to  him  to  be  sold  as  before  pro 
vided,  showing  the  date,  number,  amount  and  date  of  maturity  of 
each.     All  moneys  derived  from  a  sale  of  said  bonds  and  cer- 
tificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  kept  by  the  chamberlain  of  said 
city  as  a  separate  fund,  and  designated  "  the  public  works  im- 
provement fund,"  and  all  orders  for  the  payments  of  any  moneys 
from  said  fund  shall  be  drawn  directly  upon  said  fund,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor 
tionment  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  city.     If  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  and  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  actual  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvements  to  be 
paid  by  said  city  at  large  as  herein  provided,  such  surplus  of  saiJ 
funds  sliall  be  used  to  retire  or  pay  off  the  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  or  interest  thereon,  as  the  same  shall  become  due  anJ 
payable.     To  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  such  iniprovcnients,  as  are  to  be  assessed  locally  upon 
the  abutting  property,  said  common  council  shall  issue  short  terui 
l)oiids  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  in  an  amount  necessarv  to 
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meet  the  amount  assessed  upon  abutting  property  heretofore  speci- 
fied in  this  title,  and  remaining  unpaid,  and  which  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  so  issued  shall  be  designated  series  "  B/ ' 
and  shall  become  due  and  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts  as  such  unpaid  local  assessments  before  specified  shall 
become  due  and  payable,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  which  bonds  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to 
exceed  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  have 
llie  same  force  and  validity,  and  contain  the  same  recitals  and  be 
numlxjred  consecutively,  and  issued  and  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner,  and  with  the  same  restrictions,  and  the  avails  received 
therefrom  deposited  with  the  city  chamberlain  of  said  city  to  the 
credit  of  tlie  same  fund,  and  paid  out  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
upon  the  same  authority  and  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects 
as  provided  in  this  section  with  reference  to  bonds  and  certificates 
of  indebtedness,  designated  series  "A."  The  moneys  received 
upon  the  collections  of  local  assessments,  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  used  by  said  common  council  in  paying  and  can- 
celling the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  improvements  as  shall  have 
been  so  locally  assessed,  and  in  paying  and  cancelling  the  short 
term  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  under  this  sec- 
tion, and  designated  series  "  B,"  and  any  surplus  derived  from 
series  "  B  "  bonds,  by  way  of  premiums  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
used  to  retire  and  pay  off  the  interest  or  principal  thereof  as  the 
same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  In  case  any  railway  company 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  its  share  of  any  of  the  improve- 
ments in  this  act  provided  for,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
this  act  or  of  the  general  law,  and  the  city  shall  make  the  same, 
said  common  council  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  short  term  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  an  amount  necessary  to  pay  the 
cost  and  expense  of  said  share  of  any  railway  company,  and  any 
sums  received  on  account  of  such  cost  and  expense  shall  be  applied 
to  the  retirement  of  such  indebtedness. 

§  301.  Macadamizing  or  slagging  without  petition,  et  cetera* 

Provided,  however,  that  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion two  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this  act,  if  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall,  by  a  resolution  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  board  present 
at  such  meeting,  decide  that  any  street  or  section  of  a  street 
onght  to  be  macadamized  or  remacadamized  or  ought  to  be 
built  or  rebuilt  of  slag  or  other  suitable  materials  either  with  or 
without  suitable  curbs  and  gutters  in  connection  therewith,  and  in 
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addition  thereto,  shall  decide  by  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  mcmbcs 
of  said  board  present  at  such  meeting,  that  the  total  cost  and  ex- 
pense thereof,  exclusive  of  the  share  of  any  street   railway  com- 
pany, with  or  without  suitable  curbs  and  gutters  in  connection 
therewith,  ought  to  be  borne  by  the  property-owners  whose  lands 
abut  upon  said  street  or  section  thereof  proposed  to  be  so  improved 
in  a  lesser  share  than  the  two-thirds  thereof  or  thereabouts,  as 
herein  provided  in  this  foregoing  section  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  of  this  act,  in  such  cases  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment may  macadamize  or  remacadamize  the  same,  or  build  or  re- 
build the  same  of  slag  or  other  suitable  materials,  without  any  con- 
sents in  writing  of  the  abutting  property-owners,  and  without  the 
concurrence  of  the  common  council,  upon  such  ratio  and  division 
of  the  entire  cost  and  exix^nse  thereof,  exclusive  of  the  share  of  any 
street  railway  company,  as  between  the  city  of  Watervliet  and  the 
owners  of  projK^rty  abutting  thereon,  as  said  board  shall  decide  to 
be  just  and  equitable,  but  in  no  cases  shall  more  than  two-fifths  or 
forty  per  centum  in  the  aggregate   of  such  entire  cost  and  expense 
of  such  improvements,  including  curbs  and  gutters,  exclusive  of 
street  intersections,  and  the  share  of  any  street  railway  company, 
be  assessed  upon  the  owners  of  property  abutting  thereon.     But  up 
to  said  two-fifths  of  such  entire  cost  and  expense  thereof,  including 
curbs  and  gutters,  the  same  may  be  assessed  upon  the  owners  thereof 
and  upon  the  property  abutting  thereon.    And  in  such  case  the  en- 
tire provisions  and  practice  of  the  foregoing  section  two  hundred 
and  ninety-six  as  hereby  modified,  and  each  and  every  part  thereof, 
including  assessments  on  abutting  property-owners,  and  including 
the  rights  and  remedies  against  any  railroad,  its  owners,  or  owner 
of  gas  or  water  mains,  telej^hone  or  electric  light  wires,  the  issue  of 
series  A  and  series  B  bonds,  shall  apply  to  such  proceedings,  except- 
ing that  neither  consents  of  the  abutting  property-owners  nor  the 
concurrence  of  the  common  council  shall  be  necessary  therein,  and 
excepting  that  the  division  and  ratio  of  the  entire  maximum  cost 
and  expense  thereof  as  between  the  city  of  Watervliet  and  the  ab\it- 
ting  property-owners  shall  be  as  herein  provided  and  excepting  also 
that  the  work  may  be  done  and  material  furnished  without  public 
letting,  and  without  consent  of  the  common  council  where  the  total 
estimated  expenditure  for  such  improvement  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars,  but  if  it  exceeds  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
it  may  in  all  cases  be  done  without  public  letting,  if  the  common 
council  of  said  city  by  resolution  consent  thereto. 

§  302.  Establishing  of  grade,  et  cetera.     The  common  council 
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shall,  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  fix  and  estab- 
lish the  grade  line  of  all  streets,  sidewalks,  public  places  and 
squares  in  the  city,  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  map  of  the  city, 
with  necessary  profiles,  showing  the  boundaries,  alignment  and 
grade  of  all  the  streets,  the  grade  line  of  all  sidewalks,  the  bound- 
aries and  grades  of  all  public  places  and  squares  and  the  location 
of  the  sewers,  and  shall  thereafter  change  and  add  to  such  map  so 
as  to  make  it  conform  to  any  alterations  in  said  boundaries,  grades 
and  alignment  made  by  such  board,  and  show  all  extensions  of  the 
sewers  that  shall  be  made.  Any  map  conforming  substantially  to 
the  requirements  of  this  section  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  city 
of  Watervliet,  or  of  any  department  thereof,  shall  be  regarded  as 
made  hereunder  and  may  be  used  in  place  of,,  or  as  a  part  of,  the 
map  hereby  required. 

§  303.  Change  of  grade  of  streets,  ct  cetera.  The  common  coun- 
cil shall  h-ave  power  to  change  the  grade  of  any  street,  public  place 
or  square,  whenever  such  change  shall  be  necessary.  If  the  grade 
of  any  street,  public  square  or  square  in  which  a  street  railroad  is 
now  or  shall  hereafter  be  operated  or  in  which  there  are  gas,  water 
or  other  pipe  or  conduits  of  any  character  shall  be  changed,  or  if 
any  such  street  shall  be  straightened,  widened  or  altered,  the  rail- 
road corporation  operating  such  street  surface  railroad  and  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  pipe  or  conduits  shall  change  its  grade  and 
line  and  his  or  its  pipes  or  conduits  to  conform  to  such  alterations, 
if  required  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment, 
the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  such  railroad  corporations  and 
such  owner  or  owners  unless  the  city  shall  be  legally  liable  to  pay 
the  cost  of  such  change  of  the  grade  and  line  of  such  railroad,  pipe 
or  conduits.  Whenever  the  grade  of  any  street  in  said  city  shall 
have  been  established  and  the  street  graded,  and  private  property 
adjusted  to  such  grade,  the  same  shall  not  be  changed  to  the  injury 
of  such  property  without  just  compensation. 

§  ?-04.  Curbs  and  gutters.  Whenever  property-owners  repre- 
senting a  majority  of  the  taxable  property  in  number  of  parcels 
and  value  on  either  side  of  a  public  street,  or  portion  thereof  to 
be  affected,  by  petition  request  a  sidewalk  or  that  a  new  side- 
walk be  laid  on  such  side  or  portion  thereof,  the  same  shall,  if 
^  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  be  laid 
by  them  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  its  cost  be  paid  for  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  the  number  of  parcels  and  value  of  property 
represented  on  all  such  petitions  to  be  determined  as  it  appears 
on  the  last  assessment-roll  of  the  city.    The  improvements  or  any 
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of  them  hereinbefore  provided  for  may  be  made  and  the  expense 
paid,  assessed  and  collected  as  provided  in  this  act  without  a  pe 
tition  or  in  case  a  petition  be  insufficient,  provided  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  make  a  declaration  of  the  necessity 
and  an  order  for  such  improvement  by  a  two-thirds  vote  after  a 
resolution  for  a  preliminary  plan  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
thereof,  and  after  such  plan  and  estimate,  made  and  signed  by 
the  city  engineer,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city, 
and  after  notice  of  such  filing  and  the  proposed  improvement  and 
that  such  plan  and  estimate  are  open  at  such  clerk's  office  to  the 
inspection  of  any  person  interested  and  fixing  the  time  when  and 
a  place  where  a  final  hearing  will  be  had  and  objections  thereto 
will  be  heard,  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  city,  shall  have  been 
given  by  two  successive  publications  of  such  notice  once  each 
week  in  the  official  newspaper  and  after  such  hearing  provided 
for  by  such  notice.  In  case  of  such  procedure  without  a  petition 
or  without  a  sufficient  petition,  the  work  shall  be  done  in  sub- 
stantial conformity  with  such  preliminary  plan,  and  the  assess- 
ment against  property-owners  shall  not  be  at  any  greater  rate  or 
on  any  greater  basis  than  such  preliminary  estimate.  A  street  or 
any  part  thereof  may  be  curbed  or  guttered  without  a  petition 
and  without  such  procedure  and  the  cost  thereof  borne  and  col- 
lected as  provided  in  this  act.  One  or  more  of  such  improve- 
ments on  the  same  or  different  streets  may  be  included  in  the 
same  proceeding,  but  the  plans  and  estimates  must  be  distinct  and 
separate  and  in  determining  after  such  hearing,  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  may  decide  upon  part  of  the  improve- 
ments or  a  part  of  a  single  improvement,  and  in  making  the  as- 
sessment apportion  the  estimate,  or  may  decide  that  such  pro- 
posed improvement  or  improvements  are  unnecessary.  The 
expense  of  any  sidewalks,  guttering  and  curbing  shall  be  borne 
one-third  by  the  corporation  and  two-thirds  by  the  property- 
owners  adjacent  thereto  on  the  side  of  the  street  where  the  same 
is  laid.  All  street  crossings  shall  be  made  by  the  city.  The  assess- 
ments for  improvements  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  two  hundred 
and  ninety-six,  subdivision  six,  of  this  act  and  shall  be  due  and 
payment  thereof  enforced  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  title,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

§  305.  Cleaning  sidewalks  and  gutters  of  snow  and   ice.     It 

shtdl  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  or  occupant  of  every  lot  or  piece 
of  land  to  keep  the  gutters  and  the  sidewalks  adjoining  his  lot  or 
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piece  of  land  at  all  times  clean  and  free  from  snow,  ice  or  other 
obstructions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owner  or  occupant  to 
remove  new  ice  and  freshly  fallen  snow  from  such  sidewalk  be- 
fore nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  each  day.  In  default  thereof 
such  owner  or  occupant  shall  be  subject  to  such  fine  or  penalty 
therefor  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council.  Also  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  snow 
and  ice  which  the  owner  or  occupant  has  neglected  to  remove 
before  the  said  hour  of  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  any  other 
obstruction  upon  the  sidewalks,  and  no  ordinance  for  the  same 
need  be  passed,  or  notice  given;  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  as- 
sessed and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  expense  of  con- 
structing and  repairing  sidewalks. 

§  306.  Work  may  be  done  by  contract.  Except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  all  work,  within  the  purview  of  this  title, 
shall  be  done  by  contract,  to  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  under  the 
regulations  and  limitations  prescribed  in  this  title  in  reference  to 
the  paving  of  streets. 

§  307.  Ouardian   ad   litem   for   infant   defendants.     Whenever 

an  infant  or  other  incompetent  person  shall  be  interested  in  real 
estate  affected  by  any  improvement  provided  for  by  this  title,  the 
city  court  of  Watervliet,  the  county  court  of  Albany  county  or 
the  supreme  court,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  guardian  in  the 
nature  of  a  guardian  ad  litem  to  protect  the  interests  of  said 
infant  or  other  incompetent  person.  Such  guardian  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  court 
making  the  appointment  shall  direct. 

§  308.  Errors    and   irregularities    may   be    corrected.     Errors 

and  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  contemplated  by  this  title, 
if  shown  to  injuriously  affect  a  party  or  parties  thereto,  may  be 
corrected  on  review  thereof,  on  the  application  of  the  party  in- 
jured, or  his  damages  occasioned  thereby  recovered  in  an  action 
against  the  city,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  this  act. 
§  309.  Taxes  and  assessments  under  this  title,  lien  of.     Every 

tax  and  assessment  imposed  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
title  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  real  estate  against  which  the  same 
shall  be  assessed  from  the  filing  of  such  assessment-roll,  superior 
to  any  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien  of  any  nature,  except 
general  city  and  school  taxes,  affecting  the  same  and  shall  have 
priority  thereto,  or  to  any  conveyance  thereof,  and  notice  to  the 
occupant  or  tenant  shall  be  held  to  be  deemed  a  notice  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  real  estate^ 
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§  310.  Description  of  premises.  In  the  assessment  of  any 
lands  in  the  city  for  any  purpose,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  the 
name  of  one  of  the  owners  of  such  lands  if  the  owner  or  owners 
or  any  of  them  be  residents  of  the  city  and  known  to  the  assess- 
ors; if  the  owner  or  owners  be  unknown  to  the  assessors  or  if 
they  be  non-residents  and  the  ownership  is  unknown  to  the  as- 
sessors, then  the  assessment  may  be  designated  unknown,  and 
there  shall  be  stated  the  number  of  the  lot  and  the  block,  if  sub- 
divided into  lots  and  blocks  and  so  designated  upon  the  city  map 
last  adopted  by  the  common  council,  or  the  number  of  the  lot  or 
farm  lot,  if  not  so  subdivided  into  blocks  and  lots  and  so  desig- 
nated, and  also  the  street  and  number  of  any  building  thereon; 
but  if  the  land  be  vacant  or  the  building  thereon  be  not  numbered, 
then  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  it  fronts  and  a  brief  de- 
scription of  the  premises  shall  be  given.  In  case  no  inhabited 
building  be  on  the  land  and  the  residence  of  the  owner  be  un- 
known, such  owner  may  be  designated  as  unknown.  No  assess- 
ment hereafter  made  in  said  city  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  be- 
cause the  same  may  be  made  out  in  terms  against  owner  or  own- 
ers unknown  or  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  naming  such  per- 
son, or  the  executor,  administrator,  heirs  or  devisees  of  a  de- 
ceased person,  naming  such  person,  or  any  of  them  or  against  a 
company  or  a  firm  name,  or  against  a  person  in  whom  is  the 
record  title,  though  not  the  actual  title  of  the  property,  or  for 
any  cause  arising  through  ignorance  or  mistake  as  to  the  names 
of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  assessed,  whether  indi- 
vidually or  a  corporation,  provided  such  property  is  sufficiently 
described  on  the  asscssnicnt-roUs  to  reasonably  identify  and  indi- 
cate to  a  person  familiar  with  the  same  the  particular  property 
which  it  was  intended  to  assess.  Every  assessment-roll  shall  be 
considered  as  referring  to  the  last  adopted  map,  unless  it  be 
otherwise  stated  therein. 

§  311.  Eebates  and  deficiencies.  In  all  cases  of  assessment  for 
improvements  there  shall  be  included  in  the  apportionment  all  the 
expenses  connected  with  or  which  were  incident  to  the  makinsj  of 
the  improvement  and  assessment.  Whenever  the  amount  appor- 
tioned shall  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  the  improvement,  including 
all  expenses  connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto,  the  chamber- 
lain shall  certify  ''he  amount  of  the  surplus  to  the  assessors  and 
they  shall  thereupon  declare  a  rebate  and  the  excess  shall  be  re- 
funded pro  rata  to  the  persons  who  paid  their  assessments.  If  the 
amount  assessed  for  any  improvement  shall  be  insufficient  to  cover 
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the  cost  of  the  improvement,  including  all  expenses  connected 
therewith  and  incidental  thereto,  the  chamberlain  shall  certify 
the  amount  of  the  deficiency  to  the  common  council  and  assessors, 
and  the  common  council  and  assessors  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be 
assessed  and  levied  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  pro  rata  upon 
the  property  included  within  the  original  assessment  and  the  same 
shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner  as  other 
assessments  of  a  like  character. 

§  312.  AMessment  not  invalidated  by  irreg^ularitiefi.  N^o  assess- 
ment or  tax  shall  be  vacated,  set  aside,  canceled,  annulled,  re- 
viewed or  otherwise  questioned  or  affected  by  reason  of  any  error, 
omission,  irregularity  or  defect,  not  actually  fraudulent,  in  any 
of  the  steps  or  proceedings  required  to  be  had  or  taken  as  pre- 
liminary to,  or  in  the  making  of,  the  assessment,  or  in  the  levying 
or  collection  of  the  tax,  nor  in  relation  to  or  in  connection  with  any 
proposal,  designation  of  materials,  contract,  work  or  improvement 
for  or  on  account  of  which  such  assessment  was  made  or  tax  im- 
posed. But  all  property  shall  be  liable  to  assessment  and  all 
assessments  shall  be  valid  and  of  full  force  and  effect  notwithstand- 
ing any  such  error,  omission,  irregularity  or  defect. 

§  313.  Bight  to  review  assessment  or  tax  for  local  improvement 
limited.  Xo  action  or  proceeding  to  set  aside,  vacate,  cancel  or 
annul  any  assessment  or  tax  for  a  local  improvement  shall  be 
maintained,  except  for  total  want  of  jurisdiction  to  levy  and  assess 
the  same  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  board  or  body  authorized  by 
law  to  make  such  levy  or  assessment  or  to  order  the  improvement 
on  account  of  which  the  levy  or  assessment  was  made.  No  action 
or  proceeding  shall  be  maintained  to  modify  or  reduce  any  such 
assessment  or  tax  except  for  fraud  or  substantial  error  by  reason 
of  which  the  amount  of  such  tax  or  assessment  is  in  excess  of  the 
amount  which  should  have  been  lawfully  levied  or  assessed. 

§  314.  Procedure  on  review.  No  action  or  proceeding  shall  be 
maintained  to  set  aside,  vacate,  cancel,  annul,  review,  reduce  or 
otherwise  question,  test  or  affect  the  legality  or  validity  of  any 
assessment  or  tax  for  a  local  improvement,  except  in  the  form 
and  manner  and  by  the  proceedings  herein  provided.  If,  in  the 
proceedings  relative  to  an  assessment  or  tax,  entire  absence  of 
jurisdiction  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  board  or  body  authorized 
by  law  to  levy  or  assess  the  same  or  to  order  the  improvement  on 
account  of  which  the  assessment  was  made  or  tax  imposed,  is 
alleged  to  have  existed  or  in  case  any  fraud  or  substantial  error, 
other  than  the  errors  or  irregularities  specified  in  the  preceding 
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section,  by  reason  of  which  substantial  damages  have  been  sus- 
tained, are  alleged  to  have  existed  or  to  have  been  committed,  any 
party  aggrieved  thereby,  who  shall  have  filed  objections  thereto 
within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  specified  by  law  therefor,  may 
apply  to  the  supreme  court  at  any  special  term  thereof,  held  within 
the  judicial  district  in  which  the  city  is  situated,  for  an  order 
vacating  or  modifying  such  assessment  as  to  the  lands  in  which  he 
has  an  interest,  upon  the  grounds  in  said  objections  specified,  and 
no  other,  and  upon  due  notice  of  such  application  to  the  corporation 
counsel.  Each  such  application  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days 
after  the  confirmation  of  the  assessment.  Thereupon  such  court 
may  proceed  to  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties  and 
determine  the  same,  or  may  appoint  a  referee  to  take  the  proof 
and  report  thereon,  or  to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  same.  If  it 
shall  be  determined  in  such  proceeding  that  the  ofiicers,  board  or 
body  had  no  jurisdiction  to  make  the  levy  or  assessment  com- 
plained of  or  to  order  the  improvement,  the  court  may  order  such 
assessment  or  tax  vacated.  If  it  shall  be  determined  therein  that 
any  such  fraud  or  substantial  error  has  been  committed  and  that 
the  party  applying  for  such  relief  has  suffered  substantial  dam- 
ages by  reason  thereof,  the  court  may  order  that  the  assessment  or 
tax  be  modified  as  to  such  party  and  as  so  modified  that  it  be  con- 
firmed. A  like  application  may  be  made  to  secure  a  modification 
or  reduction  of  any  such  assessment  or  tax  on  account  of  fraud  or 
such  substantial  error  occurring  in  the  performance  of  the  work 
of  the  improvement  on  account  of  which  such  assessment  or  tax 
is  made  or  levied,  and  it  shall  be  determined  in  like  manner.  If, 
in  any  such  proceeding,  it  shall  be  determined  that  such  fraud  or 
substantial  error  has  been  committed,  bv  reason  of  which  anv  such 
assessment  or  tax  upon  the  lands  of  any  such  aggrieved  party  has 
been  unlawfully  increased,  the  court  may  order  that  such  assess- 
ment or  tax  be  modified  by  deducting  therefrom  such  amount  as 
is  in  the  same  proportion  to  such  assessment  or  tax  as  the  whole 
amount  of  such  unlawful  increase  is  to  the  whole  amount  of  the 
assessment  or  tax  for  the  improvement.  An  order  so  made  in  any 
such  proceedings  shall  be  entered  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
in  which  the  city  is  situated,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  a  judgment.  The  court  may,  during  the  pendency  of 
any  such  proceeding,  stay  the  collection  of  any  assessment  or  tax 
involved  therein  as  against  the  parties  thereto.  Costs  and  dis- 
bursements of  any  such  proceeding  may  be  allowed  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.     Xo  appeal  shall  be  allowed  or  taken  from 
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the  order  made  in  any  such  proceeding,  but  the  determination  so 
made  therein  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties 
thereto.  No  assessment  or  tax  shall  be  modified  otherwise  than 
to  reduce  it  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  be  shown  by  the 
parties  complaining  thereof  to  have  been  in  fact  increased  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  by  reason  of  such  fraud  or  substantial  error.  In 
no  event  shall  that  proportion  of  any  such  assessment  which  is 
the  equivalent  of  the  fair  value  or  fair  cost  of  the  improvement 
be  disturbed  for  any  cause.  No  money  paid  on  account  of  any 
assessment  or  tax  shall  be  recovered  for  any  cause,  except  the 
amount  of  the  excess  of  such  assessment  or  tax  over  and  above 
the  fair  value  and  cost  of  the  improvement.  In  case  of  the  fail- 
ure of  any  assessment  or  tax  for  any  cause,  the  comptroller  shall 
certify  such  fact  to  the  common  council  and  it  shall  be  its  duty 
to  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be  relevied  and  reassessed  in  a 
proper  manner. 

§  315.  Consolidation  of  separate  proceedings.  Two  or  more 
persons  may  unite  in  commencing  and  prosecuting  the  proceed- 
ings to  vacate  or  modify  assessments ;  and  when  two  or  more  per- 
sons have  commenced  separate  proceedings  to  vacate  or  modify 
assessments  for  the  same  improvement,  the  court  before  whom  the 
same  are  commenced  or  pending,  or  a  judge  thereof  at  special 
term  or  chambers,  may,  by  order,  upon  due  application  and  no- 
tice, consolidate  such  separate  proceedings  into  one  proceeding. 

§  316.  State  lands.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any 
assessment  upon  lands  owned  by  the  state  nor  be  deemed  to  re- 
peal or  modify  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-one  of  the 
public  lands  law. 

§  317.    Taxpayers    to    vote    on    extraordinary    expenditures. 

Whenever  the  common  council  shall  resolve  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  that  an  extraordinary  expendi- 
ture ought,  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  to  be  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  building  or  buildings  for  the  city,  or  for  a 
proper  supply  of  water  for  said  city  or  for  any  other  specific 
purpose  set  forth  in  the  resolution,  it  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  sums  necessary  therefor  and  for  all  such  purposes,  if  there 
be  more  than  one,  and  publish  such  resolutions  and  estimates  for 
at  least  three  times,  once  in  each  week,  in  the  official  nc  wspaper, 
together  with  a  notice  that  at  a  time  and  place  therein  specified 
a  special  election  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  will  be  held  to  de- 
cide whether  the  amount  of  such  expenditure  shall  be  raised  by 
tax.     All  provisions  of  law  prescribing  the  duties  of  inspectors 
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of  election  and  their  powers  with  reference  to  preserving  order 
at  elections  and  false  swearing  and  fraudulent  voting  thereat 
shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  apply  to  the  special  elections  held 
hereunder.  All  citizens  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  up- 
ward, whose  name  shall  be  on  the  last  annual  tax-roll  of  said  city, 
made  next  preceding  such  special  election  entitled  to  vote  upon 
a  proposition,  and  no  other  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such 
election.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  each  ballot  shall 
contain  a  brief  statement  of  each  purpose  for  which  such  expendi- 
ture is  required,  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  be  in  the  form  re- 
quired by  the  election  law  for  voting  upon  questions  submitted. 
The  inspectors  shall,  at  the  time  and  place  designated  as  afore- 
said, sit  without  intermission,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  receive  the  ballots  cast  at 
such  special  election,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  in  a  suitable 
ballot  box  to  be  provided  by  the  city.  The  inspectors  shall  can- 
vass the  votes  received  immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  polls, 
and  immediately  make  a  certificate,  signed  by  them,  stating  the 
whole  number  of  ballots  voted  at  such  election,  the  whole  number 
for  each  special  tax,  and  the  whole  number  against  such  special 
tax,  and  deliver  the  same  forthwith  to  the  city  clerk.  The  city 
clerk  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  common  council  at  its  next 
meeting,  and  it  shall  cause  the  result  of  said  election  thus  certi- 
fied to  be  entered  in  the  minutes.  The  common  council  may 
issue  bonds  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  in  such  form  as  it 
may  prescribe  for  the  whole  amount  so  vested  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  shall  sell  such  bonds  in  such  manner  as  it  may  de- 
cree best,  at  not  less  than  par  value,  and  shall  provide  for  the 
payment  of  such  bonds  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  it  may 
deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  After  such  special  tax  or 
taxes  shall  have  been  authorized  as  herein  provided,  the  common 
council  may  proceed  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  amount 
thereof,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  its  published  statement  as 
aforesaid  and  sanctioned  by  such  election. 

§  318.  Limitations.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  ap- 
ply solely  to  taxes  and  assessments  hereafter  confirmed.  The 
collection  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  heretofore  confirmed  and 
the  proceedings  for  the  collection  and  sale  for  nonpayment 
thereof  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  now 
applicable  thereto.

Section  325.  Appointment  of  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 
There  shall  be  a  city  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  to  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  common  council. 
He  shall  be  paid  a  salary  to  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  and  no  fee  shall  be  charged 
or  received  by  him  or  by  the  city  for  inspection  or  testing  of  the 
weights,  measures  or  weighing  or  measuring  devices. 

§  326.    Powers  and  duties  of  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 

He  shall  perform  in  the  city  the  duties  of  and  have  like  powers 
as  a  county  sealer  in  a  county. 

§  327.  Term  of  office.  The  term  of  office  of  the  city  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ace 
shall  expire  January  first  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen. The  term  of  his  successor  shall  be  two  years.  The  mayor 
may  remove  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  for  cause. 

§  328.  List  of  trial  jurors.  The  city  of  Watervliet  shall  be 
considered  a  town  for  the  purpose  specified  in  title  three,  chapter 
ten,  article  sixteen  of  the  judiciary  law  respecting  the  selecting, 
drawing  and  procuring  of  jurors,  and  the  supervisors  and  assess- 
ors of  said  city  shall  execute  the  duties  of  the  supervisors,  town 
clerk  and  assessors  of  a  town  as  prescribed  by  said  article,  and 
a  list  of  jurors  selected  by  them  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  city  to  serve  as  trial  jurors  in  the  city  court  of  said 
city. 

§  329.  Saving  claiue.  The  powers  which  are  conferred  and 
the  duties  which  are  imposed  upon  any  officer  or  department  of 
the  city  under  any  statute  of  the  state,  or  any  city  ordinance 
which  is  enforced  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  shall, 
if  such  office  or  department  be  abolished  by  this  act,  be  there- 
after exercised  and  discharged  by  the  officer,  board  or  department 
upon  which  is  imposed  corresponding  or  like  functions,  powers 
and  duties  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Where  any  contract  has  been  entered  into  by  the  city,  prior  ti 
the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  or  any  bonJ  or  undertaking  has  becTi 
given  to  or  in  favor  of  the  city,  which  contains  provisions  thai 
the  same  may  be  enforced  by  some  officer,  board  or  departmeni 
therein  named,  but  by  the  provisions  of  tliis  act  such  office,  board 
or  department  is  abolished,  such  contract,  bonds  and  undertak 
ings  shall  not  in  any  manner  be  impaired,  but  shall  continue  in 
full  force,  and  the  powers  conferred  and  the  duties  imposed  with 
reference  to  the  same  upon  the  officer,  board  or  department  which 
has  been  abolished  shall  thereafter  be  exercised  and  discharged 
by  the  officer,  board  or  department  upon  whom  is  conferred  or 
imposed  like  powers,  functions  or  duties  under  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  of  Rensselaer 

Water  Company. 

Became  a  law  May  24,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorle,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whoever  shall  bathe  in  or  in  any  manner  knowingly 
corrupt  or  defile  the  water  supply  of  the  Eensselaer  Water  Com- 
pany, whether  the  same  be  frozen  or  not,  in  the  reservoir  of  said 
company  situated  in  the  towns  of  North  Greenbusb  and  East  Green- 
bush  in  Rensselaer  county,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Oneonta,  in  rela- 
tion to  sprinkling  and  oiling  streets  in  such  city. 

Became  a  law  May  24,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorle,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  |  n^ 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  J,"m8^ 
city  of  Oneonta,'^  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  *****  *^ 
section  eighty-two  thereof,  a  new  section,  to  be  section  eighty- 
two-a,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  82-a.  Sprinkling  or  oiling  streets.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  public  works,  upon  the  petition  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  abutting  property  owners  of  any  street  or  portion  of  a 
street,  to  cause  such  street  or  portion  of  a  street  to  be  sprinkled 
or  oiled  in  accordance  with  such  petition  and  the  entire  expense 
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thereof  shall  be  asseased  upon  the  abutting  property  owners  upon 
said  street  or  portion  of  a  street,  such  expense  to  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  expense  of  improvements  made  under  the 
provisions  of  section  eighty-one.

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  l.  im. 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  §  '2,  m 
fixing  the  fiscal  year,  providing  for  a  county  auditor,  and  regulat-  tj  l/i9o-> 
ing  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  county  institutions  and  officers  im.  c'h. ' 
of  the  county  of  Erie,"  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  l.  '  im, 
twenty-five  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  chapter  three  amend^ 
hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  six 
and  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :

regular  or  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  operating  on  the  lodge  system. 

3.  Any  such  society  shall  be  deemed  to  have  a  representative 
form  of  government  when  it  shall  provide  in  its  constitution  and 
laws  for  a  supreme  legislative  or  governing  body,  composed  of 
representatives  elected  either  by  the  members  or  by  delegates 
chosen  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  members,  together  with  such 
other  members  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  constitution  and  laws ; 
provided  that  the  elective  members  shall  constitute  a  majority  in 
number  and  have  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  nor  less 
than  the  votes  required  to  amend  its  constitution  and  laws;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  meetings  of  the  supreme  or  governing 
body  and  the  election  of  officers,  representatives,  or  delegates  shall

certificates  for  a  term  of  years  less  than  the  whole  of  life,  which

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American  Experience  table  and  four  per  centum  interest,  may  grant 
to  its  members  extended  and  paid-up  protection  or  such  withdrawal 
equities  as  its  constitution  and  laws  may  permit ;  provided  that  such 
grants  shall  in  no  case  exceed  in  value  the  portion  of  the  reserve  to 
the  credit  of  the  meml)ers  to  whom  thev  are  made. 

2.  Such  death  benefit  shall  in  certificates  hereafter  issued  be  pay- 
able only  to  wife,  husband,  relative  to  the  fourth  degree  of  con- 
sanguinity, father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  daughter-in- 
law,  stepfather,  stepmother,  stepchildren,  children  by  legal  adop- 
tion, or  to  a  person  or  persons  dependent  upon  the  member;  pro- 
vided that,  if,  after  the  issuance  of  the  original  certificate,  the  mem- 
ber shall  become  dependent  upon  an  incorporated  charitable  insti- 
tution, he  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  society,  have  the  privilege 
of  making  such  institution  his  beneficiary.  Within  the  above  re- 
strictions each  member  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  his  bene- 
ficiary and,  from  time  to  time,  may  have  the  same  changed  in 
accordance  with  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  society,  and 
no  beneficiary  shall  have  or  obtain  any  vested  interest  in  the  said 
benefit  until  the  same  has  become  due  and  payable  upon  the  death 
of  the  said  member ;  provided  that  any  society  may,  by  its  laws^ 
limit  the  scope  of  beneficiaries  within  the  above  classes.  No  con- 
tract under  this  article  shall  be  valid  which  shall  be  conditioned 
upon  an  agreement  or  understanding  that  the  person  to  whom  the 
death  benefit  is  made  payable  shall  pay  the  periodical  or  other 
contribution  of  the  member. 

3.  A  society  may  admit  to  beneficial  membership  any  person 
not  less  than  sixteen  and  not  more  than  sixty  years  of  age,  who 
has  been  examined  by  a  legally  qualified  physician  and  whose  ex- 
amination has  been  supervised  and  approved  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  such  society ;  provided  that  any  beneficiary  member  of 
the  society  who  shall  apply  for  a  certificate  providing  for  disa- 
bility benefits  need  not  be  required  to  pass  an  additional  medical 
examination  therefor.  IN'othing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
such  society  from  accepting  general  or  social  members. 

§  232.  Certificates.  Every  certificate  issued  by  any  such  so- 
ciety shall  specify  the  amount  of  benefit  provided  thereby,  and 
shall  provide  that  the  certificate,  the  charter  or  articles  of  incor- 
poration—  or,  if  a  voluntary  association,  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion—  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  society  and  the  applica- 
tion for  membership  and  medical  examination,  signed  by  the  ap- 
plicant, with  all  amendments  to  each  thereof,  shall  constitute  the 
agreement  between  the  society  and  the  member ;  and  copies  of  the 
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same,  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  society  or  correspoiidiiig 
officer,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  as  to  the  terms  and  conditioni 
thereof.  Any  changes,  additions  or  amendments  to  said  charter 
or  articles  of  incorporation  —  or,  if  a  voluntary  association,  »■ 
tides  of  association  —  constitution  or  laws  duly  made  or  enacted 
subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  the  benefit  certificate,  shall  bind 
the  member  and  his  beneficiaries,  and  shall  govern  and  control 
the  agreement  in  all  respects  the  same  as  though  such  changes, 
additions  or  amendments  had  been  made  prior  to  and  were  in 
force  at  the  time  of  the  application  for  membership. 

§  233.  Funds,  l.  A  society  may  create,  maintain,  invest,  dis- 
burse and  apply  an  emergency,  surplus  or  other  similar  fund,  in 
accordance  with  its  laws.  Such  funds  shall  be  held,  invested  and 
disbursed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  society,  and  no  member 
or  beneficiary  shall  have  or  acquire  individual  rights  therein,  or 
become  entitled  to  any  apportionment  or  the  surrender  of  any 
part  thereof,  except  as  provided  in  subdivision  (b)  of  subsection 
one  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  this  article.  The 
funds  from  which  benefits  shall  be  paid  and  from  which  the 
expenses  of  the  society  shall  be  defrayed  shall  be  derived  from 
periodical  or  other  payments  by  the  members  or  subordinate 
bodies  of  the  society,  together  with  accretions  of  such 
funds;  provided  that  no  society,  domestic  or  foreign,  shall 
hereafter  be  incorporated  or  admitted  to  transact  business  in  this 
state  which  does  not  provide  for  stated  periodical  oontributionfl 
sufficient  to  provide  for  meeting  the  mortuary  obligations  con- 
tracted, when  valued  upon  the  basis  of  the  National  Fraternal 
Congress  table  of  mortality  as  adopted  by  the  National  Fraternal 
Congress,  August  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
or  any  higher  standard,  with  interest  assumption  not  more  than 
four  per  centum  per  annum,  nor  to  write  or  accept  members  for 
temporary  or  permanent  disability  benefits,  except  upon  tables 
based  upon  reliable  experience,  with  an  interest  assumption  not 
higher  than  four  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  Deferred  payments  of  installments  of  claims  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  fixed  liabilities  on  the  happening  of  the  contingency 
upon  which  such  payments  or  installments  are  thereafter  to  be 
paid.  Such  liability  shall  be  the  present  value  of  such  fatui« 
payments  or  installments  upon  the  rate  of  interest  and  mortality 
assumed  by  the  society  for  valuation ;  and  every  society  shall  main- 
tain a  fund  sufficient  to  meet  such  liability,  regardless  of  proposed 
future  collections  to  meet  any  such  liabilities. 
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3.  A  society  shall  invest  its  fluids  only  in  securities  permitted 
by  the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  investment  of  the  assets  of  lifo 
insurance  companies;  provided  that  any  foreign  society  per- 
mitted or  seeking  to  do  business  in  this  state,  which  invests  its 
funds  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  it  is  incor- 
porated, shall  be  held  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  article  for 
the  investment  of  funds. 

4.  Every  provision  of  the  laws  of  a  society  for  payment  by  its 
members,  in  whatever  form  made,  shall  distinctly  state  the  pur- 
pose of  the  same  and  the  proportion  thereof  which  may  be  used 
for  expenses,  and  no  part  of  the  money  collected  for  mortuary  or 
disability  purposes,  or  the  net  accretions  of  either  or  any  of  said 
funds,  shall  be  used  for  expenses. 

§  234.  Incorporation.  1.  Seven  or  more  persons,  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  of  this  state, 
who  desire  to  form  a  fraternal  benefit  society,  as  defined  by  this 
article,  may  make  and  sign  (giving  their  addresses),  and  acknowl- 
edge before  some  officer  competent  to  take  acknowledgment  of 
deeds,  articles  of  incorporation,  in  which  shall  be  stated : 

(a)  The  proposed  corporate  name  of  the  society,  which  shall  not 
so  closely  resemble  the  name  of  any  society  or  insurance  com- 
pany already  transacting  business  in  this  state  as  to  mislead  the 
public  or  lead  to  confusion. 

(b)  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  formed — ^  which  shall  not  in- 
clude more  liberal  powers  than  are  granted  by  this  article,  pro- 
vided that  any  lawful  social,  intellectual,  educational,  charitable, 
benevolent,  moral  or  religious  advantages  may  be  set  forth  among 
the  purposes  of  the  society  — and  the  mode  in  which  its  corporate 
powers  are  to  be  exercised. 

(c)  The  place  where  its  principal  office  shall  be  located  within 
the  state. 

(d)  The  names,  residences  and  official  titles  of  all  the  officers, 
trustees,  directors  or  other  persons  who  are  to  have  and  exercise 
the  general  control  and  management  of  the  affairs  and  fimds  of 
the  society  for  the  first  year,  or  until  the  ensuing  election  at 
which  all  such  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  supreme  legislative 
or  governing  body ;  which  election  shall  be  held  not  later  than  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  permanent  certificate. 

2.  Such  articles  of  incorporation,  with  duly  certified  copies  of 
the  constitution  and  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  copies  of  all 
proposed  forms  of  benefit  certificates,  applications  therefor  and 
circulars  to  be  issued  by  such  society,  together  with  a  bond  in 
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the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  approved  hy  the 
superintendent  of  insurance,  Cv^nditioned  upon  the  return  to  ap 
plicants  of  the  advanced  payments,  as  provided  in  this  section,  if 
the  organization  is  not  completed  within  one  year,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  who  may  require  such  f1l^ 
ther  information  as  he  deems  necessary;  and,  if  the  purpoees  of 
the  society  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  article  and  all 
provisions  of  law  have  been  complied  with,  such  superintendent  of 
insurance  shall  so  certify,  retain  and  file  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion, and  furnish  the  incorporators  a  preliminary  certificate  au- 
thorizing said  society  to  solicit  members,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
3.  Upon  receipt  of  said  certificate  from  the  superintendent  of 
insurance,  the  society  may  solicit  members  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  its  organization,  and  shall  collect  from  each  applicant 
the  amount  of  not  less  than  one  regular  monthly  payment,  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  table  of  rates  as  provided  by  its  constitution  and 
laws,  and  shall  issue  to  each  such  applicant  a  receipt  for  the 
amount  so  collected.     But  no  society  shall  incur  any  liabili^ 
other  than  for  such  advanced  payments,  nor  issue  any  benefit  cer- 
tificate,  nor  pay  or  allow,  nor  offer  or  promise  to  pay  or  allow,  to 
any  person  any  death  or  disability  benefit  imtil  actual,  bona  fide 
applications  for  death  benefit  certificates  have  been  secured  upon 
at  least  five  hundred  lives  for  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
and  all  such  applicants  for  death  benefits  shall  have  been  regularly 
examined  by  legally  qualified  practicing  physicians,  and  certifi- 
cates of  such  examinations  have  been  duly  filed  and  approved  by 
the  chief  medical  examiner  of  such  society ;  nor  until  there  shaD 
be  established  ten  subordinate  lodges  or  branches,  into  which  said 
five  hundred  applicants  have  been  initiated ;  nor  until  there  has 
been  submitted  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  under  oath  of 
the  president  and  the  secretary  or  corresponding  officers  of  such 
society,  a  list  of  such  applicants,  giving  their  names,  addresses, 
date  examined,  date  approved,  date  initiated,  name  and  number 
of  the  subordinate  branch  of  which  each  applicant  is  a  member, 
amount  of  benefits  to  be  granted,  rate  of  stated  periodical  con- 
tributions —  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  meeting  the 
mortuary    obl:fi:ation    contracted,    when    valued    for    death   bene- 
fits upon  the  basis  of  the  National  Fraternal  Congress  table  of 
mortality,  as  adopted  by  the  National  Fraternal  Congress  August 
twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  or  any  higher 
standard  at  the  option  of  the  society,  and  for  disability  benefits, 
by  tables  based  upon  reliable  experience,  and  for  combined  death 
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and  permanent  total  disability  benefits  by  tables  based  upon  relia- 
ble experience,  with  an  interest  assumption  not  higher  than  four 
per  centum  per  annum ;  nor  until  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance,  by  the  sworn  statement  of  the  treasurer 
or  corresponding  officer  of  such  society,  that  at  least  five  hundred 
applicants  have  each  paid  in  cash  not  less  than  one  regular 
monthly  payment,  as  herein  provided,  per  one  t^iousand  dollars 
of  indemnity  to  be  effected,  which  payments  in  the  aggregate  shall 
amount  to  at  least  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  all  of  which  shall 
be  credited  to  the  mortuary  or  disability  fund  on  account  of  such 
applicants,  and  no  part  of  which  may  be  used  for  expenses. 

4.  Such  advanced  payments  shall,  during  the  period  of  organ- 
ization, be  held  in  trust  and,  if  the  organization  is  not  completed 
within  one  year,  as  hereinafter  provided,  returned  to  said  appli- 
cants. 

5.  The  superintendent  of  insurance  may  make  such  examina- 
tion and  require  such  further  information  as  he  deems  advisable, 
and,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  society  has 
complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  law,  he  shall  issue  to  such  society 
a  certificate  to  that  effect.  Such  certificate  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  existence  of  such  society  at  the  date  thereof.  The 
superintendent  of  insurance  shall  cause  a  record  of  such  certificate 
to  be  made,  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  record  may  be  given  in 
evidence  with  like  effect  as  the  original  certificate. 

6.  No  preliminary  certificate  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shaU  be  valid  after  one  vear  from  its  date  or  after 
such  further  period,  not  exceeding  one  year,  as  may  be  author- 
ized by  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  upon  cause  shown,  unless 
the  five  hundred  applicants  herein  required  have  been  secured  and 
the  organization  has  been  completed  as  herein  provided;  and  the 
articles  of  incorporation  and  all  proceedings  thereunder  shall  be- 
come null  and  void  in  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  preliminary 
certificate,  or  at  the  expiration  of  said  extended  period,  unless 
such  society  shall  have  completed  its  organization  and  commenced 
business  as  herein  provided. 

7.  Every  such  society  shall  have  the  power  to  make  a  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  for  the  government  thereof,  the  admission  of  its 
members,  the  management  of  its  affairs  and  the  fixing  and  read- 
justing of  the  rates  of  contribution  of  its  members  from  time  to 
time;  and  it  shall  have  the  power  to  change,  alter,  add  to  or 
amend  such  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  shall  have  such  other 
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powers  as  are  necessary  and  incidental  to  the  carrying  into  effect 
of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  society. 

§  235.  Existing  corporations  and  reincorporation.     Any  such 

society  now  engaged  in  transacting  business  in  this  state  may 
exercise,  after  the  adoption  of  this  article,  all  of  the  rights  con- 
ferred thereby,  including  the  powers  specified  in  subsection  seven 
of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  this  chapter  and  all 
of  the  rightB,  powers  and  privileges  now  exercised  or  poss<?ssed 
by  it  under  its  charter  or  articles  of  incorporation  — 
if  incorporated  —  not  inconsistent  with  this  article;  or,  if  it  be 
a  voluntary  association,  it  may  incorporate  hereunder.  But  no 
society  already  organized  shall  be  required  to  reincorporate 
hereunder,  and  any  such  society  may  amend  its  articles  of  incor- 
poration from  time  to  time,  in  the  manner  provided  therein  or  in 
its  constitution  and  laws,  and  all  such  amendments  shall  be  filed 
with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  and  shall  become  operative 
upon  such  filing,  unless  a  later  time  be  provided  in  such  amend- 
ments or  in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  constitution  or  laws. 

§  236.  Mergers.  No  domestic  society  shall  merge  with  or  ac- 
cept, by  contract  of  reinsurance  or  otherwise,  the  transfer  of  sub- 
stantially the  entire  membership  or  fimds  of  any  other  society, 
unless  such  merger,  reinsurance  or  transfer  is  evidenced  by  a 
contract  in  writing,  setting  out  in  full  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  same,  and  filed  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  of  this 
state,  together  with  a  sworn  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  each  of  said  societies,  made  by  the  respective  presidents  and 
secretaries,  or  corresponding  officers,  together  with  a  certificate 
of  such  officers,  duly  verified  under  oath,  that  such  merger,  rein- 
surance or  transfer  has  been  approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  supreme  legislative  or  governing  body  of  each 
of  said  societies.  Upon  the  submission  of  said  contract,  financial 
statements  and  certificates,  the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall 
examine  the  same  and  if  he  shall  find  such  financial  statements 
to  be  correct  and  the  said  contract  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  and  that  such  merger,  reinsurance  or  trans- 
fer is  just  and  equitable  to  the  members  of  each  of  said  societies,  he 
shall  approve  the  same,  issue  his  certificate  to  that  effect  and, 
thereupon,  the  said  contract  of  merger,  reinsurance  or  transfer 
shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect;  provided  that  no  such  merger, 
reinsurance  or  transfer  proposed  by  two  societies  not  incorporated 
in  the  same  state  shall  go  into  effect  until  it  is  approved  by  the 
insurance  commissioner,  or  corresponding  officer,  of  each  state 
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incorporating  the  societies  involved  in  the  proposed  transaction, 
and  their  joint  certificate  of  approval  of  the  contract  therefor 
is  i?sned. 

§  237.  Foreign  societies.  1.  Foreign  societies  which  are  now 
authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  state  may  continue  such 
bnsiness  niitil  the  first  day  of  April  next  succeeding  the  adoption 
of  this  article,  and  the  authority  of  such  societies  may  thereafter 
be  renewed  annually,  to  terminate  in  all  cases  on  the  first  day 
of  the  succeeding  April ;  provided,  however,  that  the  license  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  new  license  shall  be 
issued  or  be  specifically  refused.  A  duly  certified  copy  or  dupli- 
cate of  such  license  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  licensee 
is  a  fraternal  benefit  society,  within  the  meaning  of  this  article. 

2.  Xo  foreign  society  now  transacting  business,  organized 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  article,  which  is  not  now  authorized 
to  transact  business  in  this  state,  shall  transact  anv  business 
herein  without  a  license  from  the  superintendent  of  insurance. 
Any  such  society  may  be  licensed  to  transact  business  within  this 
state,  upon  filing  with  such  superintendent  a  duly  certified  copy 
of  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  a  copy  of  its  constitution 
and  laws,  certified  by  its  secretary  or  corresponding  officer,  a 
power  of  attorney  to  such  superintendent  as  hereinafter  provided, 
a  statement  of  its  business,  under  oath  of  its  president  and  secre- 
tary or  corresponding  officers,  in  the  form  required  by  the  super- 
intendent, and  duly  verified  by  an  examination  made  by  the 
supervising  insurance  official  of  its  home  state  or  any  other  state 
satisfactory  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  of  this  state,  a 
certificate  from  the  proper  official  in  its  home  state,  province  or 
country  that  the  society  is  legally  organized,  a  copy  of  its  con- 
tract —  which  must  show  that  benefits  are  provided  for  by  peri- 
odical or  other  payments  by  persons  holding  similar  contracts  — 
and  upon  furnishing  the  superintendent  such  other  information 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  a  proper  exhibit  of  its  business  and 
plan  of  working.  Upon  compliance  with  these  requirements, 
such  foreign  society  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  of  this  chapter,  be  entitled  to  do  business  in  this  state  until 
the  first  day  of  the  succeeding  April,  and  such  license  shall,  upon 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  be  renewed  an- 
nually, to  terminate  in  all  cases  on  the  first  day  of  the  succeeding 
April ;  provided,  however,  that  such  license  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect  until  the  new  license  shall  be  issued  or  be  specifi- 
cally refused.     Any  foreign  society  desiring  admission  to  this

state  must  have  the  qualifications  required  of  domestic  societies 
organized  under  this  article,  and  have  its  assets  invested  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  district,  country  or 
province  wherein  it  is  organized.  When  the  superintendent  re- 
fuses to  license  any  society,  or  revokes  its  authority  to  do  business 
in  this  state,  he  shall  reduce  his  ruling,  order  or  decision  to  writ- 
ing and  file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  shall,  upon  request,  fumisb 
a  copy  thereof,  together  with  a  statement  of  his  reasons,  to  the 
officers  of  the  society,  and  such  action  of  the  superintendent  shall 
be  reviewable  by  proper  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  within  the  state;  provided,  however,  that  nothing 
contained  in  this  or  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  taken  or 
construed  as  preventing  any  such  society  from  continuing  in  good 
faith  all  contracts  made  in  this  state  during  the  time  the  soeietv 
was  legally  authorized  to  transact  business  herein. 

3.    Every  foreign  society  now  transacting  business  in  this  state 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  article,  and 
every  such  society  hereafter  applying  for  admission  shall,  before 
being  licensed,  appoint  in  writing  the  superintendent  of  insurance 
to  be  its  true  and  lawful  attorney,  upon  whom  all  legal  process 
in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  shall  be  served,  and  in  such 
writing  shall  agree  that  any  lawful  process  against  it  which  is 
served  upon  such  attorney  shall  be  of  the  same  legal  force  and 
validity  as  if  served  upon  the  society,  and  that  the  authority  shall 
continue  in  force  so  long  as  any  liability  remains  outstanding  in 
this  state.     Copies  of  such  appointment,  certified  by  said  super- 
intendent of  insurance,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  thereof 
and  shall  be  admitted  in  evidence  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  would  the  original.     Such  service  may  be  made  upon  such 
attorney,  or,  in  his  absence,  upon  the  person  in  charge  of  his  office, 
and  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  service  upon  such  society.     When 
legal  process  against  any  such  society  is  served  upon  said  superin- 
tendent of  insurance,   he  shall  forthwith  forward  by  registered 
mail  one  of  the  duplicate  copies  thereof,  prepaid,  directed  to  its 
secretary  or  corresponding  officer. 

§  238.  Place  of  meeting  and  liability  of  oiBcers.  1.  Any  do- 
mestic society  may  provide  that  the  meetings  of  its  legislative  or 
governing  body  may  be  held  in  any  state,  district,  province  or 
territory  wherein  such  society  has  subordinate  branches  and  all 
business  transacted  at  such  meetings  shall  be  as  valid  in  all  re- 
spects  as  if  such  meetings  were  held  in  this  state.  But  its  pnnci- 
pal  office  shall  be  located  in  this  state. 
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2,  Officers  and  members  of  the  supreme,  grand  or  any  subordi- 
nate body  of  any  such  incorporated  society  shall  not  be  individ- 
ually liable  for  the  payment  of  any  disability  or  death  beuefit  pro- 
vided for  in  the  laws  and  agreements  of  such  society,  but  the  same 
shall  be  payable  only  out  of  the  funds  of  such  society  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  its  laws. 

§  239.  Limitation  upon  power  to  waive  provisions  of  the  socie- 
ty's laws.  The  constitution  and  laws  of  the  society  may  provide 
that  no  subordinate  body,  nor  any  of  its  subordinate  officers  or 
members,  shall  have  the  power  or  authority  to  waive  any  of  the 
provisions  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the  society 
and  each  and  every  member  thereof  and  on  all  beneficiaries  of 
members- 

§  240.  Exemption  from  execution.    No  money  or  other  benefit, 

charity,  relief  or  aid  to  be  paid,  provided  or  rendered  by  any  such 
society  shall  be  liable  to  attachment,  garnishment  or  other  process, 
or  to  be  seized,  taken,  appropriated  or  applied  by  any  legal  or 
equitable  process  or  operation  of  law  to  pay  any  debt  or  liability 
of  a  member  or  beneficiary,  or  any  other  person  who  may  have 
a  right  thereunder,  either  before  or  after  payment. 

§  241.   Amendments  to  constitution  and  laws.     Every  society 

transacting  business  under  this  article  shall  file  with  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  a  duly  certified  copy  of  all  amendments  of 
or  additions  to  its  constitution  and  laws,  within  ninety  days  after 
the  enactment  of  the  same.  Printed  copies  of  the  constitution  and 
laws  as  amended,  changed  or  added  to,  certified  by  the  secretary 
or  corresponding  officer  of  the  society,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  legal  adoption  thereof. 

§  242.  Reports  and  valuations.     1.  Every  society  transacting 

business  in  this  state  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
M^areh,  file  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  in  such  form  as 
he  may  require,  a  statement  under  oath  of  its  president  and  sec- 
retary, or  corresponding  officers,  of  its  condition  and  standing  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  De?ember  last  preceding,  and  of  its  trans- 
actions for  the  year  ending  on  that  date,  and  shall  also  furnish 
such  other  information  as  the  superintendent  may  deem  necessary 
to  a  proper  exhibit  of  its  business  and  plan  of  working.  Such 
superintendent  may  at  other  times  require  any  further  statement 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  be  made  relating  to  such  society. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  annual  report  herein  required,  each  society 
shall  report,  annually,  to  the  superintendent  a  valuation  of  its 
certificates  in  force  on  December  thirty-first  last  preceding,  exclud- 
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ing  those  issued  within  the  jear  for  which  the  report  is  filed,  in 
cases  where  the  contributions  for  the  first  year,  in  whole  or  in  pipt, 
are  used  for  current  mortality  and  expenses;  provided  the  fint 
report  of  valuation  shall  be  made  as  of  December  thirty-first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twelve.  Such  report  of  valuation  shall  show,  as 
contingent  liabilities,  the  present  midyear  value  of  the  ppwnised 
benefits  provided  in  the  constitution  and  laws  of  such  society 
under  certificates  then  subject  to  valuation;  and,  as  contingent 
assets,  the  present  midyear  value  of  the  future  net  contributions 
provided  in  the  constitution  and  laws  as  the  same  are  in  practice 
actually  collected,  not  including  therein  any  value  for  the  right  to 
make  extra  assessments.  At  the  option  of  any  society,  in  lieu  of 
the  above,  the  valuation  may  show  the  net  value  of  the  certificates 
subject  to  valuation,  hereinbefore  provided,  and  said  net  value, 
when  computed  in  case  of  monthly  contributions,  may  be  the  mean 
of  the  terminal  values  for  the  end  of  the  preceding  and  of  the 
current  insurance  vears. 

3.  Such  valuation  shall  be  certified  by  a  competent  accountant 
or  actuary,  or,  at  the  request  and  expense  of  tlie  society,  verified 
by   the   actuary   of   the   department   of   insurance   of   the  home 
state  of  the  society,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  superintendent 
within  ninety  days  after  the  submission  of  the  last  preceding  an- 
nual report.  The  legal  minimum  standard  of  valuation  for  all  cer- 
tificates, except  those  for  disability  benefits,  shall  be  the  National 
Fraternal  Congress  table  of  mortality,  as  adopted  by  the  National 
Fraternal  Congress,  August  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  society,  any  higher  table,  or  it 
may  use  a  table  based  upon  the  society's  own  experience  of  at  least 
twenty  years  and  covering  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
lives,  with  interest  assumption  not  more  than  four  per  centom 
per  annum.     Each  such  valuation  report  shall  set  forth  clearly 
and  fully  the  mortality  and  interest  basis  and  the  method  of  valu- 
ation.    Any  society  providing  for  disability  benefits  shall  keep 
the  net  contributions  for  such  benefits  in  a  fund  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  benefit  and  expense  funds  and  the  valuation 
of  all  other  business  of  the  society ;  provided  that,  where  a  com- 
bined contribution  table  is  used  by  a  society  for  both  death  and 
permanent  total  disability  benefits,  the  valuation  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  tables  of  reliable  experience,  and,  in  such  case,  a  separa- 
tion of  the  funds  shall  not  be  required.    The  valuation  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  not  be  considered  or  regarded  as  a  test  of  the 
financial  solvency  of  the  society,  except  as  provided  in  subsection 
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five  of  this  section,  but  each  society  shall  be  held  to  be. legally  sol- 
vent so  long  as  the  funds  in  its  possession  are  equal  to  or  in  excess 
of  its  matured  liabilities. 

4.  Beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  a 
report  of  such  valuation  and  an  explanation  of  the  facts  concern- 
ing the  condition  of  the  society  thereby  disclosed  shall  be  printed 
and  mailed  to  each  beneficiary  member  thereof  not  later  than  June 
first  of  each  year,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  such  report  of  valuation  and 
showing  of  the  society's  condition  as  thereby  disclosed  may  be 
published  in  the  society's  ofiicial  paper  and  the  issue  containing 
the  same  be  mailed  to  each  such  beneficiary  member.  The  laws 
of  such  society  shall  provide  that,  if  the  stated  periodical  contri- 
butions of  the  members  are  insufficient  to  pay  all  matured  death 
and  disability  claims  in  full  and  to  provide  for  the  creation  and 
maintenance  of  the  funds  required  by  its  laws,  or  foimd 
necessary  otherwise,  additional  contributions,  or  additional, 
increased  or  extra  rates  of  contribution  shall  be  collected  from  the 
members  to  meet  such  deficiency;  and  such  laws  may  provide 
that,  upon  the  written  application  or  conrent  of  a  member  his  cer- 
tificate may  be  charged  with  its  proportion  of  any  deficiency  dis- 
doaed  by  valuation,  with  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 
per  annum. 

5.  If  the  valuation  of  the  certificates,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
on  Deceml)er  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall 
show  that  the  present  value  of  future  net  contributions,  together 
with  the  admitted  assets,  is  less  than  ninety  per  centum  of  the 
present  value  of  the  promised  benefits  and  accrued  liabilities, 
such  society  shall  be  required  thereafter  to  reduce  such  deficiency 
by  not  less  than  five  per  centum  of  the  total  deficiency  existing 
on  the  said  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, at  each  succeeding  triennial  valuation.  If,  at  any  succeeding 
triennial  valuation,  such  society  does  not  show  such  percentage 
of  improvement,  the  superintendent  shall  direct  that  it  thereafter 
comply  with  the  requirements  herein  specified.  If  the  next  suc- 
ceeding tiiennial  valuation  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice  shall 
show  that  ibe  society  has  not  made  the  percentage  of  improvement 
required  herein,  the  superintendent  may,  in  the  absence  of  good 
cause  shown  for  such  failure,  institute  proceedings  for  the  liquida- 
tion and  dissolution  of  such  society,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixty-three^  of  this  chapter,  or,  in  the  case  of  a

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foreign  society,  he  may  cancel  its  license  to  transact  business  in 
this  state;  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  section  sixty-three 
of  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  to  authorize,  prior  to  December 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  any  applicRtion  for 
the  possession  or  liquidation  of  any  society  organized  or  transact- 
ing business  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  by  i-eason  of 
the  fact  that  the  condition  of  such  societv  is  found,  after  examina- 
tion,  to  be  such  that  it  could  not  meet  the  requiremeuts  for  incor- 
poration and  authorization  specified  in  this  article. 

6.  Any  such  society  shown  by  any  triennial  valuation,  subse- 
quent to  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
not  to  have  made  the  improvement  herein  required  shall,  within 
one  year  thereafter,  complete  such  deficient  improvement,  or, 
thereafter,  as  to  all  new  members  admitted,  be  subject,  so  far  as 
stated  rates  of  contribution  are  concerned,  to  the  provisions  of 
section  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  this  article  applicable  to 
the  organization  of  new  societies;  provided  that  the  contributioiiB 
and  funds  of  such  new  members  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  the  other  funds  of  the  society  until  the  required  improvement 
shall  be  shown  by  valuation.  If  such  required  improvement  is  not 
shown  by  the  succeeding  triennial  valuation,  then  the  said  new 
members  may  be  placed  in  a  separate  class,  and  their  certificates 
valued,  in  respect  to  contributions  and  funds,  as  an  independent 
society. 

§  243.  Examinations.  1.  The  superintendent  of  insurance,  or 
any  deputy,  examiner  or  other  person  whom  he  shall  appoint, 
shall  have  the  power  of  visitation  and  examination  into  the  af- 
fairs of  any  domestic  society.  He  may  employ  assistants  for  the 
purpose  of  such  examination,  and  he,  or  any  person  he  may  so 
appoint,  shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  books,  papers  and  docu- 
ments that  relate  to  the  business  of  the  society,  and  may  summon, 
qualify  as  witnesses  under  oath  and  examine  its  officers,  agents 
and  employees  or  other  persons  in  relation  to  the  affairs,  transac- 
tions and  condition  of  the  society. 

2.  The  superintendent  of  insurance,  or  any  deputy,  examiner 
or  other  person  whom  he  shall  appoint,  may  examine  any  foreign 
society  transacting,  or  applying  for  admission  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  this  state.  The  said  superintendent  may  employ  assist- 
ants, and  he  or  any  person  so  appointed  shall  have  free  access  to 
all  the  books,  papers  and  documents  that  relate  to  the  business  of 
the  society,  and  may  summon,  qualify  as  witnesses  under  oath 
and  examine  its  officers,  agents  and  employees  or  other  persons 
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in  relation  to  the  affairs,  transactions  and  condition  of  the  so- 
ciety. Snch  superintendent  may,  in  bis  discretion,  accept,  in 
lien  of  said  examination,  the  examination  of  the  insurance  de- 
partment of  the  state,  territory,  district,  province  or  country 
wherein  such  society  is  organized.  If  any  such  society  or  its 
officers  refuse  to  submit  to  such  examination  or  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  section  relative  thereto,  the  authority  of  such 
society  to  write  new  business  in  this  state  shall  be  suspended  or 
its  license  refused  until  satisfactory  evidence  is  furnished  the 
•laperintendent  as  to  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  society,  and 
•luring  such  suspension,  the  society  shall  not  write  new  business 
in  this  state. 

3.  Except  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  proceedings  under  sec- 
tion sixty-three*  of  this  chapter,  pending,  during  or  after  an  exam- 
ination or  investigation  of  any  such  society,  either  domestic  or 
foreign,  the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  make  public  no 
financial  statement,  report  or  finding,  nor  shall  he  permit  to  be- 
come public  any  financial  statement,  report  or  finding  affecting 
the  status,  standing  or  rights  of  any  such  society,  until  a  copy 
thereof  shall  have  been  mailed  to  such  society,  at  its  home  office, 
nor  until  such  society  shall  have  been  afforded  a  reasonable  op- 
portunity to  answer  any  such  financial  statement,  report  or 
finding  and  to  make  such  showing  in  connection  therewith  as  it 
may  desire. 

§  244.  Bevocation  of  license.  When,  upon  investigation,  the 
superintendent  of  insurance  is  satisfied  that  any  foreign  society 
transacting  business  under  this  article  has  exceeded  its  powers,  or 
has  failed  to  comply  with  any  provisions  of  this  article,  or  is 
conducting  business  fraudulently  or  in  a  way  hazardous  to  its 
members,  creditors  or  the  public,  or  is  not  carrying  out  its  con- 
tracts in  good  faith,  he  shall  notify  the  society  of  his  findings, 
stating  in  writing  the  grounds  of  his  dissatisfaction,  and,  after 
reasonable  notice,  require  said  society,  on  a  date  named,  to  show 
cause  why  its  license  should  not  be  revoked.  If,  on  the  date 
named  in  said  notice,  such  objections  have  not  been  removed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  said  superintendent,  or  if  the  society  does 
not  present  good  and  sufficient  reasons  why  its  authority  to  trans- 
act business  in  this  state  should  not  at  that  time  be  revoked,  he 
may  revoke  the  authority  of  the  society  to  continue  business  in 
this  state.

§  245.  Exemption  of  certain  societies.  Nothing  contained  in 
this  article  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  aflFect  or  apply  to  grand  or 
subordinate  lodges  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias 
(exclusive  of  the  insurance  department  of  the  supreme  lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias),  or  societies  which  limit  their  admission  to 
membership  in  any  one  hazardous  occupation,  or  to  similar  so- 
cieties which  do  not  issue  insurance  certificates,  or  to  an  associa- 
tion of  local  lodges  of  a  society  now  doing  business  in  this  state 
which  provides  death  benefits  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol- 
lars to  any  one  person,  or  disability  benefits  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year  to  any  one  person,  or  both,  or 
to  any  contracts  of  reinsurance  business  on  such  plan  in  this  state, 
or  to  domestic  societies  which  limit  their  membership  to  the  em- 
ployees of  a  particular  city  or  town,  designated  firm,  business 
house  or  corporation,  or  to  domestic  lodges,  orders  or  associations 
of  a  purely  religious,  charitable  and  benevolent  description, 
which  provide  for  a  death  benefit  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  for  disability  benefits  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  any  one  person  in  any  one  year;  provided, 
always,  that  any  such  domestic  order  or  society  which  has  more 
than  five  hundred  members  and  which  provides  for  death  or 
disability  benefits,  and  any  such  domestic  lodge,  order  or  society 
which  issues  to  any  person  a  certificate  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  benefits,  shall  not  be  exempt  by  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion but  shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  article; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  subdivisions  (a)  and  (b) 
of  subsection  one  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  this 
chapter  and  subsections  two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  of  section 
^wo  hundred  and  forty-two  of  this  chapter  shall  affect  or  apply 
to  the  Independent  Order  Free  Sons  of  Israel  or  to  any  corpora- 
tion, society,  order  or  voluntary  association  which  was,  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  organized  and 
doing  business  in  this  state  on  the  lodge  system,  as  provided  in 
subsection  two  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty  of  this  chapter, 
which  does  not  issue  death  benefit  certificates  in  a  sum  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  member  and  whose  raonbership 
is  confined  and  limited  exclusively  to  persons  of  one  particular 
religious  faith.  The  superintendent  of  insiirance  may  require 
from  any  society  such  information  as  will  enable'  him  to  de- 
termine whether  such  society  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  article.  No  society  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
is  exempt  from  the  reqinroments  of  this  article,  shall  give  or  allow. 
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or  promise  to  give  or  allow,  to  any  person  any  compensation  for 
procuring  new  members.  Any  fraternal  benefit  society,  heretofore 
organized  and  incorporated  and  operating  within  the  definitions 
set  forth  in  section  two  hundred  and  thirty  of  this  article,  pro- 
viding for  benefits  in  case  of  death  or  disability  resulting  solely 
from  accidents,  but  which  does  not  obligate  itself  to  pay  death 
or  sick  benefits,  may  be  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  and  regulations  of  this  article,  except  that  the  pro- 
visions thereof  requiring  medical  examinations,  valuations  of  bene- 
fit certificates,  and  that  the  certificates  shall  specify  the  amount 
of  benefits,  shall  not  apply  to  such  society. 

§  246.  Taxation.  Every  fraternal  benefit  society  organized  or 
licensed  under  this  article  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  charitable  aiul 
benevolent  institution,  and  all  of  its  funds  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  and  every  state,  county,  district,  municipal  and  school  tax,  other 
than  taxes  on  real  estate  and  office  equipment. 

§  247.  Penalties,  l.  Any  person,  officer,  member  or  examin- 
ing physician  of  any  society  authorized  to  do  business  under  this 
article,  who  shall  knowingly  or  willfully  make  any  false  or  fraud- 
ulent statement  or  representation  in  or  with  reference  to  any  ap- 
plication for  membership,  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money 
from  or  benefit  in  any  society  transacting  business  under  this 
article,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  a  year, 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
willfully  make  a  false  statement  of  any  material  fact  or  thing  in 
a  sworn  statement  as  to  the  death  or  disability  of  a  certificate- 
holder  in  any  such  society,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  payment 
of  a  benefit  named  in  the  certificate  of  such  holder,  or  any  person 
who  shall  willfully  make  any  false  statement  in  any  verified  report 
or  declaration  under  oath,  required  or  authorized  by  this  article, 
shall  be  guilty  of  perjury  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  and  pun- 
ished as  provided  by  the  statutes  of  this  state  in  relation  to  the 
crime  of  perjury. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  solicit  membership  for,  or  in  any  man- 
ner assist  in  procuring  membership  in,  any  fraternal  benefit  society 
not  licensed  to  do  business  in  this  state,  or  who  shall  solicit  mem- 
bership for,  or  in  any  manner  assist  in  procuring  membership  in, 
anv  such  «»ociety  not  authorized  as  herein  provided  to  do  business 
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aa  herein  defined  in  this  state,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  bv  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

3.  Any  society,  or  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  thereof,  neg- 
lecting or  refusing  to  comply  with  or  violating  any  of  4e  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  the  penalty  for  which  neglect,  refusal  or 
violation  is  not  specified  in  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  bo  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

§  248.  Application  of  other  sections  of  this  chapter.  SectionB 
six,^  seven,*  nine,^  ten,  thirty-five,  thirty-six,  forty-seven  and  sixty- 
three^  of  this  chapter  are  hereby  made  specifically  applicable  to 
any  corporation,  society,  order  or  voluntary  association  described 
in,  and  transacting  or  seeking  authority  to  transact  the  business  of 
insurance  in  this  state  authorized  by,  the  proyiaions  of  article 
seven  of  this  chapter. 

§  249.  Eeview.  All  decisions  and  findings  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  insurance  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  all 
other  sections  of  this  chapter  made  applicable  thereto  may  be  re- 
viewed by  proper  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  herebj 
repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  forty-one  of  chapter  forty- 
one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  '*An  act 
in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  241.  Military  parades  by  nnauthorized  bodies  prohibited.    No 

body  of  men,  other  than  the  active  militia  and  the  troops  of  the 
United  States  except  such  independent  military  organizations  as 
were  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-three,  and  now  are,  in  existence,  shall  associate  themselves 
together  as  a  military  company  or  organization,  or  parade  in  pub- 
lic with  firearms  in  any  city  or  town  of  this  state.  Xo  city  or 
town  shall  raise  or  appropriate  any  money  toward  arming  or 
equipping,  uniforming  or  in  any  other  way  supporting,  sustain- 
ing or  providing  drill  rooms  or  armories  for  any  such  body  of 
men ;  but  associations  wholly  composed  of  soldiers  honorably  dis- 
charged from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  members  of

arms on  Decoration  day,  or  on  May  first,  known  as  Dewey  day, 
or  upon  the  reception  of  any  regiments  or  companies  of  soldiers 
returning  from  such  service,  and  for  the  purpose  of  escort  duty 
at  the  burial  of  deceased  soldiers,  and  students  in  educational  in- 
stitutions where  military  science  is  a  prescribed  part  of  the  course

a  form  of  enlistment  in  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  governor  in 
regulations  or  orders  for  a  term  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more 
than  ninety  days  at  one  time ;  and  if  the  service  of  such  organiza- 
tion shall  not  be  required  for  the  full  term  of  their  enlistment  they 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  order  of  the  governor.

TITLE  L 
IxcoKPORATioN ;    City   and  Ward  Boundaries;  Definitions. 

Section  1.  Short  title.  This  act  is  a  public  act  and  shall  be 
known  and  cited  by  the  short  title  of  "Amsterdam  City  Charter." 

§  2.  Corporate  powers.  The  citizens  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
from  time  to  time  inhabitants  of  the  territory  comprised  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  as  hereinafter  defined 
and  set  forth,  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  a  municipal  corporation 
in  perpetuity,  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  "  Oity  of  Amster- 
dam" and  the  same  shall  in  that  name  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  fact  and  in  law,  with  power  of  perpetual  succession. 
The  city  shall  have  power : 

1.  To  take,  purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey  such  real 
and  personal  property  as  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  may 
require. 

2.  To  take  by  gift,  grant,  bequest  and  devise  and  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  any  public  use 
including  that  of  education,  art,  ornament,  health,  charity  or 
amusement,  for  parks  or  gardens,  or  for  the  use  or  erection  of 
statues,  monuments,  buildings  or  structures,  upon  such  terms  or 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor  and  ao- 
cepted  by  said  corporation  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  same. 

3.  To  make,  have  and  use,  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  a  com- 
mon seaL 

4.  To  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
complain  and  defend  and  to  institute,  prosecute,  maintain  and 
defend  any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court. 

5.  To  have  and  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  juris- 
diction essential  to  a  proper  exercise  of  its  corporate  functions, 
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including  all  that  may  be  necessarily  incident  to,  or  may  be  fairly 
implied  from,  the  powers  specifically  conferred  upon  such  oo^ 
poration.

line  with  the  division  line  between  the  lands  of  William  Ashley 
on  the  east  and  the  lands  formerly  of  A.  V.  Morris  on  the  west, 
thence  north  twenty-two  degrees  twenty-seven  minutes  east  to 
and  along  said  division  line  seven  hundred  and  sixty-two  feet, 
thence  north  eighty-five  degrees  nineteen  minutes  east  seven  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet  to  a  black  ash  tree  standing 
in  the  southerly  margin  of  the  highway  east  of  the  farm  house 
of  Charles  E.  Collins,  thence  south  sixty-three  degrees  ten  minutes 
east  four  thousand  one  hundred  feet  to  a  marble  monument  in 
the  angle  of  the  fence  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  water- 
works property,   said  monument  being  near  the  north   end  of 
the  distribution  reservoir,    thence   north   twelve   degree^*   eleven 
minutes  east  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  feet 
along  said  westerly  boundary  to  a  marble  monument  at  the  north- 
west comer  of  the  waterworks  property  containing  the  diverting 
dam;  thence  north   seven  degrees  forty-nine  minutes  east  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  twelve  feet  to  a  point  in  line  with  the 
north  line  of  the  lands  of  Samuel  Wallin;  thence  north  eighty- 
four  degrees  twenty-one  minutes  east  nine  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  to  and  along  the  said  northerly  line  to  the  west  line  of  Locust 
avenue;  thence  south  sixty-five  degrees  forty-five  minutes  east 
one  thousand  six  hundred  feet;  thence  southeasterly  to  a  point 
in  the  westerly  line  of  Clizbe  avenue  where  the  said  avenue  turns 
to  the  south;  thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  Clizbe 
avenue  to  a  point  in  line  with  the  westerly  margin  of  a  highway 
leading  from  the  farm  house  now  or  formerly  of  Daniel  De  Graff 
to  the  Mohawk  river  turnpike  and  in  line  with  the  southerly 
margin  of  a  highway  leading  from  Amsterdam  to  Manny's  Cor- 
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ners,  and  being  three  and  one-half  feet  northerly  from  a  post 
standing  at  the  northeast  comer  of  Daniel  De  Graff's  dooryard; 
thence  along  the  westerly  margin  of  the  highway  leading  from 
Daniel  De  Graff's  to  the  Mohawk  river  turnpike  south  seven  de- 
grees thirty-two  minutes  east  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  feet;  thence  south  forty-one  degrees  west  four  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  fifty-two  feet  to  an  iron  stake  driven  in 
the  south  margin  of  the  Mohawk  river  turnpike  where  the  same 
is  intersected  by  the  division  line  between  the  lands  of  the  Boss 
estate  and  the  plot  known  as  the  Van  Bergen  park ;  thence  south 
forty-one  degrees  west  one  thousand  and  three  feet  to  an  iron 
stake  in  the  center  of  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Kiver  railroad;  thence  south  forty-one  degrees  west  to 
the  center  of  the  Mohawk  river ;  thence  westerly  along  the  center 
of  the  Mohawk  river  to  a  point  in  line  with  the  division  line  be- 
tween the  lands  formerly  of  A.  V.  Morris  on  the  east  and  the 
lands  formerly  owned  by  Walter  M.  Major  on  the  west;  thence 
south  forty-eight  degrees  west  in  line  with  said  division  line,  to 
a  point  in  the  center  of  the  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  railroad; 
thence  south  forty-eight  degrees  west  to  and  along  the  division 
line  last  mentioned  four  thousand  and  forty-eight  feet  to  the 
southeast  comer  of  the  lands  of  George  Van  Derveer;  thence 
north  fifty-five  degrees  twenty-eight  minutes  west  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  feet  to  the  east  side  of  Min«aville  street, 
where  it  is  intersected  by  the  line  between  the  lands  of  Gkorge 
Van  Derveer  and  C.  H.  Young;  thence  north  forty-six  degrees 
thirty-three  minutes  west  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  feet  to  the  east  side  of  the  highway  leading  to  Snook's  Cor- 
ners; thence  north  eight  degrees  thirty-five  minutes  east  five 
thousand  two  hundred  feet  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  tracks 
of  the  West  Shore  railroad;  thence  north  eight  degrees  thirty- 
five  minutes  east  to  the  center  of  the  Mohawk  river;  thence 
westerly  along  the  center  of  the  Mohawk  river  to  the  place  of 
b^inning.  All  territory  heretofore  incorporated  in  the  fifth  ward 
of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  and  omitted  in  the  boundaries  of  said 
city  as  provided  by  this  act,  shall  revert  to  and  become  a  part  of 
the  town  of  Florida  of  Montgomery  county. 

§    4.    Division    into    wards;    ward    boundaries.       Said    city 

shall    be    divided    into    eight    wards,    boimded    respectively    as 
follows : 

First  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  the  Mohawk 
river,  east  of  the  sixth  ward    and    west    of    the   line    running 
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northerly  from  the  Mohawk  river  through  the  center  of  Wall  Btreet 
to  Academy  street;  thence  through  the  center  of  Academy  street 
to  Chestnut  street;  thence  through  the  center  of  Chestnut  street 
to  Komeyn  avenue;  thence  east  through  the  center  of  Romeyn  ave- 
nue to  Market  street;  thence- through  the  center  of  Market  street 
to  Van  Dyke  avenue,  and  the  easterly  line  of  the  sixth  ward,  shall 
be  known  as  ward  number  one. 

Second  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  the 
Mohawk  river,  east  of  ward  number  one  and  west  of  a  line  rnn- 
ning  northerly  through  the  center  of  Chuctanunda  creek  to  Proe- 
pect  street;  thence  westerly  through  the  center  of  Prospect  street 
to  Market  street;  thence  northerly  through  the  center  of  Market 
street  to  the  intersection  of  Market  street  and  Bomejn  avenue, 
shall  be  known  as  ward  number  two. 

Third  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  the 
Mohawk  river,  easterly  of  ward  number  two,  and  southerly  of  ward 
number  seven  and  westerly  of  <a  line  commencing  in  the  center  of 
Chuctanunda  creek  at  a  point  opposite  the  center  of  Reid  street, 
and  running  thence  southerly  through  the  center  of  Reid  street, 
the  center  of  the  roadway  connecting  Reid  street  and  Pulling 
street,  the  center  of  Pulling  street  and  Schuyler  street,  to  the 
center  of  the  Mohawk  river,  shall  be  known  as  ward  number  three. 
Fourth  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  north  of  the 
Mohawk  river,  easterly  of  ward  number  three  and  ward  number 
seven,  and  southerly  of  the  south  line  of  the  Rockton  Realty  Com- 
pany property  and  southerly  of  that  portion  of  Clizbe  avenue 
lying  easterly  of  the  Rockton  Realty  Company's  property,  shall  be 
known  as  ward  number  four. 

Fifth  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  southerly  of  the 
center  of  the  Mohawk  river,  shall  be  known  as  ward  number  five- 
Sixth  ward.  All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  westerly  of  a  line 
commencing  in  the  center  of  the  Mohawk  river  at  a  point  opposite 
the  center  of  Guy  street,  and  running  thence  northerly  through 
the  center  of  Guy  street  to  Spring  street ;  thence  easterly  through 
the  center  of  Spring  street  to  McDonnell  street ;  thence  northerly 
through  the  center  of  McDonnell  street  to  Union  street;  thence 
easterly  through  the  center  of  Union  street  to  Glen  avenue ;  thence 
northerly  through  the  center  of  Glen  avenue  to  Van  Dyke  avenue; 
thence  easterly  through  the  center  of  Van  Dyke  avenue  to  Maifot 
street ;  thence  northerly  through  the  center  of  Market  street  to  the 
city  line,  shall  be  known  as  ward  number  six. 

Seventh  ward.     All  that  part  of  said  city  lying  easterly  of  the 
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center  of  Market  street,  and  northerly  of  the  center  of  Prospect 
street,  and  northerly  and  westerly  of  the  center  of  Chuctanunda 
creek,  and  southerly  of  the  line  extended,  running  through  the  cen- 
ter of  Brookside  avenue  as  it  is  continued  to  meet  Locust  avenue, 
and  westerly  of  the  line  continued  southerly  to  meet  the  above 
center  line  of  the  west  side  of  the  city  property  containing  the 
diverting  dam  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  shall  be  known  as  ward 
number  seven. 

Eighth  ward.  All  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  lying 
northerly  of  ward  number  four,  and  northerly  and  easterly  of  ward 
number  seven,  shall  be  known  as  ward  number  eight. 

§  5.  Official  and  fiscal  year.  The  official  and  fiscal  year  of  the 
city  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  conMnence  with 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

§  6-  Definitions.  The  term  streets,  as  used  in  this  act,  includes 
highways,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys.  The  term  resolution,  as  used 
in  this  act,  includes  all  motions,  orders,  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws, except  ordinances. 

TITLE  n. 

City  Officehs  —  Eligibility,  Election,  Appointment,  Qual- 
ifications, Compensation,  Terms  and  Vacancies. 

^   7.  Eligibility  of  city  officers;  vacancy  created  by  change  of 
residence.     Xo  j^erson  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  city 
office,  except  to  the  office  of  city  engineer,  unless,  at  the  time  of  his 
election  or  appointment,  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and 
a  resident  of  said  city ;  nor  to  any  ward  office,  unless,  at  the  time 
of  his  election  or  appointment,  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  a  resident  of  the  ward  for  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed; 
and  whenever  any  officer  of  said  city  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident 
of  said  city  or  of  the  ward  for  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed, 
his  office  shall  thereupon  become  vacant.    No  person  shall,  at  the 
same  time,  hold  more  than  one  office  under  the  city  government, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act  and  also  except  that  a 
commissioner  of  deeds  may  hold  any  other  city  office.    The  assess- 
ors of  said  city  shall  be  freeholders  and  their  names  must  have 
appeared  as  such  on  the  last  city  tax  roll  next  preceding  their 
election.     No  two  assessors  shall  reside  in  the  same  ward.     The 
corporation  counsel  of  said  city  shall  be  an  attorney  and  coun- 
«elor-at-law,  duly  admitted  to  practice  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state  of  Xew  York.    The  city  engineer,  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
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ment,  need  not  be  a  resident  of  said  citv  but  must  be  a  civil 
engineer  of  at  least  five  years'  practical  experience  in  his  profea- 
aion.  The  recorder  of  said  city  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  of  the  present  incumbent,  shall  be  an  attorney  and  counselor- 
at-law  duly  admitted  to  practice  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
^  of  New  York.     The  city  judge  of  said  city  shall  be  an  attorney 

and  counselor-at-law  duly  admitted  to  practice  in  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  of  at  least  five  years^  practical 
experience  in  his  profession. 

§  8.  Elective  city  officers  enumerated;  their  terms  of  office  and 
compensation.  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  to  be  elected  by 
the  city  at  large,  shall  be:  a  mayor,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  two  yeaM,  and  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  two  tibousand  dol- 
lars; a  recorder,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and 
whose  annual  salary  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  a  treasurer, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years,  and  whose  annual  salary 
shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  three  assessors,  the  term  of  office 
of  each  of  whom  shall  be  three  years,  and  each  of  whom  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  dollars,  except  the  chair- 
man of  such  body,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  six 
hundred  dollars;  a  city  judge,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
four  years  and  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars; three  constables,  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  whom  shall 
be  one  year,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for 
their  services  as  constables  of  a  town  are  entitled  to  receive  for 
like  services.  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  to  be  elected  by 
each  w^rd  shall  be:  one  alderman,  the  term  of  office  of  whom 
shall  be  two  years,  and  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  three  hun- 
dred dollars ;  one  supervisor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years, 
and  who  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  that 
a  supervisor  of  a  town  of  Montgomery  county  is  entitled  to  receive 
for  like  services.  There  shall  be  also  elected  ten  members  of  the 
board  of  education,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  and 
who  shall  be  elected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

§  9.^*  General  city  elections.  An  election  for  officers  of  the  city 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  Tuesday  next  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  at  the  time  and  places  fixed  for  the  holding 
of  the  general  election  on  that  day.  Such  election  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  that  general  elections  in  cities  are 
by  law  required  to  be  conducted,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the 
election  law  shall  be  applicable  to  the  election  for  officers  in  such 
city,   including  the  canvass   and  return  thereof.     The  board  of 

Ja  Section  9   is  amended  by  L.   1911,  ch.  717,  post. 
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oounly  canvassers  of  the  county  of  litfontgomery  shall,  forthwith 
upon  completion  of  the  canvass,  cause  its  determination  of  the  elec- 
tion of  any  officer  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  to  be  filed  in  tho 
city  clerk's  office  of  such  city ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  deter- 
mination the  city  clerk  shall,  without  delay,  notify  in  writing 
every  person  so  certified  to  have  been  elected,  of  his  election.    At  ^ 

the  axmual  election  held  in  the  month  of  November,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  no  successors  shall  be  elected  to  the  eight 
aldermen  of  said  city  whose  terms  of  office  shall  expire  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.  At 
the  annual  election  held  in  said  city  in  the  month  of  November, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  there  shall  be  elected  a  city  judge 
and  three  constables  in  the  sam^  manner  as  other  city  officers  are 
elected,  and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  take  office  on  January  first^ 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve.  ^ 

§  10.  Eemoval  of  elective  city  oficers.  The  governor  of  the 
state  may  remove  the  mayor  from  office  at  any  time  upon  presenta- 
tion of  charges  against  him  and  after  opportunity  for  him  to  de- 
fend. All  pertinent  provisions  of  law^  in  respect  to  the  removal 
from  office  of  sheriflFs  shall  apply  to  the  removal  of  the  mayor. 
The  recorder  and  city  judge  may  be  removed  by  the  same  court 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided 
for  the  removal  of  justices  of  towns.^  Every  other  elective  officer 
of  said  city  may  be  removed  in  the  same  manner  and  for  the 
same  cause  as  is  provided  by  the  statute^  known  as  the  "Public 
Officers  Law  "  for  the  removal  of  town  officers. 

§  11.  Appointive  city  officers  enumerated;  by  whom  ap- 
pointed. The  appointive  officers  of  said  city  shall  be :  a  city  clerk, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  council ;  a  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council;  a  commissioner  of  public  works, 
a  commissioner  of  public  safety,  a  commissioner  of  charities  and 
a  corporation  counsel,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor;  a  city  engineer,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works;  a  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineer 
of  the  fire  department,  a  chief  of  police  and  assistant  chief  of 
police,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety.     There  shall  also  be  such  other  appointive  officers 

as  may  be  authorized  by  general  laws,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed

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in  pursuance  of  such  general  laws.  In  each  official  year  of  the 
city,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  to  each  appointive  city  officer 
having  a  fixed  term  of  office  expiring  during  such  official  year. 

§  12.  Notice  to  persons  appointed  to  office.  Upon  the  appoint- 
ment of  any  officer,  the  mayor,  common  council,  board  or  other 
officer  making  the  appointment,  shall  forthwith  file  a  certificate 
of  such  appointment  with  the  city  clerk;  immediately  after  the 
filing  of  said  certificates,  the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  each  person  so  appointed  of  his  appointment  to  office. 

§  13.  Terms  of  office  of  appointive  officers.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  city  clerk  shall  be  two  years,  except  that  the  term  of  the 
city  clerk  shall  not  extend  beyond  that  of  the  common  council 
appointing  him;  of  the  corporation  counsel,  the  commissioner 
of  public  works,  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  and  the  com- 
missioner of  charities,  two  years;  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  one  year,  none  of  whose  terms  shall  extend  beyond  that 
of  the  mayor  appointing  him ;  of  the  city  engineer,  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  but  the  term  of  office  of  any 
city  engineer  shall  not  extend  beyond  that  of  the  commissioner 
appointing  him ;  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  appoint 
a  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  and  a  chief  of  police,  an 
assistant  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  and  an  assistant  chief 
of  police. 

§  14.  Suspension  and  removal  of  appointive  city  officers.     The 

mayor  may  orally  or  in  writing  suspend,  for  ten  days  or  less,  at 
any  one  time,  any  officer  of  said  city  appointed  by  him  or  by  the 
common  council,  but  he  shall  not  suspend  the  same  person  more 
than  twice  in  any  one  year ;  in  case  of  the  suspension  of  the  city 
clerk  or  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  mayor  shall  forth- 
with report  to  the  common  council  the  reason  for  such  suspension, 
and  may  file  charges  against  such  officer ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  common  council  forthwith  to  hear  such  charges,  giving  the 
officer  suspended  reasonable  notice  thereof  and  a  reasonable  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard,  and  the  common  council  shall  remove  such 
officer,  if,  in  its  judgment,  there  be  sufficient  grounds  therefor. 
The  mayor  may  summarily  remove  any  officer  appointed  by  him. 
The  common  council  may  remove  any  officer  appointed  by  it  for 
any  cause  by  it  deemed  sufficient,  upon  charges,  giving  such  officer 
reasonable  notice  thereof  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be 
heard  and  such  officer  may  be  suspended  by  said  board  for  not 
more  than  thirty  days,  pending  the  determination  of  such  charges. 
§  16.  Compensation  of  appointive  city  officers.    The  following  ap- 
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pointive  city  oflScers  of  said  city,  namely :  The  city  clerk,  the  cor- 
poration counsel,  the  city  engineer,  the  chief  of  police,  the  assistant 
chief  of  police,  the  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  the  assist- 
ant chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety  and  the  commissioner  of  charities  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  city  such  compensation  for  their  services  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city. 

§  16.  Commenoement  and  expiration  of  terms  of  office;  holding 
over.  The  term  of  office  of  each  officer  elected  at  the  annual  city 
election  shall  commence  with  the  first  day  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding. The  term  of  each  appointive  city  officer  shall  com- 
mence with  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  official  year  in  which 
the  appointment  is  required  to  be  made.  Every  city  officer  shall 
continue  to  hold  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  chosen  and  shall 
have  qualified,  and  no  longer.  In  case  any  appointment  to  office 
is  delayed  beyond  the  time  herein  fixed  therefor,  the  term  of  such 
appointee  shall  nevertheless  expire  at  the  time  it  would  have  ex- 
pired if  such  appointment  had  not  been  delayed. 

§   17.  Filling  vacancies.     If  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  otherwise 

than  by  the  expiration  of  term,  in  any  elective  office  of  the  city, 
the  common  council  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  firs't  day  of  Jan- 
uary next  succeeding  the  next  city  election,  at  which  the  residue 
of  the  term  of  such  office,  if  any,  may  be  lawfully  filled  by  elec- 
tion. If  the  term  of  office  of  the  officer  vacating  his  office  con- 
tinues beyond  the  official  year  in  which  such  vacancy  occurs,  a 
person  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  annual  city  election  after  the 
occurrence  of  such  vacancy  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term.  A  vacancy  occurring  in  any  appointive 
office  of  the  city,  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  shall  be 
filled,  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term,  by  the  same  authori- 
ties and  in  the  same  manner  as  an  appointment  for  a  full  term. 
§    18.    Official    salaries,    when    payable;    fees    and    perquisitefi. 

The  salaries  of  all  officers  shall  be  paid  in  instalments  at  least 
once  in  each  month.  The  compensation  fixed  for  the  several  offi- 
cers shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  which  they  shall  respectively 
perform  for  said  city  in  connection  with  their  offices.  No  officer 
of  the  city,  except  commissioners  of  deeds  and  the  constables 
of  said  city,  shall  have  or  receive  to  his  use  any  perquisites, 
compensation  or  fees  for  services  pertaining  directly  or  indi- 
rectly,  or  which  may  hereafter  1)e  added   to  the  duties  of  his 
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office,  in  addition  to  his  salary;  and  all  perquisites,  compen- 
sation and  fees  paid  to  and  received  by  any  officer  for  services 
pertaining  directly  or  indirectly,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  added 
to  the  duties  of  his  office,  other  than  his  salary  received  from  the 
city,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  officer 
receiving  the  same  into  the  city  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the 
general  fund.  The  compensation  of  all  the  officers,  clerks  and 
subordinates  in  the  several  departments  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
^^gg^'^ate  the  appropriation  made  by  the  common  council  in  the 
annual  budget  for  that  purpose. 

TITLE  III. 

City  Officers;  Their  General  Powers,  Duties  and 

Liabilities. 

§  19.  Oath  of  city  officers.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed 
to  any  office  under  this  act,  shall,  before  assuming  the  same,  take 
the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution*  of  this  state  and 
file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  every  person  who 
shall  omit  to  take  and  file  his  oath  of  office  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law*  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the  office  and  said 
office  shall  thereupon  become  vacant.  Each  commissioner  of  deeds 
and  each  city  officer,  who  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  given 
the  same  powers  as  a  commissioner  of  deeds,  shall  forthwith  upon 
his  election  or  appointment  file  a  certificate  of  such  election  or  ap- 
pointment with,  and  also  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office  before  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Montgomery. 

§  20.  Official  bonds  of  city  officers.  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  all  officers  required  by  this  act^  by  general  law, 
or  by  the  common  council,  to  give  a  bond,  shall  severally,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  make,  execute  and  de- 
liver a  bond  to  the  city  of  Amsterdam  in  such  penal  sum  as  this 
act,  or  the  common  council  directs,  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
mayor  and  common  council  approve,  conditioned  that  they  shall 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  and 
promptly  account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  or  property  re- 
ceived by  them  respectively  as  such  officers.  All  official  bonds  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  herein  provided  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk. 
Any  officer  failing  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  provisions  shall 
be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  liabilities  prescribed  by  law.'

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§  21.  liability  of  city  officers;  acts  prohibited;  official  miscon- 
dnct.  Xo  oflScer  of  the  city  shall  in  any  manner  be  inter- 
estedy  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  to  which  the  city  or 
any  board  thereof  shall  be  a  party ;  and  any  such  contract  in  which 
any  such  officer  may  be  or  become  interested  shall  thereupon  be 
and  become  void.  If  any  officer  of  the  city  shall  vote  for  anj(  ap- 
propriation or  for  the  payment  or  expenditure  of  any  moneys  not 
authorized  by  or  in  pursuance  .of  law,  euch  officer  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor.  If  the  common  council  or  any  city  board 
shall  pass  any  resolution  authorizing  or  purporting  to  authorize 
any  expenditure  of  money  by  the  city  for  any  purpose  exceeding 
the  amount  authorized  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law  to  be  expended 
for  such  purposes,  each  officer  voting  for  such  resolution  shall 
be  personally  liable  for  the  amount  thereof.  Each  city  officer  shall, 
upon  the  expiration  of  his  term,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  property,  papers  and  eflFects  of  every  description  in  his  pos- 
session or  under  his  control  belonging  to  the  city  or  appertaining 
to  such  office.  If  he  shall  fail  to  do  so  within  five  days  after  noti- 
fication and  request  by  his  successor,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  recovered  by  the  city  in  a  civil  ac- 
tion together  with  all  damages  caused  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so 
to  do,  and  he  may  also  be  proceeded  against  as  otherwise  provided 
for  by  law. 

§   22.  When  expenditures  to  be  by  contract  to  lowest  bidder. 

Whenever  any  expenditure  to  be  made  or  incurred  by  the  common 
council,  or  any  commissioner  or  officer  in  behalf  of  the  city,  for 
work  to  be  done,  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  except 
ordinary  repairing  of  streets  and  except  the  ordinary  repairing 
of  the  sewer  and  water  systems,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred fifty  dollars,  the  common  council  shall  advertise  for  and 
receive  proposals  therefor  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  prescribe. 
Each  snch  proposal  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  bond,  cash  de- 
posit or  certified  check  as  the  common  council  shall  require,  con- 
ditioned that  the  bidder  will  accept  and  execute  a  written  contract 
therefor,  if  the  same  is  awarded  him;  and  the  contract  therefor 
shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  who  shall  give  a  bond  or  other 
security  in  such  amount  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  the 
common  coimcil  may  prescribe  and  approve,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  such  contract.  The  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  reject  all  bids  or  proposals  and  readvertise  the  same 
for  letting.  The  notice  of  the  letting  of  such  contract  shall  de- 
scribe generally  the  work  and  materials  for  which  the  contract 
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will  be  let  and  the  day  and  hour  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  8aid 
common   council   at  which   proposals   therefor  will  be  openei 
Specifications  for  the  performance  of  any  work  and  for  the  supply 
of  any  materials  shall  be  prepared  and  set  forth  with  snfBcient 
detail  to  inform  all   persons   proposing  to   bid   therefor  of  the 
nature  of  the  work  to  be  done  and  of  the  materials  to  be  supplied, 
and  shall  be  open  to  inspection  to  all  persons  interested  therein. 
If  the  common  council,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  shall  be  pres- 
ent three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  said  common  council  in 
office,  shall  by  a  resolution  unanimously  adopted  and  approved 
by  the  mayor  determine  it  to  be  impracticable  to  procure  such 
work  or  materials  or  both  by  contract,  then  the  said  common  coun- 
cil shall  designate  and  authorize  the  officer  in  tie  proper  depart- 
ment to  procure  such  work  or  purchase  such  materials  but  such 
expenditure  without  a  public  letting  shall  in  no  event  exceed  thfi 
pum  of  one  thousand  dollars.    In  case  of  public  emergency  involv- 
ing accident  or  other  injury  by  which  the  heating  or  plimibing 
of  any  of  the  public  buildings  or  any  of  the  fire  or  water  worb 
apparatus  shall  become  disabled,  the  commissioner  having  juris- 
diction thereof  may  cause  repairs  thereto  to  be  made  without  a 
letting  by  contract,  upon  filing  with  the  city  clerk  a  certificate, 
approved  by  the  iiiayor,  showing  such  emergency  and  the  neces- 
sity for  such  repairs.     The  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  law  requir- 
ing advertisements  for  bids  or  proposals  or  the  awarding  of  con- 
tracts for  supplies  to  be  furnished  for  any  of  said  departments, 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  supplies  which  may  be  furnished 
under  the  provisions  of  the  prison  law.® 

§  23.  City  officers  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  talce 
acknowledgments.  The  mayor,  recorder,  corporation  counsel, 
commissioner  of  public  works,  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
commissioner  of  charities,  city  engineer  and  city  clerk  shall  each 
have  within  the  city  of  Amsterdam  the  power  of  commissionere 
of  deeds  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam. 

§  24.  The  mayor;  executive  power;  duties  of  mayor.  All  tho 
executive  power  of  the  city  shall  be  vested  in  the  ma.yor,  except 
such  as  is  specifically  granted  herein  or  by  law  to  the  other  execu- 
tive officers  and  departments.  He  shall  also  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  conferred  upon  mayors  of  cities  by  any  general 
law,  applicable  to  cities  of  the  third  class.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  mayor  when  present  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  common

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oonncil;  to  see  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  by  the 
citj  officers  and  departments;  to  maintain  peace  and  good  order 
within  the  city,  and  in  case  of  riot,  conflagration,  or  other  public 
emergency  requiring  it,  to  call  out  the  police  and  firemen  and 
take  command  of  the  entire  police  force,  including  the  chief 
executive  officer  thereof;  to  take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  state, 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  common  council  be  executed  and  en- 
forced within  the  city,  and  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  all 
persons  violating  the  same ;  to  transmit  to  the  common  council  at 
its  first  meeting  in  January  of  each  year  a  written  statement  of 
the  general  affairs  of  the  city  in  relation  to  its  finances,  govern- 
ment and  improvement,  and  from  time  to  time  to  recommend  to 
the  common  council  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  or 
expedient  for  them  to  adopt;  to  receive  and  examine  into  all  com- 
plaints made  against  any  city  officer  for  neglect  of  duty  or  mal- 
feasance in  office;  to  prefer  charges  against  any  officer  to  the 
proper  authority  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  if  in  his  judgment 
sufficient  reasons  exist  therefor;  to  call  special  meetings  of  the 
common  council  whenever  he  shall  deem  the  same  necessary  or 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  in  writing  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  thereof,  notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  in  writing  and 
served  personally  upon  each  member  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode;  to  sign  all  appointments  to  office,  to  name  all  standing 
committees  of  the  common  council;  to  compel,  in  the  course  of 
any  examination  or  investigation  which  he  is  authorized  to  make, 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers 
by  a  subpoena  issued  under  his  hand,  and  his  subpoena  shall  have 
the  force  and  effect  of  a  subpoena  issued  out  of  the  supreme  court ; 
to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses;  to  punish  any  witness  for  re- 
fusal to  appear,  testify  or  answer  any  pertinent  question,  and  for 
that  purpose  the  mayor  shall  possess  all  the  power  and  jurisdiction 
conferred  on  the  common  council,  mayor  and  recorder  by  section 
forty-six  of  this  act. 

§  25.  Acting  mayor.  In  case  of  the  absence,  disability,  sick- 
ness or  inability  of  the  mayor  to  act,  or  during  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  mayor,  the  vice-president  of  the  common  council  sha-^i  act 
as  mayor  until  the  mayor  returns,  his  disability  or  inability  to  act 
ceases  or  the  vacancy  is  filled.  But  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
vice^residerit  of  the  common  council,  when  acting  as  mayor,  to 
exercise  any  power  of  appointment  or  removal  from  office  unless 
such  sickness  or  absence  shall  have  continued  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days;  or  to  sign,  approve  or  disapprove  any  ordinance  or  resolu- 
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tion  unless  such  sickness  or  absence  shall  have  continued  for  a 
period  of  at  least  nine  days. 

§  26.  Signing  of  deeds,  oontracts  and  warrants.     The  mayor 

shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  sign  all  deeds,  leases, 
contracts  and  other  papers  made  and  entered  into  by  the  city,  and 
cause  to  be  affixed  thereto  the  city  seal.  He  shaU  also  sign  all 
warrjints  drawn  on  the  city  treasurer  except  those  issued  by  the 
board  of  education. 

§  27.  Examination  and  investigation  of  city  offlcers  and  ac* 
counts.  The  mayor  shall  have  authority  at  all  times  to  examine 
the  books  and  papers  of  any  officer,  employee  or  department  of 
the  city,  and  as  often  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  appoint  one  or 
more  competent  persons  to  examine  without  notice  the  acooimts 
of  any  city  officer  or  department,  and  the  money,  securities  and 
property  belonging  to  the  city  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  any 
officer  or  department,  and  to  report  to  the  common  council  the 
result  of  such  examination.  It  shall  be  his  duty  and  he  shall  have 
the  power  to  make  all  necessary  investigations  into  the  conduct  of 
all  officers  of  the  city  and  of  all  boards  thereof. 

§  28.  City  clerk;  general  powers  and  duties.     The  city  clerk 

of  said  citv  shall  be  ex-officio  clerk  of  the  common  council,  of  the 
department  of  public  works,  of  the  department  of  public  safety 
and  of  the  department  of  charities.  He  shall  devote  his  time 
wholly  to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
incident  to  his  office  as  may  be  required  by  the  common  council 
or  by  the  mayor.  He  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of 
the  common  council  and  shall  record  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose  all  proceedings  of  the  common  council  and  index  the 
same.  He  shall  have  the  charge,  custody  and  control  of  the  cor- 
porate seal  and  all  books,  papers,  documents  and  official  minutes 
of  the  city  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.  He  shall,  upon 
request  and  payment  of  the  fees  therefor,  make  certified  copies 
of  any  record  or  document  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control 
and  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city  thereto,  and  any  such 
certified  copy  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  the  same 
as  the  original.  He  shall  demand  and  receive  fees  for  the  benefit 
of  the  city  for  such  certified  copies  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
folio  from  every  person,  other  than  a  city  officer,  upon  whose  re- 
quest any  such  certified  copy  is  made  and  delivered.  He  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt 
thereof  pay  the  same  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  for  which  he  shall 
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take  a  receipt,  and  file  the  same  in  his  office.  Such  receipts  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  common  council  or 
any  member  thereof.  The  office  of  the  city  clerk  shall  be  deemed 
a  town  clerk's  office  and  the  city  be  deemed  a  town  for  the  purpose 
of  depositing  and  filing  therein  all  books  and  papers  required  or 
authorized  by  law  to  be  filed  in  a  to^vn  clerk's  office,  and  the  city 
clerk  shall  possess  the  power  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  a 
town  clerk  in  relation  thereto.  The  books  and  papers  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  shall  at  all  times  on  demand  be  produced  for 
inspection  to  any  inhabitant  of  said  city.  He  shall  also  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  warrants  drawn  on  any  fund  of  said  city, 
which  account  shall  be  kept  in  such  manner  as  the  common  council 
may  direct.  All  moneys,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act, 
iihall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the 
common  council  by  warrant  upon  the  city  treasurer,  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  city  clerk.  Such  warrant  shall  specify  for  what 
purpose  the  amount  therein  named  is  paid  and  to  what  fund 
chargeable,  and  the  clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
warrants  drawn  on  the  treasurer  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose,  specifying  the  number  of  each  warrant  and  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  issued.  Whenever,  in  his  judgment  it  is 
necessary,  the  mayor  may  authorize  the  employment  of  a  stenog- 
rapher or  other  assistant  to  aid  the  city  clerk  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  to  perform  such  other  services  as  the  mayor 
may  prescribe,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  person  so  em- 
ployed, 
§29.    Corporation  counsel;   general  powers   and   duties.     The 

corporation  counsel  shall  be  the  official  legal  adviser  of  the  mayor, 
the  common  council  and  of  all  the  departments  and  boards  of 
said  city  and  of  each  city  officer  thereof ;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
prosecute  all  civil  actions  and  proceedings  by,  and  to  defend  all 
civil  actions  and  proceedings  against,  said  city  and  every  board, 
department  or  officer  thereof  in  their  official  capacity,  and  to 
perform  all  other  legal  services  on  behalf  of  said  city  or  relating 
to  its  affairs.  He  shall,  whenever  the  mayor,  the  common  council 
or  the  law  committee  thereof  directs  appear  and  represent  the  city 
in  all  proceedings  and  prosecutions  for  the  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  city.  He  shall,  prior  to  the  delivery  thereof,  indorse 
upon  each  written  contract  providing  for  the  payment  of  two  hun- 
dred fifty  dollars  or  more,  entered  into  by  tie  city,  a  certifi- 
cate to  the  effect  that  the  said  officer,  board  or  department  exe- 
cuting the  same  on  behalf  of  the  city  has  authority  and  power  to 
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make  such  contract  and  that  such  contract  is  in  proper  form  and 
properly  executed.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act,  no 
action  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  by  the  corporation  coun- 
sel unless  directed  by  the  mayor  or  common  coimcil.  The  mayor, 
when  he  deems  it  proper  and  advisable  so  to  do,  may  employ  coun- 
sel at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  city  to  assist  the  corporation 
counsel  in  any  matter,  action  or  proceeding,  but  no  other  oflScer  or 
department  of  the  said  city  shall  have  power  so  to  do.  When  the 
mayor  shall  employ  such  counsel  he  shall  immediately  sign  and 
file  with  the  city  clerk  a  certificate  of  such  employment,  and  the 
city  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  compensation,  fee,  cost  or  expense 
of  such  employment  unless  such  certificate  shall  have  been  signed 
and  filed  as  aforesaid.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  at  his  pleasure  a  stenographer,  and  the  compensation 
of  such  stenographer  when  so  appointed  shall  be  fixed  by  the  com- 
mon council  and  shall  be  a  charge  against  said  city. 

§   30.   City  treasurer;   general   powers  and  duties.     The   city 

treasurer  shall  be  the  fiscal  officer  of  the  city ;  he  shall  be  the  col- 
lector of  all  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents;  he  shall  per- 
form the  duties,  possess  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  lia- 
bilities and  obligations  prescribed  by  law  for  town  collectors,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  he  shall  receive,  keep  and 
disburse  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city  and  to  every  board 
thereof.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  city, 
including  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents  with  due  diligence. 
All  moneys  required  by  any  law  of  this  state  to  be  paid  by  agents 
of  insurance  companies,  not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  arising  from  any  other  source  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  fire  department  of  cities,  to  which  the  city  of  Amsterdam  or 
the  fire  department  thereof  may  be  entitled,  shall  hereafter  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city  and  be  credited  by  him  to 
the  fire  fund  of  said  city  and  the  same  shall  be  expended  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  fire  department  of  said  city,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law;  said  treasurer  shall  promptly  collect  the 
same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  said  moneys 
the  treasurer  is  hereby  made  the  treasurer  of  the  fire  department 
of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  and  his  receipt  shall  be  a  good  and  sufli- 
cient  voucher  for  the  payment  of  said  money.  He  shall  pay  no 
moneys  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  except  upon  warrants  signed 
as  by  this  act  provided,  specifying  from  what  fund  and  for  what 
purpose  the  amount  named  therein  is  payable  and  shall  file  all 
such  warrants  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
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ments  in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  shall  direct.  The 
city  treasurer  shall  present  to  the  common  council  at  its  first 
meeting  in  each  month  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  each  fund  of  the  city  during  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  the  balance  on  hand  belonging  to  each  fund  of 
the  city,  and  such  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk ;  he 
shall  also  at  the  end  of  each  month  present  to  each  of  the  boards 
and  departments  of  the  city  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  receipts 
and  disbursements  during  the  preceding  month  on  account  of  the 
funds  set  apart  for  them.  He  shall  present  to  the  common  council 
at  its  last  meeting  in  each  year  a  full  account  of  all  receipts  and 
payments  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  treasurer 
and  also  the  state  of  the  city  treasury.  The  treasurer  shall  not 
allow  any  fund  to  be  overdrawn  but  when  any  fund  is  exhausted 
shall  notify  the  city  clerk  who  in  turn  shall  notify  the  department 
whose  funds  may  be  exhausted;  the  various  funds  created  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  kept  inviolate  and  de- 
voted to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  created  and  no  moneys  shall 
be  drawn  from  one  fund  to  supply  deficiency  in  any  other  fund, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act.  Before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
execute  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  bond  in  such  penal  sum  aa 
may  be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  not  less  however  than  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thousvand  dollars  in  amount,  nor  more  than 
the  aggregate  amount  of  money  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  during  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year.  Such  bond  shall  be 
executed  by  some  solvent  surety  company  and  be  approved  by  the 
common  council,  -and  corporation  counsel,  and  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  his  duties  as  such  treaaui'er 
and  that  he  will  promptly  account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys 
and  property  received  by  him.  A  certificate  by  the  city  clerk 
of  such  approval  shall  be  indorsed  thereon,  and  the  bond  so  in- 
dorsed shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
of  Montgomery  in  the  same  manner  as  the  official  bonds  of  town 
collectors.  All  the  necessary  expense  of  procuring,  filing  and 
recording  such  bond  shall  be  borne  by  the  city,  and  all  interest 
earned  by  funds  of  the  city  or  compensation  paid  for  deposits 
thereof  shall  belong  to  the  city. 

§   31.   City   engineer;   general   powers   and   duties.     The   city 

engineer  shall  keep  in  his  office  books  and  records  properly  in- 
dexed in  which  there  shall  be  entered  the  survey  and  map  of 
every  street,  park,  avenue,  lane,  sidewalk,  water  main  and  service 
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pipe,  sewer  and  sewer  inlet  and  conduit,  with  location  and  grade 
thereof,  as  far  as  practicable,  both  those  heretofore  established 
and  which  may  hereafter  be  established.  He  shall  perform  aD 
the  civil  engineering  required  for  the  city  and  its  various  boards 
and  departments,  and  shall  make  all  preliminary  surveys  and  pre- 
pare all  plans,  profiles  and  specifications,  «md  shall  perform  all 
engineering  work,  which  may  be  directed  by  the  mayor,  common 
council  and  commissioner  of  public  works.  He  shall  devote  his 
time  exclusively  to  the  service  of  the  city.  All  maps,  profiles,  sur- 
veys and  other  data  which  he  may  make  or  which  shall  be  kept 
by  him  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  city. 

§  32.  Assessors;  general  powers  and  duties.  The  assessors  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  specified  in  this  act  in  relation  to  the  assess- 
ment and  taxation  of  property  within  the  city,  and  shall  possess 
all  the  powers  conferred,  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  imposed 
and  perform  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  assessors 
in  the  towns  of  the  state  in  reference  to  the  assessment  of  prop- 
erty within  the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.  They 
shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  perform  all  the 
duties  now  provided  by  law,  in  reference  to  the  assessment  of 
property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  taxes  and  assessments  for 
local  improvements,  imposed  according  to  law. 

§    33.    Sealer   of  weights   and   measures;    general   iMwers  aad 

duties.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  possess  the  same 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  obligations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  general  statute  for  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
in  cities. 

§  34.  Aldermen;  general  powers  and  duties.     It  shall  be  the 

duty  of  every  alderman  in  said  city  to  attend  the  regular  and 
special  meetings  of  the  common  council;  to  act  upon  committees 
when  thereunto  appointed ;  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  per- 
sons violating  the  laws  of  this  state  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws  or 
police  regulations  of  the  city ;  to  report  to  the  mayor  all  subordi- 
nate officers  who  are  guilty  of  any  official  misconduct  or  neglect 
of  duty,  and  to  aid  in  maintaining  peace  and  good  order  in  the 
city,  and  to  perform  or  assist  in  performing  all  such  duties  as 
are  enjoined  upon  the  common  council  thereof. 

§  35.  Supervisors;  general  powers  and  duties.     The  city  shall 

be  entitled  to  and  have  eight  supervisore.  Each  of  the  wards  of 
said  city  shall  elect  one  supervisor  biennially  to  hold  office  for 
two  years.  The  said  supervisors  shall  have  the  eame  powers  and 
duties  as  the  supervisors  in  the  towns  in  the  county  of   Mont-

gomery,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act;  and  shall  be 
members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery. The  supervisors  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
allowed  by  law  in  the  same  manner  as  the  supervisors  of  towns. 

§  36.  Becorder;  general  power  and  dnties.  ISTo  person  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  office  of  recorder  unless  he  be  an  attorney  and 
counselor-at-law,  entitled  to  practice  in  the  supreme  court  of 
the  state  of  Xew  York.  The  recorder  shall,  except  in  case  of  his 
absence  from  the  city,  or  inability  from  sickness  or  from  any 
other  cause,  have  jurisdiction  in  said  city,  exclusive  of  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  or  other  officer  except  judges  of  courts  of  record, 
of  all  crimes  committed  in  said  city,  and  to  issue  all  criminal 
process  and  all  processes,  other  than  in  civil  actions  and  proceed- 
ings, except  process* in  bastardy  cases  which  a  single  justice,  or 
two  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns,  are  empowered  or  directed 
by  law  to  issue;  to  hear  and  entertain  all  complaints  and  conduct 
all  examinations  in  criminal  cases;  to  hold  courts  of  special  ses- 
sions with  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  such  courts  as  regu- 
lated by  statute ;  to  try,  convict  and  sentence  all  persons  who  may 
be  guilty  of  any  oflFenses  which  are  or  may  be  triable  by  courts 
of  special  sessions,  and  to  commit  for  trial  persons  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  offenses  not  triable  in  said  courts.  The  court  of  special 
sessions  held  by  said  recorder  shall  have  jurisdiction  of,  and 
power  to  hear  and  determine  charges  for  every  misdemeanor  com- 
mitted, or  charged  to  have  been  committed,  within  said  city,  for 
which  the  accused  shall  elect  to  be  tried  before  said  court  When- 
ever a  defendant,  tried  before  a  court  of  special  sessions  held  by 
said  recorder,  for  any  offense,  jurisdiction  of  which  is  not  con- 
ferred upon  courts  of  special  sessions  by  law,  shall  be  convicted, 
said  court  shall  render  judgment  thereupon,  and  inflict  such  pun- 
ishment by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  any  other  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense  could  inflict,  as  provided 
by  statute,  and  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  to  sentence 
and  punish  the  person  so  convicted,  as  the  county  court  of  Mont- 
gomery county  would  have  for  the  same  offense.  The  recorder 
may  sentence  any  person  convicted  of  a  criminal  offense  before 
him  directly  to  imprisonment  in  the  Albany  penitentiary  in  cases 
where  the  sentence  is  for  sixty  days  or  longer.  The  said  recorder 
shall  not  be  required  to  take  the  examination  of  any  person 
charged  with  a  misdemeanor  who  shall  elect  to  be  tried,  nor  to 
try  any  person  after  an  examination  which  he  has  claimed ;  but 
such  persons,  if  held  for  trial,  shall  be  bailed  or  committed.    Said 
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recorder  shall  have  power  to  let  to  bail  persons  charged  with 
crime  before  him  in  all  cases  of  misdemeanor,  and  in  all  cases  of 
felony,  when  the  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  cannot  exceed 
five  years.  The  recorder  may  hear,  try  and  determine  in  a  sum- 
mary way,  any  complaint  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  in  any  case  where  the  right 
to  a  trial  by  jury  is  not  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  or  pro- 
vided for  by  law ;  but  in  all  cases  where  such  right  is  guaranteed 
or  provided  for,  he  shall  sit  as  a  court  of  special  sessions,  and 
whenever  said  recorder,  sitting  as  a  court  of  special  sessions  or 
otherwise,  shall  try,  convict  and  sentence  to  the  jail  of  Mont- 
gomery county  or  other  place  provided  by  law,  he  shall  file  with 
the  clerk  of  Montgomery  county  a  record  of  such  conviction  as 
prescribed  by  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tie  recorder  to  attend 
at  his  office  at  all  reasonable  hours  of  the  day.  He  shall  not 
receive  for  his  own  benefit  any  fee  for  services  under  this  act; 
but  he  shall  demand  and  receive  in  all  proceedings  before  him 
and  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  as  such  recorder,  the  fees 
provided  by  law,  and  all  fees  and  charges  which  may  be  legally 
payable  whenever  any  suit  or  proceeding  before  him  shall  be 
settled  or  dismissed  by  consent,  including  fees  of  constables  or 
policemen.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  costs,  fees  and  fines 
imposed,  collected  or  received  by  him,  belonging  to  the  city,  and 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  once  in  every  month.  He 
shall  also  keep  an  account  of  all  criminal  business  done  by  him, 
which  may  be  a  county  charge,  and  shall  at  the  time  for  the 
presentation  of  claims  against  the  county  of  Montgomery,  make 
out  and  verify  the  account  thereof,  payable  to  the  city,  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  for  audit. 
The  docket  of  said  recorder  shall  contain  a  record  or  brief  state- 
ment of  all  proceedings,  convictions  and  judgments  before  him 
and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during  office  hours.  The 
recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vacation  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  month  in  any  calendar  year.  The  present  recorder  of  the 
city  of  Amsterdam  shall  continue  to  act  as  such  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  his  office  and  the  election  and  qualification 
of  his  successor.  After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the 
present  incumbent,  the  recorder  of  said  city  shall,  during  sick- 
ness, absence  from  the  city,  disability  of  the  city  judge  to  act,  or 
during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  city  judge,  exercise  in  his  place 
and  stead  all  the  powers  of  said  judge,  including  jurisdiction  in 
cases  then  pending  before  the  said  city  jndge.     The  said  recorder 
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shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  for  his  services  while 
acting  as  said  city  judge.  Whenever  the  recorder  shall  act  as 
city  judge,  he  shall  add  to  his  official  title  "  acting  as  city  judge." 

§  37.  Office  of  justice  of  the  peace  abolished.  Upon  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam,  New  York,  is  hereby  abolished  and  the  powers,  duties 
and  obligations  of  the  justices  now  in  office  in  said  city  shall 
thereupon  cease  and  determine. 

§  38.  Constables;  general  powers  and  duties.  The  constables 
of  said  city  shall  have  the  same  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction, 
receive  the  same  compensation  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties as  if  the  city  of  Amsterdam  were  a  town  and  they  were  con- 
stables thereof,  except  that  no  constable  of  the  city  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  execute  any  criminal  process  or  do  any  other  criminal 
business;  nor  shall  any  constable  of  the  city  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  compensation  for  his  services  in  any  criminal  action  or  any 
special  proceeding  of  a  criminal  nature  for  or  on  account  of  any 
offense  committed,  or  charged  to  have  been  committed,  within  said 
city.  Every  constable  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
oflSce  shall  execute  an  undertaking  with  at  least  two  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  the  corporation  counsel,  of  the  same  tenor  and  effect 
<i8  is  required  of  constables  in  towns  of  this  state. 

TITLE  IV. 

The  Common  Councii*, 

§  39.  Organization  and  procedure.  The  common  council  shall 
be  composed  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city,  and  the  first 
meeting  thereof  in  each  official  year,  shall  be  held  at  the  common 
council  room  or  at  such  place  as  the  mayor  shall  designate,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  or  if  that 
be  Sunday,  then  on  the  following  day.  The  mayor  shall  bo  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  common  council,  but  shall  have  no  vote 
therein,  except  in  cases  of  a  tie,  when  he  shall  have  the  casting 
vote.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each  official 
year,  the  common  council  shall  choose  one  of  the  aldermen  by 
ballot  to  be  vice-president  of  the  common  council.  The  vice- 
president  of  the  common  council  shall  not  lose  his  vote  as 
alderman  by  reason  of  his  acting  as  presiding  officer  of  the 
common  council  at  anv  time,  but  when  he  votes  as  an  alderman 
he  shall  have  no  casting  vote  on  a  tie.  The  common  council  shall 
hold  stated  meetings  at  least  twice  in  each  month,  and  its  sittings 
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shall  be  public  except  when  the  public  welfare  requires  secrecy. 
The  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  common  council  shall  constitnte 
a  quorum.  A  less  number  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn.  The 
attendance  of  absent  members  may  be  compelled  by  the  oommon 
council,  or  by  a  meeting  thereof  at  which  less  than  a  quorum  is 
present.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  common  council 
present  at  any  meeting  thereof  at  which  a  quorum  shall  be  present, 
shall  be  sufficient  to  pass  any  resolution  or  ordinance,  except  that 
no  resolution  or  ordinance  authorizing  or  involving  the  collection 
of  money  by  tax  or  assessment,  appointment  to  office,  sale  of  any 
real  estate  belonging  to  the  city,  or  the  granting  of  any  franchise 
shall  pass  unless  it  shall  receive  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  the 
aldermen  in  office  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act 
The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  all  resolutions 
authorizing  or  involving  the  expenditures  of  money,  collection  of 
money  by  tax  or  assessment,  appointment  to  office,  sale  of  any 
real  estate  belonging  to  the  city  or  the  granting  of  any  franchise. 
When  neither  the  mayor  nor  the  vice-president  of  the  oonunon 
council  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  regular  meeting  or  any  duly 
appointed  meeting  of  said  common  council,  at  which  there  shill 
be  a  quorum  present,  said  common  council  may  appoint  one  of 
its  members  to  preside,  and  the  person  appointed,  shall,  at  such 
meeting,  have  all  the  powers  of  presiding  officers  to  maintain  order 
and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  of  the  oounciL 
§  40.  Mayor's  approval  and  veto.  Every  resolution  and  ordi- 
nance of  the  common  council,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  rules 
for  its  own  government  and  the  appointment  and  trial  of  officers, 
before  it  takes  effect  shall  be  forthwith  presented  to  the  mayor, 
duly  certified  by  the  city  clerk.  If  the  mayor  approves,  he  shall 
sign  it,  and  upon  such  approval  the  same  shall  take  effect;  if  he 
disapproves,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  in  writing  and 
file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk  within  ten  days  (Sunday  excepted) 
alter  he  receives  it;  the  city  clerk  shall  present  the  same 
with  such  objections  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  regular 
meeting  after  the  filing  of  such  veto  as  aforesaid,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  to  be  held  prior  to  the  next  rcgo- 
lar  meeting,  except  as  provided  in  section  twenty-five  herein. 
The  common  council  at  such  meeting  may  pass  such  ordinance  or 
resolution  over  the  mayor's  veto  by  a  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  aldermen  in  office,  taken  by  ayes  and  noes  and  entered  on 
the  minutes  in  which  case  it  shall  take  effect,  and  if  not  so  passed 
at  such  meeting,  it  shall  not  take  effect     If  such  resolution  or 
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ordinance  ehall  not  be  returned  by  the  mayor  within  ten  days 
(Sunday  excepted)  after  he  shall  have  received  it,  it  shall  take 
effect  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  term  of 
office  of  the  mayor  shall  expire  within  ten  days  after  euch  resolu- 
tion or  ordinance  shall  be  presented  to  him,  in  which  case  such 
ordinance  or  resolution  shall  have  no  force.  The  mayor  may  like- 
wise veto  any  separate  itema  of  any  ordinance  or  resolution  pro- 
viding for  the  expenditure  of  money  or  any  separate  portion  of 
any  ordinance  or  resolution  relating  to  a  separate  subject.  No 
resolution  or  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  'be  enacted  until  the 
provisions  of  this  section  have  been  complied  with, 
§  41.  Time  of  taking  effect  of  resolutions  and  ordinances.    All 

resolutions  passed  by  the  common  council  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately upon  their  enactment  unless  a  different  time  is  speci- 
fied therein.  All  ordinances  shall  be  published  at  least  once  in 
each  of  the  official  newspapers  and  oftener  if  the  common  council 
80  direct.  All  ordinances  ehall  take  effect  immediately  on  the 
completion  of  their  publication  unless  a  later  date  be  designated 
therein.  Every  such  ordinance,  together  with  the  certificate  of 
the  derk  of  the  city  of  the  time  and  manner  of  the  publication 
thereof,  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for 
that  purpose  and  the  said  record,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by 
the  derk  of  said  city  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts 
and  places,  and  in  all  actions  and  proceedings  of  the  due  passage 
of  such  ordinance  and  of  its  having  been  duly  published. 

§  42.  General  legislative  powers.  The  general  legislative 
powers  of  the  city  for  all  proper  municipal  purposes,  except  such 
powers  as  may  be  vested  in  other  city  boards  or  officers,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  common  council.  It  shall  have  power  to  enact  ordi- 
nances not  inconsistent  with  the  law  of  the  state  for  any  local 
purposes  pertaining  to  the  government  of  the  city  and  the  manage- 
ment of  its  business,  the  protection  of  the  business  and  property 
interests  of  its  citizens,  the  preservation  of  order,  peace,  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
to  amend  and  repeal  the  same ;  and  shall  have  such  powers  of  legis- 
lation by  ordinance  or  resolution  as  are  conferred  upon  it  by  this 
ict  or  any  other  provision  of  law  specially  conferred  by  this  act 
upon  any  separate  board  of  the  city.  The  powers  conferred  by 
this  section  are  not  limited  by  the  powers  enumerated  in  the  fol- 
lowing sections. 

§  43.  Further  powers.     The  common  council,  in  addition  to 
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snch  other  powers  as  may  be  conferred  upon  it,  shall  have  power 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act: 

(a)  To  provide  for  and  have  the  care,  custody  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  property,  books,  records  and  papers  belonging 
to  said  city;  to  prevent  and  punish  any  injury  to  or  trespass  upon 
the  property  of  the  city,  and  to  make  any  and  all  necessary  re- 
pairs and  improvements  to  the  same,  ex2ept  where  the  power  of 
repairing  public  buildings  is  specifically  conferred  by  this  act  on 
any  other  board  or  ofiicer,  and  to  cause  any  of  the  city  property 
to  be  insured  when  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

(h)  To  prescribe  and  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  oflS- 
cers  of  said  city  and  to  fix  and  detennine  their  compensation 
where  the  same  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law  or  this  act, 
and  in  case  any  officer  shall  have  duties  specified  by  this  act,  to 
prescribe  s\ich  additional  duties  as  it  may  deem  the  interests  of 
the  city  require  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  to  see  that  all 
city  officers  faithfully  and  correctly  perform  their  several  duties 
and  that  proper  measures  are  taken  to  punish  the  neglect  or  vio- 
lation of  duty  by  any  of  them. 

(c)  To  audit  all  accounts  and  claims  against  the  city  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act  or  by  general  laws  and  order 
the  payment  of  such  as  shall  be  allowed,  and  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same  as  it  may  deem  proper;  to 
examine  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  prescribe  the  manner 
of  paying  out  and  accounting  for  moneys  received  by  him  for  the 
city. 

(d)  To  call  a  special  meeting  or  election  of  the  electors  or  tax- 
payers of  said  city  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  same  shall  be 
required  by  the  public  interests  or  provided  for  by  law,  and  to 
carry  into  eifect  any  lawful  resolution  adopted  at  such  election 
or  meeting  or  at  the  annual  election;  to  purchase  ground  for  a 
public  park  provided  the  necessary  fund  for  such  purpose  shall 
have  been  voted  at  a  taxpayers'  election  as  provided  by  this  act 
and  not  otherwise. 

(e)  To  make  or  cause  to  be  made  maps  of  the  city  and  of  the 
wards  thereof  and  to  survey  the  boundaries  of  the  city  and  of  the 
streets,  highways  and  public  grounds  thereof;  and  to  designate 
and  alter  the  names  of  the  streets  and  the  numbers  of  all  lots 
and  buildings. 

(f )  To  prevent  any  encroachment,  encumbrance  or  obstruction 
in  or  upon  any  street,  sidewalk,  highway  or  public  grounds  of 
said  city ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  person  who

shall  have  caused  any  such  encroachment,  encumbrance  or  ob- 
struction, or  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  who  shall 
have  any  building,  fence  or  other  structure  or  thing  encroaching 
upon,  encumbering  or  obstructing  any  street,  sidewalk,  highway 
or  public  ground  in  the  city,  to  remove  the  same  after  being  noti- 
fied so  to  do ;  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  such 
removal  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  person  or  of  such  owner 
or  occupant,  and  to  collect  the  same  by  an  action  at  law,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  this  provision  the  common  council  shall  have  au- 
thority and  jurisdiction  over  any  officer  or  board  of  the  city, 

(g)  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  and  public  places  of 
the  city  and  to  have  jurisdiction  and  charge  thereof  with  power 
to  make  all  necessary  contracts  therf'.for,  except  that  no  such  con- 
tract shall  be  advertised  for  or  entered  into  for  a  period  exceeding 
ten  years. 

(h)  To  prosecute  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  city  upon  any 
contract  or  liability  in  which  said  city  may  be  interested  and  for 
all  fines  and  penalties,  costs  and  expenses  imposed  by  this  act  or 
by  any  ordinance  or  by-law  of  the  city,  and  enforce  the  collec- 
tion thereof. 

(i)  To  provide  necessary  and  proper  rooms  and  offices  for  the 
use  and  occupation  respectively  of  the  common  council  and  the 
boards,  officers  and  employees  of  the  city,  and  to  designate  the 
fund  or  funds  out  of  which  the  expense  of  such  offices  respec- 
tively shall  be  paid. 

(j)  To  require  any  officer,  board  or  employee  of  the  city  to 
famish  reports,  information  or  estimates  whenever  it  shall  be 
deemed  proper  by  the  common  council. 

(k)  To  establish  the  grade  line  and  width  of  streets  and  side- 
walks, and  to  cause  the  city  engineer  to  make  all  necessary  sur- 
veys, maps  and  profiles  relating  to  any  work  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion. 

(1)  To  determine  when  any  street  or  section  of  a  street  or  any 
public  place  or  public  square  should  be  graded,  paved  or  repaved, 
and  to  let  the  contracts  therefor. 

(m)  To  accept  the  deeds  or  dedication  of  any  street,  sidewalk, 
public  square  or  public  place  in  said  city. 

(n)  To  determine  that  any  street,  sidewalk,  public  square,  pub- 
lic place  or  bridge  in  said  city  should  l)e  constructed,  laid  out, 
opened,  extended,  altered,  widened,  straightened  or  discontinued 
tnd  to  let  all  necessary  contracts  therofor. 

(o)  To  determine  when  extensions  and  additioiLs  to  the  water 
18 
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system  and  sewer  system  of  the  city  shall  be  made,  laid  and  con- 
structed and  to  let  necessary  contracts  therefor. 

(p)  To  establish  and  fix  the  water  rents  and  change  the  same; 
to  prescribe  rules  for  regulating  the  uie  of  the  water  supply  and 
for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  property,  water  works, 
reservoirs,  pipes  and  sewers  and  the  appurtenances  thereto. 

(q)  And  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  or  any  or  either  of  them, 
or  for  executing  any  powers  conferred  upon  the  common  council, 
the  commissioner  of  public  works,  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
commissioner  of  charities  or  any  official  or  employee  of  the  city, 
or  upon  the'  said  city  by  this  act  or  otherwise,  the  said  common 
council  shall  have  full  power  to  make,  establish,  publish,  modify, 
amend  or  repeal  ordinances  and  prescribe,  fix  and  enforce  sudi 
penalties  and  fines  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  violation  of 
them  respectively. 

§  44.  Ordinances.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  power 
to  enact  ordinances  for  the  following  purposes  and  to  amend  and 
repeal  the  same: 

(a)  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendicants,  street  beggarb 
and  persons  soliciting  alms,  keepers  of  houses  of  ill  fame,  common 
prostitutes,  lewd  and  disorderly  persons,  and  to  prevent  and  pun- 
ish drunkenness  and  disorderly  or  immoral  conduct  in  streets  and 
public  places. 

(b)  To  prohibit  the  gathering  or  assembling  of  persons  upon 
the  public  streets  of  said  city  or  congregating  upon  the  comers  of 
the  streets  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  police  officers  of  said  city 
to  disperse  all  such  gatherings  or  assemblages  of  persons,  and  upon 
the  refusal  of  persons  so  congregated  or  assembled  to  disperse  when 
commanded  so  to  do  by  a  duly  appointed  police  officer,  such  police 
officer  may  make  summary  arrest  of  any  person  or  persons  so 
refusing,  and  take  him  or  them  forthwith  before  the  recorder  of 
said  city  to  be  by  him  tried  as  disorderly  persons  and  punished 
as  such,  'and  all  such  persons  are  hereby  declared  to  be  disorderiy 
persons. 

(c)  To  restrain  cattle,  animals  and  fowls  from  running  at  large 
in  said  city,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale 
of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred  and  the  cost  of  their  keeping 
and  the  proceedings ;  to  make  regulations  for  taxing  and  confining 
dogs  and  destroying  such  as  may  be  found  running  at  large,  con- 
trary to  any  ordinance;  and  to  establish  a  public  pound  which 
shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  management  of  the  eomr 
missioner  of  public  safety. 
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(d)  To  license^  regulate  and  control  all  porters,  cartmen,  hack 
or  cabmen,  etages,  omnibuses  or  other  vehicles,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  within  the  city ;  to  fix  their  rates  of  compensa- 
tion and  to  require  them  to  have  licenses  and  prescribe  the  amount 
to  be  paid  therefor;  to  regulate  by  license  or  prohibit  the  exhibi- 
tion of  any  circus,  caravan,  theatre,  curiosities,  or  other  show  or 
entertainment ;  to  regulate  by  license  or  prohibit  auction  sales  in 
said  city,  and  hawking  and  peddling  on  the  streets  of  said  city. 

(e)  To  prohibit  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  regulate  billiard 
rooms  and  bowling  alleys;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
houses  and  houses  of  ill  fame ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  bathing  in 
the  Mohawk  river  and  all  the  creeks  and  other  waters  within  the 
city;  to  prevent  immoderate  driving  and  racing  in  said  city. 

(f )  To  prevent  or  regulate  the  deposit  of  building  materials 
upon  the  streets  or  sidewalks  to  such  an  extent  and  for  such  time 
as  it  may  prescribe, 

(g)  To  prohibit,  license  or  regulate  the  keeping,  storing,  use  or 
gale  of  gun  powder,  kerosene  or  any  other  combustible  or  explo- 
sive substance  or  compound,  and  the  conveyance  or  transportation 
of  the  same  in  or  through  any  part  of  the  city;  to  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  use  of  firearms  in  said  city;  to  regulate  the  use 
of  lights  in  stables  or  other  buildings  in  which  combustible  ma- 
terials may  be  collected  or  deposited. 

(h)  To  regulate  the  erection  and  use  of  telegraph,  telephone  or 
electric  light  poles  or  poles  for  the  carrying  of  electric  wires  on 
the  streets  or  public  grounds ;  or  the  stringing  or  placing  of  wires 
in,  over,  under  or  upon  the  streets  or  public  places,  or  upon,  over, 
or  in  front  of  any  building  or  buildings  and  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  any  pole  or  wire  erected  or  maintained  contrary  to 
sucli  regulation  or  any  ordinance  of  the  city;  to  prescribe  rules 
and  regulate  the  installation  in  all  houses,  buildings  or  structures 
of  all  wires,  conductors  or  other  substances  used. for  the  trans- 
mission of  electric  energy  for  light,  heat,  power  or  other  purposes. 

(i)  To  prohibit  and  punish  any  game,  practice,  amusement  or 
act  in  the  public  streets  or  elsewhere  having  a  tendency  to 
frighten  teams  or  horses,  or  to  injure  or  annoy  persons  residing  in 
the  city  or  passing  in  or  along  the  highways  or  streets  of  the  city, 
or  to  injure  or  endanger  life  or  property. 

(j)  To  regulate  the  speed  of  locomotives,  tenders,  railroad  and 
street  railway  cars  and  all  other  vehicles,  and  to  prevent  the 
unnecessary  obstruction  of  streets  by  the  same. 

(k)    To  regulate  and  prescribe  plans,  methods  and  materials 
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for  the  erection  and  repair  of  building  within  said  city  or  any 
district  or  districts  thereof  which  it  may  establish^  and  for  such 
purpose  to  establish  a  building  code. 

(1)  To  prevent  or  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of 
whistles  and  horns,  the  crying  of  wares  and  making  of  any 
unnecessary  noise,  which  may  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the 
city;  to  prevent  or  regulate  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  of  fire- 
works or  other  explosive  compounds;  to  prevent  and  punish  the 
discharge  of  firearms,  rockets,  fireworks  and  gun  powder  in  or 
near  the  streets  of  the  city  or  in  the  vicinity  of  any  building. 

(m)  To  regulate,  prevent  or  punish  the  posting  of  bills,  signs 
or  advertisements,  on  any  public  building,  or  any  telegraph,  light- 
ing or  telephone  poles,  within  said  city. 

(n)  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  to  have 
scuttles  in  the  roofs  thereof  and  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to  them; 
to  prescribe  and  compel  the  erection  and  use  of  fire  escapes,  fire 
doors  and  fire  shutters  in  such  buildings  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
and  to  compel  the  furnishing  and  placing  of  fire  buckets,  pails, 
fire  extinguishers,  hose,  stand  pipes  and  such  other  apparatus  for 
the  prevention  and  extinction  of  fires  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

(o)  To  provide  or  regulate  the  erection,  placing  or  maintain- 
ing on  or  above  any  street  of  the  city  any  goods,  sign,  sign-board 
or  other  device  which  shall  hang,  suspend  or  project  from  or  upon 
any  such  street  or  the  sidewalk  thereon. 

(p)  To  enact  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  the 
government  of  the  city  and  the  management  of  its  business,  for 
the  preservation  of  good  order,  peace  and  health,  for  the  safety 
and  welfare  of  its  inhabitants  and  the  protection  and  security  of 
their  property. 

§   45.  Violations  of  ordinances.     Every  person  violating  any 

ordinance  heretofore  passed,  or  that  nfay  hereafter  be  passed  by 
the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  penalty  or  fine  therein  prescribed,  and  in  the  event  that  no 
fine  or  penalty  is  fixed  therein,  then  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which 
such  conviction  shall  have  been  had. 

§  46.  Power  to  snnunon  witnesses.  The  mayor,  common  coun- 
cil or  any  committee  thereof,  by  its  chairman,  shall  have  power 
to  issue  a  subpoena  to  any  person  to  appear  and  testify  before 
him  or  them  in  respect  to  any  matter  pending  or  referred  to 
either  of  them  or  to  any  board  of  the  city.      Such  subpoena  may 
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be  aeired  at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Montgomery  in  the 
same  manner  as  subpcenas  for  witnesses  in  criminal  cases.  Any 
person  who  shall  refuse  to  attend  in  obedience  to  any  such  sub- 
poena may  be  arrested  by  an  order  or  attachment  which  shall  be 
issued  by  the  mayor  or  recorder  upon  proof  of  the  service  of  such 
subpoena  and  of  such  refusal,  and  may  be  committed  to  the  county 
jail  or  other  proper  place  of  detention  until  he  shall  appear  or 
testify.  Such  witness  so  refusing  to  attend  may  also  be  fined  or 
imprisoned  for  disobedience  of  such  subpoena  by  the  mayor  or 
recorder  in  the  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  witnesses  refus- 
ing to  attend  in  obedience  to  subpoena  duly  issued  by  a  justice 
of  the  peace.  Whenever  any  person  summoned  as  a  witness 
before  said  mayor,  common  council,  or  any  committee  thereof 
shall  refuse  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed  or  to  answer  any  proper  or 
pertinent  question,  the  mayor  or  recorder  on  complaint  made  may 
forthwith  commit  such  person  to  the  county  jail  or  other  proper 
place  of  detention  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty  days,  or 
until  he  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  or  answer  such  question.  Such 
commitment  shall  be  made  by  a  warrant  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  coimty  or  other  officer  having  such  place  of  detention  in 
charge,  and  shall  recite  the  cause  of  such  commitment,  and  such 
officer  shall  keep  such  person  in  close  confinement  as  directed 
thereby. 

§  47.  Accounts  against  city.  Ifo  account  or  claim  against  the 
city,  except  for  a  fixed  salary,  for  the  principal  or  interest  on  a 
bonded  or  funded  debt  or  other  loan,  or  for  the  regular  or  stated 
compensation  of  officers  or  employees  in  any  city  department,  or 
for  work  performed  or  materials  furnished  under  the  contract 
therefor,  shall  be  paid  unless  a  claim  therefor,  itemized  and  veri- 
fied by  or  on  behalf  of  the  claimant  and  approved  by  the  head 
of  the  department  or  officer  whose  action  gave  rise  or  origin  to 
the  claim  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  have 
been  audited  and  allowed  by  the  common  council ;  the  city  clerk 
shall  cause  all  such  claims  to  be  presented  to  the  common  council 
for  audit,  and  they  shall  be  referred  by  said  common  council  to 
a  standing  committee  thereof,  to  be  composed  of  five  members 
to  be  called  "Auditing  Committee."  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
committee  to  inquire  or  examine  into  said  claim  or  accoimt  and 
they  may  send  for  persons  and  papers  and  examine  the  claimant 
and  witnesses  on  oath  in  relation  thereto.  The  said  committee 
shall  report  the  matter  referred  to  them  to  the  common  council, 
either  favorably  or  adversely  with  their  reasons,  and  said  com- 
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mon  ootmcil  shall  then  hear,  examine  and  determine  the  same  as 
a  board  of  town  auditors,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  possess  the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  duties  of  town  auditors. 

§    48.    Claims    for   injuries    to    person    or   property.      Claims 

against  the  city  for  injuries  to  the  person  or  property  of  the 
claimant,  alleged  to  have  been  caused  or  sustained  by  defects,  want 
of  repair,  or  obstructions  from  snow  or  ice,  or  other  causes  in 
the  highways,  streets,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks  of  the  city,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  in  writing  within  three  months  after 
such  injury  is  received.  Said  claim  shall  describe  the  time,  place, 
cause  and  extent  of  the  injuries  so  far  as  practicable,  verified  by 
the  oath  of  the  claimant  if  possible;  the  omission  to  present  the 
said  claim  as  aforesaid  within  three  months  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
claim  or  action  therefor  against  the  city,  and  no  action  shall  be 
commenced  against  said  city  on  such  claim  until  after  three 
months  from  the  filing  thereof.  The  city  clerk  shall  present  all 
such  claims  to  the  common  council  for  audit. 

§  49.  Designation  and  marking  of  certain  streets.    The  common 

council  may  designate  those  streets  and  highways  in  the  city  which 
in  its  judgment  cannot  be  put  in  proper  condition  for  general 
travel  without  too  great  expense  and  shall  cause  such  streets  so 
designated  to  be  appropriately  marked  on  such  streets  and  high- 
ways and  on  the  map  thereof. 

§  60.  Official  newspapers.  The  common  council  shall,  at  its 
first  meeting  in  each  official  year,  designate  two  newspapers  in 
said  city  in  which  shall  be  published  all  official  notices  and  all 
ordinances  and  proceedings  of  the  common  council;  which  said 
newspapers  shall  be  selected  from  the  newspapers  of  said  city 
which  are  allied  to  and  supporting  different  political  parties.  In 
making  such  selection,  each  member  of  the  common  council  may 
designate  one  newspaper,  and  the  two  newspapers  receiving  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  selected  and  designated  as  such 
official  newspaper  of  the  city  for  the  ensuing  year,  provided  that 
they  are  opposite  in  politics,  as  aforesaid,  and  if  they  are  not  oppo- 
site in  politics  the  designation  shall  be  a  nullity.  After  the  close 
of  each  fiscal  year  the  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a 
volume  containing  all  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council. 

§  61.  Franchises.  No  license,  permission,  grant  or  franchise 
for  the  use  or  occupation  of  any  street,  highway  or  public  ground 
or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  entered  into,  given,  made  or  granted 
for  a  term  exceeding  fifty  years.  The  power  to  grant  such  license, 
permission,  grant  or  franchise  shall  be  vested  in  the  common 
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ooimcil  of  said  city  subject  to  the  power  possessed  by  the  mayor 
to  veto  ordinances. 

§  52.  Biscontinnance  of  streets.  Whenever  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  contemplate  the  discontinuance  of  any  street,  it  shall 
cause  a  notice  to  be  published  for  ten  days  in  the  official  news- 
papers of  the  city  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  and  that  all  persons 
interested  may  be  heard  in  reference  thereto  at  the  time  stated 
in  such  notice.  If  it  shall  be  determined  to  discontinue  the  street 
and  any  person  shall  claim  to  be  damaged  by  said  discontinuance^ 
such  alleged  damages  unless  agreed  to  by  the  common  council, 
must  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  three  commissioners  to 
be  appointed  by  the  county  court  of  Montgomery  county  or  the 
supreme  court.  All  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  such 
commidsioners  and  the  hearing  before  them  and  the  ascertainment 
and  award  of  compensation  shall  be  taken  and  had  in  compliance 
with  the  statute  known  as  the  condemnation  law/  in  so  far  as 
applicable,  and  when  any  award  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  a  liability  against  the  city,  and 
judgment  may  be  entered  thereon  as  in  an  action  at  law.  An 
ordinance  discontinuing  any  street  shall  require  the  affirmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council. 
Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by  such  discontinuance  and 
entitled  to  compensation  therefor,  shall  within  three  months  after 
such  street  is  discontinued,  present  to  the  common  council  his 
claim  for  such  compensation,  stating  briefly  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  injury  he  claims  to  have  suffered.  Within  two  months 
after  the  time  limited  for  the  presentation  of  claims,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  said  city  to  apply  for  the 
appointment  of  the  commissioners  provided  for  in  the  condemna- 
tion law  to  ascertain  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  said  claim- 
ant; and  within  the  time  herein  limited  for  the  city  to  apply  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners,  said  persons  filing  claims  shall 
be  precluded  from  taking  any  proceeding  for  the  enforcement  of 
their  claims* 

TITLE  V. 
Depabtment  of  Public  Works. 

§  58.  Crommissioner  of  public  works.  The  commissioner  of 
public  works  shall  be  the  head  of  the  department  of  public  works. 
He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  of  all  his  proceedings,  full  and

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accurate  accounts  and  records  of  all  moneys  expended  by  him,  of 
all  officers  appointed,  suspended  or  removed,  of  all  liabilities  in- 
curred, work  performed,  employees  engaged  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  Uie  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  54.  General  powers  and  duties.  The  coiiunissiouer  of  pub- 
lic works  shall  be  vested,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
with  the  charge,  control  and  management  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks and  bridges  within  the  city,  of  the  water  works  system, 
reservoirs,  pipes  and  hydrants,  and  of  the  sewers  and  of  all  the 
real  estate  and  buildings  and  structures  pertaining  to  the  fore- 
going, and  of  all  machinery,  tooU,  appliances  and  materials  use<l 
in  connection  therewith.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law  or 
this  act,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  has,  over  the  streets 
and  public  places  within  the  city,  all  the  jurisdiction  and  is 
charged  with  all  the  duties  of  town  superintendents  of  highways 
within  the  towns  of  the  state. 

§  55.  Further  powers  and  duties.  The  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic works  shall  have  power: 

(a)  To  appoint  the  city  engineer  and  have  general  supervision 
over  him ;  to  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  a  clerk  and  such 
assistants,  laborers  and  teams  and  incur  such  expenditures  as  may 
be  necessary  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  made  for  his 
department. 

(b)  To  make  all  ordinary  and  necessary  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  the  water  and  sewer  systems,  streets,  bridges,  public 
grounds,  cross  walks  and  culverts,  including  the  cleaning  of  the 
same,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to  keep  the 
same  free  from  obstructions  and  in  good  condition  and  repair 
and  reasonably  safe  for  public  use. 

(c)  To  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  all  work  per- 
formed under  any  contract  of  the  city  for  grading,  paving  or  re- 
paving  or  for  any  local  or  other  improvement^  except  that  of 
lighting  the  streets  and  public  places,  when  the  contract  therefor 
shall  have  been  let  by  the  common  council.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  commissioner  to  cause  all  such  work  to  be  performed 
in  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  any  contract  therefor. 

(d)  To  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  construct- 
ing, laying  out,  opening,  extending,  altering,  widening,  straighten- 
ing or  discontinuing  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  public  places  or 
bridges  when  directed  by  the  common  council. 

(e)  To  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  all  necessary 
extensions  or  additions  to  the  water  system  and  sewer  system 
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of  the  city  when  the  contract  therefor  shall  have  been  let  or  when 
such  extensions  and  additions  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the  com- 
mon council. 

(f)  To  regulate  and  control  under  the  ordinances  of  the  com- 
mon council  the  planting,  rearing,  trimming  and  removing  of 
trees  in  the  streets,  highways  and  public  places  of  the  city. 

(g)  To  regulate  and  supervise  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
common  council  the  use  of  the  water  supply  and  to  protect  and 
preserve  the  property,  water  works,  reservoirs,  pipes  and  sewers 
and  the  appurtenances  thereto. 

(h)  To  supervise  and  control  the  construction,  repair  and  al- 
teration of  all  city  buildings  when  the  contract  therefor  shall 
have  been  let  or  the  same  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the  common 
council. 

§  56.  Performance  of  public  work  to  be  certified.  All  public 
work  performed  pursuant  to  contract  under  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall,  before  it  is 
accepted,  be  certified  to  by  him  to  the  effect  that  such  work  has 
been  performed  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner  with  the  ma- 
terials required,  of  the  quality  and  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract  under  which  the  same  was  done.  Within 
ten  days  after  the  completion  of  any  such  work  the  commissioner 
shall  file  a  certificate  of  such  completion  with  the  city  clerk,  to 
be  reported  by  him  to  the  common  council.  Such  certificate  shall 
state  in  substance  that  said  work  has  been  duly  examined  by  the 
commissioner  and  that  the  same  has  been  fully  performed  and 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  terras  of  the  contract  therefor. 

§  57.  Paving.  No  street  shall  be  paved  by  said  city  unless 
the  owners  owning  a  majority  of  the  amount  of  lineal  feet  frontr 
ing  on  the  part  of  the  street  proposed  to  be  paved  petition  there 
for;  except  that  if  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  com- 
mon council  then  in  ofiice,  shall  by  resolution  vote  that  such  pav- 
ing be  expedient  and  necessary,  then  such  paving  can  be  done 
without  such  petition.  If  the  common  council  shall  decide  with- 
out a  petition  as  above  provided,  that  any  street  or  section  of  a 
street  ought  to  be  paved,  the  city  clerk  shall  cause  to  be  published 
for  at  least  two  weeks,  a  notice  in  the  two  official  newspapers  of 
the  city,  that  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  therein  specified,  the  com- 
mon council  will  meet  to  make  a  final  determination  in  respect 
thereto.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the 
character,  location  and  extent  of  the  paving  and  of  the  material  to 
be  used  therefor.     Any  person  interested  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
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heard  itt  such  meeting  in  opposition  to  or  in  favor  of  such  paving. 
If  at  the  time  of  or  before  such  meeting  a  protest  against  the 
paving,  in  writing,  signed  by  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  front- 
age upon  such  street  or  section  of  street  proposed  to  be  paved, 
and  acknowledged  as  deeds  of  real  estate  are  required  to  be  ac- 
knowledged, be  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  the  said  common  council 
shall  not  order  the  proposed  paving,  nor  shall  it  consider  the  same 
again  within  one  year ;  but  the  owners  owning  a  majority  of  the 
amount  of  lineal  feet  fronting  on  a  smaller  section  of  the  same 
street  not  less  than  one  block,  may  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  peti- 
tion therefor,  and  in  that  case  the  said  common  council  may  order 
the  paving  as  therein  requested.  Fifty  per  centum  of  the  ex- 
penses of  paving  made  or  directed  under  this  section,  shall  be 
paid  by  a  general  tax  upon  the  city,  and  such  part  or  portion  of 
such  expenses  shall  thereupon  become  a  charge  upon  the  city  and 
shall  be  added  to  and  raised  with  the  next  general  assessment  and 
tax  for  city  purposes ;  and  fifty  per  centum  of  said  expense  shall 
be  defrayed  by  local  assessment  upon  such  portions  of  the  real 
estate  in  said  city  and  against  the  ovmers  thereof,  as  the  assessors 
of  said  city  shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited  by  such  pav- 
ing. No  part  of  the  expense  of  paving  a  street,  except  the  gen- 
eral tax  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  assessed  upon  any  lands 
not  bordering  on  or  touching  said  street.  The  common  council 
shall  not  in  any  one  year,  order  or  contract  for  paving,  the  total 
cost  or  expense  of  which  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  relieve  any 
street  surface  railroad  corporation  from  the  obligation  of  paving 
such  portion  of  the  street  as  is  imposed  on  it  by  law  f  and  the  cost 
of  paving  the  said  portion  shall  not  be  considered  a  portion  of 
the  total  cost  of  paving,  in  determining  the  amount  of  paving  that 
may  be  ordered  or  contracted  for  in  any  one  year.  The  said  com- 
mon council  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the 
city  such  sums  and  for  such  period  of  time,  not  exceeding  four 
years  for  any  portion  thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  the  en- 
tire cost  and  expeufse  of  such  paving,  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  therefor,  and  pay  and  discharge  the  entire  in- 
debtedness thereof.  The  city's  portion  of  the  money  so  borrowed 
shall  be  repaid,  when  collected,  from  the  general  tax.  The  bal- 
ance of  said  indebtedness  so  borrowed  shall  be  repaid,  when  col- 
lected, from  the  assessment  for  such  paving.     Any  person,  firm

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or  corporation  owning  property  abutting  or  touching  on  any 
street,  or  section  thereof,  directed  to  be  paved  according  to  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  against  whom  or  whose  prop- 
erty the  assessors  shall  make  an  assessment  and  who  shall  become 
and  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  assessment,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, may,  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  the  last  day 
when  the  tax  or  assessment  for  such  paving  may  be  paid  without 
fees  to  the  city  treasurer,  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and 
four  of  this  act,  file  a  statement  in  writing  with  the  city  treasurer, 
that  he,  she,  they,  or  it  elects  to  pay  such  tax  or  assessment  in 
not  to  exceed  three  equal  instalments,  with  interest  thereon  at 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  interest  to  be  computed  on  such  in- 
stalments from  the  expiration  of  the  last  day  when  the  same  might 
have  been  paid  without  fees  had  such  election  not  been  made.  At 
the  time  of  filing  euch  statement  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
filing  the  same  must  pay  the  first  instalment  of  said  tax  or 
assessment;  otherwise  such  statement  and  election  shall  be  void 
and  of  no  effect  The  balance  of  such  instalments  shall  be  due 
and  payable  in  one  and  two  years  respectively.  At  the  time  when 
suoh  tax  or  assessment  is  due  where  no  election  is  made  as  above 
provided,  and  when  any  of  the  respective  unpaid  instalments  with 
the  interest  thereon  shall  become  due  and  payable  where  such 
election  is  made,  said  common  council  shall  issue  the  proper  war- 
rant for  the  collection  of  said  tax  or  assessment  or  unpaid  instal- 
ment, vnth  interest,  so  due  and  payable,  attach  the  same  to  said 
assessment-roll,  and  deliver  the  said  warrant  so  attached  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  city,  and  thereupon  the  same  proceeding  shall 
be  had  and  taken  for  the  collection  of  said  tax  or  assessment  or 
unpaid  instalment  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  four 
of  this  act  for  the  collection  of  a  local  assessment  and  as  prescribed 
by  sections  eighty-six  to  ninety-four  inclusive  of  this  act  for  the 
collection  of  unpaid  taxes.  The  term  paving  as  used  in  this  act 
shall  include  repaving. 

§  68.  Grading.  Whenever  any  street,  highway  or  public  ground 
shall  be  graded,  the  common  council  shall  determine  by  resolu- 
tion what  part  or  portion,  if  any,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  the  expense  of  such  grading  shall  be  paid  by  a  general 
tax  upon  the  city,  and  such  part  or  portion  of  such  expense  shall 
thereupon  become  a  charge  upon  the  city,  and  shall  be  added  to 
and  raised  with  the  next  general  assessment  and  tax  for  city  pur- 
poses; and  what  part  or  portion  of  such  expenses  shall  be  de- 
frayed by  local  assessment  upon  such  portions  of  the  real  estate

in  said  citj  and  against  the  owners  thereof,  as  the  assessors  of 
said  city  shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited  by  such  grading. 
Ko  part  of  the  expense  of  grading  except  the  general  tax  herein- 
before mentioned,  shall  be  assessed  upon  any  lands  not  bordering 
on  or  touching  such  street.  When  the  grade  of  a  street  has  been 
established  and  the  street  graded  accordingly,  the  grade  shall  not 
be  changed  and  the  street  graded  according  to  the  changed  grade, 
except  on  petition  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  lineal  feet 
fronting  on  the  part  of  the  street  to  be  graded,  and  unless  compen- 
sation be  made  to  the  owners  of  property  injured  by  the  r^rading, 
such  compensation  to  be  determined  by  agreement  or  awarded  by 
three  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  court  of  Mont- 
gomery county  or  the  supreme  court.  All  proceedings  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  such  commissioners  and  for  the  hearing  before  them 
and  the  ascertainment  and  award  of  compensation  shall  be  taken 
and  had  in  compliance  with  the  statute  known  as  the  condemna- 
tion law*  in  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable.  And  when  any 
award  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court  the  amount  thereof  shall  be 
a  liability  against  the  city,  and  judgment  may  be  entered  thereon 
as  in  an  action  at  law.  Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by 
such  regrading  and  entitled  to  compensation  therefor,  shall  within 
six  months  after  such  regrading  is  completed,  present  to  the  com- 
mon council  his  claim  for  such  compensation  stating  briefly  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  injury  he  claims  to  have  suffered ;  and 
no  proceedings  shall  be  taken  to  recover  such  compensation  for  a 
period  of  two  months  after  the  claim  is  so  filed  or  presented,  nor 
shall  any  recovery  for  such  compensation  be  had  or  any  proceed- 
ings or  action  therefor  under  this  act  or  any  provision  of  law  be 
maintained  unless  the  same  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year 
after  the  presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  common  council  as  herein 

provided. 

§  59.  Opening,  widening  and  extending  streets.     Whenever  it 

shall  have  been  determined  to  construct,  lay  out,  open,  extend, 
alter,  widen  or  straighten  any  street,  alley,  lane,  highway,  or  pub- 
lic ground,  the  common  council  shall  determine  by  resolution 
whether  the  whole  or  what  part  or  portion,  if  any,  of  the  expense 
shall  be  paid  by  a  general  tax  upon  the  city,  and  whether  the 
whole  or  what  part  or  portion  of  such  expense  shall  be  defrayed 
by  local  assessment  upon  such  portions  of  the  real  estate  in  said 
city  and  against  the  owners  thereof  as  the  assessors  of  said  city 
shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited  thereby.

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§  GO.  ConBtmction  and  repair  of  sidewalks,  curbs  and  gratters. 
Whenever  the  oommon  council  shall  by  resolution  or  ordinance 
declare  that  any  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  shall  be  made,  constructed 
or  graded,  it  shall  specify  that  the  same  be  done  at  such  times,  in 
such  manner  and  of  such  materials  as  it  may  prescribe  and  direct. 
At  least  twenty  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
for  the  doing  of  such  work,  said  common  council  shall  cause  to 
be  served  upon  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  sidewalk, 
curb  or  gutter  so  to  be  improved,  a  copy  of  said  resolution  or  ordi- 
nance, with  a  notice  that  if  the  same  is  not  done  within  the  speci- 
fied time  by  the  several  owners,  it  will  be  done  by  said  common 
council  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  thereof.  Such  service  shall 
be  made  either  personally  or  by  delivering  the  same  at  his  resi- 
dence, or  if  he  be  a  non-resident  by  mailing  the  same  to  him  at  his 
last  known  place  of  residence,  or  if  the  name  of  the  owner  or  his 
place  of  residence  cannot  be  ascertained  after  due  diligence,  by 
posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  premises.  Affida- 
vits of  the  service  of  such  notice  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  city  and  such  affidavits,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof, 
shall  in  all  courts,  places,  actions  and  proceedings  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  In  case  such  improvements 
shall  not  be  made  or  done  as  required  within  the  time  specified, 
the  common  council  shall  make  or  do  the  same,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  his  certificate 
that  the  work  has  been  done.  Upon  the  filing  by  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  of  such  certificate,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such 
work  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  assessment 
for  local  improvements  by  sections  one  hundred  and  one,  one  hun- 
dred and  two,  and  one  hundred  and  three  of  this  act,  except  that 
the  same  shall  be  assessed  against  the  delinquent  owners  of  the 
property  abutting  upon  such  improvement  in  proportion  to  the 
frontage  thereon;  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  the  collection  of  local  assessments  by  section  one 
hundred  and  four  of  this  act. 

§  61.  Bepair  of  sidewalks;  removal  of  ice  and  snow.  The  com- 
missioner of  public  works  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
require  the  owner  of  property  abutting  upon  a  street  to  repair  any 
sidewalk  or  gutter  in  front  thereof  or  bring  the  same  to  true  grade, 
and  to  remove  the  snow  and  ice  therefrom.  Where  the  owner  of 
such  property  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  repair  any  sidewalk  or  bring 
the  same  to  true  grade  for  five  days  after  written  notice  so  to  do 
has  been  served  on  him,  either  personally  or  by  delivering  the  same 
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at  Ills  residence,  or  if  he  be  a  non-resident  by  mailing  the  same  to 
him  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  if  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  his  place  of  residence  cannot  be  ascertained  after  due 
diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the 
premises;  or  where  the  owner  of  any  such  premises  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  any  such  sidewalk  after  the 
same  has  remained  thereon  for  more  than  twelve  hours,  and  the 
commissioner  shall  have  repaired  such  sidewalk  or  brought  the 
same  to  grade  or  removed  the  ice  or  snow  therefrom,  a  bill  for 
the  expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  be  presented  to  the  owner  per- 
sonally or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  residence,  or,  if  he  be  a  non- 
resident, by  mailing  the  same  to  him  at  his  last  known  place  of 
residence,  or,  if  the  name  of  such  owner  or  his  place  of  residence 
cannot  be  ascertained  after  due  diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises;  and,  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  same  within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  commissioner  shall  file 
each  year  immediately  preceding  the  time  for  making  the  annual 
assessment-roll  his  certificate  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  work,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  as  to  the  property  in  front  of  which  the 
repairing  or  grading  or  cleaning  •was  done,  with  the  assessors  of 
the  city,  who  shall,  in  the  preparation  of  the  next  assessment-roll 
of  general  city  taxes,  assess  such  amount  upon  such  property,  and 
the  same  shall  be  levied,  corrected,  enforced  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner,  by  the  same  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under 
the  same  penalties  and  having  the  same  lien  upon  the  property 
assessed  as  the  general  city  tax  and  as  a  part  thereof. 

§  62.  Sewer,  gas  and  water  mains.  The  opening  of  all  trenches 
and  excavations  in  the  street  and  the  laying  and  attaching  of  all 
service  and  house  connection  pipes  with  the  water  mains  and 
sewers  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  who  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
shall  be  done  and  issue  permits  therefor.  No  paving,  repaving 
or  macadamizing  shall  be  done  in  any  street,  until  the  gas  and 
water  mains  and  sewers  shall  have  been  laid  therein  and  service 
and  house  connection  pipes  to  the  same  laid  in  front  of  each 
separate  piece  of  property  to  the  extent  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  common  council  shall  prescribe.  At  least  five  days'  written 
notice  shall  be  given  to  each  property  owner  requiring  him  to 
make  service  and  house  connection  with  the  sewer  and  water 
mains  as  above  provided,  such  notice  to  be  served  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  service  of  notice  in  respect  to  the  repair  of  side- 
walks in  section  sixty-one  of  this  act  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
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refusal  on  the  part  of  the  owner  to  make  such  service  and  house 
connections,  then  the  common  council  shall  require  such  work  to 
be  done  and  the  expense  incurred  thereby  shall  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  sixty-one  for  the  collection 
of  expenses  incurred  in  the  repair  of  sidewalks,  and  such  expenses 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  property. 

§  63.  Width  of  streets,  sale  of  lots.  No  new  street  hereafter 
laid  out  or  mapped  shall  be  accepted,  opened,  worked  or  graded 
by  said  city,  or  accepted  as  a  street  of  said  city,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  fifty  feet  in  width  or  more.  All  owners  of  property 
having  lots  within  said  city,  now  or  hereafter  mapped  out  for 
sale,  are  required  to  file  a  map  of  the  same  with  the  city  clerk, 
said  map  to  be  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
before  any  of  said  lots  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  which  said 
map  fihall  ^how  and  designate  thereon  the  proposed  streets,  ave- 
nues, highways,  lanes,  alleys  and  parks;  and  unless  such  map 
shall  be  filed  and  approved,  said  streets  and  avenues  shall  never 
become  public  streets  of  the  city  and  neither  sewer,  water  nor 
lights  shall  be  placed  thereon. 

§  64.  Acquisition  of  lands.  The  common  council  shall  have  the 
power  to  acquire  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  agreement 
or  by  appraisal,  any  lands,  water,  easements,  hereditaments, 
rights,  privileges  and  estates  situate  at  any  place  within  the  county 
of  Montgomery  or  within  any  county  adjoining  the  county  of 
Montgomery,  which  may  be  necessary  for  supplying  the  city 
with  water,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  article  two  of 
chapter  fifty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine^*  and 
the  amendments  thereof ;  and  such  also  within  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomeiy  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  or  maintenance  of 
sewers  or  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park;  such  also  within  the 
city  of  Amsterdam  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  laying  out,  open- 
ing, widening  or  straightening  any  streets;  and  may  also  enter 
into  or  upon  any  lands  or  waters  for  the  purpose  of  making  all  nec- 
essary surveys.  In  case  the  said  common  council  cannot  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate  or  interest  therein  upon  the 
price  to  be  paid  therefor,  it  may  proceed  to  acquire  or  perfcvst 
title  thereto  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  statute  known  as  the  "  condemnation  law,"^*  and  the 
provisions  of  that  statute  shall  apply  to  such  proceeding.  Before 
entering,  taking  or  using  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the

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said  common  council  shall  cause  a  survey  and  map  to  be  made  of 
the  lands  or  waters  or  interest  therein  intended  to  be  taken  or 
entered  upon  for  any  of  the  said  purposes,  by  and  on  which  the 
land,  waters,  or  interest  therein  of  each  owner  or  occupant  shall 
be  designated,  which  map  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  city 
clerk  and  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  land  or  water  or  interest  therein  is  situated ;  but  said  common 
council,  its  employees,  agents  and  servants,  may  enter  upon  any 
land  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  survey  or  maps,  and  upon 
the  filing  of  such  map  said  common  council,  its  agents  or  servants, 
may  enter  upon  any  land  so  designated  for  the  purpose  of  prose- 
cuting the  construction  of  any  necessary  work.  Said  city  ^all 
have  the  right  to  use  the  soil  or  ground  under  any  street,  high- 
way, public  land  or  road  within  Montgomery  coimty  or  any 
county  adjoining  Montgomery  county  and  to  use  the  said  streets, 
highways,  public  lands  or  roads  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  said  water  pipes,  sewers,  culverts,  drains  and 
conduits  on  condition  that  it  shall  cause  the  surface  of  such  street, 
highway  or  road  to  be  relaid  and  restored  to  its  usual  state  and  all 
damages  done  thereto  repaired  and  such  rights  shall  be  continuous 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  relaying  said  water  pipes  and 
sewers,  culverts,  drains  and  conduits. 

§  65.  Water  rents.  The  common  council  shall  establish  a  scale 
of  rents  to  be  charged,  and  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  from  time 
to  time  either  in  advance,  or  at  such  time  or  times,  as  the  said 
common  council  shall  prescribe  for  the  supply  of  water,  to  be 
called  "  water  rents."  Said  water  rents  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  lots  and  different  classes  of  buildings  in  said  city  in  reference 
to  their  dimensions,  values,  exposure  to  fires,  ordinary  and  ex- 
traordinary uses  for  dwellings,  stores,  shops,  hotels,  factories, 
livery  or  private  stables,  and  all  other  buildings,  establishments 
and  trades  and  other  common  purposes,  yards,  number  of  fami- 
lies or  occupants,  or  consumption  of  water  as  near  as  may  be 
practicable.  The  common  council  may  from  time  to  time,  either 
modify,  amend,  increase  or  diminish  such  rents.  Hotels,  fac- 
tories, stables  and  other  buildings  and  establishments  which  con- 
sume extra  quantities  of  water  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
rents,  such  sums  as  the  common  council  shall  direct.  And  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  and  such  of  the  employees  of  his 
department  as  he  shall  direct  are  hereby  authorized  at  all  times 
to  enter  any  building  or  place  where  water  is  used  from  supply 
pipes  to  examine  as  to  the  water,  quantity  used  and  the  manner 
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of  using  it.  Such  regular  water  rents  shall  be  collected  from  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  all  such  lots  and  such  buildings,  respectively, 
as  shall  be  situated  upon  lots  adjoining  any  street  or  avenue  in  said 
city,  in  which  the  distributing  pipes  are  or  may  be  laid  and  from 
which  they  can  be  supplied  with  water.  The  common  council 
shall  annually  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  of 
each  year  make  a  complete  roll  of  all  water  rents  to  be  assessed  and 
levied  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk  where  it  shall  remain 
open  for  public  inspection  for  two  weeks.  The  said  common 
council  shall  immediately  publish  a  notice  twice  a  week  for  two 
weeks  in  the  official  papers  that  such  roll  has  been  completed  and 
filed  and  that  the  said  common  council  will  meet  at  a  time  and 
place  in  said  notice  specified,  to  hear  objections  thereto,  and  the 
said  roll  shall  be  subject  to  review  as  other  assessments  in  said 
city.  The  said  roll  of  water  rents  shall  be  finally  completed  and 
adopted  by  said  common  council  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of 
February  in  each  year  and  thereupon  the  said  common  council  shall 
attach  its  warrant  to  the  said  roll  for  the  collection  thereof  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  treasurer  for  collection. 
§  66.  Collection  of  water  rents.  r])on  receiving  the  roll  of 
water  rents,  the  treasurer  shall  give  notice  by  publishing  the  same 
twice  in  each  of  the  official  papers  of  the  city,  of  the  receipt  by 
him  of  such  roll  and  warrant,  and  that  all  persons  named  therein 
are  required  to  pay  their  water  rents  at  his  office  on  or  before 
the  first  of  April  thereafter,  and  that  for  one  month  after  said 
first  day  of  April  two  per  centum  fees  will  be  charged  and  col- 
lected. If  any  water  rents  shall  remain  uncollected  on  said  first 
day  of  April,  the  treasurer  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  against  whom  such  water  rents  stand  charged.  The 
notice  shall  require  said  person  or  persons  to  pay  such  water  rents 
to  said  treasurer  at  his  office  within  one  month  thereafter  with 
two  per  centum  fees  thereon,  shall  specify  that  after  the  first  day 
of  May  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  in  addi- 
tion will  be  charged  until  said  water  rent  is  paid.  Such  notice 
may  be  served  and  proof  of  the  service  made  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  in  section  eighty-five  for  the  service  of  notice  and 
proof  thereof,  for  the  payment  of  the  city  tax.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of  July  to  make  out  a  roll  of  all  the 
water  rents  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  and  deliver  said  roll 
to  the  common  council,  which  shall  relevy  and  add  the  same  in  a 
separate  column  to  the  city  tax  roll  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
same  shall  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner,  by  the 
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eame  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under  the  same  penalties,  and 
have  the  same  lien  upon  and  may  he  assessed  as  the  general  city 
tax  and  as  a  part  thereof. 

§  67.  Bond.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  give  a 
bond  as  required  by  this  act  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  which  said  bond  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  Montgomery  county. 

TITLE  VI. 

Department  of  Public  Safety. 

§  68.  Commiuioner  of  public  safety.  The  commissioner  of 
public  safety  shall  be  the  head  of  the  department  of  public  safety. 
The  commissioner  shall  cause  to  be  kept  full  and  accurate  accounts 
and  records  of  all  moneys  appropriated  to  or  expended  by  the  said 
•  department,  of  all  officers  appointed,  suspended  or  removed  by 
him,  of  all  liabilities  incurred,  work  performed,  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  execution  of  his  duties. 

§  69.  Eules  and  regulations.  The  commissioner  of  public 
safety  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  firemen  and  policemen  and  the  management 
of  said  department 

§  70.  General  powers  and  duties.  The  commissioner  of  public 
aafety  shall  have  general  control  and  management  of  tiie  fire  de- 
partment and  police  department  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  jurisdiction  and  control  of  all  the  appointees  and  em- 
ployees of  said  department  and  of  all  personal  property  belonging 
or  pertaining  thereto,  including  fire  alarm  and  police  telegraph 
and  telephone  system ;  he  shall  have  power  to  locate  hose  carts,  hook 
and  ladder  carriages,  engines  and  other  apparatus  belonging  to 
or  used  in  the  fire  department ;  to  supervise  the  occupancy  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  city  used  by  the  fire  department  and  police  de- 
partment He  shall  be  the  fire  warden  and  building  inspector  of 
said  city  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  in 
such  capacity  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council  or  by  the  gen- 
eral law,  and  he  shall  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  the  building  code 
as  adopted  by  the  common  cQuncil.  He  shall  also  supervise  the 
stringing  of  all  electric  wires  on  the  streets  and  in  the  houses  and 
buildings  and  see  that  all  ordinances  of  the  common  council  relative 
thereto  are  enforced.  He  shall  have  power  when  authorized  by  the 
common  council  to  appoint  or  employ  a  pound  master  and  prescribe 
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his  duties;  he  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  as  many  special 
policemen  from  time  to  time  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  serve 
without  compensation  a  specified  length  of  time  not  extending  be- 
yond the  first  day  of  January  following  the  appointment;  and 
also  appoint,  in  time  of  emergency,  such  number  of  special  police- 
men as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  serve  for  a  limited  time  not 
exceeding  ten  days  and  to  fix  their  compensation  therefor.  He 
shall  appoint  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police  department 
and  fire  department  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  commissioner 
of  public  safety,  or  if  authorized  by  him,  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
fire  department,  may  investigate  into  the  cause  of  any  fire  and  for 
that  purpose  either  of  them  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpoena.  When- 
ever authorized  by  the  common  council  or  by  any  ordinance 
adopted  by  it,  he  shall  compel  the  owner  of  any  wall,  building,  pole, 
tower  or  other  stnicture  in  the  city,  which  may  be  in  a  ruinous  or 
unsafe  condition,  to  render  the  same  safe  or  to  take  down  and  re- 
move the  same ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  owner 
to  render  such  wall,  building,  pole,  tower  or  other  structure  safe, 
or  to  take  down  or  remove  the  same  after  being  notified  so  to  do, 
said  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  taken 
down  or  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  and  to  cause  such 
expense  to  be  collected  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  action  or  other- 
wise. 

§  71.  Pii«  department.  The  fire  department  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  shall  consist  of  the  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineer, 
and  such  firemen  as  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  with 
the  consent  of  the  mayor  determine  necessary,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety.  The  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department  may,  orally  or  in  writing,  suspend  from 
duty  any  member  of  the  department  for  neglect  of  duty  or  violation 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  days ;  and  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  of  the  mayor  and 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  take  and  have  control  and 
management  of  all  officers,  firemen,  property,  measures  and  actions 
for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  may  call  upon  the  chief  of  police  or  any  member  of  the 
police  force  to  assist  in  the  protection  of  property,  preservation  of 
order  and  in  the  enforcement  of  all  the  rules  for  the  government 
of  the  department.  The  chief  engineer  shall  make  a  yearly  report 
in  writing  to  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  and  more  fre- 
quently when  requested  by  him,  showing  the  actual  condition  of 
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the  property  in  cliarge  of  said  chief  engineer,  a  list  of  fire  alarms, 
losses  and  insurance  on  all  property  destroyed  since  the  last  report, 
particular  statements  of  the  cause  of  said  fires  so  far  as  known 
and  such  other  information  as  he  may  deem  important  to  the 
public  interests.  He  shall  make  and  keep  an  accurate  inventory 
of  all  the  property  of  the  department  and  see  that  the  same  is  not 
wasted,  lost  or  destroyed  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety. 
The  assistant  engineer  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority 
of  the  chief  engineer  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act. 
All  firemen  shall  receive  as  compensation  a  monthly  salary  to  be 
fixed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city. 

§  72.  Fire  limits.  The  fire  limits  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam 
shall  extend  to  and  include  such  territory  as  the  common  council 
shall  determine.  The  common  council  may  from  time  to  time 
enlarge  the  territory  to  be  included  within  the  fire  limits.  Nc 
wooden  buildings  of  any  description  shall  be  enlarged  or  con- 
structed within  the  fire  limits  except  by  the  permission  of  the 
common  council  given  upon  and  after  the  recommendation  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety. 

§  73.  Police  department.  The  chief  of  police  of  said  city  shall, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  mayor  and  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  be  the  chief  executive  oflBcer  of  the  police  depart- 
ment and  superintend  the  same ;  he  shall  keep  a  record  in  a  book 
of  all  cases  and  legal  proceedings  in  his  department  and  all  ser- 
vices performed  by  him  and  by  the  several  policemen  of  the  city 
and  of  such  fees  as  are  chargeable  by  law  to  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery or  to  any  town  of  said  county ;  he  shall  also  keep  a  book 
known  as  the  property  hook  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  articles 
taken  from  persons  arrested  or  seized  on  a  warrant  or  otherwise, 
together  with  the  disposal  made  thereof;  he  shall  once  in  each 
month,  and  of  tener  if  required,  report  to  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic safety  the  state  of  the  department  and  whether  any  members 
of  the  force  are  delinquent  in  their  duties.  The  chief  of  police 
may  orally  or  in  writing  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
department  for  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  department  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days. 
The  assistant  chief  of  police*  shall  discharge  such  duties  incident 
to  his  office  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  commissioner  of 
puLlic  safety  or  by  the  chief  of  police  and  shall,  in  case  of  the 
absence  or  inability  of  the  chief  to  act,  possess  the  power  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  chief  of  police.     All  policemen  shall 
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receiTe  for  their  compensation  a  monthly  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city.  The  police  department  of  said  city 
shall  consist  of  a  chief  of  police,  assistant  chief  of  police,  two  de- 
tectives, and  as  many  patrolmen  as  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety  may  determine,  but  not  more  than  one  for  each  two  thou- 
sand of  the  population  of  said  city  as  shown  and  determined  by 
the  last  state  or  federal  census  or  enumeration;  but  the  number 
of  such  patrolmen  shall  not  be  less  than  the  number  employed 
when  this  act  takes  effect.  No  fee  or  compensation,  other  than 
as  in  this  act  provided,  shall  be  charged  or  received  by  any 
policeman  save  such  reward  as  a  policeman  may  be  permitted  to 
receive  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety. 

§  74.  Policemen;  powers  and  duties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  policemen  to  preserve  peace  and  good  order,  to  enforce  the  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  of  said  city  and  to  execute  the  orders 
and  commitments  of  the  recorder  of  said  citv  and  of  the  courts  of 
special  sessions  held  in  said  city  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  may  prescribe.  Any  crim- 
inal warrant  issued  by  any  magistrate  in  said  city  may  be  executed 
in  any  part  of  the  state  by  any  policeman  of  said  city  according  to 
the  terms  thereof.  Each  policeman  of  the  city  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city  as  a 
constable  of  a  town  has  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  a  town,  as 
well  as  that  conferred  by  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  with  reference  thereto.  The  policemen  of  said  city  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  criminal  cases  as  constables 
of  towns  possess  by  law. 

§  75.  Supeniion  and  removal  of  members  of  the  police  and 
Hie  department.  The*  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  have 
the  power  to  summarily  suspend  for  not  more  than  thirty  days, 
pending  the  preferring  and  determination  of  charges,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  police  or  fire  department.  If  a  charge  be  made  by  any 
person  against  any  member  of  the  police  department  or  fire  de- 
partment, that  such  member  has  been  negligent  or  derelict  in  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties,  or  is  incompetent  to  perform  the 
same,  or  is  guilty  of  some  delinquency  seriously  affecting  his  gen- 
eral character  or  fitness  for  the  office,  the  charge  must  be  in  writ- 
ing in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety,  and  a  copy  thereof  must  be  served  upon 
the  accused  member.  The  commissioner  shall  then  proceed  to  hear, 
try  and  determine  the  charge.  The  accused  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  present  at  his  trial  and  to  be  hoard  in  person  and  by  counsel 
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in  daid  city  and  against  the  owners  thereof,  as  the  assessors  of 
said  city  shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited  by  such  grading. 
No  part  of  the  expense  of  grading  except  the  general  tax  herein- 
before mentioned,  shall  be  assessed  upon  any  lands  not  bordering 
on  or  touching  such  street.  When  the  grade  of  a  street  has  been 
established  and  the  street  graded  accordingly,  the  grade  shall  not 
be  changed  and  the  street  graded  according  to  the  changed  grade, 
except  on  petition  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  lineal  feet 
fronting  on  the  part  of  the  street  to  be  graded,  and  unless  compen- 
sation be  made  to  the  owners  of  property  injured  by  the  regrading, 
ffuch  compensation  to  be  determined  by  agreement  or  awarded  by 
three  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  court  of  Mont- 
gomery county  or  the  supreme  court  All  proceedings  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  such  commissioners  and  for  the  hearing  before  them 
and  the  ascertainment  and  award  of  compensation  shall  be  taken 
and  had  in  compliance  with  the  statute  known  as  the  condemna- 
tion law®  in  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable.  And  when  any 
award  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court  the  amount  thereof  shall  be 
a  liability  against  the  city,  and  judgment  may  be  entered  thereon 
as  in  an  action  at  law.  Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by 
such  regrading  and  entitled  to  compensation  therefor,  shall  witliin 
six  months  after  such  regrading  is  completed,  present  to  the  com- 
mon council  his  claim  for  such  compensation  stating  briefly  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  injury  he  claims  to  have  suffered ;  and 
no  proceedings  shall  be  taken  to  recover  such  compensation  for  a 
period  of  two  months  after  the  claim  is  so  filed  or  presented,  nor 
shall  any  recovery  for  such  compensation  be  had  or  any  proceed- 
ings or  action  therefor  under  this  act  or  any  provision  of  law  be 
maintained  unless  the  same  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year 
after  the  presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  common  council  as  herein 
provided. 

§  59.  Opening,  widening  and  extending  streets.     Whenever   it 

shall  have  been  determined  to  construct,  lay  out,  open,  extend, 
alter,  widen  or  straighten  any  street,  alley,  lane,  highway,  or  pub- 
lic ground,  the  common  council  shall  determine  by  resolution 
whether  the  whole  or  what  part  or  portion,  if  any,  of  the  expense 
shall  be  paid  by  a  general  tax  upon  the  city,  and  whether  the 
whole  or  what  part  or  portion  of  such  expense  shall  be  defrayed 
by  local  assessment  upon  such  portions  of  the  real  estate  in  said 
city  and  against  the  owners  thereof  as  the  assessors  of  said  citj 
shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited  thereby.

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§  60.  Constmction  and  repair  of  sidewalks,  onrbs  and  gutters. 
Whenever  the  common  council  shall  by  resolution  or  ordinance 
declare  that  any  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  shall  be  made,  constructed 
or  graded,  it  shall  specify  that  the  same  be  done  at  such  times,  in 
such  manner  and  of  such  materials  as  it  may  prescribe  and  direct. 
At  least  twenty  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
for  the  doing  of  such  work,  said  common  council  ahall  cause  to 
be  served  upon  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  sidewalk, 
curb  or  gutter  so  to  be  improved,  a  copy  of  said  resolution  or  ordi- 
nance, with  a  notice  that  if  the  same  is  not  done  within  the  speci- 
fied time  by  the  several  owners,  it  will  be  done  by  said  common 
council  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  thereof.  Such  service  shall 
be  made  either  personally  or  by  delivering  the  same  at  his  resi- 
dence, or  if  he  be  a  non-resident  by  mailing  the  same  to  him  at  his 
last  known  place  of  residence,  or  if  the  name  of  the  owner  or  his 
place  of  residence  cannot  be  ascertained  after  due  diligence,  by 
posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  premises.  Affida- 
vits of  the  service  of  such  notice  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  city  and  such  affidavits,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof, 
shall  in  all  courts,  places,  actions  and  proceedings  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  In  case  such  improvements 
shall  not  be  made  or  done  as  required  within  the  time  specified, 
the  common  council  shall  make  or  do  the  same,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  his  certificate 
that  the  work  has  been  done.  Upon  the  filing  by  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  of  such  certificate,  the  cost  and  expense  of  such 
work  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  llie  assessment 
for  local  improvements  by  sections  one  hundred  and  one,  one  hun- 
dred and  two,  and  one  hundred  and  three  of  this  act,  except  that 
the  same  shall  be  assessed  against  the  delinquent  owners  of  the 
property  abutting  upon  such  improvement  in  proportion  to  the 
frontage  thereon;  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  the  collection  of  local  assessments  by  section  one 
hundred  and  four  of  this  act. 

§  61.  Bepair  of  sidewalks;  removal  of  ice  and  snow.  The  com- 
missioner of  public  works  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
require  the  owner  of  property  abutting  upon  a  street  to  repair  any 
sidewalk  or  gutter  in  front  thereof  or  bring  the  same  to  true  grade, 
and  to  remove  the  snow  and  ice  therefrom.  Where  the  owner  of 
such  property  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  repair  any  sidewalk  or  bring 
the  same  to  true  grade  for  five  days  after  written  notice  so  to  do 
has  been  served  on  him,  either  personally  or  by  delivering  the  same 
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at  Ms  residence,  or  if  he  be  a  non-resident  by  mailing  the  same  to 
him  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  if  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  his  place  of  residence  cannot  be  ascertained  after  due 
diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the 
premises;  or  where  the  owner  of  any  such  premises  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  any  such  sidewalk  after  the 
same  has  remained  thereon  for  more  than  twelve  hours,  and  the 
commissioner  shall  have  repaired  such  sidewalk  or  brought  the 
same  to  grade  or  removed  the  ice  or  snow  therefrom,  a  bill  for 
the  expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  be  presented  to  the  owner  per- 
sonally or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  residence,  or,  if  he  be  a  non- 
resident, by  mailing  the  same  to  him  at  his  last  known  place  of 
residence,  or,  if  the  name  of  such  owner  or  his  place  of  residence 
cannot  be  ascertained  after  due  diligence,  by  posting  the  same  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises;  and,  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  same  within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  commissioner  shall  file 
each  year  immediately  preceding  the  time  for  making  the  annual 
assessment-roll  his  certificate  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  work,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  as  to  the  property  in  front  of  which  the 
repairing  or  grading  or  cleaning  .was  done,  with  the  assessors  of 
the  city,  who  shall,  in  the  preparation  of  the  next  assessment-roll 
of  general  city  taxes,  assess  such  amount  upon  such  property,  and 
the  same  shall  be  levied,  corrected,  enforced  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner,  by  the  same  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under 
the  same  penalties  and  having  the  same  lien  upon  the  property 
assessed  as  the  general  city  tax  and  as  a  part  thereof. 

§  62.  Sewer,  gas  and  water  mains.    The  opening  of  all  trenches 
and  excavations  in  the  street  and  the  laying  and  attaching  of  all 
service  and  house  connection  pipes  with   the  water  mains  and 
sewers  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  who  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
shall  be  done  and  issue  permits  therefor.     No  paving,  repaving 
or  macadamizing  shall  be  done  in  any  street,  until  the  gas  and 
water  mains  and  sewers  shall  have  been  laid  therein  and  service 
and  house  connection  pipes  to  the  same  laid  in  front  of  esrh 
separate  piece  of  property  to  the  extent  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  common  council  shall  prescribe.     At  least  five  days'  written 
notice  shall  be  given  to  each  property  owner  requiring  him  to 
make  service  and  house  connection  with  the  sewer  and  water 
mains  as  above  provided,  such  notice  to  be  served  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  service  of  notice  in  respect  to  the  repair  of  side- 
walks in  section  sixty-one  of  this  act  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
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refusal  on  the  part  of  the  owner  to  make  such  service  and  house 
connections,  then  the  common  council  shall  require  such  work  to 
be  done  and  the  expense  incurred  thereby  shall  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  sixty-one  for  the  collection 
of  expenses  incurred  in  the  repair  of  sidewalks,  and  such  expenses 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  property. 

§  63.  Width  of  streets,  sale  of  lots.  No  new  street  hereafter 
laid  out  or  mapped  shall  be  accepted,  opened,  worked  or  graded 
by  said  city,  or  accepted  as  a  street  of  said  city,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  fifty  feet  in  width  or  more.  All  owners  of  property 
having  lots  within  said  city,  now  or  hereafter  mapped  out  for 
sale,  are  required  to  file  a  map  of  the  same  with  the  city  clerk, 
said  map  to  he  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
before  any  of  said  lots  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  which  said 
map  shall  ^how  and  designate  thereon  the  proposed  streets,  ave- 
nues, highways,  lanes,  alleys  and  parks;  and  unless  such  map 
shall  be  filed  and  approved,  said  streets  and  avenues  shall  never 
become  public  streets  of  the  city  and  neither  sewer,  water  nor 
lights  shall  be  placed  thereon. 

§  64.  Acquisition  of  lands.  The  common  council  shall  have  the 
power  to  acquire  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  agreement 
or  by  appraisal,  any  lands,  water,  easements,  hereditaments, 
rights,  privileges  and  estates  situate  at  any  place  within  the  county 
of  Montgomery  or  within  any  county  adjoining  the  county  of 
Montgomery,  which  may  be  necessary  for  supplying  the  city 
with  water,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  article  two  of 
chapter  fifty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine^*  and 
the  amendments  thereof ;  and  such  also  within  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomeiy  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  or  maintenance  of 
sewers  or  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park;  such  also  within  the 
city  of  Amsterdam  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  laying  out,  open- 
ing, widening  or  straightening  any  streets;  and  may  also  enter 
into  or  upon  any  lands  or  waters  for  the  purpose  of  making  all  nec- 
essary surveys.  In  case  the  said  common  council  cannot  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate  or  interest  therein  upon  the 
price  to  be  paid  therefor,  it  may  proceed  to  acquire  or  perfect 
title  thereto  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  statute  known  as  the  "  condemnation  law,""  and  the 
provisions  of  that  statute  shall  apply  to  such  proceeding.  Before 
entering,  taking  or  using  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  tihis  act,  the

said  common  council  shall  cause  a  survey  and  map  to  be  made  of 
the  lands  or  waters  or  interest  therein  intended  to  be  taken  or 
entered  upon  for  any  of  the  said  purposes,  by  and  on  which  the 
land,  waters,  or  interest  therein  of  each  owner  or  occupant  shall 
be  designated,  which  map  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  city 
clerk  and  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  land  or  water  or  interest  therein  is  situated ;  but  said  commoD 
council,  its  employees,  agents  and  servants,  may  enter  upon  anj 
land  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  survey  or  maps,  and  upon 
the  filing  of  such  map  said  common  coimcil,  its  agents  or  servants, 
may  enter  upon  any  land  so  designated  for  the  purpose  of  prose- 
cuting the  construction  of  any  necessary  work.     Said  city  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  the  soil  or  ground  under  any  street,  high- 
way, public  land   or  road   within  Montgomery  county   or  any 
county  adjoining  Montgomery  county  and  to  use  the  said  streets, 
highways,  public  lands  or  roads  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  said  water  pipes,  sewers,  culverts,  drains  and 
conduits  on  condition  that  it  shall  cause  the  surface  of  such  street, 
highway  or  road  to  be  relaid  and  restored  to  its  usual  state  and  all 
damages  done  thereto  repaired  and  such  rights  shall  be  continuous 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  relaying  said  water  pipes  and 
sewers,  culverts,  drains  and  conduits. 

§  65.  Water  rents.  The  common  council  shall  establish  a  scale 
of  rents  to  be  charged,  and  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  from  time 
to  time  either  in  advance,  or  at  such  time  or  times,  as  the  said 
common  council  shall  prescribe  for  the  supply  of  water,  to  be 
called  "  water  rents."  Said  water  rents  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  lots  and  different  classes  of  buildings  in  said  city  in  reference 
to  their  dimensions,  values,  exposure  to  fires,  ordinary  and  ex- 
traordinary uses  for  dwellings,  stores,  shops,  hotels,  factories, 
livery  or  private  stables,  and  all  other  buildings,  establishments 
and  trades  and  other  common  purposes,  yards,  number  of  fami- 
lies or  occupants,  or  consumption  of  water  as  near  as  may  be 
practicable.  The  common  council  may  from  time  to  time,  either 
modify,  amend,  increase  or  diminish  such  rents.  Hotels,  fac- 
tories, stables  and  other  buildings  and  establishments  which  con- 
sume extra  quantities  of  water  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
rents,  such  sums  as  the  common  council  shall  direct.  And  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  and  such  of  the  employees  of  his 
department  as  he  shall  direct  are  hereby  authorized  at  all  timea 
to  enter  any  building  or  place  where  water  is  used  from  supply 
pipes  to  examine  as  to  the  water,  quantity  used  and  the  mannei

of  uding  it.  Such  regular  water  rents  shall  be  collected  from  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  all  such  lots  and  such  buildings,  respectively, 
as  shall  be  situated  upon  lots  adjoining  any  street  or  avenue  in  said 
city,  in  which  the  distributing  pipes  are  or  may  be  laid  and  from 
which  they  can  be  supplied  with  water.  The  common  council 
shall  annually  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  of 
each  year  make  a  complete  roll  of  all  water  rents  to  be  assessed  and 
levied  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk  where  it  shall  remain 
open  for  public  inspection  for  two  weeks.  The  said  common 
council  shall  immediately  publish  a  notice  twice  a  week  for  two 
weeks  in  the  official  papers  that  such  roll  has  been  completed  and 
filed  and  that  the  said  common  council  will  meet  at  a  time  and 
place  in  said  notice  specified,  to  hear  objections  thereto,  and  the 
said  roll  shall  be  subject  to  review  as  other  assessments  in  said 
city.  The  said  roll  of  water  rents  shall  be  finally  completed  and 
adopted  by  said  common  council  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of 
February  in  each  year  and  thereupon  the  said  common  council  shall 
attach  its  warrant  to  the  said  roll  for  the  collection  thereof  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  treasurer  for  collection. 
§  66.  Collection  of  water  rents.  ir])on  receiving  the  roll  of 
water  rents,  the  treasurer  shall  give  notice  by  publishing  the  same 
twice  in  each  of  the  official  papers  of  the  city,  of  the  receipt  by 
him  of  such  roll  and  warrant,  and  that  all  persons  named  therein 
are  required  to  pay  their  water  rents  at  his  office  on  or  before 
the  first  of  April  thereafter,  and  that  for  one  month  after  said 
first  day  of  April  two  per  centum  fees  will  be  charged  and  col- 
lected. If  any  water  rents  shall  remain  uncollected  on  said  first 
day  of  April,  the  treasurer  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  against  whom  such  water  rents  stand  charged.  The 
notice  shall  require  said  person  or  persons  to  pay  such  water  rents 
to  said  treasurer  at  his  office  within  one  month  thereafter  with 
two  per  centum  fees  thereon,  shall  specify  that  after  the  first  day 
of  May  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  in  addi- 
tion will  be  charged  until  said  water  rent  is  paid.  Such  notice 
may  be  served  and  proof  of  the  service  made  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  in  section  eighty-five  for  the  service  of  notice  and 
proof  thereof,  for  the  payment  of  the  city  tax.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of  July  to  make  out  a  roll  of  all  the 
water  rents  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  and  deliver  said  roll 
to  the  common  council,  which  shall  relevy  and  add  the  same  in  a 
separate  column  to  the  city  tax  roll  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
same  shall  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner,  by  the

same  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under  tbe  same  penalties,  and 
have  the  same  lien  upon  and  may  be  assessed  as  the  general  citj 
tax  and  as  a  part  thereof. 

§  67.  Bond.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  give  a 
bond  as  required  by  this  act  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  which  said  bond  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  Montgomery  county. 

TITLE  VI. 

Dbpabtment  of  Public  Safety. 

§  68.  Oonuniuioner  of  public  safety.  The  commissioner  of 
public  safety  shall  be  the  head  of  the  department  of  public  safety. 
The  commissioner  shall  cause  to  be  kept  full  and  accurate  accounts 
and  records  of  all  moneys  appropriated  to  or  expended  by  the  said 
•  department,  of  all  officers  appointed,  suspended  or  removed  by 
him,  of  all  liabilities  incurred,  work  performed,  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  execution  of  his  duties. 

§  69.  Bules  and  regulations.  The  commissioner  of  public 
safety  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  firemen  and  policemen  and  the  management 
of  said  department. 

§  70.  General  powers  and  duties.  The  commissioner  of  public 
safety  shall  have  general  control  and  management  of  ihe  fire  de- 
partment and  police  department  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  jurisdiction  and  control  of  all  the  appointees  and  em- 
ployees of  said  department  and  of  all  personal  property  belonging 
or  pertaining  thereto,  including  fire  alarm  and  police  telegraph 
and  telephone  system ;  he  shall  have  power  to  locate  hose  carta,  hook 
and  ladder  carriages,  engines  and  other  apparatus  belonging  to 
or  used  in  the  fire  department ;  to  supervise  the  occupancy  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  city  used  by  the  fire  department  and  police  de- 
partment He  shall  be  the  fire  warden  and  building  inspector  of 
said  city  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  in 
such  capacity  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council  or  by  the  gen- 
eral law,  and  he  shall  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  the  building  code 
as  adopted  by  the  common  council.  He  shall  also  supervise  the 
stringing  of  all  electric  wires  on  the  streets  and  in  the  houses  and 
buildings  and  see  that  all  ordinances  of  the  common  council  relative 
thereto  are  enforced.  He  shall  have  power  when  authorized  by  the 
common  council  to  appoint  or  employ  a  pound  master  and  prescribe 
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his  duties ;  he  ehall  also  have  power  to  appoint  as  many  special 
policemen  from  time  to  time  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  serve 
without  compensation  a  specified  length  of  time  not  extending  he- 
yond  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  appointment;  and 
also  appoint,  in  time  of  emergency,  such  number  of  special  police- 
men as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  serve  for  a  limited  time  not 
exceeding  ten  days  and  to  fix  their  compensation  therefor.  He 
shall  appoint  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police  department 
and  fire  department  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  commissioner 
of  public  safety,  or  if  authorized  by  him,  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
fire  department,  may  investigate  into  the  cause  of  any  fire  and  for 
that  purpose  either  of  them  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpoena.  When- 
ever authorized  by  the  common  council  or  by  any  ordinance 
adopted  by  it,  he  shall  compel  the  owner  of  any  wall,  building,  pole, 
tower  or  other  structure  in  the  city,  which  may  be  in  a  ruinous  or 
unsafe  condition,  to  render  the  same  safe  or  to  take  down  and  re- 
move the  same ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  owner 
to  render  such  wall,  building,  pole,  tower  or  other  structure  safe, 
or  to  take  do^vn  or  remove  the  same  after  being  notified  so  to  do, 
said  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  taken 
down  or  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  and  to  cause  such 
expense  to  be  collected  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  action  or  other- 
wise. 

§  71.  Kic  department.  The  fire  department  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  shall  consist  of  the  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineer, 
and  such  firemen  as  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  with 
the  consent  of  the  mayor  determine  necessary,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety.  The  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department  may,  orally  or  in  writing,  suspend  from 
duty  any  member  of  the  department  for  neglect  of  duty  or  violation 
of  tho  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  days ;  and  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  of  the  mayor  and 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  take  and  have  control  and 
management  of  all  officers,  firemen,  property,  measures  and  actions 
for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  may  call  upon  the  chief  of  police  or  any  member  of  the 
police  force  to  assist  in  the  protection  of  property,  preservation  of 
order  and  in  the  enforcement  of  all  the  rules  for  Ae  government 
of  the  department.  The  chief  engineer  shall  make  a  yearly  report 
in  writing  to  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  and  more  fre- 
quently when  requested  by  him,  showing  the  actual  condition  of 
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the  property  in  cbarge  of  said  chief  engineer,  a  list  of  fire  alarms, 
losses  and  insurance  on  all  property  destroyed  since  the  last  report, 
particular  statements  of  the  cause  of  said  fires  so  far  as  known 
and  such  other  information  as  he  may  deem  important  to  tbs 
public  interests.  He  shall  make  and  keep  an  accurate  inventory 
of  all  the  property  of  the  department  and  see  that  the  same  is  not 
wasted,  lost  or  destroyed  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety. 
The  assistant  engineer  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authori^ 
of  the  chief  engineer  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act 
All  firemen  shall  receive  as  compensation  a  monthly  salary  to  be 
fixed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city. 

§  72.  Krc  limits.  The  fire  limits  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam 
shall  extend  to  and  include  such  territory  as  the  common  council 
shall  determine.  The  common  council  may  from  time  to  time 
enlarge  the  territory  to  be  included  within  the  fire  limits.  Nc 
wooden  buildings  of  any  description  shall  be  enlarged  or  con- 
structed within  the  fire  limits  except  by  the  permission  of  the 
common  council  given  upon  and  after  the  recommendation  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety. 

§  73.  Police  department.  The  chief  of  police  of  said  city  shall, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  mayor  and  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  be  the  chief  executive  oflScer  of  the  police  depart- 
ment and  superintend  the  same ;  he  shall  keep  a  record  in  a  book 
of  all  cases  and  legal  proceedings  in  his  department  and  all  ser 
vices  performed  by  him  and  by  the  several  policemen  of  the  city 
and  of  such  fees  as  are  chargeable  by  law  to  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery or  to  any  town  of  said  county ;  he  shall  also  keep  a  book 
known  as  the  property  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  articles 
taken  from  persons  arrested  or  seized  on  a  warrant  or  otherwisCi 
together  with  the  disposal  made  thereof;  he  shall  once  in  each 
month,  and  of tener  if  required,  report  to  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic safety  the  state  of  the  department  and  whether  any  members 
of  the  force  are  delinquent  in  their  duties.  The  chief  of  police 
may  orally  or  in  writing  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
department  for  neglect  of  duty. or  violation  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  department  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days. 
The  assistant  chief  of  police  shall  discharge  such  duties  incident 
to  his  office  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  commissioner  of 
puhlic  safety  or  by  the  chief  of  police  and  shall,  in  case  of  the 
absence  or  inability  of  the  chief  to  act,  possess  the  power  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  chief  of  police.     All  policemen  shall 
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receiTe  for  their  compensation  a  monthly  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city.  The  police  department  of  said  city 
shall  consist  of  a  chief  of  police,  assistant  chief  of  police,  two  de- 
tectives, and  as  many  patrolmen  as  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety  may  determine,  but  not  more  than  one  for  each  two  thou- 
sand of  the  population  of  said  city  as  shown  and  determined  by 
the  last  state  or  federal  census  or  enumeration;  but  the  number 
of  such  patrolmen  shall  not  be  less  than  the  number  employed 
when  this  act  takes  effect.  No  fee  or  compensation,  other  than 
as  in  this  act  provided,  shall  be  charged  or  received  by  any 
policeman  save  such  reward  as  a  policeman  may  be  permitted  to 
receive  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety. 

§  74.  Policemen;  powers  and  duties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  policemen  to  preserve  peace  and  good  order,  to  enforce  the  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  of  said  city  and  to  execute  the  orders 
and  commitments  of  the  recorder  of  said  citv  and  of  the  courts  of 
special  sessions  held  in  said  city  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  may  prescribe.  Any  crim- 
inal warrant  issued  by  any  magistrate  in  said  city  may  be  executed 
in  any  part  of  the  state  by  any  policeman  of  said  city  according  to 
the  terms  thereof.  Each  policeman  of  the  city  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city  as  a 
constable  of  a  town  has  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  a  town,  as 
well  as  that  conferred  by  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  with  reference  thereto.  The  policemen  of  said  city  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  criminal  cases  as  constables 
of  towns  possess  by  law. 

§  75.  Snspennon  and  removal  of  members  of  the  police  and 

fire  department.  The-  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  have 
the  power  to  summarily  suspend  for  not  more  than  thirty  days, 
pending  the  preferring  and  determination  of  charges,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  police  or  fire  department.  If  a  charge  be  made  by  any 
person  against  any  member  of  the  police  department  or  fire  de- 
partment, that  such  member  has  been  negligent  or  derelict  in  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties,  or  is  incompetent  to  perform  the 
same,  or  is  guilty  of  some  delinquency  seriously  affecting  his  gen- 
eral character  or  fitness  for  the  office,  the  charge  must  be  in  writ- 
ing in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety,  and  a  copy  thereof  must  be  served  upon 
the  accused  member.  The  commissioner  shall  then  proceed  to  hear, 
try  and  determine  the  charge.  The  accused  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  present  at  his  trial  and  to  be  hoard  in  person  and  by  counsel 
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and  to  give  and  furnish  evidence  in  bis  defense  and  such  trial  shall 
be  open  to  the  public.  The  commissioner  has  power  to  issue  sub- 
poenas, in  his  name,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  upon 
any  proceeding  authorized  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
department,  and  any  person  served  with  a  subpoena  is  bound  to 
attend  in  obedience  to  the  command  thereof ;  and  the  commissioner 
may  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  compel  them  to  testify 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  any  officer  or  board  authorized 
by  law  to  issue  subpoenas  and  take  testimony.  If  the  accused  shall 
be  found  guilty  of  the  charge  made  against  him,  the  commissioner 
may  punish  him  by  reprimand,  by  forfeiting  and  withholding  pay 
for  a  specified  time,  by  suspension  without  pay  during  a  fixed 
period  or  by  dismissal  from  office.  If  such  charge  be  not  sustained 
the  accused  shall  be  exonerated,  his  suspension  removed  and  shall 
be  allowed  his  pay  during  the  period  of  such  suspension. 

§  76.  Charges  against  county.  The  commissioner  of  public 
safety  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  to  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, or  to  any  town  therein,  for  services  performed  by  any 
policeman  in  criminal  proceedings  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
constables  in  towns  for  like  services  and  chargeable  to  said  county 
or  towns,  and  the  same  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  said  county  or  by  the  board  of  town  auditors  of 
such  town,  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  and 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city  to  the  credit  of  the  gen- 
eral fund. 

§  77.  Bond.  The  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  give  a 
bond  as  required  by  this  act  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars. 

TITLE  VII. 

The  Depabtment  of  Chakities. 
§  78.  Oommissioner  of  charities.     The  commissioner  of  chari- 
ties shall  be  the  head  of  the  department  of  charities.     He  shall 
keep  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  permanent  records  of 
each  person  relieved,  specifying  his  name,  residence,  sex,  age, 
nationality,  cause  which  rendered  relief  necessary,  amount  of  such 
relief,  person  ordered  to  furnish  such  relief,  together  with  such 
other  data  as  is  required  by  law  or  prescribed  by  the  mayor  or 
common  council.     Such  records  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  and 
shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  to  any  tax- 
payer of  the  city.    He  shall  also  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts 
and  records  of  all  moneys  appropriated  or  expended  by  him,  and 
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of  all  liabilities  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  execution  of  his  duties.  He  shall,  at  the  end 
of  each  month  and  at  the  end  of  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the 
mayor  and  to  the  common  council  of  all  moneys  expended  by  his 
department  and  of  all  such  other  matters  and  in  such  form  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  mayor. 

§  79.  Oommissioner  to  be  oyerseer  of  the  poor;  general  powers 
and  duties.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  be  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  the  city  and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities  as  if 
said  city  were  a  town  and  he  were  the  overseer  of  the  poor  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act.  He  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  to  elicit  statements  of  fact  from 
applicants  for  relief.  He  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties.  He  shall  have  the  same  powers  within 
said  city  in  relation  to  bastardy  proceedings  as  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  poor  has  within  the  county.  He  shall  have  the  general 
management  and  control  of  the  department  of  charities  of  the 
city  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  mayor  and  be  re- 
sponsible to  him  for  the  performance  of  his  official  duties;  and 
may  he  summarily  removed  from  office  by  the  mayor  at  any  time. 

§  80.  Employment  of  physicians.  The  mayor  shall  appoint 
one  or  more  physicians  for  one  year  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
render  medical  and  surgical  services  and  attendance  to  the  city 
poor  and  perform  such  other  services  relative  thereto  as  the  mayor 
shall  direct;  the  term  of  office  of  such  physician  or  physicians 
shall  not,  however,  extend  beyond  that  of  the  mayor  appointing 
him.  The  common  council  shall  fix  the  salary  of  said  physician 
or  physicians. 

§  81.  Bond.  The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  give  a  bond 
as  required  by  this  act  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

TITLE  VIII. 

Assessment  and  Taxation. 

§  82.  Oenend  provisions  relating  to  assessments;  description 
of  premises.  In  the  assessment  of  any  lands  in  the  city  for  any 
purpose,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  the  name  of  one  of  the  own- 
ers of  such  lands  if  the  owner  or  owners  be  residents  of  the  city 
and  known  to  the  assessors,  and  also  the  street  and  number  of 
any  building  thereon,  but  if  the  land  be  vacant  or  the  buildings 
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thereon  not  numberecl,  then  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  it 
fronts  shall  be  given.    If  the  owner  or  owners  be  unknown  to  tie 
assessors,  or  if  they  be  nonresidents  and  the  ownership  is  no- 
known  to  the  assessors,  then  the  assessment  may  be  made  to  the 
occupant  or  designated  as  unknown  and  there  shall  be  stated  the 
number  of  the  lot  or  farm  lot,  or  the  street  and  number  of  an; 
building  thereon,  but  if  the  land  be  vacant  or  the  building  thereos 
be  not  numbered,  then  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  it  fronts 
and  a  brief  description  of  the  premises  shall  be  given.     In  case 
any  uninhabited  building  be  on  the  land  and  the  residence  of  the 
owner  be  unknown  such  owner  may  be  designated  as  unknown. 
Ko  assessment  hereafter  made  in  this  city  shall  be  held  to  be  in- 
valid because  the  same  may  be  made  out  in  terms  against  owner 
or  owners  unknown  or  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  (naming 
such  person)  or  the  executor,  administrator,  heirs  or  devisees  of 
a  deceased  person  (naming  such  person)  or  any  of  them  or  against 
a  company  or  a  firm  name  or  against  a  person  in  whom  is  the 
record  title  though  not  the  actual  title  of  the  property,  or  for 
any  cause  arising  through  ignorance  or  mistake  as  to  the  names  of 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  assessed,  whether  individual 
or  a  corporation,  provided  such  property  is  sufficiently  described 
on  the  assessment-roll  to  reasonably  identify  and  indicate  to  a 
person  familiar  with  the  same  the  particular  property  which  it 
was  intended  to  assess.    No  error  in  the  name  of  the  owner  shall 
invalidate  the  assessment.     During  the  time  the  assessors  review 
any  tax  or  assessment,  they  shall  have  power  to  add  or  insert  in 
such  assessment-roll  any  property  liable  to  assessment  and  the 
valuation  thereof  which  may  have  been  omitted  from  such  roll 
upon  giving  personal  notice  to  the  owner  of  such  property  or  to 
his  agent  at  least  two  days  prior  to  adding  the  same. 

§  83.  Awessment  for  taxes.  In  reference  to  the  assessment 
of  property  within  the  city,  the  assessors  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  conferred,  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  imposed  and 
perform  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  assessors  in 
towns  of  the  state,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act.  The 
assessors  shall  annually  prepare  an  assessment-roll  of  the  prop- 
erty in  the  city  and  complete  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerV 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  July  in  each  year  and  they  shall 
forthwith,  upon  the  completion  of  such  assessment-roll,  give  notice 
that  they  have  completed  the  same  and  that  the  roll  is  at  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk,  where  the  same  may  be  seen  and  examined  by 
any  person  interested  until  a  day  specified  in  that  notice,  which 
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shall  be  at  least  fifteen  days  thereafter,  and  that  on  the  day  so 
specified  and  for  two  consecutive  days  thereafter  the  assessors  will 
meet  at  the  oj£ce  of  the  assessors  from  nine  to  twelve  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  from  two  to  four  o'clock  and  seven  to  nine 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  review  said  assessment.  Such  notice 
shall  be  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  city  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  such  review  day  and  shall  also  be  published  at 
least  twice  in  each  of  the  official  newspapers  of  the  city,  the  last 
of  which  publications  shall  be  at  least  one  week  before  the  day 
specified  in  such  notice.  The  assessors  shall  meet  at  the  place  and 
during  the  time  specified  in  such  notice  and  review  said  assess- 
ment in  the  same  manner  as  assessors  of  towns  are  required  to 
do  under  the  provisions  of  the  tax  law.  Upon  the  completion  of 
said  review,  the  assessors  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Au- 
gust, deliver  the  said  assessment-roll  with  two  duplicate  originals 
thereof,  each  completed,  signed  and  verified  by  them  according 
to  law,  to  the  city  clerk.  The  said  assessment-rolls  so  filed  with 
the  city  clerk  shall  be  the  rolls  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  the 
succeeding  city  tax,  and  state  and  county  tax.  On  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  thereafter  the  city  clerk  shall  certify  one  of 
the  said  duplicate  assessment-rolls  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Montgomery  for 
the  purpose  of  the  levy  of  the  state  and  county  taxes  as  provided 
by  law.  The  other  of  said  duplicate  assessment-rolls  shall  be  the 
assessment-roll  for  the  levy  of  city  taxes  as  hereinafter  provided. 
§  84.  Levying  the  city  taxes  and  the  warrant  for  the  collection 
thereof.  Immediately  after  the  filing  of  said  completed  assess- 
ment-roll with  the  city  clerk  as  in  the  last  section  provided,  the 
common  council  shall  cause  the  amount  authorized  to  be  raised  for 
all  city  purposes  to  be  rated  and  assessed  upon  the  property  of  each 
person,  company,  corporation  or  association  appearing  on  said  as- 
sessment-roll and  to  be  set  opposite  the  name  of  such  person,  com- 
^ '  panj,  corporation  or  association  respectively,  in  a  separate  column 
?  .  of  said  roll,  to  be  headed  city  and  school  taxes,  in  proportion  to 
-"^^  the  valuation  therein  stated.  The  common  council  shall  also  re- 
s^'  levy  and  add  to  said  roll  all  unpaid  water  rents  as  provided  by 
f  '^^  section  sixty-six  of  this  act.  After  said  assessment-roll  has  been 
^^  completed  and  the  taxes  thereon  extended,  the  same  shall  be 
^\  adopted  by  a  resolution  of  the  common  council  and  filed  with  the 
f'^  \  city  clerk  and  shall  be  the  city  tax  roll  for  that  year.  The  city 
^^.^^  clerk  shall  thereupon  and  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August 
H^^    make  a  copy  of  the  city  tax  roll  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  treas- 
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urer  of  the  city  with  a  warrant  thereto  attached,  under  the  cor 
porate  seal  of  the  city,  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  clerk  thereof, 
commanding  the  treasurer  to  receive  and  collect  from  the  several 
persons,  companies,  corporations  and  associations  named  in  such 
tax  roll,  the  several  amounts  mentioned  in  such  roll.  To  the 
original  tax  roll  remaining  in  the  city  clerk's  office^  the  derk 
shall  attach  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  warrant  for  collection  of 
taxes,  and  upon  delivery  of  the  tax  roll  with  the  warrant  to  the 
treasurer,  he  shall  take  from  the  treasurer  a  receipt  to  be  attached 
to  the  said  original  roll  and  copy  of  warrants,  acknowledging  the 
receipt  of  the  same  for  collection. 

§  85.  Fees  and  proceedings  of  treasurer  in  collecting  city  tax. 

Upon  receiving  said  tax  roll,  the  treasurer  forthwith  shall  give 
notice  by  publishing  the  same  twice  in  each  of  the  official  papers 
of  the  city,  of  the  receipt  by  him  of  such  tax  roll  and  warrant, 
and  that  all  persons  named  therein  are  required  to  pay  their  taxes 
at  his  office  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  September  next  ensuing. 
For  one  month  after  said  tenth  day  of  August,  every  person, 
company,  corporation  or  association  may  pay  his,  her  or  their 
taxes  to  said  treasurer  without  any  additional  charge;  for  one 
month  next  succeeding  two  per  centum  fees  will  be  collected ;  for 
one  month  next  succeeding  four  per  centum  fees  will  be  collected. 
If  any  tax  shall  remain  uncollected  on  the  tenth  day  of  October, 
the  treasurer  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  person  or  persons 
or  corporation  against  whom  such  tax  stands  charged.     The  notice 
shall  bear  even  date  as  of  the  tenth  day  of  October,  and  shall 
require  said  person  or  persons  or  corporation  to  pay  such  unpaid 
taxes  to  said  treasurer  at  his  office  within  one  month  thereafter 
with  four  per  centum  fees  thereon.     Such  notice  may  be  served 
personally  upon  the  person  or  corporation  to  be  served  or  by 
leaving  the  same  at  his,  her  or  its  residence  or  place  of  business, 
or  by  depositing  in  the  post-office  in  said  city,  inclosed  in  a  post- 
paid wrapper  directed  to  said  taxpayers  respectively  at  Amsterdam 
and  to  his  street  address  if  known.      If  any  of  such  taxpayers 
shall  be  known  by  the  treasurer  to  reside  in  any  place  other  than 
Amsterdam,  then  a  notice  shall  also  be  mailed  as  above  provided, 
directed  to  such  other  place.     It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make 
any  other  demand  of  payment  of  said  tax.     The  person  serving 
said  notice  shall  immediatelv  make  an  affidavit  of  such  service 
and  file  it  in  the  treasurer's  office,  which  affidavit  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  facts  therein  stated* 
From  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  ITovember,  in  addition  to  tibe 
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fees  already  provided  for,  interest  at  Hie  rate  of  ten  per  centum 
per  annum  shall  be  charged  on  all  unpaid  taxes.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  one  month  designated  in  the  said  notice, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  proceed  without 
delay  to  issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal 
of  the  city,  to  any  constable  or  policeman  of  the  city  or  to 
as  many  of  them  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be 
approved  by  the  common  council,  commanding  such  officer  or 
officers  to  collect  the  tax,  fees  and  interest  by  distress  and  sale  at 
public  auction  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  person  or  corpo- 
ration upon  whose  real  or  personal  property  the  tax  was  levied, 
or  of  any  goods  or  chattels  in  his,  her  or  their  possession,  where- 
soever the  same  may  be  found  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam  or  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer 
and  return  such  warrant  within  three  months  after  receiving  the 
same  and  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  February  next  ensuing. 
Xo  claim  of  property  made  to  such  goods  and  chattels  shall  be 
available  to  prevent  the  sale  thereof,  except  in  such  cases  as  are 
provided  for  by  the  general  statutes  of  this  state.  Public  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  of  the  property  to  be  sold  shall  be 
given  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the 
city  at  least  six  days  prior  thereto.  If  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
shall  be  more  than  the  amount  of  the  tax,  fees,  interest  and  ex- 
pense of  collection,  such  surplus  shall  be  disposed  of  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  general  statute  known  as  the  "  tax  law  ^'^* 
in  cases  of  tax  sales  by  tax  collectors. 

§  86.  Proceedings  after  retnm  of  warrants.  In  case  any  of 
said  taxes  shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  foregoing  proceedings 
have  been  taken,  the  treasurer  shall  make  a  transcript  of  that 
portion  of  the  city  tax  roll  and  rolls  for  local  assessments  made 
during  the  year  next  preceding  as  to  which  the  tax  remains  un- 
paid, and  deliver  the  same  to  the  assessors  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  March;  and  the  assessors  shall  immediately  review  such 
unpaid  assessments  and  correct  all  errors,  except  valuation;  and 
shall  make  a  correct  and  full  description  of  the  several  parcels 
of  land. 

§  87.  Completion    of    revised    assessment-roll.     The    assessors 

shall  complete  such  revision  within  ten  days,  subscribe  the  same 
and  forthwith  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  that  they  will  meet 
at  the  assessors'  office  at  the  end  of  ten  days,  at  a  time  to  be

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designated  by  them,  to  hear  objections  and  to  correct  any  erron 
which  may  have  been  made.    Such  notice  shall  be  given  bj  pub- 
lishing the  same  at  least  twice  in  each  of  the  official  newspapers 
of  the  city,  one  of  which  publications  shall  be  at  least  one  weA 
before  such  review  day.    They  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
complete  such  corrections  and  subscribe  the  said  revised  roll  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  treasurer.      The  treasurer  shall  add  to 
such  roll  the  amount  of  taxes  thereon  assessed  upon  the  several 
persons  or  parcels  of  land  appearing  thereon,  all  accrued  fees  and 
interest,  together  with  twenty-five  cents  for  filing  and  one  dollar 
for  reassessing  each  parcel,  and  make  and  file  a  certified  copy  of 
said  revised  roll  in  the  clerk's  office  of  Montgomery  county. 
§  88.  Proceeding*  by  treasurer  to  collect  unpaid  taxes.     The 

treasurer  shall  retain  such  revised  rolls  in  his  office  and  shall  pro- 
ceed to  collect  all  the  unpaid  taxes  appearing  thereon  as  follows: 
Whenever  any  such  tax  charged  on  real  estate  in  the  city,  and 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be 
computed  from  the  preceding  tenth  day  of  November,  with  all 
fees  and  expenses,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  four  months  from 
said  tenth  day  of  February,  the  treasurer  shall  proceed  to  adver- 
tise and  sell  such  real  estate  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided 
for  the  payment  of  such  taxes,  fees,  interest  and  expenses,  and 
the  expenses  of  advertising  and  selling  the  same  shall  be  charged 
on  the  land  sold  and  added  to  and  made  a  part  of  such  taxes. 
The  treasurer  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official  papers  of 
the  city,  at  least  once  a  week  for   the  six  weeks  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  sale,  a  list  or  statement  of  the  real  estate  charged 
with  the  payment  of  such  taxes,  interest  and  fees  and  so  liable 
to  be  sold,  with  the  name  of  the  record  owner  and  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  such  premises,  together  with  a  notice  that  the  said  real 
estate  will,  on  a  day  at  an  hour  thereof,  be  sold  at  public  auction, 
at  a  stated  place  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  to  pay  the  taxes, 
interest,  fees  and  expenses  thereon  which  may  remain  unpaid  at 
the  time  of  such  sale.    At  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  said 
notice,  the  treasurer  shall  commence  the  sale  of  said  real  estate 
and  shall  continue  the  same  from  day  to  day  until  the  whole 
thereof  shall  be  sold. 

§  89.  Purchase  of  lands  by  the  city.  Should  there  be  no  bid 
of  the  amount  due  on  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  sold,  then  the 
treasurer  shall  bid  in  the  same  for  the  city,  and  the  city  is  hereby 
authorized  to  acquire  said  parcels.  And  in  such  case  the  city  shall 
be  vested  with  the  same  rights  and  stand  in  the  same  relation  to 
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said  purchased  land  as  any  other  purchaser  under  this  act.  And 
the  common  council  shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  all  such 
parcels  and  may  lease  or  sell  and  convey  the  same.  After  the  city 
shall  have  acquired  title  to  any  lands  sold  for  taxes,  said  lands, 
while  owned  by  the  city,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxes. 

§  90.  Title  of  purchaser  at  sale.  The  purchaser  at  such  sale 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  the  respective  bids  to  the  treasurer  at  the 
time  of  the  sale,  and  thereupon  the  treasurer  shall  execute  to  such 
purchaser  a  certificate  in  writing  which  shall  contain  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  real  estate  purchased,  the  amount  paid  therefor,  the 
date  of  the  sale,  and  that  the  same  were  sold  for  unpaid  taxes.  The 
purchaser  and  his  legal  representative  or  assigns,  after  the  time  in 
which  to  redeem  has  expired  and  the  conveyance  has  been  delivered 
as  in  this  act  provided,  may  lawfully  possess,  hold  and  enjoy  for 
his  or  their  own  personal  use  and  benefit  and  the  use  and  benefit 
of  his  or  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  the  real  estate  described 
in  said  certificate  of  sale,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  redeemed 
as  by  this  act  provided ;  and  he  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  may,  at 
any  time  after  the  time  limited  for  the  redemption  of  such  prem- 
ises shall  have  expired,  and  the  notice  by  this  act  provided  for  has 
been  given,  and  the  premises  shall  not  have  been  redeemed  as 
herein  provided,  cause  the  occupant  of  such  real  estate  to  be  re- 
moved therefrom  and  the  possession  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  him 
in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  proceeding  and  by  and  before 
the  same  officers  as  in  the  case  of  a  tenant  holding  over  after  the 
expiration  of  his  term  without  permission  of  his  landlord. 

§  91.  Eedcmption  from  tax  sale.    The  owner,  occupant  or  any 

other  person  having  an  interest  in  any  real  estate  sold  for  taxes  as 
aforesaid  may  redeem  the  same  at  any  time  within  two  years  after 
the  date  of  such  sale  by  paying  to  the  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the 
purchaser  upon  such  sale,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  sum  mentioned 
in  the  certificate  given  to  him  and  the  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  calculated  from  the  date  of 
such  certificate,  together  with  any  tax  which  the  holder  of  said 
certificate  may  have  paid  between  the  days  of  sale  and  redemp- 
tion. Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  purchaser  of  any  real  estate 
sold  for  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  occupant, 
owner,  mortgagee,  judgment  creditor  or  purchaser  upon  any  other 
tax  Bale  of  the  same  property,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  any  or 
either  of  them,  and  the  guardian,  if  any,  of  any  infants  having 
an  interest  in  said  real  estate,  at  least  three  months  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  redemption  fixed  by  this  act,  and  the 
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time  for  such  redemption  shall  iiOt  be  deemed  to  have  expired 
until  three  months  after  such  notice  shall  have  been  given.  Such 
notice  shall  be  either  written  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed, 
and  shall  state  briefly  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  redeemed,  the 
name  of  the  record  owner  thereof,  the  last  day  of  redemption,  the 
office  or  place  within  the  city  of  Amsterdam  where  the  money  for 
such  redemption  can  be  paid,  and  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  redeem  the  same.  Such  notices  shall  be  served  personally  on 
all  persons  and  corporations  entitled  to  such  notice  or  left  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion  at  the  residence  or  place 
of  business  of  all  of  the  persons  and  corporations  entitled  to  such 
notice  for  them,  or  any  of  them,  residing  or  having  a  place  of 
business  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam;  and  in  case  they,  or  any  of 
them,  do  not  reside  or  have  a  place  of  business  in  said  city,  then 
such  notice  shall  be  inclosed  in  a  post-paid  wrapper  addressed  to 
them  at  the  post-office  at  or  nearest  to  their  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  in  case  of  a  corporation  at  or  nearest  their  known  place 
of  business,  and  deposited  in  the  post-office  of  the  city  of  Amster- 
dam ;  if  the  residence  or  address  of  any  such  person  or  persons  or 
corporation  be  not  known,  then  such  notice  shall  be  published  in 
the  offiicial  newspapers  of  the  city  at  least  once  a  week  for  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  day  named  therein  for  redemption.  The  ex- 
penses of  mailing  and  publishing  such  notice  and  of  procuring  a 
necessary  abstract  of  title  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of 
the  amount  required  to  be  paid  for  the  redemption  of  such  real 
3state.  Such  notice  shall  not  be  served  nor  shall  the  publication 
thereof  when  required  be  commenced  within  eighteen  months  after 
the  date  of  the  certificate. 

§  92.  Certificate  and  deed  to  purchaser.     If  such  real  estate, 

or  any  part  thereof,  be  not  redeemed  as  herein  provided,  the  treas- 
urer shall  execute  in  the  name  of  the  city  to  the  purchaser,  his 
heirs  or  assign's,  a  conveyance  of  the  real  estate  so  sold,  which  con- 
veyance shall  vest  in  the  grantee  an  absolute  estate  in  fee.  The 
treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  every  such 
grantee  for  the  use  of  the  city  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  prepar- 
ing such  conveyance.  Every  such  conveyance  shall  be  executed  by 
the  treasurer  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  the  exe- 
cution thereof  shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer  the 
same  as  other  conveyances  of  real  estate  are  acknowledged  under 
the  laws^^  of  this  state,  and  such  conveyance  shall  be  conclusive  evi-

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dence  that  the  sale  and  subsequent  proceedings  were  regular^  and 
also  presumptivo  evidence  that  all  the  previous  proceedings  were 
regular,  according  to  law  and  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every 
certificate  or  conveyance  executed  in  pursuance  of  this  act  and 
acknowledged  or  proved  before  an  oflSxjer  authorized  by  law  to 
take  the  proof  and  acknowledgment  of  deeds  may  be  recorded  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  a  deed. 

§  93.  Beimbnrsement  to  purchaser  on  failure  of  title.  When- 
ever any  purchaser  under  such  sale  or  his  heirs  or  assigns  shall  be 
unable  to  recover,  obtain  or  retain  possession  of  any  real  estate 
conveyed  to  him,  by  reasoA  of  any  irregularities  or  errors  in  the 
assessment  of  any  person  or  property,  or  in  the  levying  of  any  tax 
thereon,  or  in  any  proceeding  for  the  collection  of  any  tax,  the 
common  council  of  said  city  shall  refund  to  such  purchaser,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  the  purchase  money  by  him  paid,  with  interest 
from  the  time  of  its  payment,  the  same  to  be  audited  and  paid  as 
other  city  charges. 

§  94.  Actions  for  collection  of  unpaid  taxes.     Whenever  any 

tax,  including  taxes  and  assessments  for  local  improvements,  levied 
or  assessed  on  any  person  or  property  in  the  city,  with  the  fees,  in- 
terest and  expenses,  which  may  by  law  be  added  thereto,  shall 
remain  unpaid  for  six  months  after  the  warrant  for  its  collection 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  the 
treasurer  may  commence,  maintain  and  prosecute  to  judgment  and 
execution  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  city  for  the  amount  of 
such  taxes,  fees  and  expenses  remaining  unpaid  and  uncollected, 
with  interest  as  hereinbefore  provided,  against  any  person  or  cor- 
poration liable  for  such  taxes  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion. The  warrant  so  delivered  to  the  treasurer  shall  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  that  all  the  previous  proceedings,  including 
the  assessing  and  levying  of  the  tax,  were  regular  and  according  to 
law.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
peal or  abridge  any  other  power  or  remedy  for  the  collection  of 
taxes  in  the  city. 
§  95.  Correction    of    assessment-roll.      The    common    council 

shall  have  all  the  powers  in  relation  to  the  city  assessment-roll 
that  boards  of  supervisors  have  or  may  have  by  statute  in  the 
case  of  town  assessment-rolls  and  town  or  county  taxes,  and  such 
powers  shall  be  exercised  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  or  may 
be  exercised  by  boards  of  supervisors. 

§  96.  Ecasscssmcnt.  In  case  any  tax  or  assessment,  including 
taxes  and  assessments  for  local  improveinents,  shall  be  void  or 
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shall  have  failed  in  whole  or  in  part  for  want  of  jurisdiction  or 
for  any  irregularity  in  the  levying  or  assessing  thereof,  the  com- 
mon council  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  he  its  duty  to  cause 
the  same,  or  said  part  of,  to  be  reassessed  against  the  proper  per- 
sons and  property  affected  thereby,  according  to  law,  in  the  same 
manner  so  far  as  practicable,  as  is  prescribed  by  law  for  making, 
levying  and  enforcing  original  taxes  or  assessments.  If  any  per- 
son shall  have  paid  on  a  former  assessment,  the  same  shall  be 
credited,  and  in  case  the  payment  exceeds  the  amount  reassessed, 
the  surplus  shall  be  refunded.  In  case  the  amount  assessed  for 
any  local  improvement  shall  be  insufficient  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  such  improvement,  the  coinmon  council  shall  cause  to  be 
assessed  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  in  like  manner  as  other 
assessments  of  like  nature  are  made.  !No  action  or  remedy  shall 
lie  or  be  maintained  by  any  one  to  recover  upon  or  by  reason 
of  the  payment  or  collection  of  any  such  original  or  former  ill^al 
or  void  assessment  or  tax  where  the  new  assessment  or  reassess- 
ment has  been  or  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid  in  place  thereof. 
§  97.  Surplus   on   sales.      Whenever   any   surplus   shall    arise 

upon  the  sale  of  lands  for  taxes,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  same  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer,  who  shall 
keep  a  record  thereof.  The  owner  of  the  equity  of  redemption,  or 
any  other  person  interested  in  such  surplus,  may  apply  to  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  an  order  distributing  the  same 
in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  in  proceedings  for  the  distribution 
of  surplus  money  in  foreclosure  actions.  Any  person  making 
such  application,  or  in  any  way  sharing  in  the  distribution  of 
such  money,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  all  his  rights  for 
the  recovery  of  the  value  or  possession  of  such  lands  or  any  part 
thereof. 

§  98.  Warrant  for  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes.     The 

city  of  Amsterdam  shall  be  a  tax  district  as  provided  by  the 
general  law.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery shall  cause  the  assessment-roll  for  the  county  and  state 
taxes  to  be  corrected  and  extended  the  same  as  for  other  tax 
districts  and  to  be  delivered  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year  with  a  war- 
rant commanding  the  treasurer  to  collect  the  same,  and  said  roll 
shall  be  the  tax  roll  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  for  the  state  and 

county  taxes. 

§  99.  State  and  county  tax  roll.    Upon  receiving  the  state  and 

county  tax  roll  the  treasurer  shall  give  notice  by  publishing  the 
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same  twice  in  the  official  newspapers  of  the  citj  of  the  receipt 
thereof  hj  him^  and  that  all  persons  named  therein  are  required 
to  pay  their  taxes  at  his  office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February  next  ensuing.  Until  the  first  day  of  February  the 
treasurer  shall  collect  and  receive  the  said  state  and  county  taxes 
on  said  tax  roll  without  any  fee  therefor;  after  the  said  first  day 
of  February  and  until  the  first  day  of  March  four  per  centum 
fees  shall  be  added  to  the  tax  and  collected  therewith. 
§  100.  Proceedings  of  treasurer  in  collecting  state  and  county 

taxes.  If  any  taxes  shall  remain  uncollected  on  the  first  day  of 
February,  the  treasurer  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  person 
or  persons  against  whom  such  taxes  stand  charged.  The  notice 
shall  bear  even  date  as  of  the  first  day  of  February  and  shall 
require  said  person  or  persons  or  corporations  to  pay  such  un- 
paid taxes  to  the  treasurer  at  his  office  within  one  month  there- 
after with  four  per  ceutum  fees  thereon.  Such  notice  may  be 
served  pereonally  upon  the  person  or  corporation  to  be  served  op 
by  leaving  the  same  at  his,  her  or  its  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness or  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  post-office  in  said  city 
inclosed  in  a  post-paid  wrapper  directed  to  said  taxpayers,  re- 
spectively, at  Amsterdam,  and  to  the  street  address,  if  known. 
If  any  of  such  taxpayers  shall  be  known  by  the  treasurer  to  re- 
side in  any  place  other  than  Amsterdam,  then  a  notice  shall  also 
be  mailed  as  above  provided,  directed  to  such  other  place.  It 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  make  any  other  demand  of  payment  of 
said  taxes.  The  person  serving  said  notice  shall  immediately 
make  an  affidavit  of  such  service  and  file  it  in  the  treasurer's 
office,  which  affidavit  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts 
and  places  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
one  month  designated  in  the  said  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  to  proceed  without  delay  to  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  any  constable  or 
policeman  of  the  city,  or  to  as  many  of  them  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  who  shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council,  com- 
manding such  officer  or  officers  to  collect  the  tax  and  fees  by  Ha- 
tress  and  sale  by  public  auction  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
person  or  corporation  upon  whose  real  or  personal  property  the 
tax  was  levied,  according  to  the  state  and  county  tax  roll,  or  of 
any  goods  or  chattels  in  his,  her  or  their  possession,  wheresoever 
the  same  may  be  found  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam  or  the  county 
of  Montgomery,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer,  and 
to  return  such  warrant  within  one  month  after  receiving  the  same

and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next  ensuing,  and  no  clfim 
of  property  made  to  such  goods  and  chattels  shall  be  available  to 
prevent  the  sale  thereof,  except  in  such  cases  as  are  provided  for 
by  the  general  statutes  of  this  state.  Public  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  sale  of  the  property  to  be  sold  shall  be  given  by 
posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  city  at 
least  six  days  prior  thereto.  If  the  proceeds  of  such  &ale  shall 
amount  to  more  than  the  amount  of  tax,  the  fees  of  collection  and 
the  expenses  of  the  sale,  such  surplus  shall  be  disposed  of  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  general  statute  known  as  the  "tax 
law  ""  in  cases  of  tax  sales  by  tax  collectors  of  towns.  The  city 
treasurer  shall  make  a  return  to  the  county  treasurer  of  all  im- 
paid  state  and  county  taxes  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  by 
law;  and  sai8  city  treasurer  shall  pay  over  the  moneys  received 
by  him  as  provided  for  in  the  warrant  attached  to  said  state  and 
county  tax  roll. 

§  101.  Assessment  for  local  improvement.     Whenever  it  shall 
have  been  determined  to  raise  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the 
expense  for  any  local  improvement  by  local  assessment  and  the 
said  local  improvement  shall  have  been  completed,  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works  shall  have  filed  with  the  city  clerk  a 
certificate  of  the  completion  thereof,  the  city  clerk  shaU  at  once 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  assessors  of  the  city,  who  shall  forthwith 
assess  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessors  to  imme- 
diately assess  the  cost  of  such  local  improvement  upon  such  por- 
tions of  the  real  estate  in  said  city  and  against  the  owners  thereof 
as  the  assessors  of  said  city  shall  deem  more  immediately  benefited 
thereby.    If  the  assessors  or  any  or  either  of  them  be  interested  in 
property  liable  to  be  affected  by  such  assessment  or  be  disquali- 
fied, or  from  any  cause  incapable  of  acting,  the  mayor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  common  council,  shall  appoint  a  free- 
holder to  act  in  his  stead  for  that  assessment  only;  and  the  person 
so  appointed  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  shall  perform  the 
same  duties  and  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  performance  of  such 
duties,  and  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  take  an  oath  to  make  the  assessment  fairly  and  impartially 
according  to  his  best  judgment.    Except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided the  cost  of  any  local  improvement  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
the  entire  expense  thereof,  including  inspection,  assessment,  pub- 
lication and  service  of  notices.

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§  102.  AnesBment-roll  for  looal  improvements.  The  assessors 
shall  make  an  assessment-roll  and  in  the  last  column  state  the 
amount  of  the  tax  assessed  opposite  the  name  of  the  person,  cor- 
poration, association  or  property  assessed,  and  deposit  the  same 
with  the  city  clerk,  and  thereupon  give  notice  by  publishing  the 
same  at  least  twice  in  each  of  the  official  papers,  the  last  of  which 
publication  shall  be  at  least  one  week  before  the  review  day,  that 
such  assessment-roll  has  been  prepared  and  will  remain  at  the 
oflBoe  of  the  city  derk  for  a  term  of  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of 
such  notice,  during  which  time  any  person  interested  may  ex- 
-  amine  said  roll,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  fifteen  days  and  on 
the  day  and  hour  and  at  the  place  specified  in  said  notice,  the 
assessors  shall  meet  and  hear  any  objections  to  the  assessment, 
and  shall  decide  upon  the  same,  and  if  need  be,  alter  and  correct 
the  assessment-roll,  and  when  completed,  sign  and  verify  the  same 
and  file  it  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  103.  Confirmation   of  local   assessment   by   common  council. 

Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  any  local  assessment 
may,  within  one  week  after  the  filing  of  the  corrected  and  verified 
roll  with  the  city  clerk,  file  with  the  said  clerk  written  objections 
to  and  appeal  therefrom,  briefly  stating  the  grounds  thereof.  The 
common  council  at  its  next  regular  meeting  after  the  expiration 
of  said  one  week  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  such  objec- 
tions and  appeal,  and  ^all  either  confirm  such  assessment  or  an- 
nul the  same.  If  it  confirm  the  same,  it  shall  be  conclusive  on 
all  parties  and  persons  interested,  and  the  proceedings  thereafter 
to  collect  the  same  shall  remain  the  same  as  if  no  appeal  had  been 
taken.  In  case  it  annul  the  same,  the  common  council  shall  ap- 
point three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  city,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed in  like  manner  and  for  such  purpose  be  invested  with  the 
same  powers  as  the  assessors,  and  who  shall  be  commissioners  to 
make  a  new  assessment  They  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  to  make  the  assessment 
fairly  and  impartially,  according  to  their  best  judgment.  The 
compensation  of  such  commissioners  for  their  services  shall  be  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  spent  in  the 
performance  of  such  duties.  All  the  proceedings  had  by  and  be- 
fore them  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by  this  act  for  an  original 
assessment,  including  the  filing  of  objections  and  an  appeal  there- 

fronu 

§   104.  Collection  of  looal  assessment.     If  no  appeal  be  taken 

from  the  first  assessment-roll  filed  with  the  city  clerk  or  if  an  ap-

peal  be  takeu  therefrom  and  such  assessment  be  confirmed^  the 
common  council  shall  cause  the  proper  warrant  for  the  collection 
thereof  to  be  attached  thereto  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  city 
treasurer.  If  an  appeal  be  taken  from  such  first  assessment  and 
the  same  be  annulled,  the  common  council,  if  it  shall  confirm  the 
second  assessment,  shall  cause  the  proper  warrant  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof  to  be  attached  to  the  second  assessment-roll  filed  by 
the  commissioners,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer. 
Whenever  the  assessment-roll  for  any  local  improvement  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  city  treasurer,  he  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by 
publishing  the  same  twice  in  each  of  the  official  papers  of  the  city,, 
of  the  receipt  by  him  of  such  assessment-roll  and  warrant,  and  that 
all  persons  named  therein  are  required  to  pay  their  taxes  to  him 
at  his  office,  and  he  shall  for  the  first  month  after  the  publication 
of  said  notice  receive  the  taxes  thereon  without  fee,  for  the  next 
month  four  per  centum  fees  shall  be  collected.  All  sums  remain- 
ing unpaid  thereafter  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per 
centum  per  annum.  If  any  taxes  shall  remain  uncollected  at  the 
end  of  said  month  first  above  mentioned,  the  treasurer  shall  forth- 
with give  notice  to  the  person  against  whom  such  tax  stands 
charged.  Said  notice  shall  require  said  person  to  pay  such  un- 
paid taxes  to  said  treasurer  at  his  office  within  one  month  there- 
after with  four  per  centum  fees  thereon.  Such  notice  may  be 
served  and  proof  of  the  service  thereof  shall  be  made  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  section  eighty-five  herein  for  the  giving  of 
notice  in  the  collection  of  city  taxes.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
one  month  designated  in  the  said  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  to  proceed  without  delay  to  issue  his  warrant  tmder  his 
hand  and  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  any  constable  or  policeman  of  the 
city,  or  to  as  many  of  them  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  common  council,  commanding  such  officer  or 
officers  to  collect  the  tax  and  fees  by  distress  and  sale  at  public 
auction  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  person  or  corporation  upon 
whose  property  the  tax  was  levied,  according  to  the  said  tax  roll, 
or  of  any  goods  or  chattels  in  his,  her  or  their  possession,  where- 
soever the  same  may  be  found  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam  or  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer 
and  return  such  warrant  within  one  month  after  receiving  the 
same.  No  claims  of  property  made  to  such  goods  and  chattels 
shall  be  available  to  prevent  the  sale  thereof,  except  in  such  cases 
as  are  provided  for  by  the  general  statutes  of  this  state.  Public 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  sale  of  the  property  to  be  sold 
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shall  be  given  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places 
in  the  city  at  least  six  days  prior  thereto.  If  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  shall  be  more  than  the  amount  of  the  tax,  the  fees  of  collec- 
tion and  the  exjJenses  of  the  sale,  such  surplus  shall  be  disposed  of 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  statute  known  as  the 
"  tax  law  "  ^^  in  cases  of  tax  sales  by  tax  collectors.  If  any  such 
tax  shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  return  of  said  warrant  the 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  prescribed  by  sections  eighty-six 
to  ninety-four  of  this  act,  inclusive,  for  the  collection  of  unpaid 
taxes. 

§  105.  Taxes,  water  rents  and  assessments  a  lien.     All  taxes, 

local  assessments  and  water  rents  assessed,  levied  or  charged 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  lien,  prior  and 
superior  to  every  other  lien  or  claim  except  the  lien  of  an  exist- 
ing tax,  water  rent  or  local  assessment,  on  the  real  property  upon 
which  it  is  levied  and  upon  all  the  real  estate  in  said  city  of  the 
person  taxed  or  assessed  from  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  the  war- 
rant for  the  collection  thereof  until  paid  or  otherwise  satisfied  or 
discharged. 

TITLE  IX, 

Finances. 

§  106.  Annual  reports  and  estimates  by  boards  and  offlcen. 
The  commissioner  of  public  works,  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety,  the  conmiissioner  of  charities,  the  city  clerk,  the  chair- 
man of  the  municipal  civil  service  commission  and  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  board  of  examining  plumbers,  shall  each  deliver  to 
the  common  council  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
in  each  year,  a  report  of  all  expenditures  made  or  incurred  by 
such  board  or  department  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  show- 
ing separately  by  items  the  amount  expended  from  each  fund^ 
the  balance  at  the  end  of  such  year  standing  to  the  credit  of  each 
snch  fund ;  the  amount  which  in  the  judgment  of  each  such  officer 
vriU  need  to  be  expended  during  the  current  fiscal  year  for  his  de- 
partment, with  the  items  thereof  and  the  reasons  therefor  so  far 
as  practicable,  which  said  estimates  shall  include  a  statement  of 
the  salaries  of  all  their  subordinates.  The  report  of  the  city  clerk 
shall  include  a  statement  of  all  expenditures  made  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  the  common  council  during  the  preceding  fiscal 
year;  the  balance  at  the  close  of  such  year  standing  to  the  credit 
of  each  fund ;  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  excise  or  liquor  tax 
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money  which  will  probably  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  during 
the  fiscal  year ;  an  estimate  of  the  amoimt  of  bank  tax  which  will 
probably  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  during  the  current  fiscal 
year;  a  statement  in  detail  of  all  judgments  again'st  the  city  then 
remaining  unpaid;  an  itemized  statement  of  the  principal  and 
interest  on  all  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  which  may  fall 
due  during  the  current  fiscal  year;  a  statement  in  detail  of  the 
amount  of  unpaid  taxes  and  local  assessments  theretofore  assessed 
and  remaining  unpaid;  the  amoimt  which  in  his  judgment  will 
probably  be  received  by  tfie  city  therefrom  during  the  current 
fiscal  year;  all  expenditures  made  or  incurred  by  the  city  and 
chargeable  to  property  owners  or  other  persons  and  remaining 
unpaid,  and  the  amount  which  in  his  judgment  will  probably  be 
received  by  the  city  therefrom  during  the  current  fiscal  year; 
the  amount  which  in  his  judgment  will  probably  be  received  by 
the  city  as  fees  for  licenses  other  than  excise  licenses  during  the 
current  fiscal  year;  the  amount  of  money,  if  any,  voted  for  at 
a  taxpayers'  election;  a  statement  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
paying  the  city's  share  of  all  paving  and  grading  done  during 
the  previous  year,  and  an  estimate  of  all  other  probable  receipts 
and  expenditures  by  the  city  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  which 
no  other  officer,  board  or  department  is  required  by  this  section 
to  include  in  its  annual  report.  The  common  council  may  re- 
quire further  or  more  detailed  financial  reports  from  any  of  such 
boards,  departments  or  from  any  city  officer.  The  report  and 
estimate  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  include  in  a 
separate  heading  the  amount  received  from  the  collection  of 
water  rents,  bills  for  the  use  of  water  and  other  income  derived 
from  the  waterworks  system  during  the  fiscal  year  last  passed, 
together  with  the  amount  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
from  the  water  fund  for  all  purposes  in  detail,  and  shall  also 
under  a  separate  heading  furnish  an  estimate  of  the  amounts 
necessary  to  be  paid  out  during  the  current  fiscal  year  for  main- 
taining, repairing  and  extending  the  water  system,  including  iihe 
proportion  of  salaries  of  city  officials  and  employees  properly 
chargeable  to  the  water  fund ;  the  amount  required  to  be  deposited 
in  the  sinking  fund  for  the  requirement  of  water  bonds. 

§  107.  Consideration  of  annual  estimates  by  common  oouncil; 
transmission  thereof  to  the  mayor.  The  common  council  shall, 
at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  February  of  each  year,  carefully 
consider  the  estimates  submitted  to  it  by  the  various  city  officials. 
The  said  common  council  shall  thereupon  make  an  estimate  of 
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the  several  amounts  of  money  which  it  deems  necessary  to  pro- 
vide: For  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city 
in  each  board^  department  and  office  thereof,  and  for  the  various 
purposes  contemplated  by  this  act  and  otherwise  by  law  for  the 
said  fiscal  year,  except  the  expenses  of  the  board  of  education 
and  the  expenses  of  the  board  of  health ;  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  on  any  bonded  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  city,  falling 
due  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  except  the  principal  and  interest 
on  bonds  issued  to  provide  for  a  supgly  of  water  for  said  city; 
the  amount,  if  any,  voted  for  at  a  taxpayers'  election;  the  amount 
of  the  city's  share  of  expenses  of  paving  and  grading  during  the 
preceding  fiscal  year ;  and  the  amount  of  any  indebtedness  remain- 
ing unpaid  on  all  judgments  against  the  city.  The  common 
council  may  include  in  its  estimate  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary 
to  retire  any  maturing  bonds  heretofore  issued  to  provide  for  a 
supply  of  water  for  said  city,  the  payment  of  which  is  not  fully 
provided  for  by  moneys  held  in  some  sinking  fund.  After  said 
annual  estimates  shall  have  been  completed,  the  common  council 
shall  submit  the  amount  to  the  mayor  with  a  statement,  in  writing, 
with  such  reasons  for  such  estimates  as  it  may  deem  propei. 
§  108.  Power  of  mayor  over  annual  estimate  as  made  by  com- 
mon council.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  mayor  of  the  annual  esti- 
mate submitted  to  him  by  the  common  council,  as  provided  for 
!>y  the  last  section,  he  shall  carefully  consider  the  same  and  shall 
have  power  to  diminish  or  reject  any  item  or  items  thereof  but 
shall  have  no  power  to  increase  any  item  thereof;  except  the 
mayor  shall  not  diminish  or  reject  any  item  voted  for  at  a  tax- 
payers' election,  or  the  sums  lawfully  payable  within  said  fiscal 
year  upon  judgments  against  the  city,  or  the  amount  necessary 
for  paying  the  city's  share  of  paving  and  grading,  nor  shall  the 
said  mayor  increase  any  item  for  any  purpose  contained  in  said 
estimate.  When  the  mayor  shall  have  revised  said  estimate  of 
the  common  council,  he  shall  add  thereto  the  amounts  determined 
hy  the  board  of  health  and  the  board  of  education  to  be  necessary 
for  the  expenses  of  their  departments  during  the  current  fiscal 
year,  and  shall  thereupon  finally  approve  said  estimate  as  revised 
by  him,  and  shall  return  the  same  to  the  common  council  on  or 
before  the  first  regular  meeting  of  said  common  council  in  the 
month  of  March  of  each  year,  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
any  changes  made  by  him  in  the  estimates  as  proposed  by  the 
common  counciL 
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§  109.  FiiLal  determination  by  common  conncil  of  amount  of 
annual  city  tax  levy.  At  its  first  regular  meeting  in  the  month  of 
March  in  each  year  the  common  council  shall,  upon  the  returo 
by  the  mayor  of  the  annual  estimate  as  revised  by  him,  finally 
adopt  such  estimate  as  so  revised,  without  making  any  changes 
therein.  When  the  common  council  shall  have  adopted  the  said 
final  estimate  the  same  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  its  minutes 
and  become  a  part  of  its  proceedings.  The  several  sums  esti- 
mated for  expenditures  therein  shall  be  and  become  appropriated 
in  the  amounts  and  for  the  several  departments,  ofBcers  and  pur 
poses  as  therein  specified  for  said  fiscal  year.  The  several  sums 
therein  enumerated  as  estimated  revenues  and  the  moneys  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  by  tax  in  addition  thereto  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city  and  for  the  purposes  con- 
templated by  this  act  and  otherwise  by  law,  shall  be  and  become 
applicable  in  the  amounts  therein  named  for  the  purposes  of  meet- 
ing said  appropriations.  The  amount  of  estimated  expenditures 
contained  in  such  annual  estimate  so  adopted  by  the  conmion  coun- 
cil, less  the  amount  of  estimated  revenues  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  shall  constitute  the  tax  levy.  The  common  council 
shall  levy  and  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  the  amount  of  said  levy, 
and  the  amount  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  raised  by  tax  upon 
the  real  and  personal  property  liable  to  taxation  in  the  city  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  110.  Maximum  amount  of  the  annual  city  tax  levy.     The 

amount  of  the  annual  city  tax  levy  as  finally  made  up,  adopted 
and  ordered  levied,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  amounts  required  by  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, the  board  of  health,  the  amount  voted  for  at  a  taxpayers' 
election,  the  city's  portion  of  all  paving  and  grading,  the  amount 
determined  necessary  to  retire  any  maturing  water  bonds  for  the 
payment  of  which  no  sufiicient  sinking  fund  has  been  provided, 
and  the  amount  remaining  unpaid  on  all  judgments  against  the 
city,  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  in  the  abrogate  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  from  which  said  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  there  shall  be  deducted  the  estimated 
revenues  of  the  city  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year. 

§  111.  Enumeration  of  funds.  The  amount  of  money  raised, 
received,  and  appropriated  for  the  various  purposes  of  the  city 
government  shall  be  divided  into  funds  in  the  following  manner, 
namely:  The  water  fund,  sewer  fund,  street  fund,  fire  fnnd, 
police  fund,  poor  fniid,  board  of  education  fund,  health  fund,  sal- 
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arj  fund,  lighting  fund,  printing  and  publishing  fund,  election 
fund,  civil  service  fund,  plumbing  fund,  library  fund,  and  a  gen- 
eral fund.  The  moneys  appropriated  for  any  fund  shall  be  set 
aside  and  devoted  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  that  fund  and  no 
other,  and  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  for  the  payment  of  any 
claim  against  or  obligation  of  the  city  unless  it  state  particularly 
against  which  of  such  funds  it  is  drawn.  No  fund  shall  be  over- 
drawn nor  shall  any  warrant  be  drawn  against  one  fund  to  pay  a 
claim  chargeable  to  another.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the 
common  council  that  the  moneys  actually  set  apart  for  any  given 
fund  shall  not  equal  in  amount  the  appropriation  for  that  fund, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  common  council  shall  transfer  from 
the  general  fund  to  such  fund  such  an  amount  as  will  give  to 
such  fund  the  total  amount  appropriated  therefor,  provided  that 
there  shall  be  sufficient  money  in  the  general  fund  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  common  council  may,  however,  transfer  any  surplus 
money  from  the  general  fund  to  tibe  poor  fund  in  case  the  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  poor  fund  shall  have  been  expended.  Where 
a  salary  or  other  expenditure  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  two  or 
more  funds  it  shall  be  divided  and  charged  to  such  funds  in  pro- 
portion to  the  benefit  received  by  such  fund ;  and  in  auditing  all 
claims  the  common  council  shall  particularly  specify  the  fund 
or  funds  and  in  what  proportions  to  which  the  amount  so  audited 
shall  be  charged.  Any  claim  or  judgment  against  the  city  not 
properly  chargeable  against  any  specified  fund  shall  be  charge- 
able to  and  paid  out  of  the  general  fund.  All  moneys  belonging 
to  and  received  by  said  city  outside  of  the  annual  city  tax  levy 
shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  and 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund.  All  excise  moneys 
and  all  moneys  received  from  the  liquor  tax  law  or  any  of  the 
provisions  thereof  to  which  the  city  is  or  shall  be  entitled,  shall, 
when  received  by  the  city  treasurer,  be  appropriated  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  namely :  The  amount  specified  in  the  annual  ap- 
propriation as  set  apart  for  the  care  of  the  city  poor  shall  be 
placed  in  the  poor  fund  and  the  balance  thereof,  if  any,  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

§  112.  Power  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation   of  tax  levy. 

The  common  council  shall  have  power  after  the  commencement  of 
any  fiscal  year  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  in  anticipation 
of  its  revenues  for  that  year,  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  expenditures  actually  incurred  at  the  time  of  so  borrow- 
ing, under  the  appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year,  not  exceeding. 
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however,  one^half  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  city  tax  levy,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  board  of 
education,  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  sum 
remaining  unpaid  on  any  judgments  against  the  city  and  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  Uie  city's  share  of  paving 
and  grading,  and  after  also  deducting  the  amount  of  revenues  re- 
ceived by  the  city  in  said  fiscal  year  up  to  the  time  of  so  borrow- 
ing. All  sums  so  borrowed  shall  be  repaid  from  the  annual  tax 
for  such  fiscal  year  when  the  same  shall  have  been  collected. 

§  113.  Water  fnnd.  The  amoiint  received  from  the  collection 
of  the  water  rents,  bills  for  the  use  of  water  and  other  income  de- 
rived from  the  water  works  system  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate 
fund  and  called  the  water  fund.  The  said  fund  shall  be  applied 
only  for  the  following  uses  and  purposes : 

First  For  the  payment,  when  due,  of  the  interest  on  bonded 
or  other  indebtedness  incurred  or  owed  for  water  purposes. 

Second.  For  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  a  sinking  fund 
to  meet  the  redemption  of  all  bonds  hereafter  issued  for  water 
purposes,  including  bonds  reissued  or  refunded,  by  setting  aside 
annually  a  sum  which  will  produce  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity,  ami 
also  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  payments  required  by  law 
into  the  sinking  funds  which  have  been  heretofore  created  for 
the  purpose  of  redeeming  bonds  issued  to  provide  for  a  supply 
of  water. 

Third.  For  the  expenses  of  repairing,  maintaining  and  in- 
creasing the  water  works  system  and  for  the  necessary  charges 
and  expenses  incident  thereto. 

Fourth.  All  surplus  funds  remaining  after  the  above  pay- 
ments have  been  made  shall  be  deposited  in  a  distinct  fund  which 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  "  Water  Surplus  Fund,*'  ac- 
cording as  and  at  such  times  as  the  common  council  may  direct 
subject  to  the  qualifications  hereinafter  stated.  The  sinking 
fund  shall  be  invested  by  the  city  treasurer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  common  council,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  corporation  counsel  in  the  name  of  the  city  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  of  any  city  of  this 
state  and  shall  be  separately  kept  and  known  as  the  "  Sinking 
Fund  "  and  shall  not  be  used  in  any  manner  other  than  for  the 
specified  purposes  for  which  it  shall  have  been  provided.  Snch 
sinking  fund,  however,  shall  not  be  invested  in  the  water  bonds 
of  the  city.     The  common  council  may,  upon  the  joint  certificate 
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of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  the  mayor  as  to  the 
necessity  thereof,  increase  the  amount  to  be  expended  from  the 
water  fund  as  stated  in  the  annual  estimate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  the  sums  derived  from  the  water  rents  and  other  water 
bcome  during  the  current  fiscal  year  after  the  payments  prop- 
erly applicable  to  interest  and  the  sinking  fund  set  forth  in  sub- 
divisions marked  "first"  and  "second"  of  this  section  shall 
have  been  made.  The  common  council  shall,  at  its  first  regular 
meeting  in  the  month  of  June  in  each  year,  determine  what  dis- 
position shall  be  made  of  the  surplus  water  funds  remaining  on 
hand  on  December  thirty-first  of  the  previous  year,  and  shall 
direct  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  either  into  the  water  surplus 
fund  or  shall  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  the  water  department 
during  said  current  fiscal  year,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works  and  the  mayor  as  herein  provided. 
The  amoimt  deposited  in  the  surplus  water  fund  may  be  accumu- 
lated to  meet  any  emergencies  or  extraordinary  expenditures  in 
connection  with  the  water  system  and  may  be  appropriated  by 
the  common  council  for  such  purposes  at  any  time  upon  the  joint 
certificate  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  the  mayor  as 
to  the  necessity  thereof. 

§  114.  Issuance  of  bonds.  The  common  council,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  its  members  elected,  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  for  the  purpose  of  paying,  reissuing  or  refunding  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  water  bonds  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam, 
when  the  same  shall  fall  due  and  sufficient  funds  for  their  pay- 
ment are  not  on  hand  and  applicable  thereto,  and  shall  make, 
execute  and  deliver  new  bonds  or  other  obligations  to  secure  the 
payment  of  said  loan.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  powor 
to  borrow  such  sums  as  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  majority 
vote  at  the  taxpayers'  election  held  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  and 
may  make,  execute  and  deliver  bonds  or  other  obligations  to 
secure  the  payment  of  said  loan.  All  bonds  of  said  city  issued 
as  provided  by  this  section,  for  whatever  purposes,  shall  be  ad- 
vertised and  sold  by  the  mayor,  corporation  counsel  and  city 
treasurer.  They  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official  papers 
of  the  city,  daily  for  not  less  than  five  successive  days,  Sundays 
excepted,  a  notice  containing  a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be 
sold,  the  manner  and  place  of  sale  and  the  time  when  the  same 
shall  be  sold,  or  the  time  limited  for  the  receipt  of  sealed  pro- 
posals, which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  from  the  first  pub- 
lication of  said  notice.     When  bonds  are  sold  under  sealed  pro- 
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poBals,  no  proposal  shall  be  opened  until  one  hour  after  the  time 
limited  for  the  receipt  thereof  has  elapsed,  and  all  proposals  shall 
be  opened  in  public.    Award  shall  be  made  to  the  highest  bidder. 
At  any  sale  of  bonds  either  by  auction  or  under  sealed  proposals, 
the  mayor,  corporation  counsel  and  treasurer,  or  a  majority  of 
.  them,  may  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  if  in  their  opinion  the 
price  offered  is  inadequate.     All  said  bonds  or  other  obligations 
shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  and  under  the  seal  of  the  city, 
upon  such  terms  of  credit  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  the 
common  council  may  determine;   and  all  such  bonds  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  and  shall  be  delivered  to  and 
countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  deposit  the 
proceeds  therefrom  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund,  to  be  used 
only  for  the  purpose  for  which  said  money  was  borrowed.    A 
record  of  said  bonds  shall  be  kept  as  provided  by  general  law 
and  no  bond  or  other  obligation  shall  be  disposed  of  at  less  than 
its  par  value.     All  such  bonds  or  other  obligations  and  the  in- 
terest therein  shall  be  a  valid  liability  against  the  city  and  the 
credit  of  the  city  is  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  same.    A 
sinking  fund  shall  be  created  on  the  issuance  of  the  6aid  bondfl 
for  their  redemption,  by  raising  annually  a  sum  which  will  pK^- 
duce  €ui  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  said  bonds  at  their  maturitv. 

§  115.  Taxpayers'  election.     Whenever  it  shall  have  been  de- 
termined that  a  taxpayers'  election  should  be  held,  the  common 
council  shall,  by  resolution,  call  the  same  and  in  their  resolution 
they  shall  state  the  objects  for  which  the  said  election  is  to  be 
held  and  the  amount  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise  and  the  purpose 
for  which  the  money  will  be  expended,  and  whether  moneys  ao 
proposed  to  be  raised  shall  be  included  and  raised  in  the  next  <atv 
tax  budget  or  whether  the  said  amount  should  be  borrowed  upon 
the  credit  of  the  city  and  bonds  or  other  obligations  issued  therefor. 
The  common  council  shall  thereupon  give  notice  of  such  election 
by  publishing  the  same  in  the  ofEcial  newspapers  at  least  once  in 
each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  immediately  preceding  said 
election.    Such  notice  shall  contain  a  copy  of  said  resolution  and 
shall  specify  the  time  and  places  for  holding  the  polls  of  said 
election.    The  common  council  shall  designate  in  said  notice  the 
places,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  three  in  number,  for  holding 
said  election,  and  they  shall  appoint  three  inspectors  as  a  board  of 
inspectors,  from  among  the  regular  inspectors  of  election  of  said 
city,  for  each  poll  of  said  election.    Said  inspectors  shall  take  the 
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oath  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  inspectors  at  a  general  election 
and  they  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  like  duties 
as  said  last  mentioned  inspectors  in  so  far  as  the  same  are  appli- 
cable.   Every  citizen  who  is  a  resident  of  said  city,  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  over,  whose  name  shall  be  on  the  city  tax  roll 
next  preceding  said  election,  as  owner,  executor,  administrator, 
guardian  or  agent  and  upon  whose  property  or  upon  whom  as  the 
owner  or  possessor  of  property,  a  tax  has  been  assessed  and  im- 
posed in  and  by  said  roll  and  no  other  person  or  persons  whatever 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  said  election.    The  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  determine  and  in  said  notice  shall  specify  the  elec- 
tion district  for  each  polling  place.    Each  such  board  of  inspectors 
of  election  at  each  polling  place  on  the  day  and  at  the  places 
specified  and  from  twelve  o'clock  noon  until  eight  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  and  in  the  same  manner  provided  by  law  for  holding 
general  elections  in  said  city,  as  far  as  may  be,  shall  proceed  to 
receive  the  ballots  of  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  said 
polling  place  and  who  are  residents  of  the  prescribed  election  dis- 
trict for  which  the  said  poll  is  held.    Ballots  of  two  kinds  for  the 
use  of  the  voters  shall  be  provided  by  the  common  council,  one 
containing  the  words  "  for  the  proposed  expenditure  (specifying 
the  amount  and  general  purpose  thereof)",  and  the  other  con- 
taining the  words  "  against  the  proposed  expenditure  (specifying 
the  amount  and  general  purpose  thereof)".     If  there  shall  be 
more  than  one  proposition  submitted,  there  shall  be  ballots  for 
each  proposition  separately  marked  on  the  outside  to  identify  and 
distinguish  them.    If  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  such  election 
shall  be  challenged  as  to  his  or  her  right  to  vote  thereat,  by  any 
other  person  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  one  of  the  inspectors 
shall  tender  to  him  or  her  the  following  oath :    "  You  do  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  you  are  a  citizen  and  a  taxpayer  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  and  a  resident  of  this  election  district  and  that  you  are 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  have  not  voted  at  this  election/' 
If  the  person  offering  to  vote  shall  take  such  oath  and  shall  be 
named  and  assessed  upon  said  roll  as  aforesaid,  the  vote  shall 
be  received;  otherwise  such  vote  shall  be  refused.     All  the  pro- 
visions of  law  for  punishing  false  swearing  and  fraudulent  voting 
at  the  general  election,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  applied,  and  for 
preserving  order  at  the  polls,  shall  be  applicable  to  said  taxpayers' 
election  and  the  proceedings  thereat.     The  said  inspectors  shall 
canvass  the  votes  received  at  said  election  immediately  after  the 
closing  of  the  polls  and  make  duplicate  certificates  under  their 
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hands,  stating  the  whole  number  of  ballots  received  on  each 
proposition  submitted,  the  number  for  each  proposition  submitted 
and  the  number  against  each  proposition,  and  return  one  certifi- 
cate to  the  city  clerk  and  the  other  to  the  mayor  within  twenty- 
four  hours  thereafter.  The  said  certificates  received  by  the  clerk 
shall  be  delivered  by  him  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  regnlar 
meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ami  it 
shall  cause  the  result  of  said  election  as  appearing  by  said  certifi- 
cates to  be  determined  and  entered  in  its  minutes  and  shall  de- 
clare according  to  the  fact  whether  such  proposition  or  proposi- 
tions were  carried  or  not  and  whether  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
were  cast  in  favor  of  or  against  such  proposition  or  propositions 
and  such  declaration  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  they 
shall  declare.  The  date  of  any  taxpayers'  election  shall  not  coin- 
cide with  that  of  any  other  general  or  special  election. 

TITLE  X. 

The  School  Disteiot. 

§  116.  City  and  school  district.  AH  the  territory  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  shall  constitute 
a  separate  school  district  wilhin  this  state,  and  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  "  The  school  district  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam."  It 
may  bear  such  other  or  additional  designation  as  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  of  this  state  may  by  law  prescribe. 
Such  district  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges, 
public  moneys  and  other  benefits  conferred  by  law  or  other  state 
authority  upon  school  districts,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
rules,  regulations,  powers  of  inspection  and  superintendence  pre- 
scribed by  law  applicable  to  school  districts  in  cities,  except  as 
otherwise  hereinafter  prescribed. 

§  117.  Board  of  education.  The  affairs  of  said  school  district 
of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  composed 
of  one  member  to  be  elected  from  each  ward  of  said  city,  and  two 
members  to  be  elected  from  the  city  at  large,  which  board  shall 
be  a  body  corporate  and  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
"  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Amsterdam."  The  two 
members  from  the  city  at  large  shall  not  be  residents  of  the  same 
ward*  in  said  city.  Said  board  shall  possess  all  the  powers  con- 
ferred and  discharge  all  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act  or  by  any 
general  law  of  this  state  relating  to  school  districts  in  cities  or

relating  to  the  boards  of  education  of  such  districts,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act 

§  118.  Title  to  school  property.  The  board  of  education  shall 
have  the  power,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  purchase, 
take,  lease,  hold  or  improve  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  public  schools  or  for  any  purpose  of 
education  in  said  city  in  trust,  however,  for  the  school  district 
of  the  city.  It  may  also  take  by  gift,  grant,  bequest  or  devise 
and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  in  trust  for  any  purpose  of 
education  or  art,  or  for  the  purchase,  support  or  maintenance  of 
public  libraries  in  said  city  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  donor  or  donors  and  accepted  by  said  board  of  education, 
and  it  may  execute  any  trust  for  any  purpose  aforesaid  and  pro- 
vide for  the  proper  execution  thereof. 

§  119.  School  elections.  The  annual  election  for  school  officers 
in  said  city  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September  in 
each  year,  and  there  shall  be  elected  each  year  at  such  election 
members  of  the  board  of  education  to  succeed  those  members 
whose  terms  of  office  shall  expire  during  said  year  and  such  other 
members  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  have 
occurred  during  the  preceding  year  for  the  unexpired  term  of  any 
member  whose  office  shall  have  become  vacant.  Eublic  notice  of 
every  annual  or  tax  election  held  under  this  act  shall  be  given  by 
said  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  by  notice, 
signed  by  its  president  and  clerk,  which  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  official  newspapers  of  said  city,  at  least  once  in  each  week 
for  three  consecutive  weeks  iqimediately  preceding  such  election. 
The  board  of  education  shall,  each  year,  designate  at  least  three 
polling  places,  in  as  many  separate  wards,  at  which  such  annual 
election  shall  be  held,  and  the  particular  wards  for  which  each  poll- 
ing place  shall  serve,  and  the  same  shall  be  set  forth  in  said  notice, 
as  well  as  the  officers  to  be  elected  thereat,  together  with  the  terms 
for  which  they  are  to  serve,  respectively.  The  clerk  of  the  board 
of  education  shall,  each  year,  and  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
date  of  such  annual  election,  notify  the  inspectors  of  election  of 
the  election  districts  in  which  each  of  said  polling  places  are 
situated,  by  notice  mailed  to  each  of  them  in  the  post-office  of  said 
city,  of  every  such  election,  and  the  polling  places  designated  b^ 
said  board.  The  inspectors  in  each  of  said  election  districts -shall 
preside  and  conduct  said  annual  election,  at  the  places  of  their 
respective  districts,  designated  as  aforesaid,  and  their  powers  and 
duties  in  respect  thereto  shall  be  determined  and  regulated  by  the 
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provisiona  relating  to  the  holding  of  the  general  city  elections 
for  city  officers,  except  as  modified  by  this  act     All  e?3ction8 
shall  be  opened  at  each  polling  place  at  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, and  shall  be  kept  open  without  intermission  or  adjonm- 
ment  until  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  same  &hall 
be  finally  closed,  and  the  inspectors  shall  forthwith  without  inter- 
mission or  adjournment,  canvass  all  votes  cast,  declare  and  make 
a  statement  of  the  result,  as  required  in  the  general  city  elections, 
and  shall  forthwith  file  such  statements  of  the  result  with  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  education  of  said  city.     Every  inhabitant 
of  said  city  qualified  to  vote  for  school  officers,  under  the  general 
school  laws^^  of  this  state  shall  then  and  there  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  such  election;  but  no  such  inhabitant  shall  vote  at  any  polling 
place,  except  that  designated  for  the  ward  in  which  he  or  she  may 
reside  at  the  time  of  offering  such  vote,  and  shall  have  resided 
for  at  least  thirty  days  immediately  prior  to  such  election,  and 
except  at  the  polling  places  designated  by  said  board,  at  which 
an  election  shall  be  hpld,  for  the  election  of  a  trustee  or  trustees, 
by  the  city  at  large,  and  at  the  polling  places  designated  by  said 
board  at  which  the  electors  will  vote  for  or  against  the  "  school 
tax  "  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  herein. 
§  120.  Organization   of   board.     On   the   day   following   such 
school  election  the  board  of  education  of  said  city  shall  convene  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  its  regular  place  of  meeting,  and 
all  the  certificates  of  the  votes  cast  at  each  of  the  polling  places 
designated  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  produced,  and  said  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  forthwith  proceed  to  canvass  such  certificates,  declare 
the  result  thereof,  and  make  a  certificate  in  writing  of  all  those 
who  were  duly  elected  at  said  election,  and  shall  immediately  file 
a  duplicate  thereof,  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk,  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.     The  persons  so  elected  shall  thereupon 
take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  the  board  of  education 
of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  as  constituted  for  the  preceding  year, 
shall  be  dissolved  and  the  board  of  education  composed  of  the 
persons  so  declared  elected  and  those  whose  terms  of  office  shall 
not  have  expired  shall  then  organize,  by  electing  one  of  their  num- 
ber presic^ent,  and  a  resident  of  the  city,  not  of  their  number, 
clerk  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of 
said  board  and  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  such  board. 
The  clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said

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board^  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  pre- 
scribe. A  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
The  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation,  directly 
or  indirectly,  for  their  services. 

§  121.  General  powers  and  duties  of  board  of  education.  Sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  of  education  of  the  city 
of  Amsterdam  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty : 

(a)  To  provide  a  place  for  its  meetings  and  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  as  it  may  deem 
advisable. 

(b)  To  establish  and  organize  in  said  city  such  schools,  and 
night  schools,  as  said  board  shall  deem  requisite  and  expedienti 
and  to  change  or  discontinue  the  same  at  its  discretion. 

(c)  To  establish  and  maintain,  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed 
expedient  so  to  do,  within  the  limits  of  the  school  district  hereby 
created,  a  high  school,  to  which  graduates  from  the  said  schools 
of  said  district  shall  be  admitted  for  a  course  of  instruction  to  be 
regulated  by  the  board  of  education. 

(d)  To  alter,  improve  and  repair  schoolhouses  and  appurte- 
nances, hire  rooms  for  school  purposes  as  may  be  deemed  advis- 
able, and  when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
school  district,  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  or  purchase,  schoolhouses, 
lots  or  sites. 

(e)  To  purchase,  exchange,  improve  and  repair  school  appara- 
tus, books,  furniture  and  appendages,  and  to  defray  the  neces- 
sary expense  attending  the  same. 

(f)  To  insure  the  schoolhouse  or  houses  and  their  furniture, 
apparatus  and  appendages,  and  the  school  library,  in  some  com- 
pany or  companies  created  by  or  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  policy  and  policies,  and  raise 
the  sum  or  sums  paid  for  the  premium  or  premiums  by  tax  in 
like  manner  as  other  moneys  are  raised  for  school  purposes. 

(g)  To  have  the  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  the  school  build- 
ings, lots,  outhouses,  books,  furniture  and  appendages,  and  to  see 
that  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  city  in  relation  thereto 
are  enforced,  and  any  violation  thereof  punished. 

(h)  To  contract  with  and  employ  a  superintendent  of  instruc- 
tion for  said  city,  and  fix  his  compensation,  to  contract  with  and 
employ  all  necessary  teachers  for  the  schools  of  said  city,  and  at 
pleasure  to  remove  them  or  any  of  them,  or  the  superintendent  of 
instruction,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  estaV 
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lished  by  law,  or  by  the  department  of  public  instruction  of  this 
state. 

(i)  To  pay  the  salaries  of  superintendent  and  teachers  out  of 
any  moneys  appropriated  or  provided  by  law  for  that  purpose. 

(j)  To  defray  the  necessary  contingent  expenses  of  said  board 
and  said  district,  including  the  wages  of  clerk,  janitors,  truant 
officers  and  other  assistants  and  employees,  and  incidental  ex- 
penses. 

(k)  To  expend  all  moneys  raised  by  virtue  of  this  act,  for  pur- 
chasing sites,  erecting  or  enlarging  schoolhouses,  or  for  other  pu^ 
poses,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  but  only  for 
the  purpose  for  which  the  same  was  raised,  and  the  expenditures 
herein  directed  apply  only  to  school  property  located  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  outside  of  which  the  board 
of  education  hereby  created  has  neither  authority  nor  jurisdiction. 

(1)  To  make  provision  for  the  instruction  of  pupils  in  physi- 
ology and  hygiene  with  special  reference  to  the  effect  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system. 

(m)  To  license,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  instruction  of  said  city,  subject  to  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  department  of  public  instruction  of  this  state  in 
relation  to  the  examination  of  persons  in  regard  to  their  qualifi- 
cations to  teach,  all  teachers  employed  in  the  schools  of  said  city. 

(n)  To  take  and  appropriate  land  and  other  real  property 
within  said  city  for  the  site  of  schoolhouses,  or  for  other  school 
purposes,  when  authorized  to  do  so,  upon  making  compensation 
therefor  in  cases  where  the  owners  thereof,  or  some  of  them,  shall 
not  consent  to  sell  the  same  for  such  purposes,  or  the  board  of 
education  of  the  said  city  cannot  agree  with  such  owner  or  owners, 
or  some  of  them,  upon  the  price  or  value  thereof,  as  real  property 
for  public  use,  is  taken  under  and  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  this 
state.  The  board  of  education  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  institute,  carry  on  and  complete  the  proceed- 
ings necessary  for  acquiring  said  land,  and  the  title  thereto,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  school  district.  The  method  of  procedure 
to  acquire  such  land  shall  be  that  prescribed  for  the  condemnation 
of  real  property  for  public  use  in  title  one  of  chapter  twenty-three 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  any  amendments  thereof,  en- 
titled "  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  real  property  "  and 
known  as  the  "  condemnation  law."  " 

"Code  of  civil  procedure,  ||  3357-3384 
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(o)  To  have  to  the  exclusion  of  all  boards  and  officers,  except 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  this  state  and  the 
board  of  regents  of  this  state,  the  entire  supervision  and  manage- 
ment of  the  public  schools  in  said  city,  and  the  right  from  time  to 
time  to  adopt,  alter,  modify  or  repeal,  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent, rules  and  regulations  for  their  organization,  government  and 
In»iruction,  for  the  reception  of  pupils  and  their  transfer  from 
one  schoolroom  or  schoolhouse  to  "nother,  for  their  advancement 
from  class  to  class  as  their  degrees  of  scholarship  shall  warrant, 
and  generally  for  the  promotion  of  the  good  order  and  prosperity 
of  said  school. 

(p)  To  allow  the  children  of  persons  not  resident  within  said 
city  to  attend  any  of  the  schools  therein  under  the  control  of  said 
board,  upon  such  terms  as  said  board  may  prescribe. 

(q)  To  establish  and  maintain  a  school  library  and  to  provide 
suitable  rooms  therefor,  to  employ  and  pay  a  librarian,  to  have  the 
care  and  supervision  of  the  books  and  other  publications  belonging 
thereto,  and  supervise  the  letting  out  and  return  thereof.  To 
exercise  the  same  discretion  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  moneys 
provided  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  libraries  as  is  conferred  upon 
the  inhabitants  of  school  districts. 

(r)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  the  inhabitants  of  school  districts  at  school 
district  meetings.  And  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act, 
to  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  and  all  the  duties  imposed  by 
the  general  laws  of  thie  state  applicable  to  boards  of  education  in 
cities.  The  records  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  or  a  transcript 
thereof,  certified  by  its  president  and  clerk,  shall  be  received  in 
all  courts  or  places  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated. 

§  122.  Estimate  of  school  expenses.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  the  board  of  education  shall  prepare 
a  statement  of  such  sums  of  money  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  following  purposes,  for  the  year  beginning  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding first  day  of  August : 

(a)  For  the  wages  of  superintendent  and  teachers,  after  apply- 
ing all  the  public  school  and  other  moneys  applicable  thereto. 

(b)  For  the  maintenance  of  a  high  school,  and  the  payment  of 
the  teachers  thereof  after  applying  such  of  the  public  school  and 
other  moneys  as  may  be  applicable  thereto. 

(c)  For  the  repairs  of  schoolhouses,  outhouses  and  grounds, 
with  their  appendages  and  appurtenances. 
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(d)  For  the  purchase,  repair,  or  improvementB  of  school  ap- 
paratus, books,  furniture  and  fixtures. 

(e)  For  the  purchase,  maintenance  and  care  of  the  school 
library,  but  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

(f)  For  the  rent  of  schoolhouses  and  rooms  for  school  porpoeeii 
the  purchase  of  fuel  and  lights,  and  to  pay  the  contingent  expense 
of  the  district,  including  the  wages  of  clerk^  janitors,  truant  offi- 
cers, and  other  assistants  and  employees,  and  incidental  expenses. 

(g)  For  such  other  purposes  as  are  required  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act.     Such  statements  shall,  within  the  time  hereinbefore 
specified,  be  presented  to  the  mayor  or  acting  mayor  of  said  city, 
and  if  he  approve  such  statement,  he  shall  sign  it,  and  immediately 
file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk;  if  he  does  not  approve  any  item 
therein,  except  the  items  hereinafter  mentioned,  which  he  can  not 
disapprove,  he  shall  within  two  days  return  the  same  to  the  pru- 
dent or  clerk  of  said  board  of  education  with  his  objections  in- 
dorsed thereon  or  annexed  thereto.     The  mayor  or  acting  mayor 
of  said  city  shall  not  have  power  or  authority,  however,  to  dis- 
approve or  veto  any  part,  portion  or  item  of  such  statement  which 
specifies  the  amount  of  money  deemed  necessary  for  the  payment 
of  the  salary  and  wages  of  the  superintendent  and  teachers  of  said 
schools  and  the  payment  of  the  contingent  expenses  of  said  schools, 
but  said  board  of  education  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and 
authority  to  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for 
the  payment  of  said  salary,  wages,  and  contingent  expenses.    Said 
board  shall  then  proceed  to  reconsider  said  statement,  and  if  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  then  in  office  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it 
shall  stand  as  if  approved  by  the  mayor  and  shall  be  immediately 
filed  with  the  city  clerk.     If  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  said 
board  do  not  agree  to  sustain  the  statement  as  made,  it  shall  be 
modified  so  as  to  conform  to  the  views  expressed  by  the  mayor  in 
his  objections,  and  he  shall  then  sign  it  and  file  it  with  the  city 
clerk.    If  the  mayor  or  acting  mayor  fails  to  sign  the  statement  of 
moneys  required,  as  herein  provided,  or  fails  to  return  such  state- 
ment, with  his  objections  thereto,  to  the  board  of  education,  within 
two  days  after  its  submission,  said  statement  shall  be  filed  with  tbe 
city  clerk  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  approved.    When 
such  statement  is  filed  with  the  city  derk,  the  common  oouncil  of 
said  city  shall  include  the  amount  therein  called  for  in  the  annnal 
tax  and  assessment-roll  for  that  year,  and  the  amount  so  certified 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  who  shall  credit  it 
to  the  general  school  fund  of  the  board  of  education.    All  publie 
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moneys  or  public  funds  belonging  or  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
said  district  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city,  who  shall 
keep  the  same  separate  from  the  general  fund  of  the  city,  and 
shall  credit  to  the  board  of  education  fund  the  moneys  or  property 
belonging  thereto.  The  board  of  education  shall  disburse  all  the 
funds  of  the  said  district  by  orders  upon  the  city  treasurer,  signed 
by  its  clerk  and  countersigned  by  its  president.  Said  orders  shall 
be  numbered  consecutively,  and  shall  specify  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  drawn,  persons  to  whom  payable,  and  the  particu- 
lar school  fund  to  which  they  are  chargeable.  Upon  the  request 
from  said  board  of  education  the  city  treasurer  shall  certify  from 
time  to  time  the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  said  school 
fund  or  each  separate  fund  thereof.  Whenever  any  moneys  are 
collected  by  or  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  for  school  purposes  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  treasurer  to  apply  such  money,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  any  other  purpose  or  object. 
§  123.  New  giteg  and  buildings;  issue  of  bonds.     When  the 

board  of  education  shall  determine  by  resolution  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  purchase  any  site  or  any  addition  to  any  site  or  erect  any 
school  building  or  enlarge  any  school  or  any  building  already 
erected,  it  shall  specify  in  such  resolution  the  ward  within  which 
such  site  is  to  be  purchased  or  building  erected  or  enlarged  and 
the  particular  sum  required  for  each  separately.  The  clerk  of 
the  board  of  education  shall  embody  such  resolution  in  a  notice 
of  election  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official 
newspapers  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks 
immediately  preceding  the  annual  election  for  school  officers  in 
said  city.  The  board  of  education  shall  provide  at  the  proper 
time  sufficient  printed  ballots  for  and  against  said  tax  for  the  use 
of  the  electors,  which  shall  be  indorsed  "  school  tax,"  and  shall 
be  deposited  in  a  separate  ballot-box  provided  therefor  and  marked 
"school  tax."  Upon  the  inside  of  such  ballots  shall  be  printed 
the  several  items  or  objects  to  be  voted  for  or  against.  Separate 
ballots  shall  be  provided  for  and  against  each  separate  proposi- 
tion to  be  voted  upon.  The  inspectors  of  election  shall  canvass  the 
said  votes  and  make  a  statement  thereof  in  respect  to  each  item 
voted  upon,  and  immediately  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  education.  Within  three  days  following  such  election 
the  board  of  education  shall  convene  at  its  usual  place  of  meeting 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  the  statement  from  each 
polling  place  shall  be  produced,  and  the  board  shall  forthwith 
declare  and  make  a  certificate  in  writing  of  the  result.    In  case 
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a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  be  in  favor  of  any  said  taxes,  the 
board  of  education  shall  have  authority  to  borrow,  upon  the  faith 
and  credit  of  said  city,  the  aggregate  of  the  items  having  sneh 
majority,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  time  before  and  nntil  the 
same  can  be  provided  for  according  to  law.  In  case  the  sum  or 
sums  so  authorized  to  be  raised  shall  exceed  the  Bum  of  tas 
thousand  dollars,  the  board  of  education  shall  issue  bonds  or 
other  evidence  of  indebtedness  in  such  form  as  it  may  prescribe 
for  such  snm  or  sums  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum  and  payable  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  principal  per  year.  Said  bonds,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may  be  sold  by  said  board  of  education  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  deem  best,  but  not  at  less  than  the  par  value  thereof. 
The  board  of  education  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  file  with  the  mayor  a  statement  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal 
that  will  become  due  during  the  ensuing  year  upon  the  bonds  or 
obligations  so  issued  by  said  board,  and  the  oonmion  council  shall 
include  the  same  in  the  annual  city  tax  and  assessment-roll  for 
that  year.  Such  amount  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  city 
treasurer  and  by  him  credited  to  the  "  board  of  education  fund." 
The  common  council,  upon  receiving  the  certificate  of  the  result 
of  any  such  election  from  the  board  of  education,  at  which  any 
money  was  voted  to  be  raised,  shall  include  ten  thousand  dollars 
of  the  amount  so  authorized  to  be  raised,  or  any  less  sum  which 
may  have  been  so  authorized,  in  the  next  levy  and  assessment-roll 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  city;  but  no  bonds  or  other 
obligations  shall  be  made  to  mature  at  such  time  as  will  make 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  this  purpose  in  any  one  year 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  of  principal.  This  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  affect  any  obligation  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act.  The  board  of  education,  after  completing  the  work  or  other 
objects  for  which  the  said  money  may  have  been  raised,  may 
apply  any  unexpended  balance  which  may  remain  to  any  object 
authorized  or  contemplated  by  this  section.  The  polling  places 
for  said  election  shall  be  designated  and  said  election  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  section  one  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  of  this  act  relative  to  annual  school  elections, 
except  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided. 

§  124.  Annual  report.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
education,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  to 
make  and  publish  in  the  official  newspapers  of  said  city  a  de 
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tailed  report  of  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  have  expended  the 
money  provided  for  and  appropriated  to  school  purposes,  from  any 
source  during  the  last  fiscal  year  of  said  board  of  education,  also 
a  full  statement  of  the  bonded  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  dis- 
trict. The  said  board  may  also,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
make  and  publish,  in  such  form  as  they  consider  advisable,  such 
other  and  more  extended  report  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  the 
schools  of  said  city  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
inhabitants  thereof.  Said  board  of  education  shall  also  make  a 
report  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  this  state, 
and  such  report  shall  be  made  in  the  manner,  and  at  such  times, 
as  he  may  direct. 

§  125.  Public  moneys.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  of  this  state  to  apportion  for  the 
use  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  such 
portions  of  the  school  library  and  other  money  as  it  shall  be  en- 
titled to,  by  its  annual  report,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  such 
moneys  are  apportioned  to  cities  and  the  amount  to  which  it  shall 
be  so  entitled  shall  be  certified  to  the  county  treasurer  of  Mont- 
gomery county.  The  said  county  treasurer  of  Montgomery  county 
shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  for  the 
use  of  the  board  of  education  of  said  city,  such  proportion  of  the 
school,  library  and  other  public  moneys  as  may  be  apportioned 
by  law  or  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  this  state 
to  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  for  teachers' 
wages,  library  and  other  school  purposes. 

§  126.  Ordinances.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to 
pass  such  ordinances  and  by-laws  as  the  board  of  education  of 
said  city  shall  report  as  necessary  for  the  protection,  safe  keeping, 
care  and  preservation  of  the  school  buildings  and  other  property 
of  said  district,  and  te  impose  such  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
the  same  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

§  127.  Vacancies.  AH  vacancies  in  the  board  of  education  oc- 
casioned by  the  resignation,  refusal  to  serve,  death  or  removal  of 
any  of  its  members,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  said  board 
until  the  next  regular  school  election,  when  the  residue  of  the 
term,  if  any,  shall  be  filled  by  election,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

§  12S.  Superintendent   of   instruction;   general   duties;    report. 

The  superintendent  of  instruction  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  shall 
confer  with  and  act  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  said  city  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  ofiice.    He  shall. 
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subject  to  the  direction  of  said  board,  have  general  control  and 
supervision  of  the  public  schools  and  the  teachers  thereof  in  said 
city,  and  shall  on  or  before  the  third  day  of  January,  in  each 
year,  report  in  writing  to  the  board  of  education  as  follows: 

The  whole  number  of  schools  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
board  of  education  and  their  sanitary  conditions;  the  repairs  or 
alterations,  if  any,  that  are  necessary  for  such  schools;  the  condi- 
tion of  the  school  furniture,  apparatus  and  books  in  the  several 
schools,  and  the  repairs  or  additions  thereto  that  may  be  neces- 
sary ;  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  several  schools,  and 
their  efficiency,  with  suggestions  as  to  the  increase  or  decrease  in 
the  number  thereof;  number  of  pupils  registered  at  each  school 
and  the  average  daily  attendance;  such  changes  in  the  curriculum 
of  any  or  all  of  the  schools  as  he  may  deem  advisable ;  as  to  the 
condition  and  management  of  the  high  school ;  such  other  informa- 
tion in  relation  to  the  city  schools  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
people  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam. 

§  129.  School  district  a  union  free  school  district.    The  school 

district  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
union  free  school  district  under  the  laws  of  this  state  relating  to 
public  instruction.  All  provisions  of  law  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  applicable  to  school  districts  whose  limits 
correspond  with  any  incorporated  city  and  the  boards  of  education 
therein  and  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  cities,  are  made  ap- 
plicable to  the  school  district  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  and  the 
board  of  education  thereof  and  to  the  corporate  authorities  of 
said  city. 

TITLE  XL 

City  Coubt. 

§  130.  City  court.  There  is  hereby  established  an  inferior 
court  of  civil  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam  to  be  called 
"  city  court  of  Amsterdam,"  with  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  here- 
inafter conferred. 

§  131.  Jurisdiction  in  civil  actions  and  proceedings.  Except 
as  limited  by  the  next  succeeding  section  the  city  court  shall  have 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  following  civil  actions  and  proceedings, 
namely : 

1.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  a  breach  of  contract, 
express  or  implied,  other  than  a  promise  to  marry,  when  the  sum 
claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

2.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury  as  defined 
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by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  or  an  injury  to  property,  where 
the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

3.  An  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  a  fine  or  penalty  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  recover  one  or  more  fines 
or  penalties  for  violations  of  an  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the 
city  of  Amsterdam  where  the  amount  claimed  doee  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars. 

4.  An  action  upon  a  bond  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
money,  where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars,  the  judgment  to  be  rendered  for  the  sum  actually 
due;  where  the  sum  secured  by  a  bond  is  to  be  paid  by  instal* 
ments,  an  action  may  be  brought  for  each  instalment  as  it  be- 
comes due. 

5.  An  action  upon  a  surety  bond,  taken  in  said  court,  or  by 
a  justice  of  the  peace. 

6.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  any  court  which 
is  not  a  court  of  record. 

7.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels  with  or  without 
damages  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention  thereof,  where 
the  value  of  the  chattel  or  all  chattels  stated  in  the  affidavit  made 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  or  in  the  complaint  if  no  affidavit 
is  made,  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

8.  To  render  and  enter  judgments  upon  the  confession  of  the 
defendant  or  defendants,  as  prescribed  in  title  six,  chapter  nine- 
teen, of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sum  confessed 
does  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

9.  An  action  for  damages  for  fraud  on  the  sale,  purchase  or 
exchange  of  personal  property,  where  the  damages  claimed  do 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

10.  Summary  proceedings  under  title  two  of  chapter  seventeen 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  the  application  for  the  removal 
of  a  person  from  real  property  in  such  proceedings,  may  be  made 
to  the  city  judge  as  is  provided  in  section  twenty-two  hundred 
and  thirty-four  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  the  procedure 
before  the  city  judge  and  in  the  city  court  shall  be  as  is  pre 
scribed  by  said  title. 

11.  In  an  action  commenced  by  attachment  where  the  debtor's 
damages  do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars;  the  practice  and 
procedure  in  such  actions  to  be  as  provided  in  sections  twenty- 
nine  hundred  and  five  to  twenty-nine  hundred  and  eighteen  of 
the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

12.  In  actions  and  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
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liens  of  meckanics  and  others,  where  the  amount  of  the  lien  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  the  same  proceedings 
to  be  had  as  are  provided  by  law  to  be  had  in  a  justice's  court 

13.  In  any  other  civil  action  or  proceeding  of  such  character 
that  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  towns  would  have  jurisdiction 
thereof,  wherein  the  sum  sought  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

14.  The  proceedings  in  actions  of  bastardy  brought  by  or  on 
the  part  of  the  proper  authorities  authorized  to  institute  such  pro- 
ceedings, and  such  proceedings  shall  be  governed  in  all  matters  of 
practice,  including  appeals  and  in  all  proceedings  therein  and  re- 
lating thereto,  by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  criminal  proced- 
ure,^® and  in  all  such  proceedings  the  city  judge  shall  sit  as  a  court, 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  him  to  associate  with  him  in  the 
disposition  of  such  cases  any  other  magistrate. 

§  132.  Vot  to  take  oognizance  of  certain  actions.     The  city 

court  shall  not  take  cognizance  of  a  civil  action  in  either  of  the 
following  cases: 

1.  Where  the  title  to  real  property  comes  in  question,  as  is  pre- 
scribed in  title  three  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure, and  when  sruch  question  arises,  the  pleadings  and  practice 
shall  be  as  are  provided  by  law  for  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace 
in  towns  in  regard  thereto. 

2.  When  the  action  is  to  recover  damages  for  false  impriscm- 
ment,  libel,  criminal  conversation,  seduction  or  malicious  prose- 
cution. 

3.  Where  in  matters  of  account,  the  sum  total  of  all  the  accounts 
of  both  parties,  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  exceeds  two 
thousand  dollars. 

4.  Where  the  action  is  brought  against  an  executor  or  an  admin- 
istrator as  such,  except  where  the  amount  of  the  claim  does  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  claim  has  been 
duly  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  and  rejected  by 
him. 

§  133.  Counterclaims.  Where  the  defendant  in  an  action  to 
reoover  damages  upon  or  for  a  breach  of  contract  neglects  to  inter- 
pose a  counterclaim  consisting  of  a  cause  of  action  in  his  favor 
to  recover  damages  for  like  cause,  which  might  have  been  allowed 
to  him  upon  the  trial  of  the  action,  and  which  does  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars,  he  and  every  person  deriving  title  thereto 
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are  forever  thereafter  precluded  from  maintaining  the  action  to 
recover  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  In  cases  provided  for  in 
section  twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure,  if  the  amount  of  the  counterclaim  established  exceeds 
the  amount  proved  by  the  plaintiff^  the  defendant  must  have  judg* 
ment  for  the  excess,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  due  from  the  plaintiff, 
unless  it  is  more  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  if  it 
be  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  the  city  court  must  pursue  the 
same  course  in  reference  to  the  same  as  in  said  section  provided 
for  a  case  in  which  it  is  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

§  134.  Jurisdiction.  Said  court  shall  have  the  same  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  persons  of  def^idants  as  is  now  possessed  by  jus- 
tices' courts  of  towns,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  conferring  jurisdiction  of  the  person,  the  said 
city  of  Amsterdam  shall  be  deemed  a  town,  and  said  court  a  jus- 
tice's court  thereof;  said  court  shall  have  territorial  jurisdiction 
within  the  county  of  Montgomery  as  justice's  courts  of  towns;  all 
process  and  papers  issued  out  of  said  city  court  may  be  executed 
and  served  anywhere  within  the  county  of  Montgomery;  and  all 
process  and  papers  issued  by  the  said  court  may  be  served  by  any 
constable  within  said  county  or  by  tihe  sheriff  of  said  county  or 
any  of  his  deputies. 

§  135.  Smnmons  and  prooednre.  The  summons  and  the  time 
when  the  same  shall  be  returnable,  and  all  other  process,  the 
service  of  process,  appearances,  practice,  pleadings,  exhibiting  ac- 
counts or  demands,  amendments,  adjournments,  trial  by  court  or 
jury,  obtaining  jury,  offers  to  compromise,  offers  of  judgment 
and  the  effect  thereof,  judgment  by  confession  or  otherwise,  and 
the  rendering  and  docketing  of  the  same,  appeals,  fees,  costs,  dis- 
bursements, and  the  imprisonment  and  discharge  of  judgment 
debtors,  ahall  in  all  matters,  except  as  herein  provided,  be  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  justices'  courts, 
except  that  section  twenty-eight  hundred  ninety-three  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  shall  not  apply  to  or  govern  proceedings  in  the 
city  court. 

§  136.  Service  of  papers.  The  summons  or  summons  and  com- 
plaint may  be  served  by  any  person  qualified  to  serve  such  papers 
in  an  action  in  a  court  of  record,  and  when  service  is  made  by  any 
person  other  than  a  constable,  proof  of  service  shall  be  made  in  the 
same  manner  as  such  proof  is  made  in  a  court  of  record. 
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§  137.  Form  of  summonB.

§  138.  Appearance  of  parties.  Actions  and  proceedings  in  said 
court  shall  be  instituted,  prosecuted  or  defended  only  by  the  party 
thereto  in  person  or  by  and  through  an  attorney  and  counselor-atr 
law  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  state. 

§  139.  Adjournments.  At  the  time  of  joining  issue,  or  at  any 
other  time,  the  court  may  adjourn  any  case  coming  before  it,  on 
its  own  motion,  not  exceeding  ten  days.  The  court  may  in  its  dis- 
cretion, upon  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  who  have  appeared 
therein,  or  upon  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  where  there  are 
no  appearances,  adjourn  any  action  or  special  proceeding  coming 
before.it,  or  hold  the  same  open,  for  such  time  as  shall  seem  advis- 
able to  the  court.  The  court  must,  upon  the  application  of  the 
plaintiff,  grant  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  of  the  trial 
of  the  action,  upon  proof,  by  his  own  oath  or  otherwise,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  he  cannot  safely  proceed  for  want  of 
some  material  testimony  or  witness,  and  that  he  has  used  due  dili- 
gence to  obtain  the  testimony  or  witness.  If  the  defendant  has 
been  arrested  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  shall  not  be 
made  without  the  consent  of  the  defendant.  But  the  court  may, 
as  a  condition  of  granting  such  second  or  subsequent  adjournment, 
require  the  plaintiff  to  pay  to  the  defendant  the  legal  fees  of  de- 
fendant's witnesses,  duly  subpoenaed  for  that  day,  and  not  exceed- 
ing two  dollars  in  addition  thereto,  or  such  part  of  such  additional 
sum  as  he  may  deem  just. 

§  140.  Pleadings.  The  pleadings  in  said  court  shall  be  in 
writing  whenever  the  city  judge  shall  so  require,  except  that  where 
the  defendant  appears  the  pleadings  must  be  in  writing,  ^o 
pleading  in  said  court  shall  be  drawn  or  prepared  by  the  city  judge 
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nor  Bhall  said  judge  assist  in  the  drawing  or  preparation  of  any  of 
such  pleadings.  The  complaint  may  be  verified  in  the  manner  and 
with  the  same  eflFect  as  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure^®  for 
the  verification  of  complaints  in  courts  of  record,  and  in  an  action 
commenced  by  summons  may^  at  the  option  of  the  plaintiff  or  his 
attorney,  be  served  therewith.  When  the  complaint  is  eo  verified, 
the  subsequent  pleadings,  excepting  a  demurrer,  and  the  answer 
of  a  guardian  ad  litem  for  infant  defendant,  shall  be  likewise  veri- 
fied, as  in  a  court  of  record  and  in  default  whereof  they  shall  be 
disregarded.  In  all  actions  specified  in  section  four  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  complaint  is  80 
verified  and  a  copy  of  the  same  is  served  with  the  summons,  and 
defendant  fails  to  answer  said  complaint  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
at  the  time  of  the  return  of  said  summons,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  admitted  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  as  true,  and  the 
court  shall,  upon  filing  the  summons  and  complaint,  with  due 
proof  of  the  service  thereof,  enter  judgment  for  the  said  plaintiff 
and  against  the  defendant,  for  the  amount  demanded  in  such  com- 
plaint, with  costs,  without  further  proof. 

§  141.  Trial.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge  to  charge 
the  jury  on  questions  of  law  whenever  required  by  any  party  to 
an  action  or  his  attorneys.  The  city  judge  shall  have  power  to 
direct  a  verdict  in  an  action  tried  before  a  jury,  and  shall  also 
have  power  to  set  aside  the  verdict  of  a  jury  and  grant  a  new 
trial,  for  any  of  the  reasons  specified  in  section  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  upon  such  terms  as  he 
may  deem  just  But  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  must  be  made 
wiUiin  five  days  after  the  judgment  is  entered';  said  motion  shall 
be  upon  at  least  two  days'  notice  to  the  adverse  party. 

§  142.  Defaults.  In  actions  in  said  court  the  city  judge  shall 
have  power  to  open  defaults  and  set  aside  judgments  rendered 
and  entered  therein  and  executions  issued  thereon,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  just,  in  a  case  where  either  party  shall  fail  to 
appear  on  the  return  day  of  the  process,  or  on  any  adjourned 
day,  and  the  party  in  default  satisfactorily  excuses  his  default; 
but  no  greater  terms  shall  be  imposed  than  the  payments  of  the 
costs  included  in  the  judgment,  and  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
opposing  the  motion.  The  application  therefor  shall  be  foimded 
upon  affidavit  and  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  from  the 
entry  of  such  judigraent.  Upon  presentation  of  such  application, 
the  city  court  judge  shall  issue  an  order  returnable  in  not  less 
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than  five  days  nor  more  than  eight  days,  requiring  the  party  in 
whose  favor  judgment  was  rendered  to  show  cause,  if  any,  why 
said  judgment  should  not  be  set  aside.  A  copy  of  said  order  and 
of  the  papers  upon  which  the  same  was  granted  shall  be  served 
upon  the  party  in  whose  favor  judgment  was  rendered,  or  his 
attorney,  if  one  shall  have  appeared  in  the  action,  not  less  than 
three  days  prior  to  the  return  day  thereof.  Pending  such  appli- 
cation and  the  determination  thereof,  the  city  judge  may  stay 
proceedings  upon  such  judgment  or  any  execution  which  shall 
have  been  issued.  When  a  judgment  shall  be  set  aside  the 
action  shall  proceed  as  though  no  judgment  had  been  rendered. 
The  judgment  or  an  execution  issued  thereon  by  the  city  court 
judge  or  out  of  the  city  court,  and  levy  made  thereunder,  may  in 
his  discretion  be  allowed  to  stand  as  security  for  the  satisfaction 
of  any  judgment  the  plaintiff  may  finally  recover.  Parties 
moving  in  the  county  court  to  open  default  or  obtain  a  new  trial 
in  said  city  court  where  a  motion  might  have  been  made  in  said 
city  court,  as  in  this  section  provided,  shall  show  that  no  appli- 
cation was  made  in  the  said  city  court  Where  a  transcript  of 
judgment  has  been  filed  in  the  Montgomery  county  clerk's  office, 
the  city  judge  shall  have  power  to  direct  that  such  judgment  be 
canceled  on  the  books  of  the  county  clerk,  and  upon  the  service 
of  such  order  upon  an  officer  having  the  enforcement  of  such 
judgment,  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  thereof  shall  be  stayed 
accordingly. 

§  143.  Contempts.  The  city  judge,  while  court  is  in  session, 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  preserve  order  and  punish  for  con- 
tempts committed  in  his  presence  as  are  possessed  by  oourts  of 
record. 

§  144.  Rules.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make,  alter  and  amend  rules  not  inconsistent  with  any  law 
of  this  state,  to  govern  the  practice  and  procedure  of  his  court, 
and  fixing  the  sum  of  money  required  as  a  preliminary  deposit 
to  secure  prepayment  of  fees  by  parties.  The  rules  so  established 
shall,  before  they  become  operative,  be  approved  by  the  county 
judge  of  Montgomery  county,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the 
county  clerk's  office  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  and  the  city 
clerk's  office  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam. 

§  145.  Fees.  In  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  brought  in  said 
court  there  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as  now  allowed  by  section 
thirty-three  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
for  justices  of  the  peace,  except  that  a  fee  for  a  summons,  order 
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of  arrest,  warrant  of  attachment,  or  for  a  requisition  in  an  action 
for  a  chattel,  shall,  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  be  fifty  cents ;  and  where  the  amount 
demanded  in  the  complaint  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  such  fee  shall 
be  one  dollar;  and  also  except  that  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the 
trial  of  an  action  shall  be  as  follows :  Hearing  of  plaintifF's  testi- 
mony when  the  defendant  does  not  appear,  fifty  cents;  for  the 
trial  of  demurrer,  fifty  cents;  for  the  trial  of  an  issue  of  fact 
where  the  defendant  appears,  for  each  half  day  or  part  thereof 
consumed,  one  dollar;  and  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  require 
the  prepayment  of  all  fees,  unless  the  party  shall  file  an  affidavit 
in  writing  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  action 
or  proceeding  is  taken  in  good  faith,  and  that  the  applicant  is 
without  means  to  pay  such  fees,  in  which  case  the  judge  may,  in 
his  discretion,  issue  the  proper  process,  without  charging  for  court 
fees,  but  shall  in  all  cases  require  the  applicant  to  pay  in  advance 
the  fees  of  the  officer  for  serving  such  process.  Either  party  may, 
at  any  time  before  trial,  request  the  service  of  a  stenographer  to 
take  the  evidence  and,  upon  the  deposit  of  three  dollars  with  the 
city  judge,  the  latter  shall  procure  the  attendance  of  such  stenog- 
rapher at  the  time  of  the  trial.  Said  stenographer  shall  be  entitled 
to  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  trial,  to  be  added  to  the 
costs  of  the  action,  and  five  cents  a  folio  for  transcribing  the 
minutes  when  requested.  In  addition  to  such  fees  as  may  have 
been  paid  or  incurred  by  the  prevailing  party,  he  shall  recover 
the  amount  he  may  have  paid,  if  any,  for  stenographer's  fees  per 
diem.  Each  party  shall  pay  for  such  transcribed  minutes  as  he 
may  order. 

§  146.  Docket;  oashbook;  monthly  statement;  payment  of 
money.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  shall  keep  in  a  docket  of 
said  court  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  process  issued 
and  returned  to  said  court,  of  all  proceedings  in  any  action  or 
proceedings  brought  therein,  and  shall  also  keep  a  cashbook  in 
which  he  shall  enter  in  detail,  with  dates,  all  moneys  received  and 
paid  out,  which  books,  during  seasonable  business  hours,  shall  be 
open  to  the  public  inspection.  On  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each 
month  the  city  judge  shall  make  out  and  verify,  and  deliver  to 
the  city  treasurer,  a  detailed  statement  of  all  costs  and  fees  re- 
ceived and  earned  by  said  court  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  received  by  him  to  the  city  treas- 
urer. All  officers'  fees  received  by  the  city  judge  shall  be  paid 
to  the  officers  as  soon  as  earned,  and  all  other  fees,  except  those 
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of  a  stenographer,  jurors  and  witnesses,  shall  belong  to  the  city; 
and  the  city  judge  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  receive  to  his 
own  use  any  fees  or  perquisites,  except  his  salary. 

§  147.  CoBts  and  allowances.  In  all  civil  actions  and  proceed- 
ings the  successful  party  shall  tax  and  recover  all  fees  paid  by 
him  or  which  he  will  necessarily  incur.  In  addition  thereto  there 
shall  be  allowed  to  such  party  in  case  he  has  appeared  by  an 
attorney  of  the  supreme  court,  and  not  otherwise,  the  following 
sums  as  costs: 

a.  For  all  proceedings  before  trial,  including  judgment  for 
plaintiff  upon  default,  in  case  the  amount  of  recovery  be  fifty 
dollars  or  less,  to  the  plaintiff,  three  dollars ;  in  case  the  recoveiy 
be  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  five  dollars ;  in  case  the  recovery  is  more  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  seven 
dollars;  in  case  the  recovery  be  more  than  five  hundred  dollars 
and  not  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ten  dollars; 
and  in  all  other  cases,  twelve  dollars. 

b.  If  judgment  be  for  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon  default 
an  additional  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  recovery,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

c.  If  the  plaintiff  recover  judgment  in  an  action  for  the  re- 
covery of  one  or  more  chattels,  the  foregoing  sums,  allowed  as 
additional  costs,  shall  be  estimated  upon  the  value  of  such  chatteb, 
as  assessed  by  the  court  or  jury. 

d.  To  the  defendant,  if  a  judgment  be  rendered  in  his  favor, 
by  default,  in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint 
is  fifty  dollars  or  less,  three  dollars ;  in  a  case  where  the  amoimt 
demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not 
more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  five  dollars ;  in  a  case 
where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollare, 
seven  dollars ;  in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  com- 
plaint is  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  not  more  than  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ten  dollars;  in  a  case  where  the  amount 
demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  twelve  dollars ;  and  where  there  is  no  complaint  served  or 
filed,  three  dollars. 

e.  If  judgment  be  rendered  for  the  defendant,  after  trial,  to 
the  defendant,  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  claimed  in  the 
coirplaint,  not  exceeding,  however,  twenty-five  dollars. 

f.  A  defendant  who  recovers  judgment  upon  a  counterclaim 
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shall  be  allowed  ten  per  centum  on  the  amount  so  recovered,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  in  such  case  he  shall  be  allowed 
no  other  costs,  except  his  disbursements. 

g.  No  costs  or  fees  shall  be  allowed  and  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  upon  a  judgment  of  a  court  of  this  state,  unless  such 
action  is  brought  more  than  five  years  after  the  recovery  of  the 
judgment  sued  on,  except  in  a  case  specified  in  section  thirty-one 
hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

h.  Costs  upon  a  motion  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  dollars,  may  be  awarded  either  absolutely  or  to  abide 
the  event  of  the  action  or  proceeding  to  any  party,  in  the  disr 
cretion  of  the  court  or  judge.  Such  costs  may  be  included  in  the 
final  judgment,  or  if  not  so  included,  may  be  enforced  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  148.  Appeals.  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  county  court 
from  judgments  rendered  by  said  city  court  the  same  as  judg- 
ments rendered  by  justices  of  the  peace;  except  that  a  new  trial 
cannot  be  had  in  a  county  court.  Appeals  may  also  be  taken  to 
the  county  court  from  any  order  of  the  city  court  or  judge  thereof 
or  any  judgments  rendered  by  him  within  twenty  days  from  the 
entry  and  filing  thereof.  Costs  required  to  be  paid  to  perfect  the 
appeal  under  section  thirty  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  code 
(}{  civil  procedure,  shall  not  include  the  additional  costs  as  herein- 
l>efore  provided  by  this  act  but  upon  the  affirmance  of  said  judg- 
ment or  order  on  appeal,  such  costs  may  be  included  therein.

The  said  judge  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  solemnize  marriages,  and  to  take 
oaths  and  acknowledgments  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace. 

§  151.  City  judge  when  to  act  as  recorder.  In  case  of  the  sick- 
ness, absence  from  the  city,  disability  to  act  of  the  recorder,  or 
during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  recorder,  his  powers  and  duties 
are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  upon  the  city  judge,  and  in  case 
any  warrant  issued  by  said  recorder  shall  be  returned  during  his 
absence  from  the  city,  sickness,  disability  to  act  or  vacancy  in 
the  office,  any  further  proceeding  on  such  a  warrant  may  be  had 
before  such  city  judge;  and  said  city  judge,  having  once  obtained 
jurisdiction  over  any  matter  under  this  section,  may  retain  and 
proceed  to  the  determination  of  it  In  the  performance  of  his 
duties  as  acting  recorder,  the  said  city  judge  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  additional  compensation.  In  signing  process  he  shall  add 
to  his  official  title  "  acting  as  recorder." 

§  152.  Acting  city  judge.  During  the  term  of  office  of  the 
present  recorder,  the  corporation  counsel  of  said  cit^y  sfhall,  daring 
the  sickness,  absence  from  the  city,  disability  of  the  city  judge  to 
act,  or  during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  said  city  judge,  exercise 
in  his  place  and  stead  all  the  powers  of  said  judge  including  juris- 
diction in  cases  then  pending  before  the  said  city  judge.  The  said 
corporation  counsel,  while  acting  as  said  city  judge  shall  receive  a 
compensation  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  actually  spent  in  the 
discharge  of  such  duties,  not,  however,  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  his  bill  for  such  services 
shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  common  council  the  same  as 
other  charges  against  said  city.  Whenever  the  corporation  counsel 
shall  act  as  city  judge,  he  shall  add  to  his  official  title  ''  acting  as 
city  judge." 

§  158.  Court  room.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Am- 
sterdam shall  provide  a  court  room  and  suitable  accommodations 
and  supplies  for  the  city  judge  and  the  city  court  of  said  city. 
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TITLE  XIL 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

§  154.  list  of  trial  jurors.  Each  ward  of  the  city  of  Amster- 
dam  shall  be  considered  a  town  for  the  purpose  specified  in  title 
three,  chapter  ten,  article  second  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure, 
respecting  the  selecting,  drawing  and  procuring  of  jurors,  and  the 
supervisor  of  each  ward  and  assessors  of  said  city  shall  execute 
the  duties  of  the  supervisor,  town  clerk  and  assessors  of  a  town 
as  prescribed  by  said  article,  and  a  duplicate  list  of  jurors  selected 
by  them  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city. 

§  155.  Elective  officers.  Each  elective  officer  of  the  city  of  Am- 
sterdam, who  is  in  office  when  this  act  takes  effect,  except  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  shall  hold  his  office  and  continue  to  serve  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  each  such  officer  shall 
perform  the  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  of  his  respective 
office  as  prescribed  by  this  act 

§  156.  Sewer  and  water  oonunissioners.  The  office  of  water 
oonimissioner  and  also  the  office  of  sewer  commissioner  of  the  city 
of  Amsterdam,  as  now  existing,  are  hereby  abolished  and  all  the 
property  held  or  controlled  by  the  said  water  commissioners  or 
sewer  commissioners  including  all  books,  papers  and  records  is 
and  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  and  forthwith 
be  turned  over  and  delivered  to  the  common  council;  but  all 
fands,  moneys,  securities,  investments  and  evidences  thereof  which 
may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  water  commissioners  or  of  the  sewer 
commissioners  of  the  city  when  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  be  forth- 
with assigned,  paid  and  turned  over  to  the  city  by  said  commis- 
sioners and  delivered  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  give  his  receipt 
therefor,  countersigned  by  the  clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  city. 
The  treasurer  shall  credit  all  funds  received  from  the  sewer  com- 
missioners to  the  sewer  fund ;  all  funds  received  from  the  water 
commissioners  to  the  water  fund;  but  the  sinking  fund  of  said 
water  commissioners  shall  become  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund  pro- 
vided for  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirteen  of  this  act 

§  157.  Bonds  and  obligations.  ITothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  impair  the  obligation  of  any  bond,  liability  or  contract  here- 
tofore made,  issued,  assumed  or  entered  into  by  the  city  or  on  its 
behalf  or  by  the  water  commissioners  or  the  sewer  commissioners 
of  the  city. 

§  158.  Taxes  and  assessments.    All  taxes  and  assessments  ex-

tifiedy  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  three  following  sections,  in 
delivering  goods  to  one  who  is 

(a)  A  person  lawfully  entitled  to  tho  possession  of  the  goods,  or 

(b)  The  consignee  named  in  a  non-negotiable  bill  for  the 
goods,  or 

(c)  A  person  in  possession  of  a  negotiable  bill  for  the  goods 
by  the  terms  of  which  the  goods  are  deliverable  to  his  order,  or 
which  has  been  indorsed  to  him  or  in  blank  by  the  consignee  or 
by  the  mediate  or  immediate  indorsee  of  the  consignee. 

§    199.   Carricr*g  liability  for  misdeliyery.     Where   a  carrier 

delivers  goods  to  one  who  is  not  lawfully  entitled  to  the  posseesion 
of  them,  the  carrier  shall  be  liable  to  any  one  having  a  right  of 
property  or  possession  in  the  goods  if  he  delivered  the  goods  other- 
wise than  as  authorized  by  subdivisions  (b)  and  (c)  of  the  preced- 
ing section;  and,  though  he  delivered  the  goods  as  authorized  by 
either  of  said  subdivisions,  he  shall  be  so  liable  if  prior  to  such 
delivery  he  — 

(a)  Had  been  requested,  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  having 
a  right  of  property  or  possession  in  the  goods,  not  to  make  such 
delivery,  or 

(b)  Had  information  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  that  it  was 
to  a  person  not  lawfully  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  goods* 

A  request  or  information  to  be  effective  within  the  meaning 
of  this  section  must  be  given  to  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  carrier, 
the  actual  or  apparent  scope  of  whose  duties  includes  action  upon 
such  a  request  or  information,  and  must  be  given  in  time  to  li- 
able the  officer  or  agent  to  whom  it  is  given,  acting  with  reason- 
able diligence,  to  stop  delivery  of  the  goods. 

§  200.  Negotiable  bills  must  be  cancelled  when  goods  deliv* 

ered.  Except  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  thirteen, 
and  except  when  compelled  by  legal  process,  if  a  carrier  deliver 
goods  for  which  a  negotiable  bill  had  been  issued,  the  negotiati<xi 
of  which  would  transfer  the  right  to  the  possession  of  the  goods, 
and  fails  to  take  up  and  cancel  the  bill,  such  carrier  shall  be 
liable  for  failure  to  deliver  the  goods  to  any  one  who  for  value 
and  in  good  faith  purchases  such  bill,  whether  such  purchaser  ac- 
quired title  to  the  bill  before  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  goods 
by  the  carrier,  and  notwithstanding  delivery  was  made  to  the  per- 
son entitled  thereto. 

§  201.  Negotiable  bills  mnrt  be  cancelled  or  marked  when  parts 
of  goods  delivered.  Except  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred 
and  thirteen,  and  except  when  compelled  by  legal  process,  if  a  car- 
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Tier  delivers  part  of  the  goods  for  which  a  negotiable  bill  had  been 
issued  and  fails  either  — 

(a)  To  take  up  and  cancel  the  bill,  or 

(b)  To  place  plainly  upon  it  a  statement  that  a  portion  of 
the  goods  has  been  delivered,  with  a  description,  which  may  be  in 
general  terms,  either  of  the  goods  or  packages  that  have  been  so 
delivered  or  of  the  goods  or  packages  which  stiU  remain  in  the 
carrier's  possession,  he  shall  be  liable  for  failure  to  deliver  all  the 
goods  specified  in  the  bill,  to  any  one  who  for  value  and  in  good 
faith  purchases  it,  whether  such  purchaser  acquired  title  to  it 
before  or  after  the  delivery  of  any  portion  of  the  goods  by  the 
carrier,  and  notwithstanding  such  delivery  was  made  to  the  per- 
son entitled  thereto. 

§  202.  Altered  bills.  Any  alteration,  addition  or  erasure  in 
a  bill  after  its  issue  without  authority  from  the  carrier  issuing 
the  same  either  in  writing  or  noted  on  the  bill  shall  be  void,  what- 
ever be  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the  change,  and  the  bill  shall 
be  enforceable  according  to  its  original  tenor. 

§  203.  Lost  or  destroyed  bills.  Where  a  negotiable  bill  has 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  order 
the  delivery  of  the  goods  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss  or 
destruction  and  upon  the  giving  of  a  bond  with  sufficient  surety 
to  be  approved  by  the  court  to  protect  the  carrier  or  any  person 
injured  by  such  delivery  from  any  liability  or  loss,  incurred  by 
reason  of  the  original  bill  remaining  outstanding.  The  court  may 
also  in  its  discretion  order  the  payment  of  the  carrier's  reasonable 
costs  and  counsel  fees. 

The  delivery  of  goods  under  an  order  of  the  court  as  provided 
in  this  section,  shall  not  relieve  the  carrier  from  liability  to  a  per- 
son to  whom  the  negotiable  bill  has  been  or  shall  be  negotiated  for 
value  without  notice  of  the  proceedings  or  of  the  delivery  of  the 
goods. 

§  204.  Effect  of  duplicate  bills.  A  bill  upon  the  face  of  which 
the  word  "  duplicate  "  or  some  other  word  or  words  indicating 
that  the  document  is  not  an  original  bill  is  placed  plainly  shall 
impose  upon  the  carrier  issuing  the  same  the  liability  of  one  who 
represents  and  warrants  that  such  bill  is  an  accurate  copy  of  an 
original  bill  properly  issued,  but  no  other  liability. 

§  205.  Carrier  cannot  set  up  title  in  himself.  Ko  title  to 
goods  or  right  to  their  possession,  asserted  by  a  carrier  for  his 
own  benefit,  shall  excuse  him  from  liability  for  refusing  to  de- 
liver the  goods  according  to  the  terms  of  a  bill  issued  for  them, 
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unless  such  title  or  right  is  derived  directly  or  indirectly  from  a 
transfer  made  by  the  consignor  or  consignee  after  the  shipment, 
or  from  the  carrier's  lien. 

§  206.  Interpleader  of  adverse  claimants.     If  more  than  one 

person  claims  the  title  or  possession  of  goods,  the  carrier  may  re- 
quire all  known  claimants  to  interplead,  either  as  a  defense  to  an 
action  brought  against  him  for  non-delivery  of  the  goods,  or  as  an 
original  suit,  whichever  is  appropriate. 

§   207.   Carrier  hafl  reasonable  time  to  determine  validity  of 

claims.  If  some  one  other  than  the  consignee  or  person  in  pos- 
session of  the  bill,  has  a  claim  to  the  title  or  possession  of  the 
goods,  and  the  carrier  has  information  of  such  claim,  the  carrier 
shall  be  excused  from  liability  for  refusing  to  deliver  the  goods 
either  to  the  consignee  or  person  in  possession  of  the  bill,  or  to 
the  adverse  claimant,  until  the  carrier  has  had  a  reasonable  time 
to  ascertain  the  validity  of  the  adverse  claim  or  to  bring  legal 
proceedings  to  compel  all  claimants  to  interplead. 

§  208.  Adverse  title  is  no  defense,  except  as  above  provided. 

Except  as  provided  in  the  two  preceding  sections  and  in  section 
twelve,  no  right  or  title  of  a  third  person  unless  enforced  by  legal 
process  shall  be  a  defense  to  an  action  brought  by  the  consignee 
of  a  nonnegotiable  bill  or  by  the  holder  of  a  negotiable  bill  against 
the  carrier  for  failure  to  deliver  the  goods  on  demand. 

§  209.  Liability  for  nonreceipt  or  misdescription  of  goods.    If 

a  bill  of  lading  has  been  issued  by  a  carrier  or  on  his  behalf  by 
an  agent  or  employee  the  scope  of  whose  actual  or  apparent  au- 
thority includes  the  issuing  of  bills  of  lading,  the  carrier  shall  be 
liable  to 

(a)  The  consignee  named  in  a  nonnegotiable  bill,  or 

(b)  The  holder  of  a  negotiable  bill, 

Who  has  given  value  in  good  faith  relying  upon  the  descrip- 
tion therein  of  the  goods,  for  damages  caused  by  the  nonreceipt 
by  the  carrier  or  a  connecting  carrier  of  all  or  part  of  the  goods 
or  their  failure  to  correspond  with  the  description  thereof  in  the 
bill  at  the  time  of  its  issue. 

If,  however,  the  goods  are  described  in  a  bill  merely  by  a  state- 
ment of  marks  or  labels  upon  them  or  upon  packages  containing 
them,  or  by  a  statement  that  the  goods  are  said  to  be  goods  of 
a  certain  kind  or  quantity,  or  in  a  certain  condition,  or  it  is  stated 
in  the  bill  that  packages  are  said  to  contain  goods  of  a  certain 
kind  or  quantity  or  in  a  certain  condition,  or  that  the  contents 
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or  condition  of  the  contents  of  packages  are  unknown,  or  words 
of  like  purport  are  contained  in  the  bill,  such  statements,  if  true, 
shall  not  make  liable  the  carrier  issuing  the  bill,  although  the 
goods  are  not  of  the  kind  or  quantity  or  in  the  condition  which 
the  marks  or  labels  upon  them  indicate,  or  of  the  kind  or  quan- 
tity or  in  the  condition  they  were  said  to  be  by  the  consignor. 
The  carrier  may,  also,  by  inserting  in  the  bill  the  words  "  ship- 
per's load  and  count"  or  other  words  of  like  purport  indicate 
that  the  goods  were  loaded  by  the  shipper  and  the  description  of 
them  made  by  him;  and  if  such  statement  be  true,  the  carrier 
shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  caused  by  the  improper  loading 
or  by  the  nonreoeipt  or  by  the  misdescription  of  the  goods  de- 
scribed in  the  bill. 

§  210.  Attachment  or  levy  upon  goods  for  which  a  negotiable 
bill  has  been  issued.  If  goods  are  delivered  to  a  carrier  by  the 
owner  or  by  a  person  whose  act  in  conveying  the  title  to  them  to 
a  purchaser  for  value  in  good  faith  would  bind  the  owner  and  a 
negotiable  bill  is  issued  for  them,  they  cannot  thereafter,  while 
in  the  possession  of  the  carrier,  be  attached  by  garnishment  or 
otherwise,  or  be  levied  upon  under  an  execution,  unless  the  bill 
be  first  surrendered  to  the  carrier  or  its  negotiation  enjoined.  The 
carrier  shall  in  no  such  case  be  compelled  to  deliver  the  actual 
possession  of  the  goods  until  the  bill  is  surrendered  to  him  or 
impounded  by  the  court. 

§  211.  Creditor's  remedies  to  reach  negotiable  bills.  A  cred- 
itor whose  debtor  is  the  owner  of  a  negotiable  bill  shall  be  en- 
titled to  such  aid  from  courts  of  appropriate  jurisdiction  by  in- 
junction and  otherwise  in  attaching  such  bill,  or  in  satisfying 
the  claim  by  means  thereof  as  is  allowed  at  law  or  in  equity  in 
regard  to  property  which  cannot  readily  be  attached  or  levied 
upon  by  ordinary  legal  process. 

§   212.   Negotiable  bill  must  state  charges  for  which  lien  is 

claimed.  If  a  negotiable  bill  is  issued  the  carrier  shall  have  no 
lien  on  the  goods  therein  mentioned,  except  for  charges  on  those 
goods  for  freight,  storage,  demurrage  and  terminal  charges,  and 
expenses  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  goods  or  incident 
to  their  transportation  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  bill,  unless 
the  bill  expressly  enumerates  other  charges  for  which  a  lien  is 
ol aimed.  In  such  case  there  shall  also  be  a  lien  for  the  charges 
enumerated  so  far  as  they  are  allowed  by  law  and  the  contract 
between  the  consignor  and  the  carrier.

§  218.  Effect  of  fale.  After  goods  have  been  lawfully  sold  to 
satisfy  a  carrier's  lien,  or  because  they  have  not  been  claimed,  or 
because  they  are  perishable  or  hazardous,  the  carrier  shall  not 
thereafter  be  liable  for  failure  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  con- 
signee or  owner  of  the  goods,  or  to  a  holder  of  the  bill  given  for 
the  goods  when  they  were  shipped,  even  if  such  bill  be  negotiable. 

§  214.  Negotiation  of  negotiable  bills  by  delivery.  A  n^oti- 
able  bill  may  be  negotiated  by  delivery  where,  by  the  terms  of  the 
bill,  the  carrier  undertakes  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  order  of  a 
specified  person,  and  such  person  or  a  subsequent  indorsee  of  the 
bill  has  indorsed  it  in  blank. 

§   215.   Hegotiation   of   negotiable    bills   by   indorsement.     A 

n^otiable  bill  may  be  negotiated  by  the  indorsement  of  the  per- 
son to  whose  order  the  goods  are  deliverable  by  the  tenor  of  the 
bill.  Such  indorsement  may  be  in  blank  or  to  a  specified  person. 
If  indorsed  to  a  specified  .person,  it  may  be  negotiated  again  by 
the  indorsement  of  such  person  in  blank  or  to  another  specified 
person.     Subsequent  negotiation  may  be  made  in  like  manner. 

§  216.  Transfer  of  biUs.  A  bill  may  be  transferred  by  the 
holder  by  delivery,  accompanied  with  an  agreement,  express  or 
implied,  to  transfer  the  title  to  the  bill  or  to  the  goods  represented 
thereby. 

A  nonnegotiable  bill  cannot  be  negotiated,  and  the  indorse- 
ment of  such  a  bill  gives  the  transferee  no  additional  right. 

§  217.  Who  may  negotiate  a  bill.  A  negotiable  bill  may  be 
negotiated  by  any  person  in  .possession  of  the  same,  however  such 
possession  may  have  been  acquired  if,  by  the  terms  of  the  bill, 
the  carrier  undertakes  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  order  of  such 
person,  or  if  at  the  time  of  negotiation  the  bill  is  in  such  form 
that  it  may  be  negotiated  by  delivery. 

§  218.  Bights  of  person  to  whom  a  bill  has  been  negotiated. 

A  person  to  whom  a  negotiable  bill  has  been  duly  negotiated  ac- 
quires thereby: 

(a)  Such  title  to  the  goods  as  the  person  n^otiating  the  bill 
to  him  had  or  had  ability  to  convey  to  a  purchaser  in  good  faith 
for  value,  and  also  such  title  to  the  goods  as  the  consignee  and 
consignor  had  or  had  power  to  convey  to  a  purchaser  in  good  faith 
for  value,  and 

(b)  The  direct  obligation  of  the  carrier  to  hold  possession  of 
the  goods  for  him  according  to  the  terms  of  the  bill  as  fully  as  if 
the  carrier  had  contracted  directly  with  him. 
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§  219.  Bights  of  person  to  wliom  a  bill  has  been  laransferred. 
A  person  to  whom  a  bill  has  been  transferred  but  not  negotiated 
acquires  thereby  as  against  the  transferrer,  the  title  to  the  goods, 
subject  to  the  terms  of  any  agreement  with  the  transferrer.  If 
the  bill  is  nonnegotiable,  such  person  also  acquires  the  ri^ht  to 
notify  the  carrier  of  the  transfer  to  him  of  such  bill,  and  thereby 
to  become  the  direct  obligee  of  whatever  obligations  the  carrier 
owed  to  the  transferrer  of  the  bill  immediately  before  the  notifi- 
cation. 

Prior  to  the  notification  of  the  carrier  by  the  transferrer  or 
transferee  of  a  nonnegotiable  bill,  the  title  of  the  transferee  to 
the  goods  and  the  right  to  acquire  the  obligation  of  the  carrier 
may  be  defeated  by  garnishment  or  by  attachment  or  execution 
upon  the  goods  by  a  creditor  of  the  transferrer,  or  by  a  notification 
to  the  carrier  bv  the  transferrer  or  a  subsequent  purchaser  from 
the  transferrer  oi  a  subsequent  sale  of  the  goods  by  the  transferrer. 

A  carrier  has  not  received  notification  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section  unless  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  carrier,  the  actual  or 
apparent  scope  of  whose  duties  includes  action  upon  such  a  notifi- 
cation^ has  been  notified;  and  no  notification  shall  be  effective 
until  the  officer  or  agent  to  whom  it  is  given  has  had  time  with 
the  etxeorcise  of  reasonable  diligence  to  commnnica'te  with  the 
agent  or  agents  having  actual  possession  or  control  of  the  goods. 

§  220.  Transfer  of  negotiable  bill  without  indorsement.    Where 

a  negotiable  bill  is  transferred  for  value  by  delivery,  and  the 
indorsement  of  the  transferrer  is  essential  for  negotiation,  the 
transferee  acquires  a  right  against  the  transferrer  to  compel  him  . 
to  indorse  the  bill,  unless  a  contrary  intention  appears.  The  ne- 
gotiation shall  take  effect  as  of  the  time  when  the  indorsement  is 
actually  made.    This  obligation  may  be  specifically  enforced. 

§  221.  Warranties  on  sale  of  bill.  A  person  who  negotiates  or 
transfers  for  value  a  bill  by  indorsement  or  delivery,  including 
one  who  assigns  for  value  a  claim  secured  by  a  bill,  unless  a 
contrary  intention  appears,  warrants: 

(a)  That  the  bill  is  genuine, 

(b)  That  he  has  a  legal  right  to  transfer  it, 

(c)  That  he  has  knowledge  of  no  fact  which  would  impair  the 
validity  or  worth  of  the  bill,  and 

(d)  That  he  has  a  right  to  transfer  the  title  to  the  goods,  and 
that  the  goods  are  merchantable  or  fit  for  a  particular  purpose 
whenever  such  warranties  would  have  been  implied,  if  the  contract 
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of  the  parties  had  been  to  transfer  without  a  'bill  the  goods  repre- 
sented thereby. 

In  the  case  of  an  assignment  of  a  claim  secured  by  a  bill,  the 
liability  of  the  assignor  shall  not  exceed  the  Amount  of  the  claim. 

§  222.  Indorser  not  a  guarantor.  The  indorsement  of  a  bill 
shall  not  make  the  indorser  liable  for  any  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  carrier  or  previous  indorsers  of  the  bill  to  fulfill  their  re- 
spective obligations. 

§  223.  ITo  warranty  implied  from  accepting  payment  of  a  debt 

A  mortgagee  or  pledgee,  or  other  holder  of  a  bill  for  security  who 
in  good  faith  demands  or  receives  payment  of  the  debt  for  which 
such  bill  is  security,  whether  from  a  party  to  a  draft  drawn  for 
such  debt  or  from  any  other  person,  shall  not  be  deemed  by  so 
doing  to  repiesent  or  to  warrant  the  genuineness  of  such  bill  or 
the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  goods  therein  described. 

§  224.  When  negotiation  not  impaired  by  ftand,  accident,  mis- 
take, duress  or  conversion.  The  validity  of  the  negotiation  of  a 
bill  is  not  impaired  by  the  fact  that  such  negotiation  was  a  breach 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  person  making  the  negotiation,  or  by 
the  fact  that  the  owner  of  the  bill  was  deprived  of  the  possession 
of  the  same  by  fraud,  accident,  mistake,  duress  or  conversion,  if 
the  person  to  whom  the  bill  was  negotiated,  or  «  person  to  whom 
the  bill  was  subsequently  negotiated,  gave  value  therefor,  in  good 
faith,  without  notice  of  the  breach  of  duty,  or  fraud,  accident, 
mistake,  duress  or  conversion. 

§  225.  Subsequent  negotiation.  Where  a  person  having  sold, 
mortgaged,  or  pledged  goods  which  are  in  a  carrier's  possession 
and  for  which  a  negotiable  bill  has  been  issued,  or  having  sold, 
mortgaged,  or  pledged  the  negotiable  bill  representing  such  goods, 
continues  in  possession  of  the  negotiable  bill,  the  subsequent  ne- 
gotiation thereof  by  that  person  under  any  sale,  pledge,  or  other 
disposition  thereof  to  any  person  receiving  the  same  in  good  faith, 
•  for  value  and  \7i1hout  notice  of  the  previous  sale,  shall  have  the 
same  effect  as  if  the  first  purchaser  of  the  goods  or  bill  had  ex- 
pressly authorized  the  subsequent  negotiation. 

§  226.  Form  of  the  bill  as  indicating  rights  of  buyer  and 
seller.  Where  goods  are  shipped  by  the  consignor  in  accordance 
with  a  contract  or  order  for  their  purchase,  the  form  in  which  the 
bill  is  taken  by  the  consignor  shall  indicate  the  transfer  or  re* 
tention  of  the  property  or  right  to  the  possession  of  the  goods  a? 
follows : 
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BTich  three  days  be  termed  days  of  grace  or  not)^  that  the  seller 
intended  to  require  acceptanjce,  but  not  .payment  of  the  draft  be- 
fore the  buyer  should  be  entitled  to  receive  or  retain  the  bill. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  applicable  whether  by  the 
terms  of  the  bill  the  goods  are  consigned  to  the  seller^  or  to  his 
order,  or  to  the  buyer,  or  to  his  order,  or  to  a  third  person,  or  to 
his  order. 

§  228.  ITegotiation  defeats  vendor's  lien.  Where  a  negotiable 
bill  has  been  issued  for  goods,  no  seller's  lien  or  right  of  stop- 
page in  transitu  shall  defeat  the  rights  of  any  purchaser  for 
value  in  good  faith  to  whom  such  bill  has  been  negotiated,  whether 
such  negotiation  be  prior  or  subsequent  to  the  notification  to  the 
carrier  who  issued  such  bill  of  the  seller's  claim  to  a  lien  or 
right  of  stoppage  in  transitu.  Nor  shall  the  carrier  be  obliged  to 
deliver  or  justified  in  delivering  the  goods  to  an  unpaid  seller 
unless  such  bill  is  first  surrendered  for  cancellation. 

§  229.  When  rights  and  remedies  under  mortgages  and  liens  are 
not  limited.  Except  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  nothing  in  this  article  shall  limit  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  a  mortgagee  or  lienholder  whose  mortgage  or  lien  on 
goods  would  be  valid,  apart  from  this  article,  as  against  one  who 
for  value  and  in  good  faith  purchased  from  the  owner,  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  time  of  their  delivery  to  the  carrier,  the  goods 
which  are  subject  to  the  mortgage  or  lien  and  obtained  possession 
of  them.

issuing  a  bill  knowing  that  all  or  any  part  of  the  goods  for  which 
such  bill  is  issued  have  not  been  received  by  such  carrier,  or  by  an 
agent  of  such  carrier,  or  by  a  connecting  carrier,  or  are  not  under 
the  carrier's  control  at  the  time  of  issuing  such  bill,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

§  231.  Issue  of  bill  containing  false  statement.     Any  officer, 

agent,  or  servant  of  a  carrier,  who  with  intent  to  defraud  isffuea 
or  aids  in  issuing  a  bill  for  goods  knowing  that  it  contains  any 
false  statement,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
both. 
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§  232.  Issue  of  duplicate  bills  not  so  marked.  Any  officer, 
agent,  or  servant  of  a  carrier,  who  with  intent  to  defraud  issues 
or  aids  in  issuing  a  duplicate  or  additional  negotiable  bill  for 
goods  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  *section  seven,  knowing  that 
a  former  negotiable  bill  for  the  same  goods  or  any  part  of 
them  is  outstanding  and  uncanceled,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  for  each  offen^^e  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both.

Any  person  who  with  intent  to  deceive  negotiates 
or  transfers  for  value  a  bill  knowing  that  any  or  all  of  the  goods 
which  by  the  terms  of  such  bill  appear  to  have  been  received  for 
transportation  by  the  oarrier  which  issued  the  bill,  are  not  in  the 
possession  or  control  of  such  carrier,  or  of  a  connecting  carrier, 
without  disclosing  this  fact,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  imprison- 
ment not' exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  by  both. 

§  235.  Inducing  carrier  to  issue  bill  when  goods  have  not  been 
received.  Any  person  who  with  intent  to  defraud  secures  the 
issue  by  a  carrier  of  a  bill  knowing  that  at  the  time  of  such  issue, 
any  or  all  of  the  goods  described  in  such  bill  as  received  for  trans- 
portation have  not  been  received  by  such  carrier,  or  an  agent  of 
such  carrier  or  a  connecting  carrier,  or  are  not  under  the  carrier's 
control,  by  inducing  an  officer,  agent,  or  servant  of  such  carrier 
falsely  to  believe  that  such  goods  have  been  received  by  such  car- 
rier, or  are  under  its  control,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  both.

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§  236.  Issue  of  nonnegotiable  bill  not  so  marked.  Any  per 
son  who  with  intent  to  defraud  issues  or  aids  in  issuing  a  non- 
negotiable  bill  without  thft  words  "  not  negotiable  "  plaoed  plainly 
u.pon  the  face  thereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  by  both.

"Person"  includes  a  corporation  or  partnership  or  two  or  more 
persons  having  a  joint  or  common  interest* 

To  "  purchase  "  includes  to  take  as  mortgagee  and  to  take  as 

pledgee. 

"Purchaser"  includes  mortgagee  and  pledgee. 

(2)  A  thing  is  done  "in  good  faith,"  within  the  meaning  of  this 
article,  when  it  is  in  fact  done  honestly,  whether  it  be  done  negli- 
gently or  not.

Became  a  law  June  6,   1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-nine  of  chapter  thirty- three  of  the  l.  \m. 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  amended 
to  insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the 
consolidated  laws,*'  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  89.  Discriminations  prohibited.  No  life  insurance  corpo- 
ration doing  business  in  this  state  shall  make  or  permit  any  dis- 
crimination between  individuals  of  the  same  class  or  of  equal  ex- 
pectation of  life,  in  the  amount  or  payment  or  return  of  pre- 
miums or  rates  charged  for  policies  of  insurance,  or  in  the  divi- 
dends or  other  benefits  payable  th-ereon,  or  in  any  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  policy;  nor  shall  any  such  company  permit 
or  agent  thereof  offer  or  make  any  contract  of  insurance  or  agree 
ment  as  to  such  contract  other  than  as  plainly  expressed  in  the 
policy  issued  thereon ;  nor  shall  any  such  company  or  any  officer, 
agent,  solicitor  or  representative  thereof  pay,  allow  or  give,  or  of- 
fer to  pay,  allow  or  give,  directly  or  indirectly,  as  inducement  to 
any  person  to  insure,  or  give,  sell  or  purchase,  or  offer  to  give,  sell 
or  purchase  as  such  inducement  or  in  connection  with  such  insur- 
ance, any  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities  of  any  insurance  com- 
pany or  other  corporation,  association  or  partnership,  or  any  div- 
idends or  profits  accruing  thereon,  or  any  valuable  consideration 
or  inducement  whatever  not  specified  in  the  policy,  nor  shall  any 
person  knowingly  receive  as  such  inducement,  any  rebate  of  pre- 
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mium,  or  any  special  favor  or  advantage  in  the  dividends  or  other 
benefits  to  accrue  thereon,  or  any  paid  employment  or  contract  for 
services  of  any  kind  or  any  valuable  consideration  or  inducement 
whatever,  not  specified  in  the  policy.  No  person  shall  be  excused 
from  attending  and  testifying  or  producing  any  books,  papers  or 
other  documents  before  any  court  or  magistrate,  upon  any  invesr 
ligation,  proceeding  or  trial  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  upon  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that  the 
testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required  of  him 
may  tend  to  convict  him  of  a  crime  or  subject  him  to  a  penalty  or 
forfeiture;  but  no  person  shall  be  prosecuted  or  subjected  to  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  any  transaction,  matter 
or  thing  concerning  which  he  may  so  testify  or  produce  evidence, 
documentary  or  otherwise,  and  no  testimony  so  given  or  produced 
shall  be  received  against  him  upon  any  criminal  investigation  or 
proceeding.  No  premium  upon  any  policy  of  life  insurance  is- 
sued on  or  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  shall 
be  charged  for  term  insurance  for  one  year,  higher  in  amount  than 
the  premium  for  term  insurance  for  one  year  at  the  same  age 
under  any  other  form  of  policy  issued  by  such  corporation ;  *pro- 
vided,  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  for- 
bid a  company,  transacting  industrial  insurance  on  a  weekly  pay- 
ment plan,  from  returning  to  policyholders,  who  have  made 
premium  payments  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year,  directly  to 
the  company  at  its  home  or  district  offices,  a  percentage  of  the 
premium  which  the  company  would  have  paid  for  the  weekly 
collection  of  such  premium.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

I  nsa  Section  1.  Chapter  forty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 

L.  iw».  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  health,  con- 
stituting chapter  forty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  a  new  section  to  be  section  three  hundred 
and  eighteen-a  and  to  read  as  follows : 

§  318-a.  Sale  of  hypodermic  syringes  and  needles.  It  is  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  sell  at  retail  or  to  furnish  to  any  person  other 
than  a  duly  licensed  physician,  dentist  or  veterinarian,  an  instni- 
ment  commonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  syringe  or  an  instrument 
commonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  needle,  without  the  written 
order  of  a  duly  licensed  physician  or  veterinarian.     Every  per- 
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flon  who  disposes  of,  or  sells  at  retail,  or  furnishes  or  gives  away 
to  any  person,  either  of  the  above  instruments,  upon  the  written 
order  of  a  duly  licensed  physician  or  veterinarian,  shall,  before 
delivering  the  same^  enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  date 
of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  de- 
scription of  the  instruments  sold,  disposed  of,  furnished  or  given 
away.  Any  person  or  persons  who  sells,  disposes  of  or  gives  away, 
an  instrument  commonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  syringe,  or  an 
instrument  comimonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  needle,  except  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  miaida- 
meaner.

laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,^  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  22.  Vital  statistics.  Every  such  local  board  shall  supervise

h.  i?o«i.  ch.      Section  1.  Section  eighteen  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of 
amended,      nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
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militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws/^ 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  18.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state,  his  pay,  assistants  and 
employees.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  have 
five'  assistants,  two  of  the  grade  of  colonel,  and  three^  of  the  grade 
of  lieutenant-colonel,'  one  military  storekeeper  of  the  grade  of 
captain,  necessary  clerks  and  employees  and  as  many  laborers  as 
may  be  required  from  time  to  time.  He  may  by  a  writing  filed 
in  his  office  designate  any  one  of  his  assistants  to  act  as  adjutant- 
general  of  the  state  in  the  absence  of  the  latter  from  the  capital 
city  of  the  state  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties 
of  his  oflSce.  There  will  be  allowed  to  the  adjutant-general  of 
the  state  for  his  salary- five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually.

current  docket  books.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twelve  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  code  of  j>^J^ 
civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1245.  Certain  clerka  to  keep  docket  books.  Each  county  clerk, 
and  the  clerk  of  the  city  court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  must  keep 
one  or  more  books,  ruled  in  columns,  convenient  for  making  the 
entries  prescribed  in  the  next  section;  in  which  he  must 
docket,  in  its  regular  order,  and  according  to  its  priority,  each 
judgment  which  he  is  required  by  this  article  to  docket.    The  ex- 
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pense  of  procuring  new  books^  when  necessary  is  a  county  charge. 
^The  judgment  dockets  kept  by  the  county  clerk  of  New  York 
county  must  hereafter  have  separate  volumes  for  each  letter 
of  the  alphabet?,  and  each  judgment  docket  book  shall  have 
its  letter,  and  the  year  or  years  plainly  marked  on  its  back  and 
cover  and  on  every  page.  A  judgment  docket  shall  contain  the 
names  of  those  judgment  debtors  whose  last  name  begins  with  the 
letter  marked  on  the  back  of  the  volume.  Each  volume  kept  by 
the  county  clerk  of  said  county  shall  also  have  a  marginal  page 
index  showing  each  letter  of  the  alphabet  in  order.  A  page  of 
the  judgment  docket  shall  contain  the  names  of  those  judgment 
debtors  whose  first  name  b^ns  with  the  letter  or  whose  first 
initial  is  the  letter  marked  on  the  marginal  index  for  that  page; 
except  that  there  shall  be  at  the  back  of  each  volume  blank  paged 
not  indexed  which  shall  contain  the  names  of  those  judgment 
debtors  whose  first  names  are  unknown  or  fictitious.

All  inter- 
locutory and  provisional   proceedings,   and  proceedings   supple- 
mentary to  execution,  shall  be  entered  on  the  same  half  page  of 
the  docket  as  the  action  out  of  which  they  arise,  except  in  actions 
where  the  entries  are  so  voluminous  as  to  require  one  or  more 
additional  half  pages  of  space ;  in  which  case  the  entries  shall  be 
continued  under  the  same  number  upon  other  pages  of  that  or  a 
subsequent  docket  book,  reference  thereto  being  entered  at  the  end 
of  the  first  and  all  additional  half  pages.

Section  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  chapter 
twenty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  **An 
act  in  relation  to  the  elections,  constituting  chapter  seventeen  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  358.  Preparation  of  ballots  by  voters.  On  receiving  his 
ballot  the  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the 
inclosed  space  retire  alone,  unless  he  be  one  that  is  entitled 
to  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot,  to  one  of  the  voting 
booths,  and  without  undue  delay  unfold  and  mark  his  ballot  a$ 
hereafter  prescribed.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  booth 
already  occupied  by  another,  or  to  occupy  a  booth  more  than  five 
minutes  in  case  all  the  booths  are  in  use  and  voters  waiting  to  oc- 
cupy the  same. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  make  any  mark  upon  the  official  ballot 
other  than  the  cross  X  mark  made  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  with 
a  pencil  having  black  lead,  and  that  only  in  the  circles  or  in  the 
voting  spaces  to  the  left  of  the  names  of  the  candidates,  or  to  write 
anything  thereon  other  than  the  name  or  names  of  persons  not 
printed  upon  the  ballot  for  whom  the  voter  desires  to  vote  in  the 
blank  column  under  the  proper  title  of  the  oflBce,  with  a  pencil  hav- 
ing black  lead ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  deface  or  tear  a  ballot  in 
any  manner,  nor  to  erase  any  printed  device,  figure,  letter  or  word 
therefrom,  nor  to  erase  any  name  or  mark  written  thereon  by  such 
voter.  If  a  voter  deface  or  tear  a  ballot  or  one  of  a  set  of  ballots 
or  wrongly  mark  the  same,  he  may  successively  obtain  others,  one 
set  at  a  time,  not  exceeding  in  all  three  sets,  upon  returning  each 
set  of  ballots  so  defaced  or  wrongly  marked  to  the  ballot  clerks. 

The  voter  should  observe  the  following  rules  in  marking  his 
ballot : 

Rule  1.  If  the  voter  desires  to  vote  a  straight  ticket,  that  is,  for 
each  and  every  candidate  of  one  party  for  whatever  ofTice  nomi- 
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Dated,  he  should  mark  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  circle  above  the  name 
of  the  party  at  the  head  of  the  ticket. 

Eule  2.  If  the  voter  desires  to  vote  a  split  ticket^  that  is,  for 
candidates  of  different  parties,  he  should  not  make  a  cross  X  mark 
m  the  circle  above  the  name  of  any  party,  but  should  make  a  cross 
X  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  each  candidate  for 
whom  he  desires  to  vote,  on  whatever  ticket  he  may  be. 

Rule  3.  If  the  ticket  marked  in  the  circle  for  a  straight  ticket 
does  not  contain  the  names  of  candidates  for  all  offices  for  which 
the  voter  may  vote,  he  may  vote  for  candidates  for  such  offices  so 
omitted  by  making  ft  cross  X  mark  before  the  names  of  candidates 
for  such  offices  on  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  the  names,  if  they 
are  not  printed  upon  the  ballot,  in  the  blank  column  under  the  title 
of  the  office. 

Rule  4.  If  the  voter  desires  to  vote  for  any  person  whose  name 
does  not  appear  upon  the  ballot,  he  can  so  vote  by  writing  the  name 
with  a  pencil  having  black  lead  in  the  proper  place  in  the  blank 
column. 

Rule  5.  The  voter  can  vote  blank  for  any  office  by  omitting  to 
make  a  cross  X  mark  in  any  circle,  and  making  a  cross  X  mark  in 
the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  every  candidate  he  desires  to 
vote  for,  except  for  the  office  for  which  he  desires  to  cast  a  blank 
vote.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Asser^ly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.   Subdivision  nine  of  section  eight  of  chapter  thirty-  l.  1909. 
nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  aubd.  '9,  m 
in  relation  to  the  traffic  in  liquors  and  for  the  taxation  and  regula-  l.  1910/ 
tion  of  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  local  option,  constituting  chap-  amended 
ter  thirty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  added  by  chapter  four 
hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

9.  Issuance  of  certificates.  No  liquor  tax  certificate  shall 
hereafter  be  issued  for  traffic  in  liquors,  under  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  one  of  this  section,  for  any  premises  in  any 
town,  village,  borough  or  city,  unless  or  until  the  ratio  of  popula- 
tion therein,  to  the  number  of  certificates  issued  under  the  provi-

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Bubdi vision ;  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  any  premises  in 
which  such  traflSc  in  liquors  was  lawfully  carried  on  at  some  time 
within  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act, 
provided  such  traffic  was  not  abandoned  thereat  during  the  said 
period,  or  to  any  premises  that  have  been  continuously  occu- 
pied for  a  hotel  from  and  including  the  twenty-third  day<^f  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six;  nor  shall  this  prohibition 
apply  to  any  premises  in  which,  during  said  period  of  one 
year,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  traffic  in  liquors  was  suspended

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least  ten  days  before  the  day  ao  appointed  for  receiving  bids. 
On  the  day  so  appointed  for  receiving  bids  in  the  case  of  any 
such  city,  borough,  village  or  town,  the  certificate  issuing  officer 
shall  receive  all  bids  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  as  herein 
prescribed,  and  on  the  following  day  shall,  at  his  office,  and  at  a 
time  to  be  specified  in  the  notice  aforesaid,  publicly  open  each 
and  all  of  such  bids  submitted,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible 
prepare  a  list  which  shall  contain  the  name  of  each  person  who 
submitted  a  valid  bid,  together  vnth  the  amount  thereof,  which 
list  shall  be  a  public  record.

Five  resident  free- 
holders may  present  to  the  board  of  trustees  a  petition  for  laying 
out,  altering,  widening,  narrowing  or  discontinuing  a  street  in  the

That  each  such  corporation  shall  keep  proper 
books  (including  a  policy  register)  in  which  the  secretary  shall 
enter  a  complete  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  such  corporation 
and  of  its  board  of  directors  and  executive  committee,  which 
books  shall  at  all  times  show  fully  and  truly  the  condition,  affairs 
and  business  of  such  corporation,  and  shall  be  open  for  inspection 
by  every  person  insured  each  day  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon to  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted. 

3.  Assessments.  That  such  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
assess  for  the  purposes**  specified  in  sections  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven***  of  this  chapter.  That, 
in  case  an  assessment  is  made,  the  secretary  shaU,  within  forty- 
five  days  thereafter,  notify,  by  written  or  printed  notice,  every 
person  insured  that  such  assessment  has  been  made,  specifying 
the  amount  due  from  such  person  and  the  time  when  and  to 
whom  such  amount  must  be  paid;  provided  that  such  time  shall 
not  be  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  from  the  service 
of  such  notice,  which  may  be  either  personal  or  by  mail,  and,  if 
by  mail,  shall  be  deemed  complete  if  such  notice  is  deposited, 
postage  prepaid,*®  in  the  post-office  at  the  place  where  the  principal 
office  of  the  corporation  is  located,  directed  to  the  person  insured 
at  his  last  known  place  of  residence  or  business.  That  any  person 
insured  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  pay  his  assessment  may,  for 
such  reason  or  for  any  other  reason  satisfactory  to  the  board 
of  directors  or  its  executive  committee,  be  excluded  from  such 
corporation  and,  when  thus  excluded,  the  secretary  shall  can- 
cel or  withdraw  his  policy  or  policies,  provided  that  euch  person 
shall  remain  liable  for  the  payment  of  his  pro  rata  share  of  losses 
and  expenses  incurred  on  or  before  the  date  of  his  exclusion  and 
for  the  penalty  herein  provided,  in  case  an  action  shall  be  brought 
against  him.  If  any  member  of  such  corporation  shall  be  ex- 
cluded and  the  policy  issued  to  him  canceled,  the  secretary  shall 
forthwith  enter  such  cancellation  and  the  date  thereof  on  the 
records  kept  in  the  office  of  the  corporation,  and  serve  notice  of 
such  cancellation  on  the  person  so  excluded,  as  provided  herein 
for  the  service  of  notice  of  assessments,  provided  that,  in  that 
event,  the  person  who  is  thus  excluded  or  whose  policy  is  thus 
nanceled  shall  be  entitled  to  the  repayment  of  an  equitable  portion

of  the  unearned  paid  premium  on  euch  policy.  That  the  officers 
of  such  a  corporation  shall  proceed  to  collect  all  assessments  within 
thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  to  pay  the  same, 
and  that  neglect  or  refusal  on  their  part  so  to  proceed  or  to  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  this  article  shall 
render  them  liable,  individually,  for  the  amount  lost  to  any  person

4.  Withdrawal  of  members;  new  members.  That  any  person 
insured  by  such  corporation  may  withdraw  therefrom  at  any  time 
by  giving  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  secretary  and  paying

policy  shall  be  issued  for  more  than  five  thousand  doUarg  on  any 
one  risk,  or  in  excess  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  blodk 
or  square  in  the  business  portion  of  any  city  or  village ;  provided 
that,  in  any  city  or  village  without  water  protection,  such  a  cor- 
poration shall  not  issue  a  policy  for  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars  on  any  one  risk,  nor  aggregating  more  than  seven  thousand 
dollars  in  any  one  block  or  square  in  the  business  portion  of  any 
such  city  or  village ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  total  amount 
of  insurance  written  by  any  such  corporation  in  ^e  business  section 
of  any  city  or  village  shall  not  exceed  one  per  centum  of  the 
total  amount  of  insurance  in  force  in  such  corporation. 

2.  The  expense  of  management  of  any  such  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  one  calendar  year  thirty-five  per  centum  of  its 
premium  income  in  such  year;  provided  that  any  such  corpora- 
tion may  expend  in  such  year  an  additional  five  per  centum  of  • 
such  income  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  inspection  of  risks  and 
the  adjustment  of  losses  and  legal  expenses  connected  therewith;

3.  Every  such  corporation  shall  at  all  times  maintain  a  re- 
serve equal  to  eighty  per  centum  of  the  unearned  premiums 
charged  to  its  policyholders  for  all  policies  in  force  from  their 
dates  of  issue;  provided,  however,  that  any  such  corporation, 
which  shall  or  may  at  any  time  appear,  by  any  examination 
made,  or  by  any  annual  statement  filed,  not  to  possess  or  hold 
and  maintain  such  reserve,  shall  reduce  any  deficiency  in  such 
reserve  by  not  less  than  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  required  re- 
serve on  or  before  the  filing  of  the  annual  statement  required 
by  law  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  following  and  by 
further  amounts  of  not  less  than  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  re- 
quired reserve  on  or  before  the  filing  of  the  annual  statements 
required  by  law  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  and 
every  ensuing  year,  until  the  required  reserve  has  been  accumu- 
lated. If  by  any  examination  thereafter  made,  or  by  any  annual 
statement  thereafter  filed,  any  such  corporation  shall  appear  not 
to  have  made  the  percentege  of  improvement  herein  required,  the 
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tuperintendent  of  insurance  shall,  in  the  absence  of  good  cause 
shown  for  such  failure^  direct  such  corporation  to  make  good  the 
entire  amount  of  deficiency  or  reserve  by  assessment  or  otherwise 
within  sixty  days. 

4.  Such  corporation  shall  not  make  any  additions  to  its  sur- 
plus after  the  same  equals  one  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  insur- 
ance in  force,  provided  that  any  such  corporation  having  lees 
than  one  million  dollars  of  insurance  in  force  may  maintain  a 
surplus  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars.  Any  surplus  may 
be  distributed  among  the  members  whose  policies  shall  expire 
during  the  ensuing  year,  proportioned  according  to  th©  classifica- 
tion of  the  risks  and  the  premiums  paid  thereon,  such  surplus 
being  paid  in  cash  or  applied  as  a  rebate  on  the  premium  re- 
quired to  renew  the  insurance  on  the  same  risk;  provided  that 
no  such  distribution  shall  be  made  until  all  sums  of  money  which 
may  have  been  advanced  to  the  corporation  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  subdivision  seven  of  this  article  shall  have  been  repaid.

6.  No  such  corporation  shall  reinsure  any  risk  assumed  by 
it,  except  that  for  the  purpose  of  liquidation,  any  such  corporation 
having  sufficient  funds  lawfully  applicable  therefor,  may,  subject 
to  the  consent  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance  and  of  holders 
of  its  respective  policies  of  insurance,  reinsure  any  or  all  of  its 
outstanding  risks  in  any  corporation  authorized  by  law  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  fire  insurance  in  this  state.  Any  corporation 
organized  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  which  shall 
take  over  such  reinsurance,  shall  compute  its  unearned  premium 
fund  on  account  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  subdivision 
three  of  this  section  upon  the  basis  of  the  actual  amount  of  pre- 
mium so  received  on  policies  of  re-insurance  in  force  at  the  time 
of  such  computation.     No  such  corporation  shall  collect  any  pol- 
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icy  OP  survey  fee,  nor  pay  any  eommiission  to  an  officer  or  other 
person  whose  duty  it  is  to  determine  the  character  of  the  risk. 

7.  Any  director,  officer  or  member  or  meimbers  of  any  such 
corporation,  or  any  other  person  may  advance  to  such  corporation, 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
its  business  or  to  enable  it  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of  the 
law,  which  said  moneys  and  such  interest  thereon  as  may  have 
been  agreed  upon,  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  shall 
be  repaid  only  out  of  the  surplus  earnings  or  profits  of  such  cor- 
poration, and  shall  not  form  a  part  of  the  legal  liabilities  of  the 
corporation  or  of  its  members  and  shall  not  be  su'bject  to  repay- 
ment except  as  hereinabove  provided.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  laws  i.  ito*. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  §  Vo.  «8  ^ 
insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  u  mo, 
consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-  u^od^d. 


seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,^  is  hereby  amended 

to  read  as  follows : 

§  70.  Incorporation.  Thirteen  or  more  persons  may  become  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  of  the  following  kinds 
of  insurance: 

1.  Upon  the  lives  or  the  health  of  persons  and  every  insurance 
appertaining  thereto,  and  to  grant,  purchase  or  dispose  of  an- 
nuities. 

2.  Against  injury,  disablement  or  death  resulting  from  travel- 
ing or  general  accident,  and  against  disablement  resulting  from 
sickness,  and  every  insurance  appertaining  thereto.

Insuring  any  one  (a)  against  loss  or  damage  resulting  from 
accident  to  or  injury  suffered  by  an  employee  or  other  person, 
and  for  which  the  person  insured  is  liable,  and  (b)  against  loss 
or  damage  to  property  caused  by  horses  or  by  any  vehicle  drawn 
by  animal  power,  and  for  which  loss  or  damage  the  person  in- 
sured is  liable. 

4.  Guaranteeing  the  fidelity  of  persons  holding  places  of  public 
or  private  trust.  Guaranteeing  the  performance  of  contracts  other 
than  insurance  policies ;  guaranteeing  the  performance  of  in- 
surance contracts  where  surety  bonds  are  accepted  by  states  or 
municipalities  in  lieu  of  actual  deposits;  and  executing  or  guar- 
anteeing bonds  and  undertakings  required  or  permitted  in  all 
actions  or  proceedings  or  by  law  required.  Guaranteeing  and  in- 
demnifying merchants,  traders  and  those  engaged  in  business  and 
giving  credit  from  loss  and  damage  by  reason  of  giving  and  ex- 
tending credit  to  their  customers  and  those  dealing  with  them;

to  be  undertaken,  and  under  which  of  the  foregoing  subdivisions 
it  is  authorized,  the  mode  and  manner  in  which  its  corporate  pow- 
ers are  to  be  exercised,  the  manner  of  electing  its  directors  and 
officers,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  and  residents  of

I  74  '  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation 
to  insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  74.  Annual  report  of  oorponttion  of  regpistered  policies  and 
annaity  bonds.  Every  such  corporation  shall  annually  on  July 
first  or  within  sixty  days  thereafter  report  to  the  superintendent 
of  insurance  under  the  oath  of  the  president  and  actuary  the 
exact  condition  of  the  registered  policies  received  from  the 
superintendent  and  of  the  premium  account  of  such  policies,  and 
shall  deposit  with  the  superintendent  additional  ^securities  of 
the  kind  in  which  the  minimum  amount  of  cash  capital  of

The  securities  thus  from  time  to  time  deposited,  or  so  large  an 
amount  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  equal  at  all  times  the  net 
value  of  all  the  outstanding  registered  policies  and  annuity  bonds 
of  such  corporation,  shall  be  held  by  the  superintendent  in  trust,

The  treasurer  of  the  state,  and  any  person  duly  authorized  by 
the  depositing  or  reinsuring  corporation,  shall,  at  all  times,  in 
the  usual  office  hours,  have  access  to  the  books  and  other  docu- 
ments in  the  insurance  department  relating  to  the  deposits  made, 
and  policies  and  annuity  bonds  issued,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  and  to  such  securities  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
examination  thereof. 

The  treasurer  shall  for  the  services  required  by  this  chapter 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  be 
paid  by  the  corporations  availing  themselves  of  the  provisions  of 
this  and  the  preceding  section. 

Any  such  depositing  corporation  may  at  any  time  withdraw  any 
excess  of  securities  above  the  net  present  value  hereinbefore  speci- 
fied, upon  satisfying  the  superintendent  by  written  proof  to  be 
filed  in  the  department  that  such  excess  exists,  and  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  receive  the  interest  on  all  securities  deposited  and  to  ex- 
change such  securities  by  substituting  other  securities  of  the  kind

§  335.  Definitions.  The  term  food  as  used  in  this  article  shall 
include  any  article,  except  nuts,  fruits,  cheese  and  vegetables,  used 
for  food  by  man  or  animal  and  every  ingredient  of  such  article. 

§  336.  Cold  storage  food  to  be  marked.  It  shall  hereafter  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  cold  storage  warehousemen  or  in  the 
business  of  refrigerating,  to  receive  any  kind  of  food  unless  the 
said  food  is  in  an  apparently  pure  and  wholesome  condition,  and 
the  food  or  the  package  containing  the  same  is  branded,  stamped 
or  marked,  in  some  conspicuous  place,  with  the  day,  month  and 
year,  when  the  same  is  received  in  storage  or  refrigeration. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  engaged  in  the  business  of  cold  storage  warehouse- 
men or  in  the  business  of  refrigerating  to  permit  any  article  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  used  for  food  in  the  possession  of  any  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  engaged  in  the  business  of 
cold  storage  warehousemen  or  refrigerating,  to  be  taken  from  their 
possession  without  first  having  branded,  stamped  or  marked  on 
said  food  stuffs  or  the  package  containing  same,  in  a  dbnspic- 
uous  place,  the  day,  month  and  year,  when  said  food  stuffs  or 
package  was  removed  from  cold  storage  or  refrigeration. 

§  337.  Time  that  cold  storage  foods  may  be  kept.     It  shall 

hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  corporation  or  corporations, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  cold  storage  warehousemen  or  refriger- 
ating, to  keep  in  storage  for  preservation  or  otherwise  any  kind 
of  food  or  any  article  used  for  food  a  longer  period  than  ten  calen- 
dar months,  excepting  butter  products  which  may  be  kept  in  said 
cold  storage  or  refrigeration  twelve  calendar  months. 

§  338.  Powers  of  state  commissioner  of  health.  The  state 
commissioner  of  health  is  hereby  vested  with  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  inspect  and  supervise  all  places  in  this  state  now  used 
or  hereafter  to  be  used  for  cold  storage  or  refrigerating  purposes; 
the  state  commissioner  of  health  or  his  duly  authorized  agents  or 
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employees  shall  be  permitted  access  to  such  place  or  places  and 
all  parts  thereof  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  said 
place  or  places  are  kept  and  maintained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
manner,  and  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  the 
provisions  of  this  article  or  any  other  act  relating  to  food  stuffs 
are  being  complied  with.  The  power  of  supervision  hereby 
granted  shall  extend  to  enable  the  state  commissioner  of  health  to 
adopt  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  determined 
upon  from  time  to  time  as  essential  to  the  proper  protection  of 
the  consumer  of  the  commodities  kept  and  preserved  in  such  place 
or  places,  and  the  state  commissioner  of  health  may  appoint  and 
designate  from  time  to  time  such  person  or  persons  as  he  deems 
fit  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  inspections. 

§  339.  Eeports  of  warehousemen.  All  persons  or  corporations

(f)  Eegulating  the  introduction  and  growth  of  plants,  trees 
and  shrubs  within  such  grounds. 

(g)  Preventing  the  use  of  firearms,  or  the  killing  of  Any  bird 
3r  animal  therein. 

(h)  The  prevention  of  the  burial  in  any  lot  or  part  of  lot  of 
any  person  not  entitled  to  burial  therein. 

Said  board  of  cemetery  commissioners  may  fix  the  penalties, 
not"  to  exceed  twenty  dollars,  for  violation  of  such  ordinances. 
Such  ordinances  when  adopted  shall  l>c  printed  and  conspicuously 
posted  in  at  least  ten  places  upon  the  cemetery  grounds.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

■Section  1.  The  trustees  of  public  buildings  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  enter  into  contracts  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  in  the  ag- 
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gregate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollar* 
($250,000)  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  fire  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ($500,000)  authorized  by  chapter  thirteen  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  for  the  acquisition  of  a  site  and  for 
construction  and  equipment  of  a  power  house,  coal  pockets  and 
conduits  for  furnishing  heat,  light  and  power  to  the  state  capitol 
and  education  building,  and  for  such  other  expenses  incidental 
thereto  as  may  be  necessary.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  laws  of  nine-  ii  «t.  ts 
teen  hundred,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Cortland,''  u  i«oo. 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto,  at  the  end  of  title  five  thereof, 
two  new  sections^  to  be  sections  eighty-seven  and  eighty-eight,  to 
read,  respectively,  as  follows : 

§  87.  Besurfacing,  repairing  and  restoring  paved,  macadamized 
or  slagged  streets,  or  any  part  thereof,  including  curbs  and  gutters. 
Whenever  the  board  of  public  works  of  the  city  of  Cortland  shall, 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  of  said  board,  present  at  any 
meeting  thereof,  by  any  resolution  decide  that  any  paved  street, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  street  built  of  macadam  or  slag,  or  any 
part  thereof,  including  curbs  and  gutters  ought  to  be  resurfaced, 
repaired  or  restored,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  in  any  respect  or  man- 
ner, it  may  by  resolution  direct  that  such  resurfacing,  repairing 
and  restoring  be  done  with  either  asphalt,  brick,  slag,  macadam, 
or  any  other  material  or  materials,  and  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  time  as  said  board  shall  direct,  and  either  with  or  without  the 
making  and  filing  of  specifications  therefor.  The  total  cost  and 
expense  of  such  resurfacing,  repairing  and  restoring,  and  the  cost 
of  all  labor  and  material  therefor,  shall  be  borne  by  said  city  at 
large,  and  be  paid  for  by  said  city  in  the  manner  hereinafter  speci- 
fied. The  total  estimated  cost  thereof,  whether  less  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  more  than  said  sum  shall  be  made  by  said  board 
of  public  works.  And  in  case  such  total  estimated  expenditure 
therefor  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  the  work  may  be 
done  and  material  therefor  furnished,  without  public  letting.  And 
if  said  estimate  exceeds  such  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  it  may 
in  all  cases  be  done  without  public  letting,  if  the  common  council, 
by  resolution,  consent  thereto.  The  cost  and  expense  of  such  work 
shall  include  the  cost  of  all  labor  and  material  therefor,  the  sums 
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actuallj  paid  for  services  of  a  competent  engineer,  also  interest  on 
all  sums  of  money  which  may  be  borrowed  by  said  city,  in  doing 
and  prosecuting  such  work,  prior  to  the  issue  of  bonds  therefor,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses^  connected 
with  said  work  or  incident  thereto,  which  said  sums  the  chamber- 
lain of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  temporarily  during 
the  progress  of  such  work  from  time  to  time,  on  the  faith  and  credit 
of  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  public  works 
therefor,  prior  to  the  issue  of  bonds  therefor,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. After  the  determination  by  the  board  of  public  works  of 
the  total  cost  and  expense  of  said  work,  including  all  labor  and 
cost  of  all  materials  therefor,  and  all  other  items  of  expense  con- 
nected therewith,  or  incidental  thereto,  said  board  of  public  works 
shall  certify  the  amount  thereof  to  the  common  council  of  said 
city,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  bonds  of  said  city  therefor,  and 
pledge  the  faith  and  credit^ of  said  city  thereby;  which  bonds  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  four  per  centum  per  an- 
num, and  shall  be  for  such  amounts  and  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  determined  by  said  common  council  and  shall  become  due  and 
payable  within  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof  and  be  sold 
by  the  chamberlain  of  said  city  under  the  direction  of  its  common 
council,  at  public  or  private  sale  as  it  may  deem  best.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  board  of  public  works  may,  in  its  discretion,  pay 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  expense  of  such  work  and  expendi- 
ture out  of  the  public  works  fund,  as  it  may  direct,  before  certify- 
ing the  same  to  the  common  council  of  said  city,  or  before  so  certi- 
fying the  balance  thereof  for  bond  issue,  if  any  portion  thereof  be 
first  so  paid.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  street  surface  railroad 
corporation  whose  tracks  are  located  in  any  such  street  to  repair, 
resurface  and  restore  the  street  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its 
tracks  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  its  tracks,  wholly  at  its 
expense,  to  change  the  grade  thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  other 
things  required  by  statute  or  by  the  terms  of  its  franchise,  concur- 
rently with  such  other  work  and  improvement,  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  board  of  public  works  of  said  city. 

§  88.  Street  sprinkling.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  have 
the  power  to  cause  any  street  in  said  city,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  be  sprinkled  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  and  seasons  of 
the  vear  as  mav  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  board,  and  assess  the 
expense  thereof  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  property  aa^essed 
upon  each  side  of  the  street  or  portion  thereof  as  shall  have  beeiQ 
benefited  thereby,  according  to  the  number  of  feet  frontage  or  in 
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such  other  manner  as  may  be  equitable.  Such  apportionment  shall 
be  made  by  the  board  of  public  works  and  certified  by  it  to  the 
common  council  and  reviewed  by  said  coniuion  council  after  the 
publication  of  one  insertion  in  iiie  official  newspapers  of  the  city 
of  an  official  notice  of  a  time  and  place,  when  and  where  said  com- 
mon council  will  hold  such  review,  which  shall  be  not  less  than 
five  daye  after  the  publication  of  such  notice.  The  common  coun- 
cil fihall  thereupon  assess  the  same.  All  such  as  cssments  shall 
constitute  a  lien  upon  the  lands  and  premises  thus  benefited  and  be 
levied  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  collection  of 
taxes. 

§  2.  Section  seventy-six  of  such  chapter,  as  amended  by  chapter  ff  7«.  u 
two  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  by  l.  ms. 
five,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  amended. 

§  76.  Sewer  extension  and  issuing  bonds  therefor;  lighU  for 
construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers.  The  board  of  public 
works  of  the  city  of  Cortland,  by  resolution  or  resolutions  duly 
adopted  by  that  board,  may  at  any  time  or  times,  provided  the 
comimon  council  of  said  city  by  resolution  of  said  conmion  council 
concur  therein,  decide  that  the  public  sewers  of  said  city  shall 
be  built  and  extended  in  and  along  any  street  or  streets  of  said 
city  to  bo  therein  specified  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with 
the  sewer  plans  of  said  city,  duly  adopted,  and  approved  by  the 
state  board  of  health,  and  on  file  in  the  city  clerk's  office  of  saiJ 
city.  And  thereupon  said  board  of  public  works  may  build  and 
construct  the  same  by  contract  tlierefor  duly  advertised  and  let 
to  the  lowest  bidder  in  all  things  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
three  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  thereupon  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  such  sewer,  or  extension  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  public  works,  to  certify  to  tlie  common  council  of 
said  city  the  total  cost  and  expense  thereof,  including  all  labor 
and  materials  therefor,  cost  of  engineering,  jirinting  and  all  other 
necessary  expenses  connected  therewith,  or  incidental  thereto,  in- 
cluding all  interest  on  such  sums  of  money  as  have  been  borrowed 
for  such  purpose,  to  the  <»oniinon  council  of  said  city,  who  shall 
thereupon  issue  bonds  therefor  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  cham- 
berlain of  said  city  for  sale.  Said  boniU  to  bear  interest  at  not 
less  than  four  per  centum  per  annum,  interest  payable  semi- 
annually, and  be  and  become  due  by  their  terms,  not  more  than 
twenty  years  from  their  date  of  issue,  and  be  sold  at  public  or 
competitive  sale  to  the  person  or  persons  offering  the  highest  pre- 
luium  therefor,  but  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  and 
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when  80  issued  each  of  said  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  they 
are  issued  in  accordance  with  this  act,  and  such  recital  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  in  anv  court  of  the  validity  thereof,  and  of 
the  regularity  of  their  issue.  The  total  issue  of  such  additional 
bonds  for  the  extension  of  the  public  sewers  of  said  city,  as  herein 
in  this  section  provided,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars.^  Any  premium  received  on  a  sale  or  sales  thereof, 
and  also  any  premium  received  on  the  refunding  of  any  and  all 
sewer  bonds  of  said  citv,  beinc:  bonds  of  said  eitv  issued  for 
sewer  construction,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  board  of 
public  works  of  said  city  of  Cortland,  to  be  used  by  said  board 
in  building  extensions  to  said  sewer  system  of  said  city,  or  in 
paying  and  retiring  any  outstanding  sewer  bonds  of  said  city.  The 
board  of  public  works  of  said  city,  for  the  purposes  herein  speci- 
fied, may  at  any  time  after  said  board  has  determined  to  make 
such  sewer  extension  or  extensions,  by  resolution  direct  and  au- 
thorize the  chamberlain  of  said  city  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money 
therefor  as  said  board  shall  determine  necessary,  prior  to  the  issu- 
ing of  bonds  therefor  by  the  common  council  as  above  provided, 
and  thereupon  the  chamberlain  of  said  city  shall  borrow  the  same, 
and  said  city  shall  be  obligated  therefor,  aud  shall  repay  the  same 
^vith  interest  thereon,  out  of  the  avails  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
therefor  as  above  provided.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  have 
power  to  acquire  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city,  by  agreement 
or  appraisal,  in  such  manner  as  heretofore  provided,  and  also  in 
sudi  manner  as  is  authorized  bv  the  condemnation  law  of  this 
state,  code  of  civil  procedure,  title  one,  chapter  twenty-three,  sec- 
tions thirty-three  hundred  «nd  fifty-seven  to  thirty-three  hundred 
and  eighty-four,  any  lands,  easements,  privileges,  rights  and  estate 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  mainteuaiice  of  sewers,  and  may 
also  enter  upon  any  lands  or  waters  for  the  purpose  of  making 
necessary  surveys,  provided  that,  in  all  cases  involving  an  expendi- 
ture of  money,  it  shall  have  first  submitted  to  the  common  council 
its  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  real  estate  and  that  the  common 
council  shall  have  approved  the  same  and  au  theorized  the  expendi- 
tures proposed,  or  that  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
taxpayers  at  a  special  election.  And  on  acquiring  the  same  either 
by  agreement  or  appraisal,  or  by  condemnation  proceedings,  as  here- 
inbefore provid(»d,  the  said  city  of  Cortland  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
therefor  said  agreed  price,  or  appraisal  value  th-ereof.

Th&  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
arid  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  the  com- 
u"*«S*iH  missioner  of  police,  superintendent  of  police,  chief  of  police,  or 
iiih««.  other  officer  or  officers,  having  the  management,  control  or  direction 
of  the  police  force  of  any  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  in  this 
state,  shall  divide  the  sergeants,  roundsmen  and  patrolmai  of 
such  force  (but  not  including  detective  sergeants)  who  may  be 
on  duty  in  the  open  air,  on  the  streets  or  other  public  places  of 
the  city,  into  three  platoons.  Ko  one  of  such  platoons  nor  any 
member  thereof  shall  be  assigned  to  more  than  one  tour  of  duty;

The  clerk  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  a  county  entitled  to  a  contribution  from  the  state 
toward  the  maintenance  of  its  roads  under  this  section  shall  an- 
nually, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  transmit,  to  the  state 
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comptroller  a  statement  certified  by  him  and  signed  and  verified 
by  the  chairman  of  such  board,  stating  the  amount  appropriated 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  for  the  maintenance 
of  such  county  road  or  roads  during  the  preceding  year.  The 
comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer  in 
favor  of  the  treasurer  of  such  county,  for  an  amount  equal  to  fifty 
per  centum  of  the  amount  so  appropriated.

portion  of  an  individual  risk  and  receive  credit  for  the  reserve  on 
any  policy  covering  a  risk  reinsured  if  the  reinsuring  corporation 
is  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  state,  and  may  also  re- 
ceive credit  for  taxes  on  the  premiums  paid  on.  any  such  policy. 
*  Nothing  in  this  chapter  contained  shall  be  construed  as  permit- 
ting the  reinsurance  of  a  life  insurance  corporation  having  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars  of  insurance  out- 
standing and  in  force.  When  a  reinsurance  agreement  is 
made  between  other  than  life  insurance  corporations, 
the  parties  to  such  agreement  shall,  upon  the  policies  involved, 
compute  their  unearned  premium  funds  as  follows:  The 
reinsuring  or  ceding  corporation  shall,  upon  the  portion  of  ita 
liability  not  reinsured,  maintain  a  reserve  to  be  computed  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  insurance 
law;  the  corporation  assuming  liability  by  reinsurance  from  the 
corporation  issuing  the  original  policy  shall  maintain  a  reserve 
equal  to  that  which  the  reinsuring  corporation  would  have  been 
required  to  maintain  upon  the  amount  reinsured  had  it  retained 
the  liability  ceded  by  it.  Xo  credit  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed 
or  given,  either  as  a  reduction  of  taxes  or  of  liabilities,  to  any 
corporation  transacting  business  in  this  state,  for  reinsurance 
made  in  corporations  not  authorized  to  issue  policies  in  this  state. 
The  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  require  schedules  of  rein- 
surance to  be  filed  by  each  corporation  at  the  time  of  making  its 
annual  report  to  the  department.

the  following  provisions : 

1.  A  provision  that  the  insured  is  entitled  to  a  grace  either  of 
thirty  days  or  of  one  month  within  which  the  payment  of  any 
premium  after  the  first  year  may  be  made,  subject  at  the  option 
of  the  company  to  any  interest  charge  not  in  excess  of  six  per 
centum  per  annum  for  the  number  of  days  of  grace  elapsing  before 
the  payment  of  the  premium,  during  which  period  of  grace  the 
policj'  shall  continue  in  full  force,  but  in  case  the  policy  becomes 
a  claim  during  the  said  period  of  grace  before  the  overdue  pre- 
mium or  the  deferred  premiums  of  the  current  policy  year  if  any 
are  paid,  the  amount  of  such  premiums,  with  interest  on  any  over- 
due premium,  may  be  deducted  from  any  amount  payable  under 
the  policy  in  settlement.

10.  A  provision  that  the  holder  of  a  policy  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  the  policy  reinstated  at  any  time  within  three  years  from 
the  date  of  default  unless  the  cash  value  has  been  duly  paid,  or 
the  extension  period  expired,  upon  the  production  of  evidence  of 
insurability  satisfactory  to  the  company  and  the  payment  of  all 
overdue  premiums  and  any  other  indebtedness  to  the  company 
upon  said  policy  with  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  per  annum  payable  annually. 

Any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  or  portions  thereof  not  appli- 
cable to  single  premium  or  nonparticipating  or  term  policies  shall 
to  that  extent  not  be  incorporated  therein;  and  any  such  policy 
may  be  issued  or  delivered  in  this  state  which  in  the  opinion  of 
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the  superintendent  of  insurance  contains  provisions  on  any  one 
or  more  of  the  several  foregoing  requirements  more  favorable  to 
the  policyholder  than  hereinbefore  required.  *  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  policies  of  reinsurance. 

§  4.  Section  one  hundred  and  two  of  said  chapter  is  amended 

to  read  as  follows : 

§  102.  Companies   issoing  participating   policies  not  to   do   a 

nonparticipating  business.  No  domestic  mutual  life  insurance  ooi^ 
poration  and  no  domestic  stock  life  insurance  corporation  here- 
after issuing  or  professing  to  issue  any  participating  policies, 
shall  issue  any  policies,  except  annuities,  which  do  not  by  their 
terms  give  to  the  holders  thereof  full  right  to  participate  in  the 
accumulations  of  said  corporation  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  paid-up  or  temporary  and  pure 
endowment  insurance  issued  or  granted  in  exchange  for  lapsed  or 
surrendered  policies,  nor  to  policies  of  reinsurance.* 

§  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  eflFect  immediately.

the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  **An  act  in  rela-  f't^' 
tion  to  banks,  individual  bankers  and  corporations  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  banking  department,  constituting  chapter  two  of 
the  consolidated  laws,''  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  304.  Eemedy  for  non-payment  of  rent  for  safe.     1.^  If  the 

amount  due  for  the  rental  of  any  safe  or  box  in  the  vaults  of 
any  such  corporation  shall  not  have  been  paid  for  two  years, 
it  may,  at  the  expiration  thereof,  cause  to  be  sent  to  the 
person  in  whose  name  such  safe  or  box  stands  on  its  books,  a  no- 
tice in  writing  in  a  securely  closed  post-paid  registered  letter, 
directed  to  such  person  at  his  post^flSce  address  as  recorded  upon 
the  books  of  the  corporation,  notifying  such  person  that  if  the 
amount  then  due  for  the  rental  of  such  safe  or  box  is  not 
paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  the

box  be  opened,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  owner  thereof. 

2}  Upon  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
mailing  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  and  the  failure  of  the  person 
in  whose  name  such  safe  or  box  stands  on  the  books  of  the  corpo- 
ration to  pay  the  amount  due  for  the  rental  thereof,  up  to  the 
date  of  such  notice,  the  corporation  may,  in  the  presence  of  a 
notary  public  and  of  its  president  or  secretary  or  treasurer,  cause 
such  safe  or  box  to  be  opened,  and  the  contents  thereof,  if  any, 
to  be  removed,  inventoried  and  sealed  up  by  such  notary  public 
in  a  package,  upon  which  such  notary  public  shall  distinctly 
mark,  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  name  such  safe  or  box 
stood  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and  the  date  of  the  removal 
of  same  from  such  safe  or  box,  and  when  such  package  has  been 
so  marked  for  identification  by  such  notary  public,  it  shall,  in  the

At  any 
time  after  the  mailing  of  such  certificate  and  notice,  and  before 
the  expiration  of  two  years,  such  person  may  require  the  deliveiy 
of  the  contents  of  such  safe  as  shown  by  said  certificate,  upon

4.  After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  time  of  mailing 
the  certificate  herein  provided  for,  to  the  person  in  whose  name 
such  safe  or  box  shall  have  stood  at  the  time  of  the  opening  thereof, 
the  said  corporation  shall  cause  to  be  mailed  in  a  securely  closed 
postrpaid  wrapper,  registered  and  addressed  to  such  person  at  his 
last  known  post-office  address,  a  notice  stating  that  two  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  opening  of  the  safe  or  box  and  the  mailing  of  the 
oearti-ficate  thereof,  and  that  the  said  corporation  will  sjsU  all  the 
property  or  articles  of  value  set  out  in  said  certificate,  at  a  time 
and  suitable  place  to  be  stated  in  such  notice,  not  less  than  thirty 
days  after  the  time  of  mailing  such  notice,  and  stating  the  amount 
which  shall  then  be  due  for  rental  up  to  the  time  of  opening  such 
safe,  the  cost  of  opening  thereof,  and  the  further  cost  of  safekeep- 
ing of  all  such  contents  for  the  period  since  the  opening  of  said 
safe  or  box,  and  unless  such  person  shall  pay  on  or  before  the  day 
mentioned  all  said  simis,  and  all  the  charges  accruing  to  the  time

There 
shall  be  filed  with  such  deposit  a  certificate  of  the  said  corporation, 
stating  the  name  and  last  known  place  of  residence  of  the  owner 
of  the  property  sold,  the  articles  sold,  the  price  obtained  therefor, 
that  the  notice  in  subdivision  four,  herein  required,  was  duly 
mailed  and  the  receipt  of  the  post-office  attached  thereto,  and 
showing  the  advertising  of  such  sale  as  herein  required.  The

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Office  of  Bupervisor  of  public  records  created.    The 

office  of  supervisor  of  public  records  is  hereby  created.  Within 
ten  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a 
person  to  fill  such  office. 

§  2.  Duties.  The  supervisor  of  public  records  shall  examine 
into  the  condition  of  the  records,  books,  pamphlets,  documents, 
manuscripts,  archives,  maps  and  papers  kept,  filed  or  recorded,  or 
hereafter  to  be  kept,  filed  or  recorded  in  the  several  public  offices 
of  the  counties,  cities,  towns,  villages  or  other  political  divisions  of 
the  stiate,  and  all  other  public  records,  books,  pamphlets,  documentB, 
manuscripts,  archives,  maps  and  papers  heretofore  or  hereafter 
required  by  law  to  be  kept  by  any  public  body,  board,  in- 
stitution or  society,  created  under  any  law  of  the  state  in  said 
counties,  cities,  towns,  villages  or  other  political  divisions  of  the 
state,  except  where  the  same  conflicts  with  the  present  duties  and 
office  of  the  commissioner  of  records  in  the  county  of  Kings  and 
the  commissioner  of  records  in  the  countv  of  New  York. 

§  3.  Diyision  of  public  records  and  diyision  of  history  in  the 
education  department.  1.  On  the  first  day  of  October,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  the  regents  shall  organize  in  the  education 
department  a  division  of  public  records  and  also  a  division  of  his- 
tory.

§  6.  Powers  of  regents,  l.  The  education  department,  pursu- 
ant to  th"e  education  law,  shall,  on  and  after  October  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  have  general  and  exclusive  supervision,  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  all  public  records,  books,  pamphlets,  docu- 
ments, manuscripts,  archives,  maps  and  papers  of  any  public  office, 
body,  board,  institution  or  society  now  extinct,  or  hereafter  be- 
coming ex'tinct,  the  supervision,  care,  custody  and  control  of  which 
are  not  already  or  shall  not  hereafter  be  otherwise  provided  for  by 
law.  2.  Such  department  shall  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  put  the  records  hereinabove  specified,  except  as  aforesaid, 
in  the  custody  and  condition  contemplated  by  the  various  laws  re- 
lating thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  restoration  and  preserva- 
tion, and  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  made  whenever  by  reason  of 
age,  use,  exposure  or  any  casualty,  such  copies  shall  in  their  judg- 
ment be  necessary.  Whenever  such  a  copy  is  made,  and  after  it 
has  been  compared  with  the  original,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  offi- 
cial, person,  board  or  officer  having  the  legal  custody  and  control 
of  said  original,  and  shall  thereafter  be  considered  and  accepted  as 
evidence  and,  for  all  other  purposes,  the  same  as  the  original  could 
be;  provided  that  the  original  shall  be  thereafter  cared  for  and 
preserved,  the  same  as  if  no  such  copy  had  been  made,  for  such  ex- 
amination as  may  be  directed  by  an  order  of  court  in  any  action 
or  proceeding  in  which  the  accuracy  of  the  copy  is  questioned. 
3.  The  officers  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  village  or  other  political 
division  of  the  sftate  or  of  any  institution  or  society  created  under 
any  law  of  the  state  may  transfer  to  the  regents  records,  books, 
pampMets,  manuscripts,  archives,  maps,  papers  and  other  doon- 
menfs  which  are  not  in  general  use,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  th^e 
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regents  to  receive  the  same  and  to  provide  for  their  custody  and 
preservation.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  an  officer  of  such  politi- 
cal division,  institution  or  society  to  destroy  any  such  recorda, 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  archives,  maps,  papers  or  other 
documents. 

§  6.  Expenditure  of  unappropriated  moneys.  All  money  here- 
tofore appropriated  and  unexpended  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 
state  historian  and  the  supervisor  of  public  records,  for  the  salaries 
of  the  clerks  and  employees  in  such  offices  and  for  the  expenses  in- 
curred or  to  be  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties 
and  the  maintenance  of  their  offices  shall  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  board  of  regents  and  the  commissioner  of  education 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  like  expenditures  for  the  education  de- 
partment 

§  7.  Ecpeal.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  or  re- 
pugnant to  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

§  iM  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  184.  New  sites  for  armories  in  the  city  of  New  York.     The 

armory  board  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  is  author- 
ized and  empowered,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission- 
ers of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city,  to  select,  locate  and  lay  out 
such  and  so  many  sites  for  armories  within  such  city  as  such 
board  and  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  deem  necessary  to  be  acquired.  No  site  shall  be 
located  in  any  park  or  public  place  or  on  land  now  occupied  bj  a 
reservoir;  ^provided,  that  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  the

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location  of  sites  for  the  naval  militia.  When  the  armory  board 
shall  have  selected  a  site,  it  shall  cause  a  survey,  map  or  plan 
thereof  to  be  prepared,  and  shall  submit  the  same  with  such  other 
information  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  for  their  approval  or  disapproval.  If  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  shall  approve  of  such  site  and  consent 
to  the  acquisition  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  an  armory,  such  ap- 
proval and  consent  shall  be  indorsed  upon  or  attached  to  such 
survey,  map  or  plan,  and  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  a  ma- 
jority of  such  commissioners,  of  whom  the  comptroller  must  be 
one.  Such  survey,  map  or  plan,  with  such  approval  and  consent

purchase  said  site,  or  by  the  corporation  counsel  of  said  city  make 
application  to  a  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  in  either  the 
first  or  second  department  for  the  appointment  of  three  discreet 
and  disinterested  persons  being  residents  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
as  commissioners  of  estimate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  just 
and  equitable  estimate  of  the  loss  and  damage  to  the  respective 
owners,  lessees,  parties  and  persons  respectively  entitled  to  or  in- 
terested in  the  said  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
premises,  and  to  make  report  thereof  to  the  said  supreme  court 
with  due  diligence.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  the  pro- 
ceedings to  acquire  such  title  shall  be  the  same  as  are  prescribed 
for  the  acquisition  of  lands  and  interests  therein  for  public  pur- 
poses by  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  known  as 
the  Greater  New  York  charter,  and  with  like  effect,  but  where 
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commissioners  of  appraisal  have  been  appointed  by  the  supreme 
court  prior  to  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  chapter,  the 
proceedings  in  which  such  appointments  have  been  made  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  if  this  chapter  had  not  been  passed. 
The  counsel  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  act 
as  attorney  for  the  armory  board  in  such  proceedings.  The  title 
to  any  property  acquired  in  any  such  proceedings  shall  be  vested 
in  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  damages  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  proceedings  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  title  to  any  such  site  shall  be  met  and  paid  by 
the  city  of  New  York,  under  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
last  preceding  section. 

The  method  prescribed  in  this  section  for  the  acquisition  of 
sites  for  armories  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  exclusive  of  the  method  prescribed  by  the  last  preceding 
section.

L.  1909.  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  banks,  individ- 
ual bankers  and  corporations  under  the  supervision  of  the  banking 
department,  constituting  chapter  two  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  three  hundred  and  four 
of  article  nine,  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as  section  three  hundred 
and  five  thereof  and  to  read  as  follows: 

§  305.  Lien  of  safe  deposit  companies  on  packages  left  for  safe- 
keeping or  storage  in  vaults,  for  which  receipts  are  issued.  When- 
ever any  corporation  referred  to  in  this  article  shall  take  and  re- 
ceive upon  deposit,  as  bailee,  for  safe  keeping  and  storage,  jeweliy, 
plate,  money,  specie,  bullion  or  other  valuable  personal  property, 
and  shall  issue  a  receipt  therefor,  such  corporation  shall  as  to  such 
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property  be  deemed  a  warehouseman^  and  all  existing  fitatutes 
and  laws  affecting  warehousemen,  shall  apply  to  such  deposits,  and 
such  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  such  deposits  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect,  and  the  same 
shall  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner,  as  now  provided  by  law*

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the 
report  or  award  of  the  commissioners  may  within  thirty  days 
after  the  confirmation  by  the  common  council,  appeal  therefrom 
to  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court,  and  must  file  in

§  44.  Foredosure  of  tax  lien.  When  taxes,  upon  real  estate 
which  has  been  purchased  for  the  city  at  public  auction  for  the 
nonpayment  of  taxes  pursuant  to  section  twenty-two  of  this  act, 
and  the  certificate  of  sale  has  not  been  sold  or  assigned  by  the 
city,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  said  sale,  the  liens  created  by  said  taxes,  together  with 
interest,  fees  and  penalties  thereon  to  the  date  of  judgment  at 
the  rates  provided  in  this  act  may  be  foreclosed  by  an  action  in 
a  court  of  record  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  the  corporation  coun- 
sel, in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  foreclosure  of 
mortgages,  and  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and 
of  the  rules  of  practice  and  the  law  and  practice  of  this  state 
relating  to  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  and  the  provisions  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  relating  to  the  service  of  process,  the 
commencement  and  conduct  of  actions,  the  jurisdiction,  proce- 
dure and  practice  of  courts  and  award  of  costs,  apply  to  said 
actions  for  the  foreclosure  of  tax  liens.     A  conveyance  upon  a 
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sale  made  pursuant  to  a  final  judgment  in  an  action  to  foreclose 
the  lien  of  a  tax  vests  in  the  purchaser  all  the  right,  title  and  in- 
terest and  equity  of  redemption  in  and  to  said  premises  so  sold 
of  all  the  parties  to  said  action  and  of  all  parties  claiming  under 
them,  or  any  of  them,  whose  conveyance  or  incumbrance  is  exe- 
cuted or  recorded  subsequent  to  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  pend- 
ency of  action.  Separate  taxes  against  the  same  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  may  be  foreclosed  in  one  action,  and  where  several  lots 
or  parcels  of  land  are  owned  by  the  same  person  or  persons,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  separate  tax  liens  upon  the  separate 
lots  and  parcels  of  land  so  owned  may,  at  the  option  of  the  cor- 
poration counsel,  be  foreclosed  in  one  action.  All  annual  taxes, 
local  assessments  and  water  rates  due  the  city  of  Syracuse,  and 
which  are  a  lien  upon  the  lands  sold,  shall  be  satisfied  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  as  far  as  possible,  and  judgment

§  45.  Notice  of  foreclosure.  Before  the  city  proceeds  to  fore- 
close the  lien  of  a  tax  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  preced- 
ing section,  the  corporation  counsel  may  give  notice  to  tbe  re- 
spective owners  or  mortgagees  of  the  premises  taxed  that  he  in- 
tends to  commence  an  action  to  foreclose  the  lien  of  such  tax, 
unless  the  respective  tax  is  paid  within  two  weeks  from  the  date 
of  the  service  of  said  notice;  and  the  fees  for  serving  such  no- 
tices, not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each  person  served,  must  be 
added  to  and  collected  as  a  part  of  said  taxes.  Such  notice  may 
be  served  upon  the  owner  of  the  lands  taxed,  if  he  live  in  Syra- 
cuse, personally,  or  by  leaving  at  his  residence;  if  he  does  not 
live  in  Syracuse,  personally,  or  by  mailing  the  same  to  him  in 
a  securely  closed  and  post-paid  envelope  directed  to  him  at  his 
last  known  place  of  residence;  if  he  is  unknown,  or  if  his  place 
of  residence  can  not  be  ascertained,  hy  leaving  the  same  with  any 
occupant  of  the  premises,  and  if  the  premises  be  unoccupied,  by 
posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  thereon.  The  service  of 
such  notice  is  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  maintain

Chief  of  department,  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  not  more

one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  chief  medical  officer,  whose  an- 
nual salary  shall  be  not  more  than  six  thousand  dollars;^  captains 
or  foremen  of  companies,  whose  annual  salary  shall  be  not  more 
than  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars ;  lieutenants  or

sand six  hundred  dollars. 

From  and  after  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  the  uniformed  members  of  the  fire  department  who  are  fire- 
men shall  be  divided  into  four  grades,  to  wit,  first,  second,  third 
and  fourihy  and  shall  receive  an  annual  pay  or  compensation  as 
follows:  members  of  the  first  grade,  fourteen  hundred  dollars; 
membens  of  the  sedond  grade,  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  members  of 
the  third  grade^  one  thoiuand  dollars;  members  of  the  fourth 
grade,  eight  hundred  dollars.  The  members  of  the  uniformed  force 
who  are  appointed  after  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  fourth  grade ;  after  one  year 
of  service  in  the  fourth  grade  they  shall  be  advanced  to  the  third 
grade;  after  one  year  of  service  in  the  third  grade,  they  shall  be 
advanced  to  the  second  grade;  after  one  year  of  service  in  the 
second  grade,  they  shall  be  advanced  to  the  first  grade,  and  they 
shall  in  each  instance  receive  the  annual  pay  or  compensation  of 
the  grade  to  which  they  belong  as  herein  provided.  All  persons 
who,  when  this  act  takes  effect,  are  firemen  in  the  uniformed  force 
of  the  fire  department  of  the  corporation  heretofore  known  as  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  the  corporation  heretofore  known  as 
Long  Island  City,  shall  thereupon  become  firemen  of  that  grade 
having  a  salary  thereto  attached  equal  to  the  salary  or  compensa- 
tion paid  such  firemen,  respectively,  at  the  time  of  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  any  such  fireman  who 
has  been  a  member  of  the  uniformed  force  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
or  in  Long  Island  City,  whose  salary  falls  between  any  two  of  the 
grades  hereby  established  shall  within  three  years  have  his  salary 
made  equal  to  the  salary  of  the  first  grade  by  equal  annual  ad- 
ditions.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  to  author- 
ize the  selection,  location  and  appropriation  of  certain  lands  in 
the  town  of  Saratoga  Springs,  for  a  state  reservation,  and  to 
preserve  the  natural  mineral  springs  therein  located,  and  mak- 
ing an  appropriation  therefor,  and  authorizing  an  issue  of  bonds 
to  pay  such  appropriation.^' 

Became  a  law  June  21,   1011,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

TAe  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-nin

Chapter  sixty-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  »  145* 
and  nine,  entitled  "'An  act  relating  to  villages,  constituting  chapter  l.  i»o9. 
sixty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing therein  a  new  section,  to  be  section  one  hundred  and  forty- 
five-a  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  145-a.     Street  improvements  in  villages  of  second  class.     A 

street  in  a  village  of  the  second  class  shall  not  be  laid  out,  altered 
or  widened  if  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvement  includiDg  the 
acquisition  of  necessary  land  and  the  construction  of  such  street 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  unless  a  proposition  therefor  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  adopted  at  a  village  election.

by  a  two- thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

'  Section  1.  The  commissioners  of  the  land  office  shall  have  power 
to  and  may  grant  and  convey  to  the  heirs  of  Barbara  Schuster, 
deceased,  or  to  their  assigns,  without  further  payment  therefor,  all 
the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York 
in  and  to  those  certain  lands  which  were  heretofore  sold  on  behalf 
of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  to  said  Barbara  Schuster, 
to  wit:  All  that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  situate  in  the 
town  of  Hamburg,  county  of  Erie  and  state  of  New  York,  being 
the  southeast  part  of  lot  number  five  in  the  ninth  township  and 
eighth  range  of  the  Holland  Land  Company's  survey,  bounded  east 
by  the  White's  Corners  and  Buffalo  plank  road,  twenty-nine  chains 
and  eighty-eight  links ;  south  by  part  of  lot  number  four,  sixteen 
chains  and  seventy-four  links ;  west  by  a  line  parallel  to  said  plank 
road  twenty-nine  chains  and  eighty-thTee  links ;  and  north  by  land 
now  or  lately  owned  by  John  Scott,  sixteen  chains  and  seventy- 
four  links;  containing  fifty  acres  of  land,  be  the  same  more  or 
less.  Being  the  same  premises  conveyed  to  the  people  of  the  state 
of  New  York  by  deed  from  Alfred  C.  Chapin,  as  comptroller  of  the

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  liquor  tax  law,  .in  relation  to  posting  liquor 
tax  certificates,  sale  of  liquor  tax  certificates  and  to  changing  the 
place  of  traffic. 

Became  a  law  June  23,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

ch  *M^*  Section  1.  Section  nineteen  of  chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  laws 

I  i».*  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
traffic  in  liquors  and  for  the  taxation  and  regulation  of  the  same, 
and  to  provide  for  local  option,  constituting  chapter  thirty-four  of 
the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
'  §  19.  Posting  liquor  tax  eertifioate.  Before  commencing  or 
doing  any  business  for  the  time  for  which  the  excise  tax  is  paid 
and  the  certificate  is  given,  the  said  liquor  tax  certificate  shall  be 
inclosed'  in  a  suitable  wood  or  metal  frame,  having  a  clear  glass 
face  and  a  substantial  wood  or  metal  back,  so  that  the  whole  of 
said  certificate  may  be  seen  therein  and  shall  be  posted  up  and  at 
all  times  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place  .in  the  room  or  bar 
where  the  traffic  in  liquors  for  which  the  tax  was  paid  is  carried 
on,  so  that  all  persons  visiting  such  place  may  readily  see  the 
same,  but  if  there  be  a  door  opening  from  the  street  into  the  room 
or  barroom  where  the  traffic  in  liquors  is  carried  on  and  a  window 
facing  the  street  upon  which  such  door  opens,  such  certificate  shall 
be  displayed  in  such  window,  so  it  may  be  readily  seen  from  the 
street.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  holding  a  liquor  tax 
certificate  to  post  such  certificate,  or  to  permit  such  certificate  to 
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be  posted  upon  premises  other  than  those  for  which  such  certifi- 
cate was  issued  or  to  which  it  has  been  transferred  under  sections 
twenty-five  or  twenty-six*  of  this  chapter,  or  upon  premises  where 
traffic  in  liquors  is  being  carried  on  by  any  person  other  than  the 
holder  of  such  certificate ;  or  to  knowingly  deface  or  destroy  any 
liquor  tax  certificate.  Certificates  issued  by  the  state  commissioner 
of  excise  to  common  carriers  shall  be  framed  and  posted  conspicu- 
ously at  the  bar,  if  on  a  boat,  where  the  same  may  be  readily  seen 
by  the  passengers;  if  on  a  car,  the  certificate,  together  with  any 
transfer  permit  of  same,  granted  for  such  car,  shall  be  framed 
and  conspicuously  posted  in  the  car  for  which  it  was  issued  or  to 
which  it  has  been  transferred,  so  that  all  passengers  may  readily 
see  the  same.  Whenever  a  certificate,  issued  in  accordance  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  lost  or  destroyed 
without  fault  on  the  part  of  the  holder  thereof  or  his  agents  or 
employees,  a  duplicate  certificate  in  lieu  thereof,  under  the  original 
statement  and  bond,  may  be  issued  by  the  state  commissioner  of 
excise  in  his  discretion  and  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  prescribe.  When  the  holder  of  a  liquor  tax 
certificate  under  this  chapter  shall  have  presented  the  application 
and  bond  as  required  by  sections  fifteen^  and  sixteen'  of  this  chap- 
ter, and  paid  the  tax  assessed  by  this  chapter,  not  less  than  fifteen 
days  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  such  tax  certifi- 
cate, such  holder  of  such  tax  certificate  may  continue  to  traffic  in 
liquors  pending  the  issue  of  the  tax  certificate,  until  notified  in 
writing,  by  the  officer  charged  with  the  .duty  of  issuing  such  tax 
certificate,  that  such  tax  certificate  so  applied  for  will  not  be  is- 
sued. If  the  application  is  refused  the  moneys  thus  paid  shall  be 
returned  to  the  applicant  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  of  the 
same,  with  said  notice,  by  the  said  certificate  issuing  officer.  To 
continue  to  traffic  in  liquor  after  such  notice  is  received  is  a  viola- 
tion of  this  law  and  subjects  the  person  violating  to  the  penalties 
prescribed  for  trafficking  in  liquors  without  having  a  liquor  tax 
certificate.

three- fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assemhly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun-  i^m^  ^^ 
dred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  insurance  corpora-  ^  i^os. 
tions,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  article  one  of  said  chapter  a 
new  section,  to  be  section  sixty-five,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Rebatino  aitd  Disobiminations  Pbohibitbd. 

§  65.  No  insurance  corporation,  association,  partnership,  Lloyds 
or  individual  underwriters  authorized  or  permitted  to  do  any 
insurance  business  within  this  state,  or  any  ofiicer,  agent,  solicitor 
or  representative  thereof,  shall  make  any  contract  for  such  insur- 
ance, on  property  or  risk  located  within  this  state,  or  against  lia- 
bility, casualty,  accident  or  hazard  that  may  arise  or  occur  therein 
or  agreement  as  to  such  contract,  other  than  as  plainly  expressed 
in  the  policy  issued  or  to  be  issued  thereon;  nor  shall  any  such 
corporation,  association,  partnership,  Lloyds  or  individual  under^ 
writers,  or  officer,  agent,  solicitor  or  representative  thereof,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  pay  or  allow  or  offer  to 
pay  or  allow  as  inducement  to  such  insurance,  or  after  the  insur- 
ance shall  have  been  effected,  any  rebate  from  the  premium  which 
is  specified  in  the  policy  or  any  special  favor  or  advantage  in  the 
dividends  or  other  benefit  to  accrue  thereon,  or  any  valuable  con- 
sideration or  inducement  whatever,  not  specified  in  the  policy  or 
contract  of  insurance,  or  give,  sell  or  purchase,  or  offer  to  give, 
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sell  or  purchase,  aa  inducement  to  such  insurance,  or  in  connection 
therewith,  any  stock,  bonds  or  other  securities  of  any  insurance 
company,  or  other  corporation  or  association,  or  any  dividends 
or  profits  accrued  thereon,  or  anything  of  value  whatsoever,  not 
specified  in  the  policy,  nor  shall  any  insurance  broker,  his  agent 
or  representative,  or  any  other  person,  directly  or  indirectly, 
either  by  sharing  commissions  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  pay 
or  allow  or  offer  to  pay  or  allow  as  inducement  to  such  insurance, 
or  after  the  insurance  shall  have  been  effected,  any  rebate  from 
the  premium  which  is  specified  in  the  policy;  nor  shall  the  in-

or  received  by  him  with  any  other  licensed  broker  or  brokers  who
